Let him send trusty persons to assure 
soldiers in the French £frmy, induced to desert, that they shall 
be received fcere anc\ treated in every respett as British sol- 
diers; that their agns and horses^if they should bring them, 
shall be bought from them and paid for ; that thej* shall have

‘ In respect to the Patriarch’s proposal to divide the king 
dom into districts, it is my opinion that*the kingdom is already 
divided in a very convenient manner ; the magistrates arc fully 
Mffficieiji^or the perforrfSAnc^ of the duty required of tftem ; 
dhe laws and regulations are excellent; and all that is required 
ris to put the whole in motion, and to carry |he laws into exe- 
cution. 

« ‘ I can havg no objection to ^ive Beresford nnf power ; on 
jhe contrary the greater the power he has^^the better it will be 
for the publifc sei^ice: b^it for his own sake, I should* tfcink it 
b|jtV?r to leave the execution o^‘ thq laws in the hands of the 
ordinary magistrates. ^cWlle it however ii\ any ^av you think

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« I agree with you respecting tli^ existing disposition of 
the inlu^bitants •f Lisbon. In fadt, all they wish foi^is to be 
saved from the French : they were riotous last wilder, because 
they imagined, and with some reason, that we intended to 
abandon them; and they became quiet as soon as they found 
that a^ different system was adopted, and about to be acted 
upon. 

^ These facts would however lead to aVonclusion .that they 
would becorne riotous if they saw the (jjiemy on tin; left of the 
Tagus, and hea»d of him at no great distance on the right of 
that river, knowing that we had made all our arrangements to 
embaA. ffhc riots and iii^Lirrections of ftie town of Lisbon 
can never do us aify good ; and 1 am therefore anxious that 
the system which IVifid pi|:)posed to you shoula be organised. 

^ I have desired that you may hav^ lialf the money come 
from England. Vlie arrangement; made by GovcrTiment for 
the command of Cadiz will totally ruin us in the •way of 
money, y ' ^

to be made bv the Government for embarking ?

* !• recf ived last# night J^our lett^iP ft* the 30th Mareh. ^ 'The * 
enemy’s uetarfiment which had nnoved through the Bueirto de 
Bhiios ^bas retired again into Castille ; and \ am convinced 
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that the only object of its movement into Estreniadura was to 
oJ)lige General Carrera to withdraw-from Coria, whicli he did. 

‘ 1 caifhoR understand what advantage the French can derive 
from tile possession of Alcantara, the bridge over the Tagus 
being irreparably destroyed. It is the worst ferry on the river ; 
I do riot believe a gun could get to the boat on either side, 
whicli boat js very snj/ill, and could not contain two horses. 

* The feports which yoL^ have on the Portuguese frontier 
south of tife Tagus, wi41 show you that the bridge of Alcan- 
tara being destroyed the enemy could not pitch upon a more 
inconvenient place ^.han that from^vhence to make their move- 
ments; and it is the worst position that they could tixke for any 
other purpose :tla sm:>U corps could not rctrpat from it. 

‘ My^ opinion is that they have t\ikcii their position at Ca- 
ceres because they could get no provisions at^Truxillo, and be- 
cause they found they could do so without inconvenience 
and in safety, as the Marquis de.la Romana had detached a 
part of his corpus to the Sierra Morena, 

‘ My opinion therefore is that the position of the enemy at 
Cacercs has nothing to say to yours or to the Portuguese 
frontier. It is possible, however, as the Marquis de la Romana 
says, that the position of the enemy at Caccres may annoy 
the town of Badajoz, in the safety of which we arc much inte- 
rested, and the position of the corps under his command.

‘ I have received your letter of the 13th March^ and I am 
much obliged to you for the consideration you have given to 
our sUuation in this country, and your discussion of the 
subject. • • 

‘ The great disadvantage iinder.which I labor iff, that Sir 
John Moore, who was here before n/b, gave an d^inion that 
this country coiTld not be defended by the army under his 
comniand^: and, although it^s obvious ihs\^ the country was 
in a very ?liffcreii| situation at that time from what it is at 
present, that I ani^in a very different situatiifei from that in 
which he found l)im*sSif ; Aid that, moreover, it can be proved, 
from the marches«and operations of the army under#Sir J ohn 
Moore, and his dispatches, that little was known of Portugal 
at that time ; yet persons, wjio ought to be accjiiainted with 
these fac^^ entertain a prejudice against the adoption of any 
plans for opposing the enemy, of which Portugal is to be the 
theatre, or itS means the instrument, and will not even con- 
sider them. • 

%I have as much respect as any man can have for the opi- 
nion and judgment of Sir John Moore ; and I should mistrust 
iny^own, if opposed to his, in a case which he had had an 
opporteiity of knowing an^l con,$idering. ]}ut he positively 
knew nothing of Portugal, and cfould know notUing of its* 
existing state. Besides this prejudice, founded on Sir John 
Moore’s •opinion, there is another very general prejudice 
against any military operation in the Peninsula. • 

‘ J'ly opinion is, that as long as we shall rc^j^ain in a state of 
activity in PortSgal, the contest continue in Spain; that 
the ]<Vench are most desirous that we should withdraw from 
the country, but know that they must employ a very large 
force indeed in the opcrationsjivhich will render it necessary for 
us to go away^ and I doubt whether tliey can luring that force 
to bear upgn Portfigal without abandoning other objects, and 
expofing their whol^ -fabric in Spaiii to great risk. If they 
should be able to invade- it, £ftid shoiild^not succeed in obliging 
us to^vac latft the* count^^f , they ttiX be in a very dangorous 
situation ; an^the longer we can depose them^and defay their 
sifccess) the i^ore likely are ihef to suffer matertallyjii Spavin, 
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‘ All^^the preparations fcr embarking and carrying away the 
army, and every thing belonging trfit, are already made; and 
my intention is to embark it,’ as soon as I find that a military 
necesSty exists for so doir-g. I shall delay the embarkation as 
long as it is in my power, and shall do every thing in my 
power to avert the necessity of embarking at all. 

^ If the 'enemy shciild invade this country with a force less 
than that which I should think so superior to ours as to create 
the necessity for embarking, I shall fight a battle to save the 
country, for ‘which I liave made the preparations; and if the 
result should not be successful, dif which I have uq doubt, I 
shall still be able to retire and embark the 5rmy. 

‘ In short, t!?e wlihle of my conduct slyill be guided by a 
fair and cool view of tb? circumstances of our situation at the 
moment, '"and a reference to your Lordship’s instructions of 
the 27* h February, (A.) 

‘ I had considered that a doubc miglit exist of the policy of 
bringing matter’s to extremities in this country, a id I had 
brought that subject under the view of the King’s Govern- 
ment in my dispatches of the 31st January and Otii February, 
to which your Lonlship’s ansxver of 27th February is clear 
and distinct ; and I understand from that letter, that if tl/crc 
exists a military necessity for it, I am to evacuate the country; 
and if there docs not exist a military necessity for it, I am not 
to evacuate the counlry : ii: whicni last iinderstandinr^' is in- 
'eluded of a*our.se the other understanding, that I am not to bo 
frightened away by a force wliich 1 shall not consider to be 
siipcrioi* to that which I shall have under my command. 

‘ Your Lordship will observe tliat, in this plan, there is no 
intention or dc|jre to attempt a desperate resistance, /ni 1 
right iri'^indcrstanding tfiflt Fain not to quit tfti country, unless 
pressed by a force which I shall consider superior to that which 
I shall have to pjipose to the enemy ? If I am right, I may be 
obliged to bring matters to extremities; and I shajl now show 
5’ou, that whaCever may be the nature of our operations, or the 
mode or period at; wliich we shall evacuate Portugal, I have 
not mistaken the place of^mbarkation. ^ 

^‘"UpQn reference to4he enclosures* in my dispatch of 14th 
No^^n^ier, yoqr Lordslfip%ill find\ discussion on Hie relative 
advantage and disadvantage of embarking ilu army at dif- 
ferent places iit Portugal, in aletter to Admiral Berkeley : and 
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you will see that it is distinctly stated that the cotiteftl:' for 
Jliisbdti th^ Tagus Ci^not be l)rouglit to extremkies* with- 
out giving up all thoughts of embarking at PenijShe* I might 
have said that, connected with an embarkation at Pettiche, it 
cannot be brought to extremities a*t all with any Advantage, as 
it isrf)bvious that the battle would be fought after Lisbon, and 
the Tagus would be lost — the heart ofjlhe country, that alone 
which is an object to cither party, the only point by which we 
could communicate with England a« an atmy, or the Portu- 
guese with th(?

' If I am to bring the ijjjuestion of evacuation to extremities 
at all, itSs therefiore obvious that I must ^preserve the commu- 
nication with Lisbon, and must give yp all thoughts of em- 
barking at PeniciTfe. Sut I think I am not wrong in ray 
choice of St. J^ilian, even though \ ought not to bVing mat- 
ters to extremities. The GovernmeiTt may determine that not 
bringing matters to extre|niiies, I shall embark at* an early 
perioc^t or that 1 shall stay as long as I can, going at last, when 
the eiiOTy shall move into the country wifli a force which I 
shall thinl^so superior to that under my command as to oblige 
me to evacuate. 

« ^ In the first case there is no question ; all places are alike, 
St. Julian is as good as Peniche and Oporto, the Mondego and 
Setuval as good as cither. * In the second case I must observe, 
tliaWyour Lordship is misinformed of the nature of the posi- 
tion of St. Julian ; and I think* you have received your m- 
formation upon thg relative strength of these places, and their* 
r'clAtife advantage as places of embarkation, from some of 
those persons who have never considered the subject, and j)ro- 
b^bl}'^ have never even looked at either place. 

‘ If the weVher should ])rev 2 nt*tiie armj’^from embarking at 
St. Julian, the troops \nll be in a position from whence no- 
thing could force them. They could withdraw from it *the 
rear guard to the last man, being protected by the works wliiclv 
have been ’construct-^d, w'nich are of* a strength not to^ be 
taken, ejccept by a regular attack. 

• St. Julian, however, is not sq strong*as Peniche; but the 
difference in the relative sfrength of these positions is not suf- 
ficient |o compensate ftr other -dii^d vantages in adbpting Pe- 
niche as a place of embarkation? ^ » • 

* ^ In the, first place; whether matters are ^o be brought to 
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must have our stores and our hospital 
at LiJii)i]L, and all our comfnunication with Lisbon to the last 
moment. Pev.iche has neither the means of giving cover to what 
we have, nor of providing transports for their removal to tlie 
army when wanted^ nor aiiJ the communications with Peniche 
siiflSciently good to anst/er the purposes of the constant supply 
of the army. If we ^ould find cover for all that we have at 
Peniche, the removal df our stores from Lisbon to that place 
would soon discover our object, the effect of which discovery 
.would be felt in the conduct of friends as well r.s of enemies. 

* Secondly; if Peniche is to be used as the place of em- 
barkation for the H^liole army at 4he last moment,- it must 
immediately be stored with provisions to provide for the con- 
tingency of the weather not suffering the, army to quit the 
place, which is, I assure-' you, at least as probable at Peniche 
as it is in t)ne Tagus. * 

^ Thirdly ; adverting to the necessity of keeping a corps 
upon the Tagus during all our operations, we might expe- 
rience some inconvenience in forming a junction v Vth that 
corps, Peniche being the place of embarkation, owvjg to local 
circumstances, of which the discussion w^ould be too long at 
the end of this long letter. 

^ fourthly ; when wc do go, I feel a little Unxiety to go, like 
gentlemen, out of the hall door, particularly after tlie prepara- 
tions which I have made to enable us to do so, and not out df 
the back door, or by the area. 

‘I am willing to be responsible for the evacuation of Por- 
tugal, under your Lordship’s instructions of‘lhe 27th February. 
Depend upon it, whatever people may tdl you, I am not so 
desirous as they*" imagine of fighting desperate battles ; if I 
was, I might fight one any^day I please. But I^have kept tile 
army for six months in two positio'.^s, notwithstanding their 
owh desire, and that of the allies, that I should take advantage 
-pf many opportupities which the enemy apparently offered of 
striking a blow against^ them ; in scene of jvhich tliQ siftgic ope- 
ration wwld certliinly have been successful. Bpt I have looked 
to the great result of oiir maintaining our position on tMfe PsK’n- 
sula; and have not allowed luyself^ to be diverted from it by 
the \^lishes^f the allies, and probably of^bme of our own arrgy, 
that 1 ^^ho^ld inter«fiste more actively in s^me partial amiirs ; or 
by the opinion of others, that ought to quit Ihe country. 
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prematurely; and I have not haras^d my troops by n^jS^es 
and cownter-marchcs, in conformity to the enemy’s movements. 
1 believe that the world in the Peninsula begin tt bjfliev*e that 
I am right. 

^ I am convinced that, if the Spaniard# had followed my 
advice, Spain would now have been aut of danger, and that 
the conduct which I have pursued has given us at this moment 
an efficient army, which is the only hojJb of the Peninsula, I 
am perfectly aware of the risks wlticlv I incur personally, what- 
ever may be tlte result of the operations in Portugal. All I, 
beg is, that if I am to be responsible, I may be left to the 
exercise t:)f my own jud^nent; and I tisk for thc' fair con- 
fidence of Government upon the measures which I am to 
adopt. 

‘ If Government take the opinions of others upon*the situ- 
ation of aflairs Tliere, and entertain doubts upon tITe measures 
which I propose to adopt, then let them give me theif instruc- 
tions i« detail, and 1 will carry them strictly into execution. I 
may venture, however, to assure you, that, with the exception 
of MarsluABeresford, who I believe concurs entirely in all my 
opinions respecting the state of the contest, and the measures 
be adopted here, there is no man in the army who has taken 
half the pains up5n the subject that 1 have,

' The intention of Government in sending out the officers 
of Engineers lately arrived, is to enable us to give some 
security to Setuval, Palmela, and principally to Peniche. The 
object in respect to the two first, is to be able to^ljold them 
some time as places of refuge for the inhabitants of the country, 
who might wish, or to whom it might be desirable to evacuate 
the country. The object in occupying apd improving tl:^ 
last mentioned place, is the same ; but I think it not impos- 
sible that Government may be disposed to go a step farther 
in respect to Peniche, and to make an arrangement for occu- 
pying it per,vnanently. ' 

‘ In respect to Peniche, it appears to » me that the works 
which it would be desirable to execute there, are : 

‘ First. Some,thing in the way of a coiinierscarp to cover 
the existing line wall. 

" Secondly. To build up the breach in the existing wall. 

‘ Thirdly, t'o make the parapets of a proper height 
throughout, to fill up the rampart in the bastions, and to make 
a good rampart communication from each. 

1 Fourthly, '^^^o secure effectually the breach on the left of 
the line eidier by a stockade or the completion of the wall. 

‘ Fifthly. The construction of a redoubt upon the High 
ground i\^ the rear of the left of the line, which, by crossing 
its firo with the citadel on die right, iTould prevent tl^^s storm 
of the Vine, even though it should be breached. 

* f It Governmctiit should detehnine to do any thing perma- 
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nent at Petiiche, these measures^ will have been a^commence- 
•ment’of them* and I request you to employ one or ti^ore of 
the officers under your command upon them, Without loss of 
time. 

‘ If it should occur to you that any thing else ought to be 
done at either of these places, in the view which I have taken 
of them, of course I expect to receive ^*om you g^ny suggestion 
that you may think will be useful.

‘ I received Jast night your letter of the 1st, whjcR ought to 
have reached me on the evening of flie 2nd. ^ 

‘ The enemy’s corps south of the Tagus have occupied 
(^'aceres, and extended themselves along the Salor in front of 
IJill’s ^ ^rps, I suspect that they have occupied this position 
only because Caceres is the part of Estremadura which has 
been least exhausted sinew the last harvest, and that they 
•can find subsistence there ; and they are in tolerable security, 
as it is not easy to attack them. It must be observed, how- 
,ever, that tliis is the position which they would take with the 
corps in Kstremadura, if they' intended to undertake any ope- 
ration on tliis side, and were desirous of prevgnling us 
availing ourselvcs*of the assistance of Hill’s corps. IJowevcr, 
I believe that they have very little communication between 
one of their corp’k and the others, less ii;|telligence of our 
strength and situation, and no combination. 

* The AuSstrian marriage is a tferrible event, and must pre- 
vent any great movement on the continent for the present. 
Still, I do not despair of seeing at some time or other a check 
to the Bonaparte systeni, Bccent transactions in Holland 
show that*it is all liollow within, and that it is so inconsistent 
with tli^ wishes, the interests, and even^he existeiicrfof civilized 
society, that he cannot trust evqp his brothfe to carry it into 
executign. 

iht Spaniards'Tiad acted^vvith common prudence, we 
should b/ in a veiy differenf situation m the P?niri%ula, but 
I fear thore are now no hojfts. The Govt%‘nnient are*terribly 
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weak, and I think it probable will be beaten upon the Wal- 
cheren question. It is impossible to what will be the con- 
sequence. Uhink the King may be able to form a Govern- 
ment without having recourse to Lord • Grenville ; but there 
will be no strangth in that Government, and the members will 
have no satisfaction in ccfiiducting public affairs.

Government^ as well as ^co me, I beg you to send him Ruman’s 
letters, and any others that may go through your hands 
addressed to him or to me. I write to him not to delay the 
departure of the dragoon with your communication.

1 beg that the 3rd battalidh of the Royals, the 1st 
battalion of the 9th, and 2nd battalion of the 38th regiment, 


may be equipped in the usual manner,*and prepared to march

‘ These corps are in tjje mean time to be quartered either 
in barracks, or convents, or encamped in the most healthy 
situations in the town or the neighbourhood of Lisbon ; and 
the commanding 4 ».nd cither officers of* regiments must adopt 
all means to prevent irregularities,^ which will onlj* tend to 
augment the number of sick, and ikggravate the Sisorders of 
those already sick, or in a state of convalescence. • 

^ Gveat care must be talcen to prevent the ophthalmia from 
spreading from which disorder the army* in Portugal has 
hitherto iWen quite free. 

* .It is impossible for me to allow any men to join the army 
^vithout arms and accoutrements. It is very proper that the 
officers commanding regiments should fix upon those men to 
be officers’ servants and bat men who arc least capable of 
iJearing the ordinary fatigues pf the service; but they must 
all have their arms, and all obey the standing orders of the 
army upon this subject. * * • 

^ After all, I believe it will be found, that if attention be 
paid by the officer^ to the food of the soldiers ; if they pre- 
vented them from straggling from their corps* on a march, or 
frW their quyters or camp, in^ search of wine or plunder after 
the march is made ; and* if the soldiers are regularly organ- 
ized and told off’ into the several parties to be sent for 
those articles of food, fuel, &c., which they *requirc ; and that 
the offiefirs .superintend tlfb execution of these duties, it will 
be found that b\it few soldiers are so young, Snd sti^ fewer so 
old»aiid Infirm, that they cannot make th»se marches and per- 
form those duties ’which tl^p service requires from them. 

I l^g that, upon the receipt this letter, one^’squadron 
of the 13tb light dragoons, an^l four corporals beionging to 
•the three ^ther squadrons oi the same regiment, with their 
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horses, &c., may be embarked to go to Cadiz, as soon as the 
Agent of Transports shall have prepared vessels to receive 
them, The^sTour corporals must be good horsemen, and men 
well apquaintcd with the sword exercise; and these men, on 
their arrival at Cadiz, are‘* to be put under the direction of 
Major General Whittiogham.

^ I do not believe the estimate of August, 1809, is the first 
estimate which was sent home to the British Government, and 
which I saw in the Secretary of State’s Office.

^ The 30,000 stand of arms and Picton’s rifles, &c., are for 
the Portuguese troops, and I have given them over to Marshal 
Beresford. I only hope that we shall get them issued ii. time. 

^ I enclose a letter from Mr. O’Meara to the Commissary 
General, regarding pay for the Portuguese troops in Cadiz. 
The best mode of settling for this pay would be for me to 
order the issue monthly to the commanding officer of the 
regiment, and the sum issued would be so much paid to you 
by the Commissawy General, and to the Portuguese Govern- 
ment by you ; and so much subtracted /rom the amount of 
their subsidy, and from your demand upon ihe Commissary 
General for the,. two sevenths. The commanding officer of

^ I have had the hoiioi; of receivmg your letters of the 2nd 
of March, relative to the desertion in the 2nd battalion — th 
regiment, appearing on the return of thaj regiment, to the 
25 th of ©January ; and I ij^close the reports which I have re- 
ceived from M^or General Picton and Major Young upon 
tligt^sul:ject. “ ^ 

‘ The. desertion from nearly al> the regiments in this army 
must hfr^e appeared eiiitraordinary to the Comniandf^ in Chief, 
an& must liave ’given him as mudi concern as it has- to me. 
Tillelatel}^ desertion from British army on service was a 
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crime almost unknown ; and, I am concerned to add, that I have 
reason to believe that many of those who have deserted hav /2 
been guilty of the worst description of that oflfence^ and have 
gone o.yer to the enemy. ^ 

‘ I attribute the prevalence of this crime in a great measure 
to the bad description of men, of which many of the regiments 
are composed almost*^ entirely, and who have been received 
principal! yc from the Irish militia. A sufficient time has not 
elapsed, since these men have entered the regiments of the line, 

' to form their habits to regularity and discipline*; the non-com- 
missioned officers, in the second battalions principally, arc very 
bad ; and I am sorry to add that the subaltoi’n officers are not 
of the best descrip tioi],; and that 1 do not think so much at- 
tention has been given by them as nfight Have been expected, 
to form 6i^ier the non-commissioned officers or the soldiers to 
those habits of regularity which a soldier ought to have. 

‘ I attribute the desertion from .this army likewise, in some 
degree, to the irregular and predatory habits which those sol- 
diers had acquired, who, having straggled from theij^^giments 
during the late service under the command of Sir John Moore, 
were some of them taken prisoners by the French, and have 
since escaped from them ; and others, after having w’andereel 
in difierent parts of Portugal and Spain, have returned to the 
army. All these men have shifted for themselves in tl\e 
country, by rapine and plunder, r, since they quitted their regi- 
iqents in 1808 ; and they hate informed others of their modes 
*of proceeding, and have instilled a desire Jn others to follow 
their example, and live in the same mode and by the same 
means, free fronj the restraints of discipliriL- and regularity. 

‘ I can assure the Commander in CIn’ef that I know of ro 
cause for the desertion of the soldiers from this^aniiy, except- 
ing those to which I have above referred. They have in 
general but little duty, and since the month of August no 
fatigue. Their quarters are, without exception, good^; the in- 
habitants of the country arc invariably kind to them ; and not 
only has fiiere been n« distress for provisions "^since tlje month 
of August, but I really believe that there is not a soldier^in 
the s^rmy who is not as well fed, anti docs not receive^his food 
as regularly as he could in ISarracks in England. ^ * 

‘ Tlfer •pay is ifiso regularly given to them, an\^ their ac- 
counts' regularly »;ittled, and the* balances paid, although one' 
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month later than the period fixed by his Majesty’s regulations, 
oi^ account of the* difficulty of procuring money in thiseountry 
for the army. 

' While writing upon this subject, it is proper that I sbdulid 
inform the Commander in Chief, that desertion is not the only 
crime of which the soldiers of this army have been guilty to 
an extraordinary degree. A detachm^iht seldoip marches, 
particularly if under the commayd of a non-commissioned 
officer (which rarely happens), that murder or ft highway 
robbery, or some act of outrage is not committed by the British 
soldiers composing it. They have killed eight people since 
the army Returned fto Portugal in December; and I am sorry 
to add that a convoy has seldom arrived.with money that the 
chests have not beeffl broken open, and some of the money 
stolen by the solt^jers in whose charge it was placed, although 
invariably under the command of an* officer; and th^ have 
never brought up either shot^s or other necessaries whicn could 
be of use to them, or which they could sell, that they have not 
stolen som v^of the articles committed to their charge. 

‘ The orders to the army, and the Provost’s establishment, 
which is larger than w^as ever known with any British army, 
show the pains which the General Officers, the command- 
ing officers of regiments, and I have taken to prevent the 
commission of these crimes, vfhich indeed are not very frequent 
at the regiments, although they are committed sometimes even 
there : and the General Courts Martial which have been as- 
sembled, and sitting almost constantly while the army has been 
halted, and sometimes as many as three sitting at the same 
time in the different oantonraents of the army, will show the 
pairis which have been taken to convict and punish those who 
have been guilty of these crimes . B’^t the inhabitants of the 
country have such a respifect and aflTection for the British 
nation, and particularly for the military qualities of the soldier, 
(who presumes upon his military reputation to commit many 
of the crimes ®f which he is ^lilty,) that it is most difficult to 
prevail upon the inhabitants to give testirgony bf the injuries 
they^hjfve deceived, and they will rarely pdint ©ut the person 
who has ednmitted the.offeigce; and the soldiers themselves 
will narelj thp truth before a Cgourt Martial. Tlie sen- 
tences of theOourts Martial are^also carried into execution ; 
soPthat every^ thing that precaution and discipline could do to

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prevent crimes, and that tsial and execution of sentences could 
do lo f>un^sh those who have beefi guilty of them, has been 
done, bift hitherto without much success.

‘ I enclose letters wliich I have received from the Com- 
manding Officers of the 3rd battalion of the Royals, and of the 
1st battalion of the 9tlj Foot, relative to the subsistence of 
their regiments to the 25th of April. 

* It is impossible for me either to order the is^ue of sub- 
sistence to those regiments for the months for whi^n*! they have 
already received it, or to direct the Commissary General to 
discount the private bills of the Paymasters of the regimetHs 
diTwn upon the Regimental Agents; nor would it be con- 
venient to encourage the negofiation of tliese bills in the 
market at Lisbon, by allowii;^ the Paymasters of the regiments 
to charge the discount upon' their bills upon the Regimental 
Agents in their accounts. 

‘ The only mode which occurs to me of settling this busi- 
ness is, that tlie agents should send out to these regiments 
respectively tfie balances of their bat and forage and subsist- 
ence to the 25th of Aprl, in<x;ash, if possible; if not possible, 
that the balances should be sent out in bank notes, which I 
will then direct the Commissary General to exchange for cash ;

‘ I have had the honor of receiving your Lordsifip’s letter 
of the 6th of February, in answer to inine of tlie 17th of De- 
cember, respecting the subsistence of officers and soldiers of 
this army who liave been prisoners, aiTd have fhade their 
escape from the French, from which understanjl that his 
Majesty’s Government intend that the officers, as well as the 
soldiers, shall receive their subsistence during the period they 
were prisoners. ^ ^ 

‘ A question has arisen respecting the latter, including the 
iion-comiinssioncd officers,*which is founded on the letter from 
the late Secr^'tary at War of the 5th of December, l^OS, to 
the Commanding Officers of regiments, whether thSt which 
the non-commissioned officers and soldiers are to receive is the 
full subsistence allowed tliern by his Majosty^s regulations, or 
their net subsistence, after deducting 6f/. {)oi* diem for each 
man for his'rations.

‘ The corjj^ of Mar.slial Mortier was followed through the 
passes as far as Rcnquillo, by the divisiong of flic Miyrquis de 
la Iftifiana’s corps, ^ under General Ballcstcroiip which by the 
last accou Its were still tlicre# 

' The corps of, SouIC' under Gerieral Regnier, which Kad 
retired to Tr«xillo, ad fanced ag^in in the •end of Maiiph to 
Cacere^, and^^had their posts upan the Salor, ii^front of th^ left 
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of the Marquis de la Romana’s corps, and of the troops under 
LieiU. tieneral Hill. ^ 

* TliePlvf^rquis de la Romana moved a detachment on the 
SOtll^ from Badajoz to Merida, which however did not arrive 
ill time to establish itself there ; and Soult’s corps again broke 
up from the Salor on the 31st, and marched to Merida^ which 
place it refiehed on vthe 1st instant, and the Spanish detach- 
ment retired again to Badaioz. 

‘ The delay in the (.ceupation of Merida, and this move- 
ment by the French, has placed General Ballesteros’s corps in 
a slate of risk, unless he sliould have moved out of the passes 
in the mountains in time. 

‘ A detachment from the corps of Ncy also moved in the 
end of the month of March, by the pass 9f Banos into Estre- 
maduril, but returned again immediately. The object of this 
movement was probably to oblige General Carrera’s division 
to retire from Coria, and to confine Ciudad Rodrigo on that 
side. 

‘ Nothing of importance had occurred at Astorg-; as late as 
the Slfth of March.

‘ I received this morning your letter of the S7tn and 28th 
March. 

‘ You may depend upon it that'^your" opinion of the 

— - id a very correct one, and that the defence of Cadiz 
has sustained no loss by his appointment to the embassy in 
— — . I am apprehensive, howe.ver, that the credit lie ac- 
quired by being the first to relieve the people of Cadiz from 
their fears and his intrigues have driven Vanegns from his 
office, for which I believe !iim to be better qualified than any 
officer in the Spanish service. . 

* I arn sorry tliat Blake has been called from the command 
of Ids army, where he might be of great use. The Marquis 
de la Ilomana is an honest, honorable man, and the ablest and 
most to be trusted of any :hat I have seen in Spain. His 
letter to Mr. Frcre is a mo^J^ curious instance of tlie propensity 
of the Spaniards to pervert the facts upon the events of 
the w.ar; and he very cleverly lays the perversion' to the 
door of the French. The fact is, that they did not lose 300, 
instead of 3000 men, and that they were in no manner dis- 
tressed, and were not olijjged to withdraw fi\ m Estremadura 
by any occurrence on this side of Sierra Morena. 

‘Ballesteros followed Mortier through the Sierra Morena 
to Ronquillo, and the French had their outposts on the 
Huelva by the last accounts. Tne 2ud corps (tailed Soiilt’s) 
under t\ie coniinand^of Regnier, wliich retired from MeiTda to 
Truxillo whei 4 Mortier retired upon Seville, advancefl again 
in the end of the month to Cace:'cs, and occupied tpe right of 
the Salor, in front of tlv- Spanish division at AJliurquwque, 
and «f Eieiit. General Hill^ corps. They brolv|3| up again on 
the jSlst, and n^rched to Me.dda, which town I had recom- 
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mended to the Marquis de la Boq^ana to occupy, and fortify 
the Conventual, Which com^nands the passage of the Gnadiana; 
but he had not done it in time, and the Spanish Itrc^ps were 
obliged to retire again to Badajoz. The French were in 
Merida the 1st and 2nd of April ; and on the 3fd, the last 
1 liear^ of them, they marched to Villa Nueva de la Serena. 
I was apprehensive tliat they werfe going upon Ballesteros at 
Bonquillo, who would thus have bccii^between •two’ corps, 
and could have retired with difficufty ^ but it is noyr supposed 
there is some sewous insurrection in La Mancha. 

' I hear from all quarter, that a corps of 5000 men, under 
Bassecoiirf, had surprised a French post of cavalry at Aran- 
jucz, and had carried away a magazine of arms. It is im- 
possible, however, U> say* whether any tiling of this kind is 
true or false. • 

" All is quiet in this part of Spain.* Astorga has*not been 
seriously attacked ; and no movement of importance Ixis been 
made b^ the troops in our front. 1 do not think the French 
are yet in a state to make a serious attack* upon Cadiz, or 
indeed to do any tiling of importance in any quarter. They 
have separated their forces in too great a degree, and they 
^^List unite them to oblige us to withdraw from the north 
bank of the TaguS, before they can effect any thing. In the 
mean time, the insurrection is again in a state of organization, 
and \\\G partidas arc beginning again to be active.

^ I have received your lattcrs of the 21st and^fith of March, 
^for which I am much obliged to you. I had already received 
from Lord Liverpool a copy of his instructions to you of the 
19th of Febsiiary ; from wHcli I doubted whether the corps 
at Cadiz was intended to form part of this arn>y. • 

Instructions from the ConimanTV?r in Chief, of the 
21st Feb^ary, would sliewjLliat it^was not so intended. If it 
is not softtended, you ' 'will of courge put such officers as you ’ 
think proper ,at the head of the several departments ; ,if ij is so 
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intended, Colonel MacdopAld*, and Major Cathcartf , and 
Mr.-; — ^ should be taken upon the !i»trength ol the departments 
of the Adjutant, and of the Quarter Master General, and of 
the Commissary General with this army, and shall be at the 
head of those departments with the corps under your command j 
and in either case I shall be happy to give you any other as- 
sistance of any description which this army can afford. 

‘ I am happy to find that you approve of the measures and 
arrangements of ‘MajoivOeneral Stewart, with whom I have 
had every reason to be satisfied. 

^ At this distance from the scene jf action, and having but 
a general knowledge of Cadiz and the Islade Leoii, it is im- 
possible for me to do more than to give you my opinion very 
generally upon the measures to be adopted.^ I beg leave to refer 
you to my several letters to Major General Stewart, and those 
to Mr, Frere, to which iie was referred for my sentiments on 
the several points to which they relate. 

^ I am convinced that the enemy cannot at present make a 
serious attack ujion Cadiz: indeed their force is so much sepa- 
rated that, until it is concentrated, they cannot make an effec- 
tual effort any where ; and I do not think it probable that they 
will begin by assembling in Andalusia such an army as they 
muc". have, in order to make any impression on your position 
at Cadiz. 

‘ I have no doubt, however, that they will take and secure 
possession of the peninsula of Trocadero, by which they will 
cut off the communication between the outer and inner har- 
bour, and will probably affect, to a certain degree, the anchorage 
in the outer harbour, and a part of the town. I fear that this 
cannot be avoided ; and the only measure to be adopted is to 
place at once in the fnnen harbour the boats and vessels which 
may be deemed necessary for the naval operations to be even- 
tually carried on there ; and to secure, as far as may be possi- 
ble, the landing places between Puntales and the town ; and to 
form a communication with the isla, from the * right of the 
Cortadura, and along the right of the existing road.

‘ Malta could supply all the grain tlj^t would be required 
for Cadiz ; and the coast of Barbary, cattle. For the former, 
ready money will be required, and victuallers. • 

‘ His Majesty’s Minister at Cadiz will have to exert his 
influence with the Spanisi* Government, to induce them to 
consider t^ell the »ature of their situation ; to prepare before- 
hand foi the serious attack which will be made upon them, and 
for the difficulties which will then exist ; and to make the ad- 
vances of iniihey^ which will be necessary to pnrehase^a^ Malta 
the grain which will be required, •fhe King’s Minister at 
Cadiz should also apply to the Ministers in England, lo have 
victualTers sent to Cadiz to import grain from Malta. 

‘The influence of tiic King’s Minister, indeed probably 
that of his Majesty’s Government, must be exerted to prevail 
upon the Barbary States to allow the purchase of cattle for the 
Siiipply of Cadiz. For this purpose also, the Begency will 
have to advance, and disburse large sums of money. If Jiey 
should not have vessels fit fo bring over the cattle which they 
have purchased, I believe that I diall be able to give them the 
use of some horse transports. 

‘ It does not occur to me that there is any other point in your* 
instructions, on which it can be of any use to you to be assisted 
with any further opinkins from me, than what are contained in 
my letters to General Stewart and Mr. Frere, to which I have 
referred you. , 

‘ You will always find*ine disposed to assist you with my 
opinions upon any subject which you may think proper to refer 
to me ; and in any other manner that may be in my power.

‘ I received your leltvr ot the 5lh, regarding the Portu- 
guese battaliofis of ca^adores, wlrich it is obvious are not 
in the state in which I expected that you would find them, 
from what I saw of them in December last. Bad troops 
in the rear of the army may do well enough^ but it will 
not an»‘ver, obviously, to put those in the front who are 
likely to do mere Harm than good. 

‘ Since you have joined the 'U-my, I have always wished 
that you should commaad our outposts, .for marry reasons 
into ' which it is ^ unnecessary to entel*; and I was in hopes 
that I had made up for you a corps which would answer 
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tolerably well, of which 1 coulcj give you the command 
without interferftig with the claims of others. But the 
state of these corps disappoints me much ; and T. otin de?/ise 
no means of accomplishing what 1 wish. Elder’s* corps, 
which is better than the others, was kept in thc'rcar to be 
an example to others, and to assist in their formation ; for 
in the happy situation in which 1 am plyed, I am obliged to 
be ready to meet the enemy in front, at the same .time that 
the formation and organization of th^ youiTg troops, and all 
the elementary tirrangements arc to be provided for in the 
rear.

* I enclose the state of the army on the 1st instant, and like- 
wise the distrilJulion of the sick, absent on the same day. 
From this paper you will see that the hosjntal at Talavera and 
the men at Plasencla amount now to only 85^^. I have always 
reckoned them 1500, and some have certainly escaped from 
the'enemy. Hut that number was not originally left, and so 
1 thought; altliougli 1 stated them as 1500, as the reports 
w’hich were tlie nearest, and official, so stated tl|em. 

‘It is difficult to make* the military return of sick agree 
Avitli that received froni the medical dcnarlment, because in 
the former arc included all men absent from the regiment at 
the hospital stations, wliclhcr convalescents or others; whereas 
the medical return includes only those on the books of^ the 
hospitals. ' 

‘I enclose the Inspector General’s returns of the 1st of 
April, from which you will sec the number actually sick, of 
those on the military i-eturns “ sick absent.” The others are 
cither convalescent, out of the Tiospilrls, or oii the road to 
join, ansi your Lord^shiji will be glad to observe how efficient 
and healthy th"' army is becoming. Indeed it woi^ld uOrV be 
an excellent army, if the soldiers lid not plunder. 

‘ Several have lately bjcn convicted before General Court 
Martial; and have been executed, an example jivhich I hope 
wilUiave etfect^i.as well upon the officers as the men.. Upon 
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the former I hope it will operate tain^Huce them .to take more 
pains to keep their men in ^rder, and support the jutMbrity of 
the non-commissioned officers, and to instil into them*a proper 
sense of their situation and duty; a/id I hope it wijl convince 
the latter that I possess the power, and gm determined to exert 
it to punish tliose who are guilty of those disgraceful outrages.

‘ I liave received your letter oi the 2nd, for which I am 
much obliged to you \ and I anri delighted to find that we had 
agreed so far in the measures to be adopted, as that you had 
adopted them at Cadiz before you had reSeived my» suggestions 
upon them. 

‘ I am glad tbal: you have sent the prisoners home. Send ^ 
tlie'in all home if you haw the means, making a strong repre- 
sentati(jn *of the ^langer of keeping then at Cadiz, at the 
Ilalearit islands, or in the Canaries, and say that I advised you 
to send them to Ky^'^laiid^ • 

' I think v’c shall secure Minorca and I see that you and 
I concur exactly in the measures to b» adopted for thS security 
^of those islands, and the advantage to be derived fwom that 
])osse.ssiou. 1 have written to the Marquis do la Romana upon 
this sublet; but he has given me no answer, and has re- 
quested me to meet him at Niza, which I cannot do at present. 

^ Since I w rote to you on the 8th, the French corps com- 
j)uinded by RegnieV has broken up from Villa Nueva de la 
Serena, t^c,, and fliovc'd towards Cabeza del Buoy, witji an 
intention of entering Viidalwsla by Cordova, or of passing into 
La ]\iancha by the road along tjic bottom of the hills which 
goes to Ciudad Iteal. Either 'they foiiiul it impossible to 
move by tliat road at pre.sent, on account of thc*s\velling o? 
the torrents, or they arc not wanted in Andalusia, for they 
returned to Villa Nueva, Medellin, &c., on the niglit of the 
9tli inslanl. 

^Nothing of^importance has oc(;urred elsewhere. Ney has 
got together at Salamanca.a large quantity ofjicavy ordnance, 
and the greater j)art of his troops. AsUn'ga is invested, but 
has not been vigorously attacked ; and General Mahy was 
about to a^Ltettipt to relieve liie place in the beginning of this 
month with all the troops he could collect in^Galicia, in con- 
ctTt»\¥itli|thc and others und<?ii Echevarria on this 

side of Alcauizas abd Puebla de Sunabria. I think, however, 
that, the French arc i?ot in carnc^ in this plan : th^jTGa've^ 
dismantled aj^d evacuated Zamora, by wlpch they, risk the 
oomnibnication between the trpops at Astorga and those at 
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Salamanca; and it is reported tliat General lias with- 

drawn f»”om Oviedo and the Astiiriat. If thlb be the case, the 
corps in Leon will soon cross the Duero again and join Ney. 
Indeed, without tijis reinforcement, he is scarcely strong 
enough for his object. 

^ I have written fulfy both to you and to General Graham 
about provisions fori the town of Cadiz. They may get any 
quantity pf cattle tliey please from the coast of Africa : 
but you mi^st use'the influence of the British Government, and 
probably the Govermnent must bribe a little, And the Admiral 
must threaten, to induce the Barbaresque powers to allow the 
export: they, like' others, arc confounde^lly afraid of the 
French ; and their fears have not been lessened since the sue- 
cesses of the French in Spain have made tlK? parties such near 
nei<4:hboiirs. 

‘ The best mode of \ransporting the cattle will be in the 
boats ol the country ; but if the Spanish Government cannot 
command any, I will lend them some horse transports. Grain 
of all kinds caii be jirocured at Malta. I do not think that 
Portugal can supply you with any quantity of provisions. 

* I am very desirous that the Spanish Government should 
not only defray the expense of these provisions, but that they 
sliokld continue to siqijily our troops with provisions, under 
the conditions which I made wheiV I detached them from Ppr- 
tugal. 

‘ You are aware of the gweat difficulties existing in England, 
in procuring specie. AV^c arc in the greatest distress for money 
in this country ; and if we should lose the supplies of money 
which we receive from Gibraltar and Gadiz, we should very 
soon be obliged to quit the Peninsula for want of money to 
subsist in it. If we are tapay the expense ofufhesc provisions 
from Cadiz, or wen if the conditions arc departed from, and 
we are to defray the expense of forming magazines for our own 
troops, a great part, if not the whole of the money procured 
at Cadiz and Gibraltar for bitts upon Engknd*, must be 
diverted* from fne pyrposc to which it is at p^-esent applied. 

* I am also tff ojiinion that we should endeavor th mal^ the 
^pPtyjgrds believe that we *feel it to bf their interest that our 

hould remain at Cadiz, and that we con«>idcr that we 
« Bfig, feferred an obligation upon thdrn by goMi^g there. As 
' '^y entertain this belief, they will tr^at its weli ; 
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as soon as they lose it, I know thtfm‘^vell enough to be certain 
that there is no enormity that they will not coninnt iif order to 
get lid of us. They are much more likely to eontftuie in^this 
belief, if we insist upon the performance of the conditions on 
which I allowed the troo{)s to go to Cadiz at all ; and indeed 
I drew those conditions with that view. 

^ I can easily conceive, however, lljtit the health of our 
troops, and other circumstances n^iy occur, which iway require 
the expenditure of money by us, fo? the supply* particularly 
of fresh meat.* I had given authority to General Stewart for* 
this purpose, which General Graham has equally; but even 
in this case I wMi the conditions should be adhered to, as 
far as may be possible, and that payment may be demanded 
for the provisions *J)iirelni^ed. 

^ I had written to Mr. Dufl* respecting Mr. Ilcici’!? money, 
I shall be glad if he is allowed to bring it away.

‘ I have received your letters of the 31st March and the 4lli 
iRstant (Nos. 2 and 3). 

‘ I am desirous of adhering* to the conditions on which I 
first detached tlie troops to Cadfe, for reasons, soinc of whieU 
arc stated in my letter to Major General Stewart of the 27th 
of rebriiary. At the same time I must inform you tliat it is 
impossible to maintain an army in the Peninsiila, and to per- 
form the engagements into which the King lias entered with 
the Portnguei?® Government, witfiout the assistance of the 
money to be procured at Cadiz and Gibraltjir for bills upon 
England. If this money is to be employed either in forming 
a magazine for the British ^troops in Cadiz, or, under the in- 
structions of*the Secretary of State to yourself^ in the purchase 
of provisions for the general consumptiomat Cadiz, it obvious 
thif othel means must be dtfvisecj for providlhg for the other 
services to which that l^ioney is now applied ; and I app.irfjWiu' 
thaf the scarcity of specie is so great in England^ that the 
Govqfnmen^^cannot provide for* these services by any export 
from whence. Indeed thej^have not Been able semi the 
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money which I informed^them six months agq would he neces- 
sary, in addition to the supplies which could be procured at all 
p]a«<js wi Ain 'my reach for bills upon England; and we arc 
consequenjj’y in considerable distress for want of money. 

‘ The instructions cf the Secretary of State were written 
before he had received my report that the troops had been 
detached to^Cadiz, arfvl the copy of my letter to Mr. Frere of 
the 5th of February, containing the conditions on which I had 
detached them. I had already adverted to Jilic variation be- 
tween his instructions to you and thpsc conditions, and 1 have 
requested an explanation, which I conclude he will give im- 
mediately. 

‘ In the mean timc'you will ob.serye from^ my letter to Major 
General Stewart, of th(: OTth PVbruary, tliat 1 contemplated 
the prolfable necessity that he would be obKged to purchase 
fresh iveat, and gave him authority for so doing ; and you 
will of course give directions for the purchase of fresh meat 
for the British and Portuguese troops, if you should find it 
necessary. 

* You are acquainted with the political and financial grounds 
on which I am desirous that that condition should be adhered 
to. ^ You, however, must be the best judgyj of its ojicration at 
Cadiz; and if you should find it prejudicial or inconvenient 
to the British interests, yoi,! have my full consent to depfirt 
from it. * 

• ^ If you tihould depart from it, T will send you from Portugal 

a large proportion of the magazine of salt provisions which we 
have here.

^ I have rcAd with great interest your dispatch to the Secre- 
tary of State, of the 30tli jVfarch, and your leUer to me of the 
4tli instant, Nej, 3 ; and I am hapj^ to find tliat the opinions 
regarding the defence of the Isla, wliich I had given gene- 
rally to Major General Stewart, are confirmed by such good 
authority. • ^ < 

‘ My notion jof the defences required Yor the Isla is founded 
upon tlic species uV attack which the enemy wiU p^o[^ably 
make upon it* My opiFrion is that th6y will make roads 
acFOs?, and establish thetysclvcs iiponVhe salt marsh, in order 
to foJ;ceethe passage of the river. I Jiad not s^'tficicnt infor- 
mation to be certain wliethei’^, there were not s(fme points }n 
whicli they could ai^tempt to effect this object Vith" greater 
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advantage than in others ; but my idoa was generally that the 
line of the river, tvith the (Saraccas on its left (which is*a point 
of separate and distinct consideration) was the Best for de- 
fence. 

^ I considered that this line ought to be taken up generally 
by a chain of works, closed in the rear fey a weak profile con- 
nected by a line ; and strengthened in tjj^ose parts in which it 
might be deemed that the enemy might make his ‘attack with 
the greatest advantage.

‘ I aip afraid that Mr. , who is gone to ''Cadiz at the 

head of the Commissariat, ‘is a man very little to be trusted. 
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if J am not mistaken, he was 'in ilic military service of the 
East India Company, on tlie establisliment of Fort St. George. 
If he was, he was dismissed from the service under the follow- 
in <r circumstances : — 

‘ An officer of the army accused him of having robbed him ; 
that is to say, he literally stole his purse from him. The 
officer in question (whose name I do not recollect) was brought 
to trial before a General Court l^Iartial for defamation, and 
was acquitted. 

‘ I understanS that the Commander in Cliief, General 

Stuart, wanted to bring Mr. to trial, on a charge to 

be framed against liim, on the accusation of the officer who 

liad beer acquitted of defamation; but, Mr. declined 

to stand his trial, aftd wasMismissed fi' :)m the service. 

‘ Wlicn he wa? dismissed from the service, othcr^^ersons 
recollected having lost their purses when in companj^ with 
him ; rwul I understood that he liad once been accused of 
taking a purse out of an officer’s writing box, but that the 
accusation was deemed so improbable, that it was scouted. 

‘ Although 1 think that a person who has an itch for taking 
purses is not a fit person to be a Deputy Commissary General, 
ft) charge of the department, I should not have mentioned this 
subject to you upon my own recollection of these facts, if I 
cow Id not point out to you the means of ascertaining them 
precisely.

^ My dear Sir, ^ ‘ Visuu, loth April, 1810. 

‘ 1 think it would be desirable to define with precision our 
idea.% respecting tlie establishment of military law, before we 
determine to alter the established law of the ‘country in any 
case. 

^ The following questions are tvorth consideration and de- 
cision on this topic. Whatsis military law.? Military law 
as applied to any persons, excepting the officer j, soldiers, and 
folloivers of the irmyj for whose governntt^pt there ate par- 
ticular provisions oft law in all wed regulated countries, is 
neither more nor less than the will of^the General of the army: 
He punishes ^either witli or without trial, for crimej erther 
de^larcil to \si so, or not so declared by any existing law, or 
by his 8wn^5rders. This is the plain ai|d co&amou meaning 
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of the term military la\w Besides tlie mode of proceeding 
abo vet described, laws liavc been '►made in different countries 
at diffei'ent times to establish and legalize a description of 
military constitution. 

^ The Commander in Chief, or the Government, has been 
authorized to proceed by military process, that is, by Court 
Martial or Counci! of AVar, against persons offending against 
certain l^iWs, or against their own orders, issued generally for 
tlie security of tlie army, or for tlie establishment of a certain 
govcrnnicnt or constitution odious to the pcfiple among whom 
it is established. Of both descriptions of military law there are 
nunuTous instances in the history of tltc operations of the 
French army during the llcvolution; and tliere is an instance 
of the existence both of the (irsr inentiGlied description and 
of the last mentioned in Ireland during tlie rebellion of 1798, 
when the people were in insurrection against the Government, 
and >\^ere to be restrained by force. 

^ The next cjiiestion which is worth our consideration, is, 
for what object is military law of either description to be 
established in Portugal ? Upon this point I w ould observe, 
that 1 believe there is no instance in history of the establish- 
ment of military law, excepting with a view to restrain the 
people. AVc have no such object in Portugal. 

‘ AVhat W'C want is: •» 

‘ l.st. To make the magystrates do their duty. We may 
try ihem^by Court Martial or Council of War for neglect of 
duty; but what punishment would a. Court INIartial inffict 
upon them for neglect of duty, however criminal, except dis- 
missal from^ office ? and that punishment can be inflicted by 
the Government at any time without trial. ^ 

^ Sndly. Wc want to induce the pcopte to perform the 
duties, and to sup])ly the articles required from them by the 
hnv, and by the orders of Government. The law which im- 
j)oses these duties, and requires these supplies and assistance 
for the armies, furnishes the means of its ow^fl execution, and 
imposes the ‘penalties of non-performancc- of its provisions; 
and it is the duty of the inferior magistrate to ififlict the 
p*acialty of the law for its breach. a 

^ We are mistaken, if we suppose that* a peasant who has 
deserted from the militia or the Jirie, or w hii ihas avoided to 
giV.e bis grain, or l^is strawj o^his bullocks, oa to st^pply his 
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cart when called for, will attend tly; General to receive the 
notification of \u9 will regarding his punishment, yr the 
sentence of a council of war. Inferior officers ahd persons 
must seek for him. If military law is to supersede eve^.y 
other authority, the troops must be the executive Officers of 
the law ; they must be employed to seek and bring forward 
the criminal ; and proluibly at the pcricyl when the enemy 
may be in the province governed by this law, the tiTK)ps must 
be employed in the civil government,Jnstedd of ii>o{)posing 
the enemy. • 

‘ 1 wish these points to be maturely considered before we 
go farther.* 

‘ Let us define our notions ; and depend upon it, we shall 
find that the establisiimcnt of military law will only increase our 
difficulties,

• ‘ No change of any importance has been made in the posi- 
tions of the enemy in Leon and Old Castille since I addressed 
you on the 11th instant; excepting that it has been reported 
that a division of infantry has been moved from the eastern 
^dc of that province to Madrid, *s it is supposed that tliat 
capital was in a state of insurrection against the French 
authority. I have received no authentic accounts of this 
circumstance ; but I haVc no doubt that the spirit jnf resistance 
to tjie French is general throughout all the provinces; that it 
breaks out into ‘cy)en acts of violence whenever an opportunity 
offers ; that instances of its existence have been frequent lately ; 
and that the confidence of the Spaniards, and or the people of 
Portugal in the final success of their exertions, has lately be- 
come greater tlfan it lia<l bcent

failure of the French in every operation they have undertaken, 
since they passed the Sierra Morena in January last, 
sf The corps under the command of General Regnicr, which, 
when I wrote last, I reported to be in the neighbourhood of 
Medellin, made a nrioveinent on the 5tb instant to Cabeza del 
Biiey, with an intention to pass the Sierra to Cordova, or to 
move along the foot of the mountains to Ciudad Kcal, in 
La Mahoba* It retunied, however, to Medellin on the 9th, 
and on the 14th a small body of dragoons belonging to this 
corps entered Merida. 

^ General llallc^tcros was attacked at Talavcra Ileal on the 
13th ; and General Contreras, whom he had left on the high 
road from Seville iiito Estremadura witli .-^brigade of infantry, 
was attacked near Ronqiiilloon the same day ; General Balles- 
teros maintained bis ground, but General ("ontreras was 
obliged to retreat, and a part of his corps and tlic E scop derm, 
(a description of armed . ])easan try of the Sierra Morena,) 
some of whom were attached to General Contrera’s brigade, 
dispersed. 

' The last accounts which I received from Cadiz were of the 
4th instant, at which time nothing of imjiortancc l)ad occurred, 
aijcl all the reinforcements expected from England had arrived. 

‘ I have sent there one squadron of the 13th light dragoons, 
for which Major General Slew^art had called, to which I will 
add still further when I shall think it necessary, and that the 
horses caii be fed there. 

^ I have also sent to Cadiz a brigade of 6 pounder field 
ordnance, and I pro]>ose to send another brigade, which 1 
observe that Lieut. General Graham requires.

‘ My dear General, ‘ Vis§u, 20th^April, 1810. 

^ I received 3 ftesterday your letter of the 18th, whicli I 
would not answer immediately, that I might give to your 
propositiort all the attention which it deserves. 

^ The consequence of the attack which you propose would 
be to commence description of warfare upon our outposts, 
in wliich wo should certainly sustain some loss of meji ; and 
I should be obliged to bring up the»army to the frmit, than 
which nothing can be more inconvenient, and eventually in- 
jurious to us. 

‘ 1 do not know whether the state of tranquillity in which 
affairs have been for some time is advantageous to the French, 
but I know that it is highly so to us. The British army is 
increasing in strength daily, and a continuance of the tran- 
quillity in which w(? have been, for a sliort time longer, .will 
ad^l considerably to our numbers. The discipline and equip- 
ment of the Portuguese tr(>ops»is improving daily. The 
equipment in particular, which is pot very defective, will in a 
short time be complete, as all the articles for it Are arrived 
from England, llie sick of this army are also coming out of 
hospital fast. • 

^ Tlie arms for the militia have lately arrived, but some 
time must ekp3<| before they can bn transported to the points 
at which they can be issued to the differents corps. All these 
services must necessarily be impeded, if not entirely stopped, 
by the necessity of being in a state of preparation in front, 
which the *exi^teiicc of la petile yuerre would undoubtedly 
«)Ccasion, and these objects are most essential to this country 
if weware to be attacked, and to the perfection of our army, if 
circumstances should cnjjblc us to nfake a forward movement. 

*‘l|am not insensible of the advantages which we should 
derive from tj^ success&il issue of an expedition, sucli asj^’ you 
have proposed, particularly on die state of thf war in Spain. 
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But I think that the Spaniards begin to be sensible of the advan- 
tages \yhich they derive from our position iiv this country, and 
are aware tliat circu instances do not allow us to interfere with 
me’^e activity, at present, in the operations of the war. Upon 
the whole, I prefer not to undertake this expedition. 

‘ In answer to your letter of the 17th, I will only tell you, 
that it has excited any feeling in my mind excepting anger.

‘ I have received your letter of the 1 Gib, and return your 
Proclamaticm, which I think very good. I have made an 
addition of one paragraph, just to point on J ‘that every indi- 
vidual in the country has duties to perform, and that he will 
be ])unished if he omits tej perform them. However, omit it, 
if you think it will make the proclamation too long, or alter 
it if you think proper. ^ 

‘ Tl\e state* of (^ipinion in England is very unfavorable to 
the Peninsula, The ministers are as much alarmed* as the 
public, or as the Opposition pretend^ to be ; and they appear 
to" be of opinion that I aim inclined to fight a desperate ^battle 
whi«.h is to answei' no purpose. t ^ 

* Their priv^ate letters ar^ in some degree at yariante with 
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tlieir public instructions, and I lia^e called for an explanation 
of the former, which, wlfbn it arrives, will show in^ more 
clearly what they intend. * 

« "I'he instructions are clear enough, and 1 am wiMing 
to act under them ; although they throw upon me the whole 
responsibility of bringing away the army in safety, after staying 
in the Peninsula till it shall be necessary^to evacuate it. But 
it will not answer in these times to receive private hints and 
opinions from ministers, which, if *att#?nded 'to, wofild lead to 
an act directly A>ntrary to the spirit, and even to the letter of 
the public instructions ; at the same time that, if not attended 
to, the danger of fh^ responsibility imposed by the public in- 
structions is increased tenfold. 

‘ I have for some time turned ovpr in my mind the expe- 
diency of makin/j an attempt upon the magazine at Salamanca 
at least, with a most anxious desire tb carry it into execution. 
The f^ct is, however, tliat .according to the accounts have 
of the enemy’s strength, it is probable that I should not be 
able to accomplish any thing, excepting probably the relief of 
Astorga, which I do not conceive of such importance as to in- 
duce me to incur the risk and inconvenience of moving my 
•troops out of the strong country into the plains. 

‘ We have irari^cdiately in our front, at Salamatica and 
Iiedesnia, and on the 'Jorm^s, the corps of Ney and of Loison, 
which I do not think can be rcclYuncd less than 30,000. With- 
. out breaking up my arrangement^ on the d’agiis and soutli of 
the Tagus, I could not collect so many men in this quarter.* 
I will suppose, however, that I should be able to oblige Ney 
to withdraw across the Tonnes : there is no doubt that, with 
a force much inferior to mine, he would be able*lo prevent me 
from crossing L^#at river to obtain possession of Salamanca, at 
least for the number of days which would .be necessary to 
bring to his support the corps Commanded by Kellerman, 
which is in the eastern parts of Castille ; and if necessary, that 
commanded by Junqt, engi^ged in the blockade of Astorga. 

1 should then be, obliged to retire again into Portugal, having 
effected nothing excepting the momentary relief of Astorga, 
which place, if Ney ^should find* himself sufficiently strong 
without the, assistance of Junot’s curps, would not be reliv?ved 
by this opejj^tion.

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‘ I do not think the pcssession of Astorga, by the enemy, 
to be an object of very great importance in the existing situa- 
tion of affSlirs. It is better they should not have it un- 
doCibtedly; but it is not an object of such importance as to 
induce me to incur tlie risks and submit to the inconveniences 
of a forward movement at present. Those risks are obvious. 
The inconveniences -'ire the delay in the complete equipment 
of the Portuguese troops, and the interruption in their disci- 
pline which must be the 'consequence of any forward movement. 
Both armies are becoming stronger and moife cfticient every 
day, and more likely to be able to effect the great object for 
which they are kept in tin’s country ; and I do not think I 
should he justified in interrupting the course of measures 
which are tending to their improvement an^ perfection, by an 
operatitMi of doubtful result ; and which, even if successful, 
would not accomplish an object of any great importance to tlie 
war. '' 

^ To these objections, add those to which you have adverted ; 
viz., ihe complaints wliich would be made in England, when 
it should be known that the army had retired, even after it 
should have accomjilishcd that which is certainly an object, 
the destruction of the enemy’s magazines, wdiich are evidently' 
foni*'.ed for an attack upon this country and its defences ; and 
it will appear that it is not advisable to undertake the operv 
tion at present. 

‘ I have my attention, however, steadily fixed upon that 
object; and if I find that the operations in the war, in other 
parts of Spain, should induce the enemy to w’caken himself tq 
such a degree in Castille, as to render it probable tliat 1 should 
succeed in destroying the magazines at Salamanca, I shall 
attempt it, wdiatever may be the inconvenient ^^)f moving tlie 
troops, or whates'cr may be the consequences in England. 

‘ It would be very desirable to establish the channel of 
information which you propose, and I strongly recommend 
you to establish it. We are sadly deficient ii\ good infor- 
mation, ^nd all Vhe cpbrts which 1 have made,to obtain it have 
failed ; and all that Ve know is the movement of the troops at 
the moment, or probably after it is made. The French, how- 
ever; keep their plans an(t designs, if they have .any forrtied^ 
so seciiet,^that it w^ould be almost impossible to i^htain intelli- 
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gence of them, e^^ii thougii there were not the difficulties in 
the way which at present exist,

‘ The principal strength of the Regency consists in the 
regularity « and legality of ‘their appointment by the Prince 
Regent ; and I know of no person in Portugal whose assist- 
ance, as a colleague in the (lovernment, would compensate for 
the loss of, this advantage, by tlieir making any addition or 
alteration their body by their own assumed and illegal 
authority. 

® As the secession of the Marquis das Minas from the 
deliberations of the^ Regency may be attributed to an intrigue 
among the Fidalgos, it is certain that the whole of that body 
would object to the* new appointment, and would thereby 
increase the difficulties oV Government. 

‘ ThV- party of the „Fi(lalgos, and of tJie Marquis das 
Minas ?,t the Court of the Brazils, would most probably also 
succeed in prevailing upon the Prilice Regent to disappi'ove of 
and annul this ntjw appointmeut ; and thus a fresh blow would 
be given to the authority and credit of the Government, on a 
point on which they would have exceeded their powers (uul 
would have acted illegally. 

‘ I recommend, therefore, that the (Tovernment should not 
appoint a new member to the Regency.

‘ I have received voUr letters of the 5th and 16th instant. 

‘ In answer to the first, relating to the supply of provisions, 
yon and General Graham are aware of the motives which in- 
duced me'^.o desii-e that the British troops at Cadiz should be 
fed by the Spanish Government, as one of the conditions on 
whicli I consented to detach them ; and you and he must 
decide upon the propriety or necessity of departing from that 
condition. 

' I trust that the Government at home \\ill have it in their 
power to supply the money which will be deficient for the sup- 
port of^ the army, and-* for the performandh of the King’s 
engagements in this country, in consequence of the diversion 
of the money raised at Cadiz from tliose objects, to the pay- 
ment for supplies, and for the formation of British magazines 
at that ])lace. 

^ 1 have long known of the dissatisfaction existing in the 
French army, but they still continue to march and to fight. 
It would be advisable for the ]\egency to oiler a reward for 
every Frenchman, or soldier in the French sc'rvice, brought in 
alive to any post occupied hy any of the allied troops. Tin’s 
measure was adopted with some .success by General Cuesla. 
The {peasants refrained from the murder of the French 
soldiers, and many consequently deserted.' 

‘ 1 have perused your dispatch of the 15th (No. 19) to the 
Secretary of State with great interest. S" de Souza’s conduct 
is extraordinary; for if I recollect rightly, 1 recommendeef to 
him not to urge the claim of his Government to 01iven(ja at 
the present moment. I kuv^tv that 1 had a conversation with 
Lord Wellesley upon that subject, and we agreed that it was 
best for the Portuguese Government to refrain fiom urging 
the claim, and rl think 1 communicated this opinion to S’" dc 
Souza. Although Ithe war which ended in the cession of 
Olivenqa was unjust, and the Spanish Regency, and all those 
serjously opposed to the French and their political systcm,^may 
be disposed to acknowledge it, I doubt whether the Regency, 
or any other Spanish Ministei^s, would or could ^de that pos- 
session, merely as an act of grace and justice to the Portuguese 
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Government, or induce^ the Portuguese Government to 
agree to carry into execution an article of an rjld treaty 
regarding disputed boundaries in America. 

* The acknowledgment of the ri^t of succession in the 
Princess of Brazil is [stated to be an ob^ct to both govern- 
ments, and I shall state presently where I conceive our inte- 
rest is involved in this article of the propc^ed treaty. F sus- 
pect, however, that the first article of the treaty is th^ motive 
for its execution, at least by the Spanisif Ministers. 

‘ I do not know whether you have observed the difference 
in the statement m^de by de fiardaxi and de Souza, of 
the natui e of this proposed treaty. The former states it to be 
a treaty of offensive and defensive alliance ^ the latter a treaty 
of defensive allianc?. Both powers btSng engaged in a war 
with France for th<ar existence, this diffigrence would nottauch 
signify, if it were not connected with opinions regarding the 
conduct'and operations of the war, which are very important. 
The fact is, that the Spanish Government and officers have 
always entertained, or have pretended to entertain an opinion, 
that the Portuguese nation have not done their duty in the 
war ; and they have wished to involve the Portuguese army, as 
well as the British army, more actively in its operations, as 
the^ term it, but, as I should^ say, to induce them to carry it 
on in their manner, which would have put the French in pos- 
session of the Peninsula about six Months ago, 

• ^ I do not know whether the Portuguese Ministers have 
entertained the same .opinions, or have really participated in 
these wishes of the Spanish Government, regarding the opera- 
tions of the war, but 1 have, upon more than oi^e occasion, 
becn^obliged to refuse my consent to carry on certain opera- 
tions with the PSrtuguese troops, proposed, and even urged, 
by the Portuguese Government, q.i the suggestion of the 
Spanish Ministers. 

^ The cot^iuct of the Portuguese Government, in these 
instances, was possibly eccasioned by their desire to conciliate 
the Spanish Government, and thus to procure a decision in 
ftpvor of the right of .the Princess of Brazil to the succession ; 
or they might seriously bSieve that what was proposed to them 
was really an £(dvisable measure. 

[ Thj Spanish Government, now^sceing theTotal destruefion 
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of their own army, and means of parrying on the contest with 
activity, desirous by means of this treaty of bringing the 
Portuguese army forward ; or of persuading people that the 
Portuguese army will beHnore active in future^ in consideration 
of the sacrifices which have been made to the Portuguese 
nation ; and thus gain for themselves a momentary popularity. 

^ The truth is that the Portuguese army, which is hardly 
made yel^ has been active in proportion to its means. Portu- 
gal has done as much, dnd will do more, in the contest than any 
province in Spain of the same extent and population. 

* It has defended itself ; and with our as^stance will continue 
to defend itself, unless attacked by very superior forces; and 
in this manner its defence must be an useful diversion to Spain. 
What province of S]!iain, with a*!! the assistance of money 
from ‘America, and of, arms- and clothing from England, has 
been able to send and maintain an army beyond its limits, or 
even to defend itself, if attacked by 20,000 men ? Three times 
that number will not obtain possession of Portugal, or pos- 
sibly four times. 

' But then, it will be asked, cannot Portugal and Great 
Britain do more ? I answer, certainly not, as long as there is 
no army on foot in Spain. • , 

In drawing this first article of the treaty, therefore, I con- 
ceive that it will be very desirable to avoid giving the Spanish 
government any more influetice than they have at present upon 
the operations of the Portuguese army. 

‘ If this point is provided for, 1 doubt whether the Spanish 
Ministers will .execute the treaty ; and it remains to be consi- 
dered whether any thing of importance will in consequence be 
lost. 01iven(]a is an object of vanity to the Portuguescf for, 
strange to say, it is the only territory their government has ever 
ceded. The settlement o^ boundaries in America is of no im- 
portance to either party. 

‘ The acknowledgment of the right of succe^ion in the 
Princess of Brazil is, I think, an object to us, if wc should 
fail in Uie contest Ki the Peninsula, greater than it would be if 
we should succeed. If [t should suit Bonaparte’s piirpo&j 
to murder Ferdinand, he will not be prevented from executing 
it', by knowing that the right of the Princess of- Brazil £o suc- 
ceed to the crowfi is acknowledged. 
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* The object of^the trea^jr in recognising the succession of 
La Carlotta is nugatory^ unless Bonaparte should ^ut TFerdi- 
nand to death. 

* As I believe there is no doubt but that, by lawy Carlotta 
cannot be Regent, if she is the declared successor to the crown, 
the object of the Portuguese Government, in acceding to this 
article of the treaty, will be equally disJppointed.^ I do not 
believe that either party looks farther than the Peninsula in 
this arrangement, but we ought to vie^ it in another light. 

‘ First ; if the allies should succeed in obliging the French to 
evacuate the Penin|ula, which is not a very probable event at 
present r. and Secondly ; if the allies should fail, and the French 
should obtain possession of the Peninsula ^ — 

* In either case,*but particularly in the last, it is most pro- 
bable that Ferdinrnd and his brother wpuld be murdererf. I do 
not conceive that it would be a desirable arrangement for Great 
Britain, that the whole Penhisula and South America should 
be in the hand'^ of one Sovereign. However, that is not a very 
probable event at present; and even if we could succeed in 
obliging the French to evacuate the Peninsula, I think that the 
Portuguese would take care that the King of Spain should 
never be King of Portugal. 

‘ Tlie second hypothesis is| I am sorry to say, the most pro- 
bable ; and in the view of this event, I do consider the acknow- 
ledgment of the right of Carlotta to be very important to us. 
•It provides a legal government for iril the colonies of Spain ; and 
if our government should manage the evacuation of Portugal, as 
they ought, when we shall be obliged to evacuate this country, 
we shall carry away an army capable of establishing and main- 
taining her authority and that of her race in those countries. 

‘ The interest^of the Spanish and Portuguese governments 
are equally involved with tfiose of Great Britain in this view of 
the question ; and I acknowledge that I think it very import- 
ant that this article of the treaty should be executed in some 
formal manner or other. ^ 

* You have now got my opinion upon this subject, »which I 
<«wrill communicate to the King’s IV^inisters in ^ome shape or 

other; or you may send it to Lord Wellesley if you choose. 

* iSince I wfote last, Ballesteros and Contreras have both been 
attack^ in tdib Sierra iSlorena, and have both been obliged to 
retire vwth sftme loss. Contrejgas^ brigade was*lit Xqrez de los

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CavaIlero8/and the division of Bajle^teros Aroche, when I 
received th ;last accounts from Badajoz of the 25th. 

* Regnier'’s corps has again crossed the Guadiana at Merida, 
and attacjced the advanced guard of the left division of the 
Marquis de la Romania’s corps at La Roca on the Slst, when 
they destroyed some light infantry. General O’Donnell, who 
commanded this division, was joined at Alburqucrque by Ge- 
neral Mendizabel from Campo Mayor; and Regnier was 
moving to attack them, when he heard of a movement made 
by General Hill with his corps through the Sierra de St. 
Marmede, when he retired again to Merid^^ 

‘ By the last accounts of the l6th, the French had not made 
any impression upoiL Astorga ; nor had the Spaniards under 
General Mahy, &c., m^^le any effbrf to relieVe the place. 

* Th^ French have received considerable reinforcements in 
the Asturias, and are again in possession of Oviedo. 

‘ On the 24th, the enemy made* a general movement on the 
Tonnes towards Ciudad Rodrigo; and since the 25th, they 
have had a small corps of infantry near that place, and have 
invested it, with their cavalry on the right of the Agueda. I 
doubt their intention to attack the place at present, as 1 do not 
think them sufficiently strong. But the British and Portu- 
guese armies are in motion, to attempt its relief if they should.

'Sir, ‘Celorico, 29th^A.pr5, 1810 . 

‘ I have received your letter of the 15th instant, relative 
to the claim of the merchants of tlie factory at Lisbon to 
be exempt from military billets and other burthens thrown 
upon all the inhabitants of Portugal, in the existing circum- 
stances of the country. ^ 

' ‘ I have not by me copies of the treaties uqder which these 

gentlemen claim jheir exemptions ; but I should conclude that 
all that was intended by the treaties was to place the British 
merchants, residing j^it Lisbon for the purposes of their trade, 
in the same situation with the other inhabitants of that city. 
I know that till the late invasion and usurpation by the French 
it was not the practice to billet the officers and soldiers of the 
army upon the inhabitants of Lisbon; and many persons, 
whose property consisted in the rent of houses, have beeu seri- 
ously injured in their circunfstanccs by the continuance of the 
practice, first adopted by the French and continued since the 
restoration, of quartering the officers by billets upon the 
inhabitants. 

^ If ray notion is correct that British subjects resident at 
Lisbon cannot claim exemptions of this description, under exist- 
ing^ treaties, not enjoyed by tl^ inhabitants of the country, it 
follows that as long as the system o^ billeting the army upon 
the inhabitants of Lisbon contirfues, the gentlemen of the 
factory must be equally liable to thdin. If however it should 
be decided that thesoi gentlemen are to enjoy this privilege, I 
do not see on what grounds I can object to the abolition of the 
system of granting billets upon the native inhabitants of 
Lisbi)n. The officers of the armjr will thus be put to consi- 
derable inconvenience, and the public to some expense for 
lodging-money. . 

* While writing upon this subject, I cannot but observe that 
the moment |br claiming this privilege is not happily chosen by 
the gentlemen of the factory. ^

‘ AI' questions relating to bat and forage are decided 
according to the Regulations suggested by a Board, of which 
General Sir Thomas Triggc was President ; which Regulations 
have been adopted by the Commander in Chief; and orders 
have been given that they should be invariably adhered to. 

* I enclose a letter which 1 wrote to the Commander in 
Chief in June last, and his answer, ^relative to the rank of 
British Officers holding Portuguese commissions ; which you 
will observe contains a positive decision on the question wliich 
you have referred for my consideration in regard to Colonel 
Bushe. 

^ The principle of the decision of the Commander in Chief 
on the relative rank between officers of the British army and 
British offie.?rs serving with Portuguese troops, would apply 
to British officers receiving rank from the Spanish Govern- 
ment; and when British officers, serving with the Spanish 
troops, meet with British - officers serving with the British 
troops, they must rank according to the seniority of their 
respective Spanish and British c 9 mmissions. 

‘ When British officers are serving with British troops 
only, there can be Jio doubt that they, must rank according to 
the seniority ot their several commissions from his Majesty. * 

* Being sensible, as you will observe from my letter of the 
7th June to the Commander in Chief, of the "Inconvenience 
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and complaints which wo^ld be occ^ioned by the grant of 
this advanced rank to British officers by foreign po^^veri?, while 
his Majesty’s troops might be serving with the armies of 
those powers, I have repeatedly requested the Spanish, Govern- 
ment not to grant these commissions without reference to his 
Majesty’s Minister ; by whom applications for rank in the 
Spanish army made by officers holding iiis Majesty’s com- 
mission have been occasionally referred to me. It is advisable 
that you should urge his Majesty’s Minister to communicate 
with the Spanish* Government upon this subject. 

^ No officer ought to accept a commission from any foreign 
power without his ^Majesty’s permission ; 1 received his per- 
mission to accept the commissions which hold in the Spanish 
and Portuguese s(?rvices ; ♦ and I havft been the channel of 
foi* the permission of his Majesty for several officers 
to accept this distinction from the Spanish Government. 

‘ I Conclude that Major General Stewart has applied* to his 
Majesty for leave to accept the rank conferred upon him by 
the Regency. * 

‘ When British officers have received his Majesty's permis- 
sion to accept rank from the Spanish Government, and 
have accepted it, I conceive that there is no objection to their 
wearing, particularly in a Spanisli garrison, the distinctive 
m^rks of the rank which lias been conferred upon them ; 
although it would undoubtedly be* more regular to wear witli 
his Majesty’s uniform only what is prescribed by his Majesty’s 
Regulations.

" The reports w[iich you have already made to the late 
Commander of the Forces and me, and the directions which 
I gave you in my lettef of the 3rd of April, show the existing 
and probable early state of Peniche as a plaqe of embarkation 
for the army ; and 1 have transmitted copies of these papers 
to the Secretary of State by this opportunity. 

" I request you now to consider of Peniche in the view 
mentioned in the sefioqd instance by the Secretary of State in

‘ It will be desirable that these troops should be in barracks, 
the expense and means of constructing which, in a permanent 
and a temporary way, I request you likewise to consider.

* There appears no doubt that cQmniunicatioii could at all 
times be held with the shipping from the north or the south 
side of the Peninsula, excepting during the prevalence of the 
gales from the westward; and the poigts for consideration 
would appear to be the anchorage ; the influence of the Ber- 
lingas upon the anchorage; or the , protection which these 
islands could afford in the event of a gale from the westward ; 
the possibility of anchoring under the shelter of the peninsula, 
either north or soufh of it, out of reach of tiie enemy’s fire.

‘ I am concerned to be obliged to make complaints of 
the Magistrates and people of this part of the country, of 
whose loyalty to their Prince, and zeal for his cause I have 
no doubt ; but the<» contest has now come to that state, and 
ilif frontiers of the country are so seriously menaced, that 
something more than mere professions and goodwill are 
required on the part of the Magistrates and people ; and 
tither the Government must come forward and punish with 
rigor those who witlubold the assistance they have it in their 
power to give to the, armies, or my duty to the King will 
oblige me to withdraw his troops from the cou^itry, stating 
to rtie world my reasons for adopting; this measure. 

‘ The enemy’s movements upon the fronti(;r have induced 
me to concentrate the allied armies in a greater degree than 
they had been hitherto ; and of course the subsistence of the 
troops, in a country already* in some degree exhausted, be- 
comes a subject of some difficulty and arrangement. 

^ Tins difficulty is easily to be overcome*dn consequence of 
•“the measures which had ^been previously adopted.. There are 
not less than one million of rations Jhelonging to the British 
army, and SO&^OOO beloyging to the Portug;uese army* on the 
Djuro«and Ac Mondego, withiin 14* leagues of the army. 
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There are not less than 40,000 carts^ ivith bullocks^ in the 
different districts of this part of l«eira; artd yet a sufficient 
number cannot be got for the public service upon this emer- 
gency, to more up the magazines to the army. 

‘ I enclose a letter which the Commissary General has 
received from the ]Vfagistrate at Lamego upon this subject. 
The Magistrate at ^ Trancoso, mentioned in this letter, has 
already gi\ien me cause of dissatisfaction with him. 

‘ I beg you to communicate this letter to the Portuguese 
Government, and to inform them that if tl)jB troops cannot 
be subsisted in advance, I shall withdraw them to the maga- 
zines, and that ev/;ntually I shall withdrr.w them from the 
country altogether.

‘ These papers will show your Lordship the state in which

^ Lieut. Colonel Fletcher’s report to Sir ^ohii Cradock 
states the nunuber of men that would be required, as a rear 
guard to an army embarking at Peniche, to be 2000. It also 
states the common resources of thq, place ; in addition tb"* 
wt>ich I have directed thaf 100,000 rations of provisions might 
be deposited there, as a resource for thft garrison which it might 
be deemed expedient to fix £lt Peniche, and for rfie inhabitants

^ From the perusal of these papers, his Majesty's Govern- 
ment will be able to form some judggient of the existing and 
probable state of Peniche as a place of embarkation. 

‘ If this place is to be occupied permanently, it is probable 
that it would require, and might be capab]^ of receiving, some 
further improvements than those which I have directed should 
be made to it. Upon this point I have Grilled for a further report 
from Lieut. Coloxel Fletcher, as well as for the accounts of the 
ordnance and stores which will be required for the permanent 
occupation of this ^ost. The garrison forithis post ought to 
be 5000 men, of which it would be advantageous that 2000, 
including artillery^and engineers, should be British troops ; 
and there ought to be a store of three months^ provisions, at 
least, for 5000 men, in the place, adverting to the impossibility 
of approaching the coast of, Portugal with victuallers during 
the prevalence of the westerly winds. 

‘ Your Lordship will observe, from Lieut. Colonel Fletcher’s 
report, that if ships can approach the coast at all, tliey could 
always communicate with the land, on the north or on the 
south side of the peninsula, according to the state of the wind, 
which communication might probably be deemed sufficient fcr 
tho ordinary purposes of the garrison. 

‘ I propose, however, to request; the Admiral to give a fur- 
ther opinion upon Peniche, in reference to the anchorage off 
the peninsula or the Berlingas.

‘ I have received your Lordship’s dispatch of the 5th of 
April. 

‘ I enclose a copy of the letter which I wrote »n the 1st of 
Aj^ril tq Brigadier General Cox, containing the terms on which 
' 1 was ^disposed to rficeiv^ deserters* from the French army. 
I havew been pijrticularly cautious respecting the enlistment qf 
persons of this jjescriptiou in the corps of tliis^army ; aiad ppne 
arettaktm whqf or their families, an^ not known to some of ‘the 
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officers, noncommissioned ‘'officers^ ^or privates already in the 
different corps. 

* The otliers of the German nation are sent to the depdt of 
the Hangverian legion at^-Lymington ; and the Italians, Swiss, 
Russians, Poles, &c.„have been allowed to enlist into the York 
light infantry volunteers^ at the request of Brigadier General 
Alexander Campbef , he being colonel of that corps. 

* Some'^deserters, Germans as well as of other nations, have 
declined altogether to ekilist into the King’s service; and these 
have been sent to England, with a letter to ‘ihe Commandant 
of the depot, stating that I had promised that means should 
be facilitated to them for their return to their own countries. 
In the mean time, till these means shall be found, your Lord- 
ship will observe that 1f!iey are to be paid, and in every respect 
treated as British soldiers. 

‘ The great impediment to desertion is the danger of being 
inurdA’ed, which all soldiers of. (he French army ificur in 
Spain, when they wander from their quarters, and are found 
singly, or in small bodies, by the inhabitants of the country. 
This impediment was in some degree removed in the last 
year, by the offer of a reward, by General Cuesta, for every 
soldier of the French army brought in by the peasantry ; and 
it<is probable that the same measure would produce the^same 
effects at present. The re ward, 'however, must be offered 4:)y 
some person whose character is known in the country, and in 
whom the people have confidence ; but unfortunately there are 
none of that description in this part of Spain. 

‘ 'Pile desertion, however, from the foreign corps in the 
French army is considerable at present ; and I understand 
that many join the guerillas in the country, and therefore 
that we cannot be aware of its exact amoi':At. The loss of 
the enemy in this manner might certainly be increased by 
judicious measures, adopteH by active agents belonging to the 
same countries with these soldiers, in the way of communica- 
tion with them, and conveying’ to them information of the 
terms pn whlfch tjiey will be received, and of the different 
routes by whiph they might move tor a place of safety, whfn^, 
they could escape from thfe French. • ' 

But this is a service bf serious danger to tire person who 
undertakes it. I do not think the employment^ of officers* in 
the manner proposed by yot^r Lordship would answer*! as Che 
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enemy would immj^diately ^iscover* their stations, and would 
cut off all communication between their foreign corjps and the 
stations in which these agents should have fixed themselves. 

^ It is best that the deserters should be received wherever 
they can reach a post of the allied armyes^ and be conveyed 
from thence to the sea coast, which is the mode at present 
arranged for the conduct of this business. <# 

" I have requested Admiral Berkeley to forward to your 
Lordship an account of the vessels in iithe Tigus, as required 
by your Lordship’s dispatch of the 5th instant, as I have not 
the information to enable me to forward it. I understand, 
however, that there* is transport tonnage siffficient to embark 
the whole British army, with its ordnance and stores, and 
2000 horses, besides the men of war in tlie river. 

‘ 1 have already informed your Lordship that the^c are 
several Portuguese vessels in the Tagus, which might be em- 
ployecWn the embarkation gither of individuals of the? Por- 
tuguese nation, if his Majesty’s Government should think it 
proper to encourage a general emigration, or \he Portuguese 
army. It is necessary, however, that these vessels should be 
previously prepared, in whatever w^ay it may be deemed pro- 
per to employ them ; and it is desirable that his Majesty’s 
Minister at Lisbon should be instructed upon this subject. •

‘ I have received your letter of the 28th of AprS, and I am 

mucfi concerned 'tiiat • •should have displeased 

you. He has not made any^ippUcation to me, but has written 
to me a letter stating what had happened to him, to which I 
have written him a short answer, to express my regret that he 
should have Incurred your displeasure. 

^ If he had applied to me 1 should have, told** him M(hat is 
perfectly true, that I have nothing to do witl! hiyi. I recom- 
mended him on public grounds only, because he was very 
active and usefpl, and gave great satMaction to Captain Mah 
colm and Captaip Bligh, as well as to^ the officers of tht* arpny 
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when it landed in Portugal. But^e can bf of no use now if 
he do^ not give you satisfaction. 

‘ The loss of Matagorda is certainly a misfortune in a variety 
of ways.. If, however, care has been taken to assemble within 
the inner harbour a sifBcient quantity of craft to establish and 
secure the naval superiority there, it will not be of so much 
importance. If that has npt been done, the Isla de Leon may 
be attacked in the rear as well as the front, and the whole line 
of communication will be open to attack, and I am afraid they 
will not be able to hold it.

^ I received in the night your letter of the 1st. 

• There is no doubt that we might now raise the investment 
of Ciudad Rodrigo ; but the success of the operation would 
answer no purpose. The enemy’s artillery and means for 
the siege are still at Salamanca, and the question whether we 
sHbuld be able to get possession of them is the same as it was 
a fortnight ago. I am convinced that we should not be able 
to pass the Tormes before 'Ney could bring upon us a much 
larger force than I liave ;• particularly now that the siege of 
Astorga is finished. 

‘ I send you the return of Victor’s corps of last year, in 
which you }vill see the organization of^a French corps. It is, 
in fact, an army composed of divisions, brigades, regimpnts, 
and battalions, with its ^avrflry, staff’, comic.issariat, artillery, 
engineers, &c.,* complete. You'wnll also observe that the 
cavalry forms a complete division in the corps ; and although, 
for purposes of operation, parts of the cavalry may .be attached 
at times to divisions of infantr^, the .divisiorf of infantry has 
no cavalry belonging to it. 

• Of these corps there are in our front Key’s, which 'was tjie^ 
third corps of the army* in Spain ;r*Loison’s, which consists, 
^ith very few exceptiohs, of foreign troops j* Kellewnan’s, 
whi^h*is the old* sixth corps of the army ine^pain, and was 
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Bessidres’ : this tiad in 1808 and the beginning of 1809> 
the Imperial Guards ; these were withdrawn eai^iy last year, 
and it had not been Reinforced in infantry, unless by some of 
the conscripts lately arrived ; and j'unot’s, or the eighth corps 
of the army in Spain, in Leon, and part of it at Valladolid. 
This corps has arrived since the beginning of the year. 

* The corps complete is nearly 40,000 Inen. I should think 
that if these corps are averaged at about 15,000 or 16,000, it 
is the most they have. I should •think Ney has 20,000, 
Loison had 14,000: I reckon these two about 30,000. Junot 
brought into Spainj 23,000, and I reckon his corps and Keller- 
man’s about 30,000 more. 

' I have heard from Cadiz to the 28rd ; we have lost the 
Matagorda Fort,T)ut the French have^certainly weakened their 
force in front of Cadiz, and have reinforced their dorps in 
'Estremadura. 

^ I? the Agueda filled again by the rains ?

The enemy retired to hisrposition atfilerida, ind General Hill 
returnecfon Ihe 25th and 26th to Portalegre, 

‘ It appear^ that since that time General Regnier has 
received a veinforcement, said to be 4000 men, from Toledo, 
by the bridge of Arzobispo ; and 4000 men arrived at Merida 
on the 26th of April, detached from Mortier's corps in An- 
dalusia. T^liey recorfhoitred Badajoz, on the right of the 
Guadiana, on the 27th. The divisions of General Ballesteros 
and Contreras, of the Mflrquis de Romana’s corps, are in the 
* same positions at Aroche, and near Xerez de los Caballeros. 

' By the accounts which I have received, from Cadiz it ap- 
pears that the enemy have obtained possession of Fort Mata- 
gorda, having been aJole to bring upon that post a very heavy 
fire. I conclude that your Lordship will liave received the 
detailed* account of this event from Lieut. General Graham. 

I understand that the loss sustained in the attack of the 
enemy made upon this post, was 15 rank and file killed, and 
45 wounded. Lieut. Colonel Lefevre was unfortunately 
killed by a cannon shot at the moment the post was evacuated. 

‘ The accounts from Cadiz tend to confirm the reports that 
the enemy have detached troops from Andalusia into Estre- 
madura. 

‘ I received accounts on the night of the 26th of April, 
some hours after I had dispatched the courier with my last 
letter to your Lordship, that the enemy had broken up from 
the Tormes, and Jiad approached Ciudad Rodrigo on the 25ih, - 
which place has been since invested on the ? ight of the Agueda. 
As soon as I received those accounts, I gave directions for liie 
movement of that part of the army which was in the rear 
to this place, and I arrived here on the 27th. General Slad'?’s 
brigade of Cavalry, which Vas’on the south of the Tagus, has 
also been moved* to Belmonte. Thd object of these movements 
is to enable me to collect a sufficient force in this quarter to 
attempt the relief of Ciudad Rodrigo, if I should deem it 
expedient. ^ * r • 

‘The« enemy, probably prevented by the rain which has 
fallen since the* 26th, has not made any movement of iiftportr 
ance since that day. They have not iiiVested Ciudad Rotlrigo 
on^tbe left of the Agueia, nor have they moved from Sala- 
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manca any of the ordnanc<| or oth^r equipments which they 
had been for some time collecting at that place for this siege. 

‘ Since tny arrival here I have learnt that Astorga had sur- 
rendered on the 22nd ; and this event, which renders dis- 
posable the corps which had been employed in the attack of 
Astorga, was probably the immediate cause of the movement 
of the enemy to Ciudad Rodrigo. 

* His Majesty’s Government will have received from the 
King’s Minister at Cadiz the accounts of the'successes of the 
Spaniards on the* eastern side of the Peninsula, which have 
ended in the relief of Tarragona, and the retreat of Augercau’s 
corps, with the loss some detachments, up(Ai Barcelona.

‘ I have received your letter of the 23rd instant, and I now 
return those which you had received from Colonel Doyle, and 
were desirous of having^ again. One fact appears tolerably 
certain, and that is thb retreat of the enemy on Barcelona. It 
is tA be hoped that this event may induce them to detach from 
this quarter, where they are collecting an enormous force. 

, ‘ Since I wrote to you on the 20th, I have heard of the 
surrender of Astorga on the 22nd, for want of ammunition. 
This event was obviously the immediate cause of the move- 
ment of the 24th and 2!^h on Ciudad Rodrigo, and it is pro- 
bably that Junots corps, as well as Ney’s, and Loison’s, and 
Kellerman’s, willTie upon our hands. • 

• The enemy had not colleeted any larger forefe near Ciudad 
Rodrigo as late as yesterday, and the heavy artillery had iK)t 
been moved from Salamanca. The enemy have received rein- 
forcements in El^tremadura. corps of about 4000 men 
have entered that province by the bridge of Arzobispo from 
Toledo, and 4000 men of 'Mortier’s corps haVe oome through 
the Siei^a Morena from Seville. ^ 

‘ As "the corps before Cadiz is weakehed, I conclude that ihi^ 
whole of Morti^k’s corps \?illbe in Estremaduya, and thal p»rt 
of the edigps hitherto before Cadi:^ \^ill be stationed at Seville, 
vqi;. vi.^ 
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I have had accounts froirf the Ma^'quis de la Romana of the 
state «of the garrisons*in Estremadura, ani of his own army. 
He also tells me that . the siege of Cadiz was raised on the 
33rd^ w^icH cannot be twue.

‘ I have had the honor of receiving your letter of the 23rd 
April, enclosing the copy of that which y^Jii had written on 
the 20th to the Secretary of State. ^ 

‘ My opinion is? that the Government and the Commander 
in Chief did not intend that the cor[)s stationed at #Cadiz 
should be considered as an integral part of this army, although 
it was |)laced under my genta-al directions by the Secretary of 
State. This is probable from several articles in the instruc- 
tions you received from the Secretary of State; and quite 
clear from those which you received from the Commander in 
Chief. I also think it probable that Government intended to 
leave to your discretion to act according to the instructions 1 
had given to Major General Stewart, and to adhere to iiie 
conditions wiiich I had madeVhen I detached a British corps 
to Cadiz, or not, as you might tliink proper ; as, although 
they must have received copies of all those papers before you 
left England, the instructions to you were not altered, nor, I 
believe, were copies of the papers received from me transmitted 
to you. • ^ 

‘ J^>om all this, I conclude that Government intended to 
leave to the decisian of the genertfl officer on the spot all those 
matters referred to in your instructions. Under these circum- 
stances, and particularly having made known to the Secretary 
of Slate my^doubts whether the corps at Cadiz was to be con- 
sidered part of Miis arryy, befftre I had seen the instructions 
you received from the Commander in Chief, l' cannot take 
ugpn i»e to decide that 'it is a part of this &rmy, and that its 
details tare to be conduifted in a particular manner, different 
from that in which,it appears it was intended in England th^ 
they should bj conducted? ^ 

•• Affer all, I do not think it ifkgniiies >mucl,\ in what wav 

> o 2 
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they are conducted, excepting as tl-e decision on this question 
involves another point' to which I shall refer presently, viz., 
your own situation in this army. 

‘ Wh§itever might be Ihe degree of the control and responsi- 
bility which the Government and Commander in Chief might 
think it proper I should have in the affairs at Cadiz, I should 
always have thouglrt it proper to give you my opinion upon 
any thin^ on which I thought it desirable you should have it ; 
and on the othei" hand/ if the corps at Cadiz had been part of 
this army, I should have hesitated long, before I should have 
adopted my own opinion in preference to yours. 

‘ The questioir then comes to be a mere matter of form, 
upon which an early decision is not necessary ; and it is as 
well that the authorities in England should decide as that I 
should. 

‘ The decision is important only in view to your own situa- 
tion ih this army. I have certainly long wished that you* should 
be employed with this army ; at the same time that a regard to 
the feelings of Sir John Sherbrooke, whose situation you would 
fill, and a sense of justice to that officer, with whose conduct 
I had every reason to be satisfied, induced me to wish that you 
should not arrive in Portugal till the time beyond which he 
h(cd stated that his health would not £liIow him to remain, 
and at which he had settled to go home. Your appointntent 
to Cadiz has interfered with this arrangement ; and the de- 
cision which separates th^ corps at Cadiz from the army in 
Portugal, separates you from it likewise, and would prevent 
you from taking your station in this army if the service should 
offer prospects more agreeable to you, or opportunities in 
which you could serve the public of greater moment than 
those which the situatioK of ^affairs at Cadiz^tshould offer.* 

‘ That is the only reason for which I think it desirable that 
the corps at Cadiz should' be an integral part of this army. 

* In respect to the other point adverted to in your letter to 
the Secretary of State, viz., v^iether^you should continue at 
Cadiz, or join the army in Portugal, supposing the corps at 
Cadiz were considered part of the army in Portugal, I think 
it depends much upon ybur own feelings, and upon the situa- 
tion of affairs at Cadi^. I do not think^ thet serviceiin this 
cor.ntfy is likely to hold out a prospect of any thing very 
brilliant: I ipust maintain myself on the Peiijnsula tilbit is 
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necessary to withdraw froil it ; and \j{hen it is necessary to 
withdraw, I must carry oflf‘ the army without dijgraae, and 
without loss, if possible. , 

* In the war in which we are engaged, no man can* pretend 
to say how long it will last, or what may be its events and 
circumstances ; or in what manner they may influence the 
share and interest which Great Britain ha? in the contest. 

* On the other hand, the state of affairs at Cadiz is highly in- 
teresting, not onl^ to the Peninsula, buf to Great Britain and to 
the world. You may render the most important services there; 
and to withdraw ycgi from that place might shake the confi- 
dence and damp the spirits of the Spanish Crovernment and of 
the people of the town, upon whose exertions the defence and 
ultimate safety of the place must in a’great measure depend. 
However desirable, therefore, it might be to me that you^hould 
Be in Portugal, I cannot but think that it would be most ad- 
vantageous to the public interests that you should remain at 
Cadiz, at least as long as that place is serious^ threatened by 
the enemy.

‘ I deWyed answerirfg your letter of the 2nd, till I should 
hav® an opportunity of communicating with Marshal Beresford, 
upon the propositton which it contain^ for an augmentation of 
the ration to the Port uguescf troops.^ • 

^ You have been misinformed regarding the price paid for 
meat by th(B Portuguese Government. Their contract price 
is 120 reas per pound, kistead*of 40 reas, as you suppose it is; 
and of course the soldier will be unable to»jpay 60 reas a day 
for an tfxtra half poqrid of meat, even on those days on which 
he recAves 20 reas from Che Government instead of wine. 

‘ Kftowing,^s I .do, the distresses of the Portuguese G&- 
vernment, an^ the difficulties und^r which they have fabt^red 
in Yorrn^pg this meat contract,^ a price* so inuch exceeding 
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the natural price of tlje country, /^nd that which we pay, I 
cannot^think of urging them to incur any additional expense 
on this head. 

‘ I know, likewise, thUt whatever we may think of their 
ration, the people of this country deem half a pound of meat 
as much as a man ought to cat ; and the majority of the 
people of tlie countiy, even of those who do eat meat, do not 
eat so much. 

‘ However, the situation of the Portuguese troops may be 
such, at times, as to require a larger allowance ‘than their ration, 
to which it is certainly understood that an addition is to be 
made by the soldier, by purchases of his own in the market ; 
and Marshal Beresfiord and I have settled an arrangement 
which will give the soldier this additional’ allowance, at an 
expenre which he can afford to pay, without any increase of 
expense to the Government. 

‘ It is the Marshal’s opinion, in which I concur, that when 
the Portuguese troops receive their wine in any situation, three 
quarters of a pound of meat are sufficient for each man ; when 
they do not receive their wine, they may require, and may 
have, a pound of meat ; and in that case they will be able to 
pay for the additional half pound. 

‘ They will have to pay for a quarter of a pound of meat 
three halfpence, or something more than 20 reas, and for half 
a pound of meat three pence. The sum they will pay for the 
quarter of a pound may be supposed to be about equal to 
what they would lay out in the market, if they had a market 
to resort to ; and when they do not receive wine, they have 
an allowance nearly equal to what they will have to pay for 
the second quarter of a ])ound of meat. 

‘ Thus this object will be accomplished : Marshal Beresford 
will send directions to the ^Commissaries and the Commanding 
Officers of the corps upon this subject. 

‘ Mr. Murray has communicated to me a letter of the 1st 
instant from M**- Shaw *, your aide dc camp, \o Mr. Downie, 
directing that the^ Portuguese Commissaries attached to the 
Portuguese battalions should no longer be employed with the 
battalions to which they are attached^^'but in the general Com- 
itiissariat business of the division. 

♦ lAeut. Colonel Shaw Kennedy, tVen Lieutenant of the 43ra Light kifai^vy- 
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" I have 1)0 doubt whatev^ that the whole of the Commis- 
sariat arrangements of both the British and the Portuguese 
army might be very much improved ; and one of th^' improve- 
ments would doubtless be to place tho whole undeV one regu- 
lation, and an unity of superintendence. JLJnfortunately, how- 
ever, the orders of our own Government, and various other 
considerations, — some political, others m^itary, and others 
financial, — do not allow of this amalgamation. AlMhat can 
be done is, that we should assist each other as much, and 
clash as little, as possible ; and arrangements have been made 
by me to provide for those objects, and directions have been 
given by the Commissary General to his deputies and assist- 
ants to carry those arrangements into execution. 

‘ Nothing can be» more advantageous So me, or can give me 
more satisfaction, than to receive the assistance of your opinion 
upon any subject ; Tl)ut you may depend upon it there arc few 
of the general arrangements cjf the army which have not* been 
maturely considered by me ; and that, although some incon- 
veniences may attend some of them, they afe the smallest 
that, after full consideration, it was found would attend any 
arrangement of the subjects to which those arrangements 
relate.

‘ I have received your letter of the 2nd. 

I concur entirely in the idea of your paper, on the em- 
barkation of those who are to/embark. It L well calculated 
to give, order to what would naturally be very confused. I 
thinks howeven, thkt the arrangements which it proposes- shou],d 
be carried into execution at different peric^s. First, the ships 
ifi'the river should be prepared for the reception of passengers, 
with wkter, provirions, &c. Secondly, the stations for each of 
them in the river should be fixed. Thirdly, the nuifiberof 
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boats attached to each shi|^ should* be fixed; and what boats. 
All the boats in the river are already numbered and registered 
for other objects. All these arrangements are preparatory, 
and their object might be kept secret.* Then comes tlje execu- 
tion. First, to order the vessels to theij^* stations ; Secondly, 
to give the orders for passage to those obliged or inclined to 
depart from the country. 

‘ The other objects of your paper are relative to pblice, and 
are highly desirable. 

^ I doubt the cbmmunication with the Berlingas ; but this is 
a naval point, upon^ which we shall have more light soon, in 
consequence of some communication which*! have lately had 
with the Admiral. , 

When I went ^o Setuval, it was a •dark and foggy day, 
and the reconnoissance which I was able to make of thci place 
\ms very imperfect. Fletcher has since looked at it, and he 
does nbt think he could make it a secure place of embarkation 
without much work, which it would require 10,000 men to 
occupy. These could not be spared. Setuval^ is the best har- 
bour in Portugal for small vessels, and for an unmolested 
embarkation; but the difficulty of protecting the embarkation,- 
and the subsequent egre^ of the ships, would render it impos- 
sible to use this harbour as I had proposed. 

^In respect, to military law^ the subjection of the country to 
that system of rule is a consideration of a very different de- 
scription from that of thie^if&lprovemGiits suggested by Beresford 
for the prqceec^ngff fbr the military jurisprudence of the coun- 
try. There is no doubt of the evil of which he complains. 
The remedy is not quife so clear. I am not well,. acquainted 
witl\^the subject ; but it appears to me that the proceedings of 
the Courts Martiifl are conducted" on the principles of the civil 
law courts ; that the documents are very volunrinous ; there is 
seldom any oral testimony in court ; and the court decide upon 
a perusal qf the documents and of the testimony which has 
generally been fuken, npt betiefre the court, but by the Judge 
Advocate. « 

It is difficult to point out a remedy tor 4;hese defects. 
The proceedings of a Cdurt MartiA must be founded on, in 
a great measure, and analogous to,* the proceedings of tlte 
other courts law ; and I certainly do not understand Hhe 
subject •sufficiently, nor have I l^ii^ire to give njy attention to 
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understand it sufficiently^ to sugf^est a remedy for the evil 
which* certainly exists. 

* There is no news. The French have made no movements, 
and have certainly beett prevented by the rains. Part of 
Junot's corps, it is said, is gone towards Valladolid. 

^ I am much afraid that we shall be in serious distress for 
provisions. The cLrts arc not yet come forward ; and we have 
nearly atS up Avhat we brought up with us.

cution*. 

* I believe there will be no difficulty in executing this 
arrangement, if the orders given are strictly obeyed ; and none 
in providing the troQps, if there is money on the spot to pay 
for their provisions. No regulation or activity can make up 
for the deficiency o5 money. 

^ I ani perfectly aware of the quantities of papers and 
vouchers required by t’le Auditors of accounts. This difficulty 
comes in my way at every step ; and I declare it to be my 
opinion that no one department of the service is formed for an 
extended system 'of operations abroad. But unfortunately I 
must adhere to rules and regulations formed by my superiors, 
and a great part of n»y time is spent in endeavors to discover 
expedients for carrying on the service in a_manner that is con- 
sistent with the rules and regulations. 

‘ I have no doubt also that thore is great inexperience, and 
many faults in the execution of the detail of their duty by the 
officers of the commissariat : it cannot be otherwise. But ad- 
verting to the mode in which it is necessary at times to divide 
the component parts of a division,-—! should doubt the ex- 
pediency of the division of the duties among the officers of 
tke commissariat, attached to such a body of troops, in the 
manner proposed by you, in every instance.

I have not heard yet whether 
they continued their movement to the northward, or resumed 
their position near Ciudad Rodrigo. 

‘ The rain continued till within the last two days, and the 
rivers were still full by the last accounts ; and the enemy had 
not moved the heavy cannon from Salamanca. 

‘ The French destroyed the works of Astorga after Jiat 
place had surrendered ; and it does not appear that they have 
endeavoured to make any further progress in Galicia. 

‘ A part of the corps of Junot, which was employed in tlie 
siege of Astorga, has moved into the Asturias, and it is re- 
ported that the larger part have returned into Old Castille.

‘ I have received your letter of the 7th. I observe that the 
Minister, Dom M. de Forjaz, considers the inconveniencies on 
which I had the honor of addressing you as of ordinary oc- 
currence ; and he entertains no doubt that inconveniencies of 
this description will not induce me to desist from making ‘the 
movements which I might think the defence of the country 
would require. 

‘ It frequently happens that an army in operation cannot 
procure the number of carriages which it requires, either from 
the unwillingness of the inhabitants to supply them, or from 
the deficiency of the number of carriages in the country; ^ But 
it has rarely happened that an army, thus ' unprovided with 
carriages, has -been obliged to e^arry on its operations in a 
country in which there is literally no food ; and in which, if 
there was food, there is no money to purchase it : and when- 
ever that has been the case, the^army has been* obliged to with- 
draw to the magazines which the country had refused, or been 
unable to rereove'to the army. 

‘ This is precisely the ‘'case of the' allied armies in this part 
»r the country; and however trifling the difficulty may be 
deemed by the Regency and the mhiisters, I conceive a starv- 
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ingarmy to be so^iij^elcss in any sUuation, tliat I shall cer- 
tainly not pretend to hold a position, or to make any miove- 
ment, in which the food of the troops is not secured. 

‘ I have no doubt of the ability ort)f the willingness of the 
country to do all that can be required of tfiem, if the authority 
of the Government is properly exerted \o force individuals to 
attend to their public duties, rather than*to their private in- 
terests in this time of trial. 

' I have written this same sentiment^to the Government so 
frequently, that tffey must be as tired of reading it as I am of 
writing it. But if ^ley expect that individuals of the lower 
orders are to relinquish the pursuit of their* private interests 
and business to serve the public, and mean, to punish them for 
any omission in fhft important duty, the^r must begin with the 
higher classes of society. These must be forced to porform 
thftir duty ; and no name, however illustrious, and no protec- 
tion, however powerful, shouM shield from punishment *those 
who neglect the performance of their duty to the public in 
these times. 

‘ Unless these measures are strictly and invariably followed, 
it is ill vain to expect any serious or continued exertions in the 
country ; and the Uegenoy ought to be aware, from the senti- 
ments of his Majesty’s Government, which I have commun!- 
cated to them, that the continuance of his Majesty’s assistance 
depends not on the ability or the inclination, but on the 
actual effectual exertions of the peo()le of Portugal in their 
own cause., 

" 1 have thought it proper to trouble you so much at length 
upon this subject, in cori^equence of the light mannej* in which 
the difficulties that I liad stated to exist were noticed bv 
Dorn M . de ForjaA 

‘ I have to mention, however, that since I Vrotc to you, 
although there exist several causes of cqynplaint of different 
kinds, and tljat some examples must be made, we have received 
such assistance a^has enabled iSe tp continue till Jthis time in 
our positions, and I hope to be able to comt.iniip IrwYcr 
maj be necessary.

‘ I have received your letter of the 9th. 

‘ 1 shall urge {h<i ciirly publication of the proclamation, 
when 1 shall receive Dorn Miguel de Forjaz’s letter upon that 
subject. 

‘ It is very distressing to be obliged to give harsh answers 
to a person so highly respectable in himself, and for whom I 
entertain so much respect as I do for Doni Miguel de Forjaz. 
But 1 must say that his note of the 8th, contained in your 
letter of the 9th, is neither more nor less than a falsehood. It 
is liot true that tl^c British troops in the neighbourhood of Al- 
meida have drawn provisions from any Portuguese magazines. 
Let the Junta de Viveres name tlRi magazine from which the 
provisions have been drawn. Nay, more, it is not true that 
Almeida is inj^^ant of provisions. By a return given to me 
no longer ago than yesterday, by Marshal Beresibrd, it appears 
there ^re provisions in that garrison (besides my magazine) 
for three months ; and >hese provisions have been thrown in, 
in CQpsequence of arrangements m.ide by the Commissi^ry 
General by my directioits. 

^ The Pcjtuguese Commissaries have experienced thc^aim* 
dilKculTy we have experienced in the relnovaPof their 
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iiiagazmes upon the Mondego; but as the carts have now 
begun to tome in, an arrangement has been made to give 
them their fiist share of them ; and till the Portuguese troops 
can be supplied by their own Commissaries, they are to be 
supplied by ours. 

‘ I have lVequer\tly represented to the Government the 
insufficieDcy of the Junta de Viveres. I suspect that they are 
not honest; and I hav^, never yet seen a statement from them 
which did not contain a direct falsehood or subterfuge. It 
is really distressing, that in addition to other difficulties we 
should have to ecu tend with and refute the false reports of 
their useless establishments, which the Government will sup- 
port, notwithstanding ^jvery thing that has l^een urged against 
them.

‘ I enclose the letter and copy of the proclamation which I 
have received from Dom M. de Forjaz, which is certainly very 
different from that which you had drawn and recommended to 
his consideration. I do not think it 'signifies much at what 
])eriod that paper is published, as I am convinced it will have 
no effect, . ■ r ' 

' In my opiiKon, the fault of aV these proclamations in the 
Peninsula has been, that tBe writers of them have followed the 
example of those published by the French during the revo- 
lution; and they have invariably flattered and deceived the 
people. What we want is: First, an exposition of their 
danger. Secpndl'y, a reference to the existing means of 
resistance. Thirdly, an'' exposition'* of their own duties. 
Eoiii'thly, an exhortatioli to perform them : 'and lastly, a 
declaration by the Government, that those who should not 
perform their duty would fee punished without (listinc'tiont<of 
persons. * • ' 
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‘ This ought to be stated in plain language, without bombast, 
and ought, above all, to be short. But these “ Comt subre os 
nossos Inimigos'' will only tend to increase the eiasting evils. 
Every man in Portugal is sufficiently alive ^to the danger, and is 
very anxious to avert it : there is plenty of enthusiasm ; there 
are cries of ‘‘ Viva” and illuminations, aiid^patriotic songs and 
feasts every where : but that which is wanting, is Uie plain 
simple performance of his duty, each ia his station, and obe- 
dience to order. .• 

‘ These are my general objections to this paper. But be- 
sides these, I entertain objections to some of the phrases. In 
the first place, the abuse of the French in the first paragraph 
is unbecoming in a proclamation publish id Ijy a regular autho- 
rity, such as the Regency, although it would do well enough 
fo” a Spanish Junta. Indeed, the whole paper is too much in 
imitation of those of the J unt{^. Then the term systemoMConti^ 
nental” is ambiguous, and a term of that kind ought never to be 
used in a paper of this description. The continental system as 
contra-distinguislied from the insular system, that is, preventing 
England from interfering in the continental politics, may be a 
very fit system of politics to be followed by the Portuguese 
nation ; at all events, it may be a question. The continental 
system, as meant by Bonaparte, and as forced upon all 
Europe, means the destruction of all commerce excepting that 
which is carried on for the benefit o| France. That cannot be 
a fit system for Portugal. But my objection to the expression 
is, that the meaning assigned to it by the writer of the procla- 
mation may be misconstrued wilfully or otherwise, and mis- 
understood by those who shall read it. 

‘ I send you th.-yse papers because I think you have not seen 
them before; and it may b^* desirable that y9u should have 
some discussion upon them with Ddm M. de Forjaz. If you 
have seen them, and think the proclamation is the best that 
they can produce, I shall answer the letter, stating that I 
think they ought to publish something of . this \Iescription as 
soon a^.possible.

I apprehend that when the hot wuather shall set in, and in the 
crowded state of Cadiz and the Isla, you will find the troops 
unhealthy, and possibly you may cxj)ericnce some difficulty in 
fixing upon a healthy situation for an hospital. I beg, there- 
fore, to suggest for your consideration the expediency of fixing 
your principal hospital at Ceuta, whk:h I am informed is a 
very healthy station, particularly during the great heats of the 
summer at Cadiz. If you should, upon cuusideration, ac^opt 
this suggestion, can send you fr^nn the Tagus some hospital 
ships, to enable you to trans|x>rt the sick and wounded from 
Cadiz to Ceuta.

‘ I have just received your letter of the 13th. It is diffi- 
cult to manage in iiny respect, but particularly 

so in respect to the means of supplying his troops with 
provisions on the spot, where we cannot for the want of 
carriages supply him sufficiently from the rear. However, I 

shall write to him upon the subject of ’s letter. 

‘ I shall hiquire respecting the complaints of the Corregi- 
dor of Viseu. I dare say that they are exaggerated. It is not 
impossible but that some money may be dub at Viseu, but 
there cannot be much due. Indeed, considering all the calls 
upon us, I do not see how' we can get on in respect to money. 

* I enclose to you a report received from Guimaraens, from 
which it appears not only tliat every thing in the neighbour- 
hood is embargoed for the use of the Portuguese army, but 
that an arrangement which I had declined to adopt has been 
circulated throughout the country as ordered ; and the conse- 
quence is that my Commissaries can get nothing. I shall be 
obliged to you if you can set this matter right. 

‘ I also enclose to you a letter from General Cox, received 
this •morning, with its enclosure, which 1 beg you to return. If 
the contents of this paper be true. tl'*e enemy have plenty of 
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men for the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, and every thing else. I 
have, however, sent for this Mr. Jackson, to see him, and hear 
his story myself.

whereas it is certain that those supplied to the British troops 
will be paid for, probably immediately ; and undoubtedly at 
no very remote ])eric)d. 

‘ War is a terrible q \ il, p&rticularly to tl.ose who reside in 
those parts of I’he country which a.re the seat of the operations 
of hostile armies ; but 1 believe it will be found upon inquiry, 
and will be acknowledged by the people of Portugal, that it is 
inflicted in a; less degree by tH^ British troops than by the 
others ; and that eventually all they get from the country is 
paid for, and that’ they require only \Vhat is necessary. • 

‘ In our present situation it is necessary that the people of 
^^)rtugal should furnish the troops with carriages to move our 
magazines, or that they should feed the troops*in the advanced 
stations, or the troops raust*’be withdrawn. 
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‘ This may be a tlisagreeable alternative, but it cannot be 
avoided ; and I am convinced that if you had taken this, which 
is the fair and true view of the subject, your regarcl for these 
same people would have induced you to urge them to i .iake an 
effort to supply what was required, rather than to give harsh 
•terms to requisitions, made upon them by necessity rather than 
by choice.

‘ 1 have had the honor of receiving your Lordship's dis- 
patches of the 12Lh and 24th April (marked B), regarding 
the suj>plies of money for this army, and I am concerned to 
observe that your Lordship relies Upon the hopes of being 
able to procure specie in the Peninsula for bills upon Eqgland, 
to support an expenditure' estimated to artnount to £300,000 
per mensem. 

* Your Lordship may rely upon it, that if a vessel is sent 
wiih a bill to get together every sum of money that is to be 
procured irt that manner, in a’ny par*^ of the Peninsula, which 
has teen the practice lately, you will not get more than half 
the sum, and the remainder must be mad^good by rcmttiances 
from England. 

‘ The Government is mistaken in supposing that large sums 
can &c procured at Cadiz for billS upon Eft^land, when bul- 
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lion arrives in larg^. quantities from South Ameiica. The 
bullion which arrives is generally on account of the Spanish 
Government, none of which can be got ; and the average 
monthly sum procured for bills at Cadiz and GibraUar has 
been *£^55,000. In this period, many millions of dollars have 
been imported from South Americp., but, with but small ex- 
ceptions, on account of the Government. 

‘ If circumstances do not permit the Government to make 
the remittances required regularly from England, it is my 
duty to inform your Lordship that it is impossible for the 
army to continue in this country on the scale on which w^e 
have been hitherto, or on which we ought to be, to have it in 
our power to do any good. Every day’s experience proves 
that the army cannot be maintained in the Peninsula without 
money to pay for every thing that is received ; and the insult 
of an attempt to remain with inadequate funds would proljpbly 
be a failure in some important branch of the service at a criti- 
cal moment. Deficiency in the funds to pay and support the 
I’orluguese arnmf , which must be the consequence of the con- 
tinued delays in the performance of his Majesty’s engagements 
to the Portuguese Government, and of the growing accumula- 
tion of the debt due to that Government on account of the 
subsidy, will be attended by the same bad consequences. 

‘ By the next packet, I hope to be able to transmit to your 
Lordship an estimate of the expenses in this country, which 
will show the adequacy of the sum of*£300,000 to defray the 
charges of the army in Portugal, of the troops at Cadiz, and 
to provide for a subsidy to Portugal of £120,000 per mensem. 

‘ I shall also be able by that time to send your Lordship a 
more detailed reply to the observations contained in Mr. Har- 
rison’s letter to Lieut. Colonel Bunbury of the 24th April. 

‘ I must now observe upon this letter, that Mr. Harrison 
has referred to a document transmitted in a private letter to 
Lord Castlere.igh, instead of to tiie official estimate from which 
that document was extmeted. If he had referred to that 
official estimate, lie would have seen that it w'as.of the expanses 
of the army for the#iiionths of Septeipber, October, and No- 
vember ; and I believe I shall be able to show that it was as 
accurate an estimate, both of the expenses and of the existing 
means of defray ng them for those *ree months, as could be 
framefl. " 
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‘ Your Lordship is aware that these estimates are framed 
} y tlVe officers at the head of the several departments, to the 
1 est of their judgmenf, according to the information which 
they possess. Neither tliey nor 1 can be responsible that the 
expenditure shall dorrespond exactly with the sum which it 
had been estimated each head should cost. A small variation 
ill price, or alteration in the system, or the seat of the opera- 
tions, or the necessity of sending to a greater distance for any 
necessary article, wduld occasion an alteration of expense 
under one or all the heads of charge in tile extraordinaries; 
and neither the officers who frame the eiftimates, nor I, could 
be deemed responsible, or could control, in any manner, the 
alteration. All that we can do is, to keep down all expenses 
as much as possible ; and upon that sulyect every thing is 
done that is in our power. 

* In the month of December a material alteration wijis niade 
in the [losition of the army, which occasioned some increase of 
expense under the heads of transports and forage. There 
was an increase in the ordinaries beyond the^timate of Sep- 
tember, 1809, and in the hospitals ; and your Lordship will 
recollect that 1 staled in my letter of the 13th of December, 
^that money would be required from Jlngland to cover the 
deficiency of the funds to be found in the Peninsula to defray 
the expenses of the army. 

‘ The reasoning in Mr. Harrison’s letter, to show that the 
army could not be in ‘want of money, notwithstanding my 
letter of the 13th of December, founded on the amount of the 
bills drawjn, and the sums supplied from England since the 
date of l*he estimate of September, 1809, must be erroneous. 
He has omitted to subtract from the amount paid for Wlls at 
the Treasury, above lO per cent., which ‘specie procured by 
bills costs in the Peninsula; ^and he has included in the 
amount of supyilies received in this country, two sums of 
164,000 and 400,000 dollars, neither of which had arrived 
at Lisbon,'' and the latter of which had not sailed from Eng- 
laiuf'at the date; of his letter. 

‘ There are also som^ erroneous^ statements and cbnclucions 
respecting the expenditure, particularly on the amount of old 
debts paid, and sums supplied to the Portuguese Government 
in the period iftider di^cb..sion, all of which are, to be attributed 
to Mr. Harrison’s having considered the estimate of September, 
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1809, as one to answer for all times and all circumstances^ in- 
stead of being one for the three months specified. 

• I have now directed the Commissary General no furnish 
me with an estimate of the expenditure every mionth, which 
shall be transmitted to your Lordship ; and by the next packet 
1 hope to be able to transmit to your Lordship an accurate 
account of the sums received in each month»at Lisbon, Oporto, 
Coruna, Cadiz, and Gibraltar, for bills upon the Treasury.

The 2nd corps is certainly on the Guadiana, and the 1st at 
Cadiz ; the 6th and 8th i;3 Castille and Leon. 

From all this I think it most probable that this division is 
on its march into Estremadura, and that it will pass by Con- 
gosto, &c.^,and to Arzobispo or Almartiz. 

‘ The enemy reconnoitred Badajoz on the left of the (Jtia- 
diana on the 12lh, and it was supposed thtft they intended to 
attempt to assaidt the place. ThrS is not very probable. But 
Hill moved on the 15ih towards Elvas.

* I received this morning, your lecter of the 14th, and I am 
convinced that what/:ver you decide upon will be.right. 
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‘ I recommend to yon, however, to proceed with great 
caution in respect to intelligence transmitted to you by the 
Marquis de la llomana and all the Spanish ofB<^rs. It is 
obvious that there is nothing they wisii for so much as to in- 
volve our troops in their operations, which could lead to no 
advantage, and might end in the loss of every thing. This is 
evident, both from the letters of the Marquis himself, and 
from the false reports made to Lieut. Hcathcote, of the firing 
heard from Badajoz at Alburqiierque. 

‘ I do not understand either the nature or the objects of 
the position taken yp by the Marquis de la Romana with his 
right, or the movements by which he proposts to protect it, or 
those by which you are to assist him in protecting it. If we‘ 
arc to be involved in these operations, we must not only 
thoroughly understand them, but we must direct them. ^ 

* You will of course proceed with great caution ; and recoil 
lect that if you are once involved in this desultory sysflem of 
operations, you cannot withdraw from them, without doing 
those whom you intend to assist more iiyury, when you leave 
them to return to your position, than you can do them good 
by involving yourself in them. 

‘ The assistance which you give them should be instanta- 
neous, should have a precise object, and should be decisive; 
and you should then return to your position at Portalegre. 
I have heard that General La Martiniere arrived at Valla- 
dolid in the end of last month andi^eginning of this, in com- 
mand of a division of troops, of which I enclose the list, which 
are said to belong to the 2nd corps, that now commanded by 
Regnier. I have not yet heard of their passing Valladolid, 
and^il is ])o.ssible that these troops may be destined for this 
quarter; but 1 beg you to desire Golcnel Grant, who is on the 
Tagus, and any body you nay l)ave in your front, to watch 
all movements from the Puerto de* Banos, or the Puerto del 
Pico, towards Arzobispo or Almaraz. I shall take care to 
apprise you of any fui;ther movements I may hear of this 
division.

‘ This is a part of the system on which all the Spanish 
authorities have been acting, to induce us to take a part in the 
desultory operations which they are carrying on. 

^ False reports and deceptions of every description are tried, 
'‘and then popular insults, to show us what the general opinion 
is of our conduct. ' However, nothing of this kind shall make 
me take one step either way, which is not dictated by my sense 
•f what is best for the cause. 

‘ I shall not, however, allow any officer under my coiiimand 
to be insulted; and if this report be founded, I beg you to 
recall Captain Cotton from Badajoz, and not allow any British 
officer to return there. 

^ Colonel Carroll is employed by Government at the head 
quarters of the Marquis dc la Romana ; and he, I dare say, 
^.ill give you all the intelligence, &c.,* which you might expect 
to receive from the employment of Captain Cotton at Badajoz; 
and I conclude that the Marquis de la Komana’s respect for 
the British Government, and his regard for Colonel Carroll, 
will induce him to protect him from the insults which it is said 
that the people were allowed to show to Captain Cotton, sup- 
posing the people to be equally inclined to insult Colonel 
Carroll.

* I have perused with great attention, and have considered 
the proposed regulations for the conduct of the Commiss&riat 
department with the Light Division, and I return them, toge- 
ther with a memorandum upon them. 

^ What is stated in that memorandum will show you how 
difficult it is for any General Officer to frame a code of regula- 
tions for the condu'it of this, or indeed any other department, 
connected with th^ particular body of troops under h’s com- 
mand. In respect to this 'jparticular department, the duties of 
th€« officers employed in it are so various, and 'must be per- 
formed*'in a manner so different ift different parts of the 
country, and depend so much upon the regul'^r supply of 
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mAiey, and other circumstances, that I consider it a more 
difficult task to frame a code of regulations for the perform- 
ance of active duties, which shall be applicable to this depart- 
ment, than I should find it for any other branch of the service. 

‘ After all, the regulations would be confined almost ex- 
clusively to the information to be transmitted periodically to 
the Commissary General, in order that hc^ might provide for 
the deficiencies in the country to supply the troops. Every 
thing else must depend upon the inHligent activity of tlie 
Commissary upon the spot, which no general regulation can 
provide for, and upgn money. 

‘ While writing upon this subject* I beg to draw your 
attention to the enclosed copy of a Division Order, put into 
my hands by the Commissary .Geneial, which I request 
you to reconsider. I do not think that the return, which is 
therein directed to be made, is calculated to give the officers 
of the commissariat additional leisure for the performsftice of 
their duties ; nor do I think that, supposing the officers of the 
commissariat require some check upor the misuse of their 
time, this order is calculated to produce that reform of this 
abuse which you would wish. I am therefore very desirous 
that you should countermand it ; and if you have reason to 
believe that these persons do misspend their time, let me know 
it, and I will take care that it shall be properly noticed.

Memorandum on Brigadier General B. CraufurdCe proposed 
Commissariat Regulations. 

^ ‘ Celorico, 20th May, 1810. 

‘ It would be highly desirable to eiTect the principal object 
of the Regulations for the conduct^ of. the Commissariat, pro- 
posed by General Craufurd, viz., a separation of the duties 
among the Commissaries attached to each division of the troops. 
It is apprehended, how^jver, tiiat this object cannot be effected 
in any division of the army, excepting in 'that under the im- 
ippdiatG command of General Craufurd- and piobably not in 
that division for any great length of time. * • 

^ The establishment of the Commissariat, as settled by the 
treasury. Usually allowt^d, is one Assistac^t Commi^^arjr to 
eac4i brigade«of infantry ; and iri this army there has been. one 
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allowed to each regiment of cavalry, one fo the artillery, ifhd 
one V> head quarters.' It might be convenient to attach a 
Deputy Commissary to each division of troops, to superintend 
the duties, dnd perform' those of a higher description which 
would fall to him in^^ separation of the duties; but unfortu- 
nately the state of the establishment, owing to the sickness of 
many, and the variw^ty of employment for the officers in the 
higher ranks of the commissariat, have never enabled me to 
carry that arrangement, into execution. 

‘ But even if 1 had been able to execute <hat arrangement, 
the separation of duties would have been impracticable in any 
division of the army ^nce it has gone into cantonments, ex- 
cepting, probably, the liglit division. In Portugal troops can- 
not find cantonments H>r food for more than one brigade in one 
place. 'Fhe nearest brigade will generally be at the distance 
of three or four leagues, and it would be* impossible for any 
comnfissary to perform either the duties of the senior or the 
duties of the junior commissary to two brigades, as laid down 
in these regulations. 

‘ In the same manner on a march in ordinary circumstances 
only one brigade can find cover and food in a place, and in this 
case also the separation of duties could not be carried into 
€*!tecution. 

‘ When the army is assembled for a general operation, the 
supplies must be received generally from the magazine, and 
then the duty of the commissary with each brigade would be 
that of the junior, as stated in these regulations ; but even in 
this case the separation of the duties might be inconvenient, as 
one or two brigades might be stationed in places where articles 
of supply might be purchased with advantage, of which the 
commissaries might not*be able to take advantage, if the j)ur- 
chasing commissary attached to tlie division to which the bri- 
gade should belong did not happen to be on the sj)ot. 

^ I should consider any arrangement to be desirable which 
relieved the officers of the commissariat from the enormous 
weight of responsibility by which they are borne down, and 
which would. giVe them more time for the perft)rnf\^nce of 
the active duties of thei reemployment. But 1 should^ doubt 
Tyhether the separation of the duties, as proposed, would have 
this effect. It yi^ould relieve the Senior commi'ssary of the 
division from the most cohv^plicated and embartassin^nof; the 
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actounts, viz., the store account, and would throw an in- 
creased proportion of it upon the junior. It is this f^count 
alone which embarrasses any of the commissaries ^ they find 
no difliculty in settling their money account, but the store 
account cannot be settled. Upon the whole, therefore, this 
part of the regulations cannot be generally adopted in the 
army. 

‘ In order to render more clear the observations' which I 
have to make upon the remaining partf of the regulations, it 
is necessary that I should advert generally to the state of the 
commissariat service^ of Great Britain. 

‘ A regular commissariat establishment is quite new in the 
British service. It is not required within Great Britain^ and 
when an army serines abroad, the partieular services to be per- 
formed by the oflicers of the commissariat are as little known 
to ♦.he military officers of the army, as the mode of performing 
them is to the officers of th.e commissariat. Even tht^ little 
experience which some of those officers have of service, on little 
maritime expeditions to some foreign colony dr island, is en- 
tirely ina})plicable to the larger scale of operations to be carried 
on uj)on a continent by a large army in the field. I have also 
to observe that the mode of performing these duties, and the 
different objects to be attended to in supplying the troop.?, 
vary, not only in the different countries in which the British 
troops may be employed, but vary very materially in the dif- 
ferent parts in which they may employed in the same 
country. 

‘ From these circumstances, particularly from that first 
mentioned, the regulaticns for the conduct of the commissariat 
in the instructions from the Treasury arc very inadequate to 
the duties requir'd from the commissaries; and from the 
jealousy of all persons in England regarding e\ cry description 
of military expenditure, they are confined principally to the 
mode of settling the accounts. 

‘ Under these, regulations :he Commissary General is re- 
sponsible for every article of store in his charge ; that it is 
not issued excepting under due authority, or without the re- 
quired vouchers, the hatuce of wind# is stateH in the instruc- 
tions. ,, In regard to purchases, he must be able to prove 4rj 
every instan^ that the article has Ijeen purchased at the^owest 
pri(^; .;that 'Jie purchase money^has been paid, &c. And in 
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respect to contracts, besicles many other forniahties of adver- 
tisement, 8ec., they mUcSt in every instance have the approba- 
tion of the^ Commander in Chief of the army. 

‘ The Commissary General is forbidden to give money in lieu 
of ratio'lis, to give hack rations, &c. &c. This is the general 
tenor of the instructions to the Commissary General ; and the 
great business of tjic Commander in Chief of the army is to 
discover«a mode of carrying on the business of this important 
department, as much ip conformity with the instructions to the 
Commissary General as is possibl/e. I fear ,that many of the 
regulations now before me are entirely inconsistent with these 
instructions, and ^therefore cannot be adopted in any part of 
the army ; others of them are inconsistent with the General 
Orders issued for the general conduct of,. this department ; 
others enter into details, which are either already the subject 
of regulation by the Commissary General, or are the comn^^>n 
practice, or would be more propijrly the subject of regulation 
by the Commissary General. 

‘ Regulation upon many of these points is very difficult, 
and might be attended by many inconveniencies to the 
troops. 

‘ I shall now consider these regulations, article by article, as 
I find them before me.

The fact 
is that the state of the sujiplies in 
any district rArherc supplies are 
found in markets depends upon 
money. 

* No. 8. The directions con- 
tained in No. C, are provided for 
by the orders to the Commissary^ 
General, requiring that six days* 
bread &nd as much meat, and three 
days’ forage, should be at all times 
in thb cantonrtier\s of all the 
troops. 
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‘No. 9 directs that the 
commissary shall have a re- 
turn of supplies from otlier 
villages occupied by the 
troops.

‘ No. 9- The commissary with 
each brif^ade must of course* have 
a return at stated periods, from 
each of the persons employed in 
the sup[)ly of and delivery to any 
portions of the brigade detaclu*d 
in any neighbouring villages.

‘ No. 10. I apprehend tliat the 
directions in this number are not 
consistent with the instructions 
from the Treaffiurv to the C’om- 
missary General. Whatever these 
instructions direct must be •done 
in resj)cct to the signing officer of 
requisition upon the commissary, 
and of rec('ipts f«r articles de- 
li vered .

‘ The enemy have, however, made no movement of any im- 
portance in this (quarter or in Leon, since I addressed you, on 
the Kith instant. 

‘ The reconnoissaiice of Badajoz on the 12th, which 1 reported 
to you in that letter, appears to have been connected with, a 
plan for attacking General Ballesteros and the right of the 
Marquis de la Romana’s corps, in tlie neighbourhood of Xerez 
de los CaJI)alleros. Lieut. General H’dl moved, however, frtnn 
his cantonments on the 15th, by which he disengaged not^only 
General Ballesteros, but tlie town of B».lajoz ; and he has 
since returned to his cantonments.

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‘ Your Lordsilip will observe from Marshal Beresford’s 
letter to me of the 24tk March, ami its enclosure, transmitted 
in mine of the 28th March, that the Portuguese troops are 
entitled to ^certain articles of clothing and necessaries,, as 
therein specified, at certain stated periods. 

‘ The troops are not to pay for these articles any more than 
the British troops *are to pay for the clothing issued to them, 
or the n^ficcssaries supplied to them by the Colonel, under his 
Majesty’s regulations. , 

‘ If the Portuguese troops should require at any time any 
of these articles, not allowed, or beyond jibe quantity allowed 
by the regulationo of the Portuguese Government, they would 
have to pay for them in the same manner as his Majesty’s 
troops pay for the' necessaries which they require, beyond the 
quantities supplied by the Colonel, by stoppages from their 
daily 'subsistence. 

‘ The arrangement under which his Majesty engaged to

From 
this paper your Lordship will be enabled to see our financial 
state at the date to which Mr. Harrison’s letter refers. 

‘ I likewise enclose your Lordship a statement drawn up by . 
Mr. Murray, of the receipt and expenditure from the 25th of 
August to the 24th of ' November, 1809, from which your 
Lordship will observe, that as far as it has been possible to 
ascertain the point, the expenditure in those months exceeded 
the estimate but very little ; and that die excess of expense was 
principally in the ordinaries, and in the hospitals, which could 
not be controlled. * - 

‘ Your Loi^dship will also, by a reference to the first men- 
tioned paper, observe how erroneous the statements in Mr. 
Harrison’s letter have been, in consequence of his applying to 
an expenditure for eight niomhs, an estimate framed for an 
expenditure for dhree months. The excess of the rate for 
the ordinaries in the eight months, over the rate of that esti- 
mate, has been £209,000 ; and for the hospitals, £46,000 ; 
a.id debts have been paid beyond the amount stated by Mr. 
Harrison, to the amount £100,000. 

‘The alteration of the position of the ar/ny, which was 
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made in December; the improvement in its equipments ; the 
increase which it has been necessary to make to its means of 
transport; the increase of the cavalry, and the increase in 
price of all articles of provision and forage ; and the necessity 
of sending to a greater distance for all that is required, are the 
causes of the increase of the expenditure under the other heads 
of the estimate in the last five months, f can assure your 
Ijordship that the utmost attention is paid to prevent an un- 
necessary expenditure by all .the officers at the heads of the 
several departments ; and by those in whose power it may be 
to check the increase of expense. 

‘ It has been impossible for the Commissary General to 
frame an estimate of the monthly expenses Qf the army, which 
will be satisfactory to himself, since I received your Lordship's 
dispatcli of the 24th April ; but as I consider it desirable^that 
your Lordship should, at an early period, have some notion of 
the expenditure in Portugal and Spain, I enclose a probable 
estimate which I have drawn from the receipt agd expenditure 
of the last eight months; which I also enclose. 

‘ From this, your Lordship will observe that the monthly 
expenditure will be £376,120 ; and that the monthly pro^

‘ I sent a reply, on the 1st instant to your Lordship’s dis- 
patch of the 6th of April, as far as the nieans in my power 
enabled me ; and I now enclose No. 1, a correspondence which 
I have had with Admiral Berkeley ; and No. a corre- 
spondence with Lieut. Colonel Fletcher, upon the subject of 
Peniche. 

* From the opinion delivered by the latter in his report of 
the 23rd May, it would not appear desirable to undertake to 
construct any permanent works at Peniche ; but I would still 
recommend to Government to occupy that place for a time 

* after Portugal shall be evacuated by the army ; and it appears 
by the letters from Admiral Berkeley, that it is his opinion 
that such a communication can be kept up with the garrison 
as will facilitate its being carried off*. At all events Peniche 
might be occupied in safety till the winter. 

* Your Lordship will observe that Lieut. Colonel Fletcher’s 
letter of the 23rd instant contains a report on the Berlingas, 
and a survey of the great island. I have no doubt that that 
island can be held as a military post; butiffom recollection of 
the discussion' upon the Berlingas in the year 1808, I am 
apprehensive that the anchorage near them will be found 
rocky and bad ; and that they will not afford .water to the 
troops, whbm it might be necoesary to station on them. 

‘ The mariner belonging to Sir Charles Cotton’s fleet, who 
then occupied them, were supplied with water from .the fleet 
off the Tagus. 

, n ‘ I have likewise received your Lordship’s dispatch of the 
12th‘ April, regarding llu occupaflon of the^ Bayona islands 
off Vigo, and of the fort of Bugio.

‘Your Lordship will observe that the •Admiral differs in 
opinion with the engineers, regarding the advantage which 
British ships would derive from the occupation of tlie I>ugio, 
as well as upon the inconvenience which the enemy would 
suffer from this measure, and I conclude that his Majesty’s 
Government W'ill consider his opinion decish^e upon tliese 
points. 

^ The capability of defence of the Bugio may be more 
properly the subject for consideration for the Engineers, 
upon which the report of Ca})tain Squire is conclusive. I 
have been so little at Lisbon, and always in bad weather, tliat 
I have never had an op[)ortunity of acquiring a [)ersonal know- 
ledge of the Bugio; but it has always af)peared to me so small, 
that it could not be held against a bombardment, for which it 
appears that there is favorable ground sufficiently near.

lar in the Peninsula. It may be expected that the people of 
Cadiz, and possibly even the Spanish Government, would 
refuse us admission, which would be an awkward occurrence ; 
and might render uncomfortable the situation of those already 
in the place. 

‘ Would it not be better, after the evacv,iation of Portugal, 
to wait till a further reinforcement should be called for by the 
people of Cadiz, or by the Government ? Or, at all events, to 
confine the numbers of additional troops to be sent to Cadiz, 
to those really re^ufi’ed for the defence oi^ the place and its 
dependencies ? 

‘ Another point to which I wish to give' further consideration, 
is my own situation after Portugal shall Tiave been evacu- 
ated. I wdll do whatever the King'^s Government think proper 
to order me to do ; but I wish you to consider whether it 
may not be deemed a hardship upon General Graham that I 
should go there, and supersede him in the command of the 
operations for the defence of Cadiz, at the moment when the 
' measures for the defence will be completed, and the serious 
attack is about to commence; All these difficulties will' be 
avoided by ordering the army to Gibraltar, if you should still 
wish to keep it in the south of Spain.

‘ I enclose the cop;' of the letter which I wrote to General 
Payne, when I communicated to him the King’s pleasure ^hat 
he should return to England. 1 have since seen him ; and 
although he appeared to think that it was fit and proper that 
an officer should be appointed to be second in command of 
this army, in whom the Government could have confidence, 
and that no man deserved this confidence more than Sir 
Brent Spencer, he felt that the supersession of himself, 
under the circumstances which, have attended it, and at the 
moment it took place, was likely to be injurious to his 
character. 

‘ r have written your Lordship an ^official letter upon this 
subject ; and I have reserved for this private communication 
to state to you that General Payne is anxious to receive some 
mark of the King’s approbation under these circumstances.

‘ I have received your Lordship's dispatch of the 15th 
May, upon the s^ubject of the bounty to be given to the de- 
serters from the enemy’s army, who should enlist into the 
British service. 

* The evident utilicy to the general cause of enticing Ger-^ 

mans and other foreigners in the enemy s service to desert 
had drawn my attention to this subject, before I received your 
Lordship’s dispatch of the 2nd November ; by which I con- 
sidered myself avtljorised to adopt such measures as I might 
think expedient iu order to accomplish or forward this desirable 
objspt. , 

* Your Lordship’s dispatch of the 5th of April likewise went 
to authorise the grant of such* moderate bounties, as I might 
deem it expedient to give to deserters from the enemy’s army. 

‘ Before I had received the last mentioned dispatch, I had 
authorised Colonel Doyle to give bounties of twenty dollars 
to each man who should have deserted, and should have en- 
listed into his Majesty’s service, under certain terms which 
were transmitted to your Lordship in my dispatch of tho 1st 
of March, 

' I considered myself authorised to give these instructions 
by your Lordship’s diJspatch of the 2nd November; knd in 
your dispatch of the 5th of April you did not disapprove of 
that part* of them which directed the amount of the bounty to 
be giveh. 

‘ In the consideration of this subject there are two objects : 
the one, to entice the soldier to desert from the enemy ; the 
other, to enlist him int 9 his Mlyesty’s service. I should think 
it desirable to leave to the consideration of the General Officer 
on the sQpt, whether any or what bounty sho/rid be given to 
soldiers who should desert; and your Lordiship will find in my 
instructions to^*^ General Cox and others upon this subject, 
transmitted in my dispatch of the IstrMay, and which I<have 
given to Colonel Do 3 ile since I h^ve received your dispatch of 
*the,6th April, that I have not held oiit any bounty as the 
premium of desertion. have acted in this manner because I 
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believe that the soldiers were sufficiently inclined to desert, 
without that additional encouragement. 

‘ Upon further information I might have reason believe 
that additional encouragement would be desirable ; and indeed 
at present it has been in many instances nojessary to allow of 
the expenditure of money to clothe deserters, before they 
have had an offer of bounty, as they are generally plundered 
of every article of clothing and necessaries, by tlie Spanish or 
Portuguese peasantry, or soldiers, before they reach our hands. 

‘ The enlistment of deserters into his Majesty’s service is a 
subject for consideratfcn, entirely different from the encourage- 
ment to be given to soldiers to desert from the enemy. 

‘ In respect to enlistment, the orders I liave received 

from the Adjutant' General are distinct, and they have been 
conveyed to the different officers allowc'd to enlist deserters for 
his Majesty's service; and contain directions respecting the 
application of a part of the bountv to the provision of neces- 
saries. 

‘ I beg that your Lordship will inform me, however, whether 
1 am authorised to incur any expense for the object of encou- 
raging desertion, or for deserters before they shall have enlisted • 
into his Majesty’s service, and whether any expense so incurred 
is to be carried to account against the bounty to which such 
deserters would be entitled on enlistment. 

‘ I have conveyed to General Campbell, at Gibraltar, your 
Lordship’s directions, that the desertefs who have enlisted and 
have arrived at that place should be detained there. I had 
before requested that they might be sent to England, in obe- 
dience to orders which I had received from the Commander in 
Chief ; which orders will, I fear, have been carried into execu- 
tion before those from your Lordship can be received. 

' It is desirable that the wishes of Government upon this 
subject should be conveyed by only one authority; as in more 
than one instance the instructions which I have received from 
the Commander in' Chief respecting these deserters have not 
been consistent with those which I have receded from your 
Lordship.

* The Portuguese army are in a good state. We have arms 
for the militia, and upon the whole we h^ve an enormous 
milifary establishment atVjur command. We only want money

the remains of several Spanish corps hanging about these 
frontiers and in other parts of Spain, which, if I liad money, 
means, and power, I would put in operation upon the 
enemy.

‘ I have received your two letters of the 6th. I think we 
liave a tolerable notion of the strength of Key’s corps ; and I 
yesterday received a letter from General Mahy, who has a 
I’etnrn of Junot’s corps of the end of April, I believe inter • 
cepted near Irun, which makes the numbers 84,389 infantry, 
and 8836 cavalry, including men at depots in France and 
Spain, and in hospitals. I have sent for the return itself; but 
considering that this corps has but fately arrived from France, 
and has not sustained any loss of consequence, it would be a 
large allowance to strike off one third for men in depots and 
hospitals; and yet, according to this calculation, Junot’s corps 
would have about 23,000 infantry and above 6000 cavalry, 
besides artillery. 

‘ This corps has been reckoned 20,000 men in more than one 
report which I have received, and indeed General Mahy states 
in a late letter that 20,000 had marched from L"on towards 
Castille ; and this is besides other detachments of whose march 
we had heard upon former occasions. 

m In one of the intercepted letters, of which. Mahy gives the 
extract, three Generals of division of 'nfantry are named, viz.: 
Sohgnac, La«Grange, and Clausal. They are all Generals 
of division, as appears by the French arm;jr list. 
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‘ There are no troops left at Astorga, excepting one batta- 
lion of Swiss, of whom twenty four deserted in one day ; and 
none in L^eon. The whole have come to Castille. I have 
requested General Mahy to put in motion his division and all 
the Spanish corps iii that quarter, and I have ordered the 
Portuguese militia ^’n Minho and Tras os Montes to move 
towards the Douro.

‘ My Lord, ‘ Celoiico, 6tli June, isio. 

‘ Since 1 had last the honor of addressing you, the enemy have 
increased in numbers in the neighbourhood of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
where I have reason to believe that the whole of the corps of 
Marshal Ney is now assembled. They have also constructed 
a bridge over the Agueda, under the Convent of La Caridad, 
immediately above the town ; and have commenced construct- 
ing another under Los Carboneros, below it. The heavy 
cannon moved from Salamanca on the 28th of last month, but 
halted at Matilla, owing, it is supposed, to the badness of the 
roads in Castille ; and they had not arrived at Ciudad Rodrigo 
yesterday. 

‘Marshal Massena has 'returned from Valladolid; and tbje 
whole of the enemy’s troops in Leon, and, it appears, some of 
those which 'have been detached to the Asturias, have been 
collected ia Castille, with a view to the operations to be carried 
on upon the frontiers of Portugal. 

‘ I have not thought it proper to make any alteration in the 
position of the British army in consequence of these move- 
ments : I wait to see the disposition and real strength of the 
enemy ; and any assistance which I may have it ip^ my power 
to give to Ciudad Rodrigo will^e morn effectual if given after 
the enemy shall have brought forward all his means of attack. 

‘ I have written to the Spanish General Mahy to request 
him to put in motion his. division, and any other Spanish divi- 
sions which there may be on the frontiers of Galicia and' Leon, 
in oyder to annoy ..the enemy’s rear ; but I doubt whether these 
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troops are in a stale of equipment and efficiency, or whether 
their commanding officers have in their power the means to 
enable them to move. 

‘ I have likew'ise altered the disposition of the militia, which 
had been allotted for the defence of the Portuguese provinces 
north of the Douro, in consequence of the evacuation of Leon 
by the enemy ; and if the Portuguese Sovernment should 
possess the means of putting these troops in movement, or of 
subsisting them when collected, they will be upon the enemy’s 
dank. 

' In Estremadurj^ General Regnicr has again brought a part 
of his corps to Merida, and a small detachment of cavalry and 
infantry approached Badajoz, by the road of Montijo, on the 
31st of May, as k is supposed with an iftte*htion of driving off 
the cattle which were pasturing on the banks of the Caya and 
Guadiana. 

‘ General Ballesteros attacked, on the ^5th, the advanced 
guard of Mortier's corps in the Sierra Morena, and drove them 
in upon Seville. A detachment of about 6000*or 7000 French 
troops advanced upon Seville, and attacked General Balles» 
teros at Aracena, on the 27th ultimo. The action lasted till 
night, when General Ballesteros retired, leaving 300 killed 
uj)on the field of battle, *and having some wounded. He wa.r 
not followed by the French, who returned to Seville on the 
following day ; and then General Ballesteros resumed his posi- 
tion at Aracena. 

^ It is said that the French lost 1500 men in this affair. 

' It is reported that the French withdrew their troops from 
the Trocadero on the 19th May, in order to reinforce their 
position at La Chiclana, which was threatened by the patriots 
of the Sierra de la Ronda. I haven letter from Mr. Wellesley, 
of the 19th, which does nqf mention this circumstance. I 
have not heard from Lieut. General Graham since the 9th of 
last month.,

^ I delayed replying to your I^ordship’s dispatch of the 5th 
January, respecting the Lusitanian Legion, till I should re- 
ceive the report of the Commissary of Accounts. Your 
Lordship has, however, by your letter of the SSrd of April, 
decided the point which had been referred for my considera^ 
tfon, and I have transmitted to Marshal Beresford a copy of 
your dispatch of that date, and of the enclosed report from 
the Commissary of Account.s, which I received this day, in 
answer to a letter which had been written to him to know 
what progress had been made in the settlement of tliese 
recounts. 

‘ I have no doubt whatever that the Lusitanian Legion 
never could have been completed in Portugal on the system of 
recruiting by volunteers or upon bounty. The men must have 
been recruited in the mode m which the whole army in Por- 
tugal is raised, viz., by requisition ; and, in point of fact, the 
battalions oT the Lusitanian Legion have been Lept up by 
requisition only, in the Same manner with the rest of the army. 
This fact is decisive upon the question referred for considera- 
tion. Bis Majesty could, not have in his service a body of 
troops raised by requisition in Portugal; and whatever migjit^ 
have been origmally intended, the irjpde of recruiting the. corps 
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subsequently adopted would necessarily have transferred it to 
the service of Portugal: 

‘ I conc«'‘ive that Marshal Beresford had the power to or- 
ganize the Lusitanian Legion as he thought proper; and I 
certainly did not difjapprove of his measures upon that occa- 
sion, and did not interfere with those measures any more than 
I have with others ‘ adopted respecting the Portuguese army, 
under Marshal Beresford ’s directions. 

* In justice to Marshal Beresford, however, I enclose his let- 
ter to me of the 15th February, in answer to»a reference which 
I had made to him of your Lordship’s dispatch of the 6th 
January ; from which, and from the reports of General Hamil- 
ton of the state of the Legion, and from the state of the ac- 
counts of that corps, your Lordship will be able to form your 
own opinion upon the whole of this subject. 

‘ I 'have referred to Marshal Beresford your Lordship’s 
letter of the 27th April, containing the statement of the claims 

of Mr. . Without adverting to the nature of those 

claims, which are, in my opinion, very questionable, I have 

to inform your Lordship, that I consider Mr. to be 

a deserter from the service of the Prince Regent, and 
a debtor to the state to a considerable amount. As a de- 
serter, he has forfeited his claim to all arrears of pay, allow- 
ances, &c. 

* I have already taken occasion to draw the attention of your 
Lordship to the necessity that the Officers, employed by his 
Majesty to serve with the Portuguese troops, should be obliged 
to perform the engagement into which they voluntarily en- 
tered when they accepted this employment, and should not 
be allowed to resign when it should suit their convenience or 
their inclinations, in wlvich ‘principle your Lordship concurred 
by your letter 6f the 7th November, 1809. 

‘ I have also taken the liberty of drawing your Lordship’s 
attention to the state of discipline of the army in general,

J I enclose a paper containing intelligence of preparations at 
Almaraz* for the passage of ti\x>ps over*the Tagus. The writer 
of this paper appears to think that Massena intends to dr^aw 
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the 2nd corps out of Estremadura, which I acknowledge that 
I do not think very probable ; for, if our accounts be correct, 
he has a sufficient number of men for the object of the siege of 
Ciudad Hodrigo; and for ulterior objects, the J^Snd corps is 
better situated in Estremadura. ' 

‘ The 6th corps (Ney’s) has 18,000 ir^antry, and 8 regi- 
ments of dragoons; and from the returns, I judge that the 8th 
corps (Junot’s) cannot have less than 22,000 infantry and 3000 
or 4,000 cavalry. They must be in the whole 50,000 men at 
least. They can scarcely require more to prevent us from in- 
terfering in the siegl of Ciudad Rodrigo. 

‘ I think it most probable, therefore, that the preparation 
of boats has been for the passage of reinforcements to the 2nd 
corps ; more particularly, as it appears that the 2nd corps had 
not moved, when you wrote on the 6th. Besides, I ^o not 
exactly understand for what purpose the ammunition stated 
to have been destroyed at Talavera de la Reyna was required, 
if the troops were to be withdrawn from Estremadura ; nor for 
what purpose the magazine of provisions was collected at 
Truxillo.

^ The.regiiflental hospital of the Guards* is managed, upon a 
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different principle from those of regiments of the line; but, I 
imagine, only as far as concerns their finance. In the Guards/ 
the expense of hiring^ a regimental hospital, and all the ex- 
penses attending it, beyond the sum defrayed by the stoppage 
from the pay of thi^ soldiers, fall upon the superior officers of 
the regiment ; but|I apprehend that at the time the regimental 
hospitals of the whole army were managed upon the same 
system, the principal medical officer of the army had a right, 
and it was his duty, tb visit and inspect them ; and I do not 
believe that what are called the privileges*^of the Guards ex- 
tended to an exemption from this inspection. 

‘ The alteration of the system of the regimental hospitals 
of regiments of thQ.l\ne, or of the title of the principal medical 
officer of the arniy, cannot exempt the Guards from an inspec- 
tion to which, in common with the rest of the army, they must 
have been liable. It is not necessary to point out the incon- 
veniences and evils which might be the result of an establish- 
ment of this description, being exempt from any inspection and 
control, excepting that of its own officers. 

‘ We have been obliged in this army to adoy^t the system of

j ‘ So much inconvenience results from the publication of 
two official statements of the same transactions, even where 
two individuals mean most fairly by each other, that I think 
it better that I should make the reports of the operations of the 
army to the Portuguese* Government. I shall send them a 
copy of my weekly report to the Secretary of State ; and I 
shall only request them not to publish them in ordinary cases, 
and not to publish them, in any case^ till after the packet shall 
have sailed for England. 

' I have repeatedly desired that the Portuguese Govern- 
ment might have half of all tha.money received into the mili- 
tary chest, till the debt Irom the military to the chest of the 
“ aids,” op account of the two sevenths of the receipts, should 
be reduced.

0 Alava, but I have heard nothing of Alava himself. 
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‘ The King arrived at Madrid on the I3th of last month, 
and I hear that he has since been at Valladolid. 

‘ Nothing has occurred of importance since I wrote to you, 
excepting that Ciudad Rodrigo is completely invested; but not 
with any great force on this side of the river Agueda. 

‘ The enemy’s cavalry approached Badajoz again on the 
evening of the 9th, and carried off some cattle, he. 

‘ I return General Graham*s letter. Sir Brent Spencer is 
come here instead of Lord W. Bentinck. 

‘ I could not spare the Commissary General to go to Cadiz, 
as proposed by General Graham. I have a very good opinion 
of Mr. O’Meara, but I am apprehensive that Lieut. Colonel 
Gordon will send somebody to Cadiz to sijpersede him. I shall 
keep him at the head of the department at Cadiz, if a superior 
officer should not be sent from England to take charge of it. 

* I am apprehensive that it would not answer to employ more 
persons than one to negociate bills upon the Treasui^ at 
Cadiz. One consequence would certainly be tp raise the rate 
of exchange, and I should doubt that two or three shops would 
sell more bills than one. Duff’s opinion is decidedly against 
the employment of any other channel for these negociations* 
besides himself.

The enemy have not yet brought the heavy guns 
to Ciudad Rodrigo; nor have they passed fhe Agueda in 
force, excepting by the bridges near Ciudad Rodrigo, for the 
purpose of investing the place. 

* It is desirable that you should have a communication with 
Colonel Le Cor, upon the certainty and speed of which you can 
depend, and let it go every day, as our parte does, 

‘ I do not feel very confident in the capacity or inclination of 
the people at Ciudad Rodrigo to Iv>ld out, notwithstanding 
all their boasting; and when the enemy shall get possession of 
that place, he will have it in his power to choose his point of 
attack ; and I think it probable that he will attack Le Cor, 
so as to get betw^een you and me. You have instructions 
applicable to that' ir^ovcraent ; and you will derive great advan-

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* I have accounts this morning from Ciudad Rodrigo. The 

French have not yet fired a shot aV the place, nor Jiave 
they brought up the heavy ordnance ; but the peopk begin to 
cry out. I fear, that after all their boasting, tbjy will not 
hold out. I have no doubt that Massena has got together 
50,000 men for this enterprize. This number, however, will 
not do his business for him in Portugal, whatever may be 
the result of the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. * 

‘ I am going to write to the Regency respecting their issuing 
a proclamation to have the harvest beat out as soon as possible 
after it is reaped ; afeo respecting their taking pains to collect 
at Lisbon as large a quantity of provisions, particularly 
grain, as possible. We shall have a great consumption there 
if we should be shut up in our positions Ibr any time; which 
certainly will be the case, unless the enemy should introduce* 
such a force into the country as to oblige me to withdraw? It 
is desirable that you should pi^ess Lord Wellesley to encourage 
the exportation, as soon as possible, of cargoes of flour parti- 
cularly, but if not to be got, of wheat, or barley, or oats from 
Ireland ; I shall not be in want for my troops, but the supply 
of the inhabitants may be a matter of difficulty, and should • 
be looked to by the Government. 

* I am afraid also that they are forming magazines of too 
great an extent in the Mondegc', and even in the Douro : mine 
are limited, and so placed and circumstanced, that I can 
remove them or destroy them when I please ; and in case of 
our removal from hence, the enemy would get nothing : I shall 
speak to Beresford upon this subject. There is really no use 
in having 800,000 rations of rice at Figueira, vvhic;h I fear 
cannot be consumed ; its removal is almost impossible, and 
its destruction veiy»doubtful. Their g7‘eat store should be at 
Lisbon, from whence they should feed {^riodicidly the Douro, 
the Mondego, and Abrantes.

‘ There is also a return of Serra’s division, amounting to 19SS 
men. This division is called the rear guard. It was on the 
1st May at Vitoria, Tolosa, &c. : but we have heard of it so 
often, that I should imagine it has come forward also. I am 
also certain, from a paragraph in one of the Due d’Abrantes* 
letters, that Bonnetj’s division which has come from Asturias is 
distinct from the 8th corps ; so that altogether we have in our

‘ The letter from General Silveira of the 17th, which re- 
ceived last night, states that kellerman (who was Governor 
General de la haute Espagne^ and commanded for some time 
at Valladolid) and Bessieres (who commanded cither the whole 
or a part of the cavalry of the 8th corps during the siege of 
Astorga) had moved with the cavalry from Benevente, and 
the infantry which he had reported the day before to be at 
r^umora, to Astorga.

‘ I received yesterday morning from General Hill your letter 
of the 9th, with its inclosure, for which I am much obliged to 
you. 

‘ The abstracts of the dispatches and returns which you 
have sent me are very interesting ; but it would be most desir- 
able to have the originals, or copies of those relating to tlie- 
enemy’s corps on this frontier. 

‘ Nothing has occurred of any consequence since I wrote to 
you on the 13th. The enemy broke ground before Ciudad 
Rodrigo on the I5th, but had not brought up the heavy 
ordnance. I have a letter from the Governor, of the 13th, in 
which he holds stout language. 

‘ General Mahy moved upon Leon from Villa Franca, twice 
between the 4th and yth instant, and I LelSelre obtained pos- 
session of tha‘t city : but the rnemy attacked his advanced 
guard from Astorga; and he was consequently obliged to 
retire. I’hey ha^ before dispersed Echevarria-c small corps 
which had long been at Alcaf.izas,' by an attack by surprise 
on the night of die 7th. Since they heard of Mahy’s move- 
ments, they have reinforced Astorga with cavalry and infantry ; 
of the* latter, it is sai^, 10,000 men; and they have either 
been alarmed by Mahy’s movements, or they have resumed 
their plan of attacking us by our left, as well as by our centre 
and right, since they have been joined by the several reinforce- 
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ments, whose marchiis reported in the several letters of which 
you have sent me the abstracts.

* I inclose a lettc^ from Marshal Beresford of the 14tli 
instant, regarding the accounts of the Loyal Lusitanian Legion. 

^Although his Majesty’s Government engaged to pay a cer- 
tain sum for 20,00^) Portuguese troops to the 31st December, 
1809, and the Portuguese Government had actually in their 
service a larger numbe'r than 20,000 men, the regiments vvjiich 
were returned by Marshal Beresford to the late Minister, ^r. 
Villiers, as the subsidised . troops, not having been complete, 
and not having amounted to the number his MJjesly engaged 
to pay, the Portuguese Government did not receive up to 
the 81st December, 1809, the full amount of the subsidy. 

^ His Majesty’s Government will have learnt from the King’s 
Minister at IJsbon, the exact amount which they did receive, 
and for what number of men in^each month. 

‘ The Loyal Lusitanian Legion was not among the number 
of the subsidised regiments during the year 1809, for the rea- 
sons stated by Marshal Beresford ; but if this corps had been 
among the subsidised tegiments, it would make no difference 
in the settlement of their regimental accounts, which would 
equally have been settled by the Portuguese authorities. 

‘ All that appears p anting to effect thir settlement is regular 
accounts and vouchers on the part of the corps > and it does 
not appear necessary, nor would it faailitatc the settlement, to 
include the corps among the subsidised regiments for the year 
1809. But it the Government should determine •that the 
Lusitanian Legion should be one of the subsjdised regiments 
for that year, it will be .necessary to allow to »the Portuguese 
Government the subsidy for that corps for the year 1809, in 
addition, to the suraajready paid. Even*in that case I imagine 
that the Portuguese Goverament will not have receiveA the 
full subsidy for 20,000 men in any one montl;i of 1809. 
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‘ In respect to the claims of the English officers of tlie 
Lusitaiiian Legion, they are chargeable upon the separate fund 
of £100,000 jxii* annum, of the subsidy allotted to defray the 
expense of all the English officers in the l\)rtuguesc army. 
There will be no difficulty in settling these claims, when regular 
accounts and vouchers shall be sent in,

‘ I have nothing this morning cither from Estremadura or 
I'ras os Montes of any importance. Tliere is a report that 
Mortier had moved across the Guadalquivir from Seville. 

‘ find that there are some thoughts of making a sortie 
from Cavliz, which I think must fail. Whether it foils or 
succeeds, it will affect our situation in this country, I fear, 
injuriously. 

' Whatever may be the fate of Ciudad Rodrigo, I think the 
French will soon discover that they have not a force sufficiently 
large to blockade Cadiz, and attack us in Portugal at the same 
time ; and if we begin to make sorties from Cadiz, they will 
remove their force from thence to throw it upon this country: 
at the same time that the force at Cadiz, for want of cavalry, 
cannot be of any use to us as an army in the field acting on 
the rear or flanks of the enemy.

‘ I had last night the honor of reeeivuig your letters. The 
proposition contained in my letter of the 13th May, to fix your 
hospital at Ceuta, «was only for your consideration. You 
must be the best judge of the propriety of adopting the 
measure; and 1 am perfectly satisfied that it should not be 
adopted, if you dd not consider it advisable. 

‘ I have directed Dr. Frank to send to Cadiz all the medi- 
cal assistance wliich can be spared from the service of this Srmy, 
and the stores wliich Sir James Fellowcs has rc(piired. • 

‘ The case of the bill of the 94th regiment for £1000, is en- 
tirely distinct from other transactions of tlie same kind which 
have come before me ; and if Mr. Murray had mentioned it to 
me, I should have authorised him to give cash for the bill at 
jfar. This bill is drawn by the public ofiicer at Jersey, on the 
.Paymaster General, and would be credited, as cash, to the 
Commissary General in his accounts. I shall accordingly give 
directions that the demand of Mr. Dunmore, on the committee 
of Pay mastership of the 94th regimeat, should not be enforced. 

‘ I hope that my letter to you of the 11th June (marked A), 
respecting *the hospitals of the Guards, will have induced 
Jlrigadier General Dilkes, to desire that his letter of the 6th 
June to you might not be transmitted to England. 

‘ I entirely concLV in the arrangemenP which you have made 
for the working parties on the Jsla, and their payment, as stated 
in your dispatch (No. 16). • 

* I conclude that you have reported to the Commander in 
Chief all the appqintmei;ts whiuh you have made, and I have 
no objection to them till his pleasure shall be*known. 

' I slyill be very much obliged to you, if you will desire 
Mr! O’Meara to send to fhe Coinnfisj^ry General a. return 
of the %Commissarkit establishment at Cadiz, including Mr. 
Horne and Mr. Stoneman! appointed to act as assistant *Com- 
misS£U*ies bv yourself. I have desired Mr. lleilnedy to conij)ly 
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with your requisition for further assistance, if it should be in 
his p^wer ; but I am apprehensive that he will find it impos- 
sible to do so. 

* Dr. Frank is at present indisposed, and I cannot refer to 
him Sir James Fellewes’s letter of the I6th May, enclosed in 
your dispatch (No.^ 16) ; but I have no recollection of the de- 
tention in Portugal of any gentlemen in the medical depart- 
ment destined for the service at Cadiz. 

‘ I shall write to England for a supply of arms for the 
British troops at Cadiz. 

‘ i am much obliged to you for the information contained 
in your dispatch (No. 17). My letter of the 11th instant 
(marked B) contains an answer to that part of this dispatch 
which refers to contracts for supplies, and to the payment for 
them by bills on the Treasury. 

‘ There is no intention whatever, here, of sending from hence 
a pci^son to supersede Mr. O’Meara in the charge of the Com- 
missariat department at Cadiz, and 1 hope that his appoint- 
ment as a Deputy Commissary General will be confirmed by 
the proper authorities in England. It will be impossible for 
the Commissary General to go to Cadiz. 

^ ‘ My letter of yesterday’s date conveyed to you my opinion 

on the reference whicli you had made to me in your letter > 
(No. 13) of the 22nd May ; arid I am concerned to find, by 
your dispatch (No. 18), that it docs not agree with the 
decision, of the Commander in Chief upon the same subject. 
The decision of the Commander in Chief, till altered upon a 
further representation of the case, must be considered final ; 
but generally, it would be desirable that those points wliich 
you refer to me for an opinion should not be referred to the 
authorities in England^ unless my opinion sliOuld not be satis- 
factory. With’ the best intenti^is on my part to decide on 
every point according to the r€?gulations of the service, and 
the wishes ^of the Commander in Chief, I may, aji in the case 
of the staff of the 95th regimen^., difler.from him, and this dif- 
ference will only embarrass you. 

‘ I beg that yoii will send Major General Stewart ta Portu- 
gal when you think proper. 

‘ * I think it probable, fr<jm the opinion which your dispatch 

(No. ^0) contains of the intended operation proposed to you 
by General Blake, 'that you will have exerted your influence 
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to prevent its adoption, and I have no hesitation in giving my 
opinion of it. I have no doubt whatever that the enepiy’s 
force in front of Cadiz is much under-rated. When the 
French passed the Sierra Morena in efanuary, the? corps now 
before Cadiz (the 1st, or Victor’s) was stated to be from 20,000 
to 25,000 men ; and I should think that i| consisted of that 
number. I have a return of it of April, 1809, which makes it 
43,000 rank and file, including sick : it was in the battle of 
Talavera where its loss was great, but iti is not probable that 
it consists of fewer luen now, than it did when it passed the 
Sierra. The reserve also was at Cadiz, but that corps has, 

I believe, returned to Madrid with the King. 

‘ However, taking the strength of the ejiemy before Cadiz, 
according to the accounts of deserters, as stated in General 
Blake’s paper, it must be observed, that this general attack 
upon them will be made by a smaller body than that which it 
is supposed he has, according to this account, after making 
allowance for the guards to be left on the Isla, and for the 
reserve. 

‘ The success, in this view of the case, is not promising. 
But there is another view of the case in which, whether suc- 
cessful or otherwise, the operation appears to be but little de- 
sirable. Mr. Wellesley will have informed you of the immense 
preparations which the enemy is* making, and of the force which 
he is collecting to attack us in this country, to which object 
it .would appear that every other has for the present been 
sacrificed. 

‘ Notwithstanding all that has been done, the enemy has 
not yet collected a sufficivnt force for his purpose. ,He may 
be able to take Ciudad Rodrigo, but I doubt the sufficiency 
of his force to obiif^ the British ta’my’to evacuate the Pen- 
insula. On the other hand, \t is probable, frofn all accounts 
that have been received, that unless’ reinforced very largely, 
the French#^ army in Andalusia will be in a dangerous 
situation. • • » 

' If these facts are applied to this intended operation, it 
will appear, that whether* successful or otherwise, it will pro- 
bably have the effect of increasing tBe^ force to be employed 
against vs. If^it shtiuld be successful, the force now employed « 
in the useless blockade of Cadiz will be thrown upoft our 
rifirht .throuffh Estremadura. The French willievacuate Anda- 
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lusia probably, and iiold the left of their army in the Sierra 
Morena, covering their operations upon us. But the raising 
the siege or blockade of Cadiz, which would set at liberty 
a certain force of the allies now in garrison, would not give us 
the advantage of thd operations of this force, as an army in the 
field, on account the total want of cavalry, and deficiency 
of field arti llery ; and I much doubt whether the force could 
leave Cadiz at all, until I could reinforce them with cavalry. 

‘ The failure of thd‘ operation might, according to the cir- 
cumstances attending it, either endanger the safety of the 
place itself, from the loss sustained, and the want of confidence 
which it would create, or it might produce the same conse- 
quences as its success. 

‘ The French officers, who arc by no means satisfied with 
their situation in Andalusia, would probably call out for rein- 
forcements, when they should find that the allies had begun 
to make sorties from Cadiz, and the danger to which the 
French force in that quarter would be exposed would pro- 
bably occasion its being withdrawn, owing to the difficulty, or 
rather impossibility, of reinforcing it, and of carrying on, at 
the same time, the other, and, at this moment, evidently more 
favorite operation. 

‘ In every view, therefore, the operation proposed by' 
General Blake appears to me likely to be injurious to the 
general cause. I can easily conceive the difficulty under which 
you labor in opposing yoilrself to the execution of this, or any 
similar project; but 1 would suggest to you to make use, upon 
any similar occasion, of the 4th article of the conditions on 
which I consented to detach any troo'ps to Cadiz. This will 
relieve you from all difficulties, which you might otherwise 
feel, in discussing with General Blake the merits of the plan 
which he might propose.

* lyiv DEAR Henry, ‘ Celciico, 20ih June, 1810. 

* 1 Iiave received your letters of the 9th, wliich you sent by 
sea. 1 think yoti are mistaken respecting the additional sup- 
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plies of money to be procured at Cadiz for bills upon England ; 
and that the increase of the rate of exchange, which^would be 
the infallible result of the employment of any other person to 
negotiate our bills besides Mr. Duff, tt^ould not, after the first 
month or two, produce any increase of supply. The exchange 
at Lisbon is, at this moment, 20 per cent, loss ; that at Cadiz 
nearly at par ; it is not to be believed that but of sudi a profit 
as 20 per cent, to the purchaser of a bill, the holder oPcash at 
Cadiz could not continue to defray the expense of smuggling, 
and risk to exportwmoney from Cadiz to Lisbon, and purchase 
bills at the latter plj^ce. Indeed we know that they do export 
specie from Cadiz to Lisbon ; the last vessel which brought 
money on account of Government, brought a similar sum for 
individuals. The rise of the exchange, ^therefore, at Cadiz, 
which would increase the sums to be procured for bills at that 
place, would probably diminish the sum to be procured for 
bills at Lisbon. . .» 

‘ It is difficult to form an opinion upon this subject by any 
local or partial view of it ; and I must say tha*t the merchants 
and others at Cadiz, whose opinions a person wo\dd take on 
inquiry into it, would invariably give opinions against l)uff*’s 
monopoly, and his system of keeping down the rate of ex- 
change. 

' By employing another or»other persons to negotiate our 
bills upon the Treasury they would share in Duff’s profits, 
and all money holders at Cadiz woujd gain by the increase of 
tfie rate of exchange. At Lisbon, where we liave the means 
of employing so mariy people, wc find it advantageous to em- 
ploy only one broker ; and J have never known an instance of 
our going more at large upon the market that the exchange 
has not been raised,; and when onc 9 raided it does not fall. 

‘ I have written to General Graham my opinion of the pro- 
posed operations. * 

^ There is a very general report of peace throughout Spain, 
and even iif the French armies, taken, I supposJ, from the 
foreign journals ; and tlie notion of the arrgingement respect- 
ing Ferdinand is probably taken from the expressions in Fcr- 
dirfiand’s* own letter to Bonaparte on Kolli’s business. I do 
not befieve there is.any negotiation for Y)eace. I am eofivincpd, 
however, thaf’Bonaparte viiould be hUppy to make any aurange- 
ment which would tranquillize Spain, and vyoqld not throw the 
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power of the government wholly into our hands. I believe 
there was something in Kolli*s story. 

‘ I beg that you will tell the Regency that I have not lost 
sight of Ckidad Rodrigo, and that I shall do every thing in 
my power to relieve that place. After making every allow- 
ance however for detachments to the north, and one, of which 
I received intelligence yesterday, to Plasencia, the enemy can- 
not ha<^e less than 50,000 men in my front, of which number 
from 6000 to 8000 aise cavalry. I must leave the mountains 
and cross the plains to relieve Ciudad RodVigo, as well as two 
rivers, to raise the siege. To do this,* including Carrera’s 
Spanish division, I have about 33,000 men, of which 3000 
are cavalry. Included are 14,000 or 15,000 Portuguese and 
Spaniards, which troops, to say the best of them, are of a 
doubtful description. Is it right, under^ these circumstances, 
to rkk a general action to relieve or to raise the siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo ? I should think not. To this add that 
there is nothing to relieve the place excepting the stores belong- 
ing to this army. However, I do not give the matter up; if 
they hold out like men they are worth saving, and I will incitr 
a risk to save them. In the mean time they do not want stores 
or provisions. They have of the latter enough for a month to 
come, and plenty of the former, and* there is time to try them. •

* My dear Sir, ^ ‘ Cclorico, 20tli June, 1810 . 

‘ I received last night your letter of the 16th. It is no 
trouble to have the report^ translated for ?)om M. de Forjaz. 
They are the same that go to the Secretary of State. 

‘ 1 am surprized at the /doubts about prosecuting the^Mar- 
quis d’Alorna. I thought the crime of being a Frepch partizan 
was the oiVly one now punished in Portugal. I'he Marquis 
d’Alorna is however a fidalgo of high degree, connected with 
all the great families in the country ; and the same circum- 
stances which have occasioned impunity in so many^other' in- 
stances of other offences? are the cause of his» safety. I consider 
the prosecution of the Marquis dtAlorna, however, to be a 
matter purely dqfnestic,aslongas he stays away ; and probably. 
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it may be deemed a question in which the Ilegent and the 
members are so much interested personally, that it is not pro- 
per for us to interfere in it at all. ^ 

' I have written to Dom M. de Fotjaz upon the police and 
other matters. I wish Dom M. de Forjaz had mentioned in 
what instances irregular applications for means of conveyance 
had been made. The Commissary General declares that he 
makes them invariably to the Corregidor of Viseu, actording 
to the regulation of the Portuguese Government ; but this is 
one of the tricks cvicouraged by the Government. The magi- 
strates, when accusj^d, accuse the British commissaries ; the 
accusation is scarcely ever made specific, is never substantiated, 
but still it serves for an excuse in argument. It would be 
much better that* Dom M. de Forjaz shcAild not interfere by 
placing the carriages at stages as he proposes. Really the 
difficulty is ridiculous ; there are 40,000 carriages in thic pro- 
vince. The consumption of i-he army in this quarter may be 
100,000 pounds a day, including Portuguese; each carriage 
carries 600 pounds, and we are at the utmost four days from the 
navigation; this would not require many carriages. If there 
was any authority in the country, we ought to be better sup- 
plied than any army in the world.

^ The enemy broke ground befoiie Ciudad Rodrigo on Ihe ‘ 
1 5th, and have continued working ever since. They had not, 
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however, brought up ilie heavy ordnance for the siege yes- 
terday. 

‘ I have liad a letter from the Governor, of tlie 13th, in 
which he his hitention to continue to hold out ; and 

expresses his confidence in the hope that we shall assist him; 
He complains that, owing to the destruction of the mills, he 
had been obliged already to commence the delivery of biscuit 
to the garrison ; but, from the state of the magazines when the 
place was completely invested, I have no doubt that he has 
still provisions for thirty days. ^ 

‘ The enemy has collected a very large force for this enter- 
prise; and 1 have heard of the arrival of reinforcements in 
Castille from the northern frontiers. Unless therefore he should 
be induced to weaken his army for the siego, by detachments 
in consequence of diversions made by guerillas and others 
in diflprent parts, I apprehend that any attempt which I should 
mak^ to relieve the place, or to r.aise the siege, would fail, and 
might be attended by fatal consequences to the general cause. 
7'hc army is. Iiowever, in a situation to be able to effect tliis 
operation if it should be advisable to attempt it ; and 1 shall 
not give up all thoughts of it till the last moment. 

‘ Before General Mahy had received the letter which 1 in- 
formed your Lordship, on the 6th June, that I had written to 
him, to urge him to make a diversion on the side of Astorga, 
he had moved upon Leon, on the 4th, from Villa Franca; and 
he repeated this operation again between the 7th and 9th. 

^The enemy, however, attacked his advanced guard from 
Astorga, and obliged him to withdraw bis troops from Leon 

‘ These movements of General Mahy have induced the 
enemy toMetach a considerable corps of cavalry and infantry 
to Astorga, which is, J understand, comir^aoded by General 
Kellerman; or, the arrival of the reinforcements in Castille 
may have induced Mas^ena to resume liis projects upon 
Galicia, which he had appeared to abandon when he first 
assumed tRe command ; and the heavy ordnance for the siege 
of Ciudad Rodrigo was moved from Salamanca. 

" ‘ A considerable division of troops^ has likewise been moved 
towards Plasencia, and Wias in Bans^s and the neighbourlHwd, 
by the last accounts.

However, T believe you are right 
in your conjecture, and I, should not be siirprised if the silence 
of yesterday v.as to treat for surrender.

As soan as this should happen^ it was obvious that the enemy 
would have his whole force disposable, and I should find it 
difficult, if hot impossible, to cover the evacuation of Fort 
Conception, excepting in the manner stated in that instruc- 
tion. 

^ The instruction of the 28th May goes to provide for a 
diff*erent event, viz , the passage of the Agueda by the enemy 
in superior force to 31011, during the continuance of the siege 
of Ciudad Rodrigo. In that case I should * have no difficulty 
in keeping up the communication with Fort Conception, as 
long as I might think proper, and at last I should be able to 
evacuate the fort. 

‘ According to this interpretation of the instructions, you

It would be much more desirable 
for the government, to leave the price of provisions ^ find its 
own level, and to oblige the people to furnish means of con- 
vifyance for the army fo” payment. The' price of provisions 
would then soon become reasonable in all parts of the country.

‘ The enemy commenced his fire upon Cjiidad Rodrigo on 
the 24th, and it has continued ever since. ^That of the place 
has been well kept up. 

^ Don Julian Sanchez, who commands a party of crfvalry, 
which had been attached to the garrj^on for some time, 
quitted it with hi» party (195 men) without loss, on tlic 
night of the 22nd, awi brought me a letter from the Governor, 
in which he states his determination, and that of the garrison, 
to hold out to the last. 

^ Don Julian states tliat the garrison had the quantity of 
))rovisions which 1 understood they had, and plenty of ammu- 
nition. * 

^ Anotlier person who left the place last night arrived at 
our advanced posts, and states that the enemy's fire had de- 
stroyed a great part of the parapet on the side attacked ; that 
the garrison had lost 150 men killed, and 500 wounded ; that 
there was a fire in the town ; and that they were in distress 
for provisions. I can give no credit to this last part of the 
report, from the knowledge I have of the state of the provi- 
sions in the fort, when it was •completely invested, and from 
Don Julian Sanchez’s report of their state on the 22nd instant. 
The garrison still kept possession of the suburbs. 

^ It would be very desirable to relieve this place, the loss of 
which will be attended* by many very important consequences. 
Among others, it will facilitate and connect the enemy’s opera- 
tions upon this country, in the safety of which his Majesty 
takes so great an inttrest. > * 

* It is obvious, however, that it would be •impossible to 
relieve, much less raise the siege of Siudad Rodrigo, without 
fighting a ge^ieral action, with forces which, I have y'eason to 
believe, not from report only, bu^ from intercepted letters and 
returns, are infinitely superior in number to iiny that I have 
it in- my^ power to bring -against them. With every desire, 
and a strong interest for tl/e preservaftion of this I)lacc, I can- 
not conoeive that any view of the interests of the allies c^n 
render it dcsitable that I ^should incur the risk of a defeat, 
under such circumstances, in attempting to effect its relief ; 
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and although I have encouraged the Governor to persevere 
in i^s defence, and shall still encourage him to persevere, by 
maintaining a position in the neighbourhood as long as pos- 
sible, and Vhus obliging the enemy to keep his force collected 
for the purpose of^tlns attack, I have repeatedly and invariably 
told the Governcr, that the measures which I should adopt, 
whenpiudad Rodrigo should be in danger, must depend upon 
a larger view of the interests of the allies in the contest, than 
the mere preservation, however important, of that place. 

‘ There had been reports in circulation for some time, of 
the intention of the enemy to evacuate *£stremadura, and to 
cross the Tagus with the 2nd corps, which has been employed 
in that province hitherto ; and the compi unications of the 
Marquis de la llomana to Lieut. General Hill, of the 20th 
instant, gave reason to believe that this design was about to be 
carried info execution ; and that the whole corps had moved 
upon Truxillo and Almaraz. On the 21st, however, they 
made another, movement upon Badajoz and Campo Mayor, 
upon the former on both sides of the Guadiana; and the 
patroles were pushed forward to within one league of Elvas. 
The cattle in the neighbourhood of Badajoz and Campo Mayor 
were driven off ; but I understand that the frequent recur- 
rence of these patroles to the neighbourhood of these places 
has taught the inhabitants the mode of taking care of their 
cattle ; and that their loss upon this occasion has been less 
heavy, notwithstanding that the enemy’s force was greater than 
usual. The enemy retired again to M.crida on the 22nd. 

‘ I moved the head quarters to this place on the 25th in- 
stant, ac soon as I heard that the eliemy had concentrated his 
whole force on the ^north side of the Tagus, in order that I 
might be nearer the scene of operations, ind might more easily 
direct the movements of the aWied army ; but as the enemy 
continues in Estremadura, I shall reniiove the head quarters 
again toitCelorico, as it is attended witlS^' inconveliience to have 
them so far forward. 

‘ The enemy’has drawn again into iJastille all the infantry 
which had been detached to Zamora, upon Generul A(ahy’s 
movements towards Leon. They have still some cavalry in

* I have no intelligence from Cadiz of a later date than the 
^th ipstant. 
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‘ The intelligence which I have received from different 
quarters tends to show the continued enmity of the inhabitants 
of the Peninsula towards the French, which breaks out into 
acts of open hostility whenever they are not in str;ftngth ; and 
there are parties of guerillas in operation in every part of the 
Peninsula, from Iruii to Cadiz. The intercepted letters from 
French officers, and from the adherents to the cause of the 
enemy in the Peninsula, tend to confirm the truth of this intel- 
ligence ; and in many instances the writers express their con- 
viction that the Frftich power will never be established in this 
part of the world.

* My leUers frdtn Estremadura state that the enemy had 
retired on the 22n(i to Merida ; and it does not appear that 
they intend, at least at present, to cross the Tagus. 

‘ Silveira tells me that there was still a small body of infantry 
and cdvalry at Zamora. 

‘ Your situation gives me a great deal of uneasiness ; and 
it appears that, if the enemy should make their preparations to 
attack you before daylight in the mornisvg, and should make 
the attack at daylight, you would find it very difficult to with- 
draw your corps. It is certainly very desirable that we should 
maintain our position, as long as may be possible, but we must 
not risk such a loss as your corps would be. I have no appre- 
hensions for the day or the night, but 1 am uneasy respecting 
the I time which intervenes between the night and broad day- 
light. I think that if your division was halted in the woods 
between Gallegos and Alameda, having one battalion and the 
cavalry and three pieces of artillery at Gallegos, and the 
piquets in their present situation, all would be safe. The 
piquets of infantry should withdraw to Gallegos at night, two 
or three hours after dark, and resun'ie their situation after day* 
light in the morning. • 

' ‘ 1 have just received your letter of this morning. You 
propose exactly what I j'ceommend in the beginning of this 
letter, viz., to show the infantry piquets on th(? heights in 
front of Gallegos, or in their present situation, an’d withdraw 
them at night. If you put them put, you must keep a bat- 
talion in Gallegos in the daytime to support them. Indeed, 
in the day time, 1 d(J not tmnk there is« any danger for any 
thing. At night the battalion ^and piquets might go back to 
the woods, or remain at* Gallegos, as you might think best. 
I conceive, however, that at present it would bejn no danger 
at Gallegos, and to leave it t/iere would be less harassing to 
the troops.

* 1 have received your letter of the 19lh, and I am much 
obliged to you for the pains which you have taken respecting our 
money concerns. I wait for your answer to my last letter, to 
determine whether or not I shall give Duff further assistance 
in procuring money ; but I am still of ^pinion that we shall 
do best to leave th(^ whole concern in his hands. 

‘ The force in oiy: front is certainly enormous ; and I only 
lament that it is impossible for me to relieve the brave gar- 
rison of Ciudad Rodrigo. The enemy broke ground on the 
15th, and opened their fire upon the placemen the 24th, which 
they have continued ever since. The garrison still keep up a 
vigorous fire. The town was in flames in two places th'» day 
before yesterday, when I was at our advanced posts, which are 
in sight of it. 

^ Don Julian Sanchez, a guerilla, who had bben attached to 
the garrison of Ciudad Rodrigo, left the place on the night of 
the 22nd, and made his way to our outposts with his party, 
with the loss only of one horse. He says that he brought 
with him 195 ; he brought in reality about 90. He says that 
the place was supplied with provisions for at least a month, 
and with plenty of ammunition. 

' The Governor sent out a man op the night of the 26th. 
He said that they had lost 150 killed, and 500 wounded. 
This I do not believe.* The town was in good spirits ; but 
he said that they wanted provisions, which cannot be true. 

^ The Marquis de la Humana wrote to General Hi\l on the 
20th, that Regnier#was about to sjrosi/ tlic Tagus, which 
report was likefy to be triie^ from former communications 
which we had had to tlic same purport. In expectation of 
this^movemejit. Hill had been instructed to cross the Tagus 
also, and to keep himself in Regqicr’s front ; and 1 then moved 
my head quarters* to this place to be nearer, the enemy, and 
more at hand to direct the operations. Ow the 21st, how- 
ever,* Regnier made onS of jjiis patroleS to Badajoj;; and Campo 
Mayor, •and he returned to Merida on the 22nd. I* shall, 
therefore, remove my heackquarters again to the rear.

* I am glad to^find that the great plan of attack at Cadiz 
upon the enemy’s lines is relinquished; it would have un- 
doubtedly failed. It would be a great object, however, if you 
could ‘^seize the Trocadero. 

‘ Send me the originals or copies of as much intercepted 
correspondence as you can get. I know so much of the 
French, that every letter is useful, and throws some light 
upon what is going on. Any return is desirable, particularly 
that of Junot’s corps.

liave obtained possession of Ciudad Rodrigo. 

‘ When General Hill shall have crosseu the Tagus, there 
will then be in tiiis part of the country th« corps under the 
command of Lieut. General Hill, and the two regiments of 
Portuguese regular infantry, three battalions of militia, a 
brigade of artillery, and a squadron of cavalry, which have 
hitherto been in tliat country under the command of Colonel 
’Le Cor, and all thet^rdenanza. 

* If Lieut. General Hill should be in time, I recommend to 
him to destroy the bridge over the Elza^at Segura. If the 
melting of the snow in the hills should keep that river full, he 
need be under no anxiety respecting his right. 

The object of the enemy will probably be to force the passes 
of the mountains between the* Tagus and the Zezere. 'lliere 
arc two great lines of road which lead tlirougji these rnoun- 
tain.s from the Spanish frontier; one by tlic Estrada Nova, as 
it is called, and tlie other hv Castcllo Branco and Sobreira 
Formosa. 

‘ There arc other roads which lead through these mountains 
certainly ; l)ut these are the principal and the only roads 
practicable for artillery. 

‘ The first position which I should recommend lo Lieut. 
General Hill to take, is upon the Pifiisiil with his own corps, 
with his centre at Idariha Nova, occupying Ladoeiro with his 
cavalry, mdfet particularly as long as the Elza shall continue 
full. 

‘ The corps under Colonel Le Cor ought, in this case, to be 
at Alpedrinha, in orfler to observe the entrance on the Estrada 
Nova, and to keep up the copimunication with Tlelmonte and 
Guarda. 

‘ If the enqmy should endeavor to force or turn posi- 
tions with a SLiper^r forge, the retreat of Lieut. General Hill 
will be by Castcllo Branco and the high rjad by Sobreira 
Formosa,. while that bf^Cofonel Le Cor will be by the Estrada 
Nova, and each line of road4nust be def^mded. 

• The* Estrada Nova has been deslroyed, but I understarfd 
not very effectuallv. It.Tvill be neeessarv. thnrofnro. that 
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Colonel Le Cor, when he shall retire from Alpedrinha, should 
sendchis artillery by St. Vincente and Jungal towards Sarzedas, 
and make his way with his infantry only to Foz Giraldo. 

' Every Jiart of botli these roads may be defended. The 
first line on the grt?at road is that of Ocreza, taking care to 
observe the road rt>n the left from Junqal to Sarzedas. The 
next is the great position of the Alvito, with the right beyond 
the Ocreza at Villa Velba, and the left at Isna on the Estrada 
Nova; and the third is with the right behind the Ocreza, 
again at its junction with the Tagus. Tl#e Codes in front of 
Domingo also affords another position. < 

• The positions in the Estrada Nova connect well with these, 
or they may be considered distinct. That at Moradad might 
continue to be occupied by Colonel Le dor, even after the 
main body should have withdrawn from Sarzedas. 

‘ The two roads join at Cortiqada, and there is a separation 
atCardigos; one road leading by Villa de Rei to the Barca 
upon the Zezere on the road to Thoraar, and the other to 
Punhete and Abrantes. 

‘ As already stated, the Estrada Nova has been destroyed, 
and Colonel Le Cor knows in what places. 

‘ There are batteries in all these positions, and Colonel Le 
Cor knows where situated ; but Lieut. General Hill should 
have them examined. 

‘ Preparations should be made to destroy the ordnance and 
ammunition in all the batteries from which the ordnance 
cannot be carried off, in case the troops should be obliged to 
retire. 

‘ General Fane’s cavalry, with the exception of the regiment 
which Lieut. General Hill will bring across the Tagus with 
him, will keep on the left bank of the Tagus on General Hill’s 
right, and in (communication wUh him. If obliged to retire, 
it will cross the Tagus at Abrantes. 

‘ If thtt batteries at Villa Velha should protect«the bridge at 
that place, it may be kept as dong asXieut.i General Hill shall 
maintain the position of the Alvito : if these batteries should 
not effectually jlrotect that bridge, it must be destroyed as 
soon as the corps shall retire from Castello Branco. 

* AH the ferry boats must be taken off the Tagus above 
Villa Vellui, and afterwards abcyve the right" of the corps 
vherever it may be.

‘ It appears by an intercepted letter received this day, that 
a corps of 10,000 infantry and some cavalry are to be em- 
ployed under General Serras, in the country lying between 
Zamora, Leon, and Astorga. This is probably the same body 
of troops of which we have heard so frequently.

^ Ciudad Hodrigb still holds out, {lot withstanding the efforts 
of the large force, and the formidable equipment which the 
enemy have collected there. The fire of the place is as 
vigorous as»n was at first, but that of the enemy ha^ slackened 
within these last^ew di\ys ; from which circumstance, and from 
the continuance of the siege, and from some of the enemy’s 
ma^aziqps having exploded at its commenceitient, and from the 
reports of deserters, il is ithagined that they begin to feel the 
want of ammunition. ^ * 

‘ There b&s been a h^vy fire musketry on the last two 
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nights; but there has been no change in the enemy’s positions 
before the place. 

‘ T!be whole of the corps of Ney, and the greatest part of 
that of JutR^t, have* certainly been collected in the neighbour- 
hood of Ciudad Rodrigo ; and the enemy occupy in strength 
the right of the Agueda as far as St. Felices.

^ A division of about 1500 cavalry and infantry passed 
through the Sierra Morcna on the 21st June; and their ad- 
vanced guard, consisting of 800 men, were* attacked at Los 
Santos on the 23i'd by a detachment from the division of 

General Mendizabel, under the command of Colonel , and 

were, defeated. 

‘ A great part of the corps of Itegnier was immediately 
moved by the gi eat road of Seville to Zafra, probably to pro- 
tect the junction of this detachment from Andalusia, and the 
corps had not reassembled at Merida when 1 received the last 
accounts from Badajoz. 

‘ No movement of importance had been made in Leon. It 
appears to be the enemy’s intention to form a corps of 10,000 
or 12,000 men, under General Serras, to occupy the country 
between Zamora, Leon, and Astorga, while a similar corps will 
be formed under General Kellerman, to keep up the commu- 
nication between the main army under Marshal Massena, and 
the places in his rear.

‘ My dear General, ‘ Alverca, July, 1810 . 

‘ I have received your letter, dated twq p.m. the 4th, and I 
am highly gratified by the conduct of Captain Krauchenberg, 
and Cornet Cordeman and his squadron of Hussars. 

‘ I beg that you will tell Colonel Arentschildt thfet I will 
take an opportunity of reporting to his Majesty my sense of 
the conduct of \Jie excellent regiment under his command, 
during the long aiy:! trying period that they have been at the 
outposts with yon. 

‘ The Marquis de la Romana is still here, and I have had 
frequent conferefices with him on the situation of affairs. He 
appears to agree that it is impossible for us to do any thing 
for the relief of Ciudad Rodrigo, excepting probably loanable 
the garrison to evacuate the place, by drawing the attention 
of the enemy to this side. 1 think they will find much diffi- 
culty in effecting their object ; but our part "bf the operation 
does not appear either very difficult, or attended with much 
risk. 

‘ In the mean time, it appears that the place is not breached ; 
and there is no doubt that there are still provisions for seven- 
teen or eighteen days, even* supposing that the inhabitants 
have no supply excepting from the general magazine. 

‘ The Marquis de la Romana js strongly impressed with 
the importance of their holding out till the last moment, which 
is certainly true ; anTl he feels that even if there is no prospect 
of relief, it is the duty qf those in Ciudad Rodrigo not to give 
up till the last moment. He could tell, and has told, the 
Governor this truth, which probal^Jy wTiuld not come so well 
from me. 

‘ If the enemy have drawn in again from Gallegos, I think 
itvould bg desirable that you should resume youi^ position at 
Alameda, and p^ace your picquets of cavalry on the Agued^, 
so as at all events to have a view of the place, encourage its 
continued resistance, and know what is going on. In that 
caSe I would throw •the froops of •General Picton’s division 
againiinto La Conception, and the 14th Dragoons should t!on- 
tinue there^ 

‘ If you think you are better on^this side of the Dos Casas, 
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you might either keep the 14th Dragoons with you, or send a 
part, or the whole of them, to the rear, as you may think 
proper.

^ In my letter of the 2nd April, I communicated to you my 
opinion that you should co-operate with the Marquis de la 
Romana in any movements or operations which might have 
for their object to facilitate the collection of provisions for 
Badajoz, Campo Mayor, Oliven^a, and Alburquerque, and to 
form a magazine for the use of his. army ; and the existing 
situation of affairs in the Peninsula renders that object more 
than ever interesting. 

* It is obvious that it cannot be effected as long as the enemy 
remain in possession of the open and fertile parts of Estrema- 
dura ; and if these places should not be able to collect a part 
of the harvest now on the ground, and about to be cut, it 
must be expected that they will fall into the hands of the 
enemy for want of provisions. 

^ The continuance of the corps of the Marquis de la Romana 
in its position on the frontiers oi Estremadura and Alentejo, 
which depends upon the security of these places, and upon the 
accomplishment of this object, is important to the cause of the 
allies, as affording additional security to the position of the 
British army in the Peninsula, and means of annoying the 
enemy in his operations against our'^position. 

^ The letters which have been recently intercepted r;ontain 
an order to General Rem^T to cross the Tagus ^vith the 2nd 
corps of the army, and t^roanoeuvre on the right bank of that 
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river; and it appears to be intended to replace the Snd corps 
in Estremadura by withdrawing the 6th from Andalusia.^ 

' From all accounts received of the state of affairs in Aiida- 
lusia, it is not very probable that the French can diminish their 
force in Andalusia without evacuating that province altogether. 

^ If the 2nd corps should be removed from Estremadura, 
and should not be replaced by the 5th, the Marquis de la 
Romana will experience no difficulty in collecting his maga- 
zines in Estremadura without your ass^tance. Even if the 
2nd corps should be replaced by the 5th, this latter will pro- 
bably not be very efficient, and he may still be able to hold so 
much of Estremadura as to enable him to effect his object. 

* But even if the 5th corps, having replaced the 2nd, should 
be sufficiently string to prevent the collection of the harvest 
of Estremadura for the magazines of the places on the fron- 
tiers, it will be impossible for me to allow you to be cat off 
from the main body of the wmy, which would be tlie»con- 
sequence of your remaining in Estremadura after the 2nd 
corps should have crossed the Tagus. 

* If the 2nd corps should cross the Tagus, therefore, you 
must abide by my instructions of the 1st instant, and cross 
that river by the bridge of Villa Velha without loss of time. 

^ If, however, the 2nd corps should remain in Estremadura, 
it is desirable that you should, •without loss of time, co-operate 
with the Marquis de la Romana in an effort to dislodge Reg- 
nier from Estremadura, during such.time as may be necessary 
to collect such parts of the harvest as may be required for the 
formation of the magazines. 

* From the returns which we have of the 2nd corps, it ap- 
pears to me that this measure will not be very difficult by the 
united corps under ohe command of the Marquis de la Romana 
and yourself, even though General Regnier should have been 
reinforced by the troops said to have ^ately arrived from Anda- 
lusia. ^ 

‘ Accordingly,. I request you to arrange an attack upon 
General Regnier s positions in Estremadura in conjunction 
with the Marquis de la Rromana, adverting 6nly to the follow- 
ing*points : — • ; 

" Fiast ; that it is desirable that the*attack should be made 
by the two corps united i» one solic^ass.

* I have received your letter of yesterday. I believe I told 
you that I had the return of Junot’s corps in detail. The 
account of the deserter is perfectly correct, but he has not 
stated all the troops of any division. The totaL effective in- 
fantry of this corps is 19,899 ; the cavalry, jdivided into eight, 
instead of three provisional regiments, is 4716. The total 
effectives of the corps, including artillery, ' is 25,956. 

‘ I have heard nothing yet, from the garrison on the pro- 
posed plan of escape, aild till 1 do, 1 do not propose to make 
any mov(\ments on this side ; and I think, upon \\he whole,' that 
for the present you are best situated , where you are. 

‘ If you wers^ to take the position at Espeja you would be 
obliged to fall back upon Villar Mayor, and you, would be 
much exposed, and would find it difficult to fall back upon the 
asmy in this valley, if J did not at the same time cdllect the 
whole, or the greatest part of the ^rmy upon the Coa. This 
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must be done if it is necessary, but it is desirable to avoid it 
if possible. ^ 

« I agree with you in thinking that the enemv^, will not 
attack Almeida, and it is not improbable but that after Ciudad 
Rodrigo shall have fallen, they will direct^their march upon 
Gastello Branco, and thus endeavor to cut^n between Lieut.

during your expedition into Estremadura. 

‘ Under my former instructions you were directed to fall 
back upon Abrantes, in case the officer commanding the troops 
in the mountains bAween the Tagua and the Zezere should 
have been unable to maintain l^jmsclf in those mountains ; and 
in case he should withdraw himself frdln a communication with 
the bridge Villa Velha, that bridge was to be effectually 
destroyed ; and fo| this j)urpose you were to keep an officer 
and a party at this bridge. 

* You gre still to follow* the same instructlbns, and observe 
particularly that the destruction of the^ bridge at Villa Velha 
and all the boats there, in case the oQicer commanding in the 
mountains gives up his (jcEnmunication with that bridge, is

* My Lo&n, ‘ Alverca, 11th July, 1810. 

‘ The enemy passed the Azava in force, on the morning of 
the 4th instant, arid obliged Brigadier General Craufiird to 
fall l)ack with his advanced guard to the neighbourhood of the 
fort of La Conception, which had been occupied by a part of 
tlie 3rd division of infantry. In making this movement, 
Cajitain Krauchenberg and Cornet Cordemann, at the head of a 
small body of the Hussars and 16th Light Dragoons, had an 
opportunity of distinguishing iheinselvcs by making a gallant 
charge upon a superior body of the enemy. 

‘ Upon mentioning the Light Dragoons, it is but justice to 
inform your Lordship, that they have been with the advanced 
guard throughout the winter, and have performed their duty 
in the most satisfactory manner. 

^ The 3rd battalion of the Portuguese Chasseurs, under 
Lieut. Colonel Elder, had also an opportunity of showing their 
steadiness during tliis movement of the advanced guard, and 
the skirmishing of the enemy which attemled it. 

‘ The 1st Hussars had five men and three horses wounded, 
and the iGtli Light Dragoons three horses killed. 

* d'lie si('G:e of Ciudad Bodrigo still continues, and the fire of 
the place is kept up with unahaied vigor. 'Fhe enemy having 
collected nearly tlic w]if>Ie of Junot’s corps, between theA/ava 
and Agueda, I have not diought it proper to push our ad- 
vanced guard so forward as Gallegos again ; and it remains 
upon the river Dos Casas ; and the piquets of the enemy 
arc on tin’s side of the Azava. 

‘ The Marquis de la Bomana was here last week to confer 
with me iq)on the state of affairs in this part of the Peninsula ; 
and he appeared to he convincec! of the impossibility of our 
affording relief to Ciudad Bodrigo, as long as the enemy 
should he'enahled to kee[> collected near that place so large an 
army as he now hns tliere. I have he^irtl of 'die movements of 
the guerrillas in Castillc ; and I have reason to believe that 
the enemy has been in some degree distressed by the»r opera- 
tions; but I do not finc^ that they have weakened their corjis 
employed in the operations against the place, or in covering 
them. 

‘ Since 1 addressed your Lordship on the 4lh instant, I liavc 
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received reports that the corps of Regnier, after having been 
assembled at Merida, broke up again on the Snd instant, and 
inarched by Ahnendralejo and Almcndral, to endeavor to dis- 
lodge the Spanish divisions of Rallesteros and I mas, which 
extend from Oliveiuja by Xcrez de los C iballeros along the 
Guadiana into the Sierra Morena. 

‘ From the accounts which I have received from Badajoz of 
the 7th, it appears that General Imas had retired from Xerez 
de los Caballeros upon Oliva : and i: is probable that all these 
troops will be obliged to fall back across the Guadiana into 
Portugal ; as, by th:) movements of Regnier, he has cut ofl* 
their communication with Badajoz by Olivenya. There had 
been some skirmishing l)etween the outposts of these divisions 
and the French advanced guard, in which the French appear 
to have sustained loss ; as seventeen carriages with wounded 
had arrived in Merida, on the 7th. , 

* No movements of any importance have taken place in«the 
nortl). 

‘My last accounts from Cadiz are of the 2Gth June. 
Nothing had occurred there deserving your Lordship’s atten- 
tion ; excepting the arrival of the Due d’Orleans on 
the 19ih.

‘ Since I wrote to your Lordship tins day, 1 have received 
a report that Ciudad Rodrigo surrendered to the enemy yes- 
terday evening. 

‘ There was a large practicable breach in the place, and the 
enemy had made all the preparations for a storm ; when, 
Marshal Ney having offered terms of capitulation, tln^ garrison 
surrendered V- • 

‘ The enemy took up their ground before this place on the 
26th of April; they invested it completely » on the llth of 
June* ; broke ground before it on the A5th of June, and opened 
their fiiv upon it oi> the 24th of June:' and, adverting* to tjie 
nature and position of thc«place, to the deficiency and defects 
of its works, to the advantages which the enemy had in their 
attack upon ;t, and to the numbers and formidable equipment 
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l)y wliicli it was attacked, I consider the defence of Ciudad 
Rodrigo to have been most honorable to the Governor, Don 
Andres J^Ierasti, and its garrison ; and to have been equally 
creditable to the aVms'of Spain, with the celebrated defence of 
other places, by which this nation has been illustrated during 
the existing cont(jst for its independence. 

‘ [ have been most anxiously desirous to relieve the place 
since It has been attacked ; and have been prevented from 
aiti.‘mj)ting its relief only by the certainty which I had, that 
the attempt must fail ; and that the immediate fall of the place 
arid the irrevocable loss of the cause of the allies w-ould be the 
coMsetjuence of the failure. 

‘ 1 had intelligence, t)f the truth of which I could entertain 
ito doubt, that tlie enemy had collected in the neighbourhood 
of Ciudad Kodrigo, for the purpose of the siege, the whole of 
the jih and of the Sth corps of the army in Spain ; the former 
eoihiisting of i ellectives,’ including 485(5 cavalry ; the 

latter consisting of 25,956 eftectives, including 4716 cavalry, 
according to returns of those corps of a very late period which 
had been intercepted, and communicated to me. There were 
besides other troops employed in the eommunicutions with the 
rear, and with tlie right of the enemy s army. The country 
in which I must have carried on (lie operations to raise the 
siege, or even ti) relieve the place, would have been highly 
advantageous to the enem\\ on account of his superiority in 
cavalry. , 

‘ Under these circumstances, however much 1 luive been in- 
terested in the fate of this place, not only on account of its 
military and political importance, but on account of its brave 
Governor, and garri.son, anil inliabitants, I have considered it 
my duly to refrain Vrotn, an operation which it was probable 
would be attoaded by the mosl^ disastrous consecjueiices. 

‘ While the ]Vlar(|uis de la Uomana was here, 1 had arranged 
with hitii^an ojieratiou, by which it was hoped that we ihight 
save the garrison ; but the absolute ynpo.ssil>ility of commiini- 
eating with the ♦Governor, for several days, has ]:)revented its 
execution. ' 

^ 'I'here was an aH'air *bet ween dur piquets and those oT the 
( ijeniy this morning, in which the eiieniy lost 2 oflictri and 61 
men, and 29 liorses, prisoners. »• 

‘ I have not received the detailed account of this affair ; but 
1) understood that wc liave had the misfortune 'i.o'iose Lieut 
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Colonel Talbot and eight men of the 1 4ih Light Dragoons 
killed, and 23 men wounded.

" 1 am sorry to tell you that Ciudad Rodrigo surrendered 
on the night before last. I have not got tiie particulars ; but 
it ajipears tliat there was a very large breach in the place, 
that t^\ic Rrench were ])repared to storm, and Ney sent in to 
offer 4erms, and the garrison capitulated. J'his is the report 
of two French Officers who were taken yesterday morning in a 
skirmish with our advanced posts. 

‘ I enclose the copy of a dispatch which I wrote to Govern- 
ment upon this subject yesterday, and which I think you will 
do well to communicate to the Regency, 

‘ The enemy have made no moveinent that T have been 
informed of, since the fall of Ciudad Rodrigo, which 1 think 
extraordinary. 

‘ The Marquis de la J^omana was here last week to confer 
with me upon the state of affairs in this part of the Peninsula, 
lie appeared eciually convinced with myself, of the impossi- 
bility of our effecting anything for the relief of Ciudad 
Rodrigo, and of the danger of the attempt. I believe he wrote 
to the Regency from iience. ' 

‘ Since my last, Regnicr has made two movements to the 
southward ; one to relieve a small detachment coming from 
Andalusia,; which had been attacked by the Spaniards; ihe 
other on the /2nd instant, to attack General 7»mas, and, I be- 
lieve, Ballesteros. . He attacked General I mas on the 5th, and 
obliged him to retire to Oliva from Xerez de los Caballeros, 
and it was expected that he would also attack Ballesteros. 
Bub General Mendizabcl, who commanded the army In the 
absence of the Marquis dc la Komana, states his conviction 
that Regnier would bc able to effect nothing against Imas and 
Ballesteros united. I fear that he will drive theW across the

‘ Regnicr had certainly been ordered by Bonapai-tc to cross 
tlie Tagus ; but I imagine that Massi'iia found that the 
guerrillas, although active to a degree, wer j not able to annoy 
him much during the siege; and as he had it in his power to 
avail himself of tlie force, which Bonaparte had ordered might 
be employed in keeping up the communication with the rear, 
he preferred to keep Regnicr on the Gu.- diana.

‘ I see by the newspapers that Lord Marcli has been ap- 
j)()intcd to the lf3th Light Dragoons, according to the intima- 
tion which I had received from the Duchess of Richmond, that 
the Duke had a})plied to have him removed to a regiment in 
this country. The t3th Dragoons arc in the Alentejo; and I 
think it would be lictter that you .should send him here in the 
first instance, and 1 will take care of him. lie might go by 
riiomar, from whence your son woukl forward him to me. 

‘ I have received your letter of the 7th instant, and will 
speak to the Commissary General tins day, respecting the 
rations for the party of the navy, whic]i I will settle as you 
wish, and will write to you by the next post. 

‘ The enemy liave made no movement since they obtained 
possession of Ciudad Kodrigo^t I have heard in various chan- 
nels^ of the enemy’s naval preparations, which have given me 
some anxiety^ and Government appear to be aware? of them. 
I have repeated Ijr warned them of the danger of our position 
here, if the naval force was not sufficient, anU I shall write to 
theip again upon it. I dojiot think j here will be much use in 
keeping a vessel of war at Figueira, if# we have only an intel- 
ligent officer there to manage our transport and hospital concerns.

' J informed yoii iii u)y letter of the II th that there had 
been an affair on that morning between the outposts of the 
two armies, of which I now enclose the copy of the report 
made to me by Brigadier General Craufurd 

‘ 1 have had every reason to be satisfied witli the conduct of 
the troops upon this occasion. The small body of the enemy’s 
infantry, employed on the patrole with tiie cavalry, appear 
to liave conducted themselves in the mos. gallant manner -\ ;

‘ The eiietny had. during Ihe last three or four days, been in tlie habit of 
coming with detaehiiieiits of infantry and cavalry into Ihirquilla, and with 
infunffy into (lesmiru and Villa de Puerco, and 1 was desirous of ciittinj^ them 
idl. Jlut coiisideriug the vicinity of the-* enemy’s position, and his strength in 
cavalry. T did not think it prudent to send a small detachment, and 1 therefore 
ordered all that wt^re off duty of six siiiiadrons to assemble behind the Dos 
Casas at twelve at ni^ht, on the road which leads from La Conception to 
Alameda. 

* it was between one and two when we crossed the Dos Casas, and not a shot 
had then been heard since six or seven the pivcediuji; evening, from which circum- 
stance, and the severe tire ol the Uth and 10th, I felt apprehensive that Ciudad 
Rodrigo had surrendered. 

‘ Leaving Alameda on oiii right, and sending patroles on the road towards 
Gallegos, we wejit through the wood, and halted in a hollow within three quarters 
of a mile of Villa de Pneiro. About Minrise, we marched off again ; and I have 
to regret that 1 did not, as 1 oriiOmdly intended, keep sufliciently to the right to 
come out of the wood between Cesiniro and Villa de Puerco; this would have 
prevented what Ivappened. Put the anxiety to do w'liat we had to. do, as quickly 
as piissihle, h st the enemy sliould haw hi'en advancing towards mir position, 
(occasionecl by the continue(^c.es.satioji of tire i£t (tiudad Rodrigo,) together with 
the appearance of some cavalry making offi induced me to take the shorter road, 
which led us through a bad deiile. t 

‘ Immediately aijer the head of the column had come out of this deiile, we 
discovered infantry, which, on dccouiil oi a height ami standing corn, were not 
seen until very close. The squadrons formed successively as they came out; and 
as the iiumj er of iufautiy did not exceed 300, they were attaqjted by Captain 
Krauchenberg’s squadron of hussars, followed by the Kith, part of the former 
having gone off aft(?r some French dragoons. ’I'lie husi.ar.s received the fire of 
the square; hut being unable to jieiietrate it. they passed on, leaving it to their 
left. Had the Iblh come straight upon it, thV* square being then ^without fire, 
it would j)iobably have been brt*keii ; but tllljy vveie too much to their lef*t, and 
]aissed it on the other Hank. ^ At this moment a most iinfoi lunate ipiittake took 
place, to which alone is to be attriliuted the escape of the infantry, 

‘ Some French dragoons were seen coming bu*: of Barquilla, and behind them 

V Tli^y were commainieii by Captain (ioiiache. who received the Cross of the 
.1 ' gion of Honor for his conduct on this occasion. ‘ 
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but they could not have avoided sharing the fate of the 
cavalry employed on the same patrolc, if the appearance of tfie 
Hussars of the Legion, coming out of Barquilla, had not been 
taken for a body of the enemy, and had not occasioned a mo- 
mentary discontinuance of the attack of the infantry, of which 

was a body of Cavalry, which, from its position and manmiivrcs. every one sup- 
posed to be Ereiich. Another body of cavalry was likewise seen niarchiiij; towards 
Karqmlla, uiKin the road which comes fmm VaUh;spiiu>, and no doubt was 
entertained that these also wore French. This die v off our attention from tlu* 
infantry, and the Ifith 'iid hussars advanced towards th(^ cavalry that were nt?ar 
Banjiiilla, which, except the first mentionod party of French dragoons, proved 
to he the squadron of the 14th from Aldea del <)bispo. Siill, no doubt was 
entenained that those coinlnjj: by the Valdespino road were French, hot tliey 
turned out to ho C'aptaiu C* Milieu's squadron of hussars, \vlu> had been placed 
at ni{^ht in the farm net ween Villa de Cieivo and liarqiiilla, in order to cut ofi' 
the enemy s retreat. About the same time, a jiairole from lh»‘ (tuIIoi^os road 
brought the report of some squadrons of cavalry havin*^ entered Alameda, 

* \Vlulst tliis was passing’, the I4th had come out of the defde; anil J. am 
informed by Major Harvey that the following circumstances took jdace. • 

* (lolonel Tnlbotj afU‘r the first squadron was fornu'd, charged the square with- 
out effect, and was killed; and whilst Major Harvey watf hirming the other 
two, he received an order from Colonel Areustscliildi to march olf from the left 
to oppose the cavalry near Barquiri.i which be also siq)posed to be French. 
The ene ny's infantry, coutinuiiig its march, g >t into Ccsmiro, which was too 
m ar to tlie enemy’s [ osition for it to be possible for me to think of attacking it, 
particnlarly as w’ewere now convinced that Ciudad Kiidrigo had f,ilU'u ; although 
five companies of the ami thiee of liu; blind, were in reserve between Cas- 
lillejo and liarqnilla. 

‘ We took two officers and twenty nine dragoons, as your Lordship knows. 
Our loss you arc also acqiiaiuteil with.

‘ I have the honor to enclose the copy of a letter whicli 1 
have written to the Secretary of State, in which I have in- 
formed him of the surrender of Ciudad Rodrigo. 

‘ 'I'hc army has for some time been cantoned in this part 
of the country, in such situations as were most likely to afh)rd 
accommodation and provisions to the troops, from which I 
could assemble it with convenience, if I had found it prac- 
ticable to undertake any operation for the relief of Ciudad 
Rodrigo, which place it was obvious that the enemy intended 
to attack. 

‘ The advanced posts under General Craufurd were in front 
of Almeida, between the Agueda and the Coa, and along the 
Azava, which runs into the former river between Gallegos and 
Marialva ; and 1 had occupied the Spanish fort of La Concep- 
tion, with a view to General Craufurd's more secure commu- 
nication wjth Almeida, and to cover the assembly of the army 
beyond the Coa, if that measure should afipear to be desirable. 

‘ Affairs remained in this situation till the 4Lh July, when 
the enemy crossed the Azava in force, and obliged General 
Craufurd to retire upon La Conception. TJpon this occasion 
Captain Kraiichenberg and Lieutenant Corclemahn, at the 
head of a squadron of the 1st HussLrs of ^he Legion, dis- 
tinguished themselves ; and the 3rd battalion of Portuguese 
Caejadores, under Lieut. Colonel Elder, had an opportunity of 
showing their steadiness^ The posts of General Craufurd were 
then extended along and in front of the Dos Casas ; and he 
occupied La Conception and the neigl>bouring village with his 
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advanced guard; and the enemy occupied Gallegos, Ccsmiro, 
&c. on this side the Agueda and the Azava, with their piouets. 

‘ On the 11th in the morning Brigadier General Craufurd 
made an attempt to carry oft* one ot the enemy’s patroles, 
which for some days had been in the habit uf going at daylight 
to Villa del Puerco. 1 enclose the copy of Brigadier General 
Craufurd'^s report upon this afbur, which could succeed only 
by a coup (Ic mam, and the rapidity of the attack, and was 
successful so far as that the whole of the cavalry \vere taken 
prisoners. There is also every reason to be satisfied with the 
conduct of the oflicvrs and troops which charged the infantry. 

‘The loss of Lieut. Colonel Talbot, of the 14th Dra- 
goons, who had lately commanded that regiment, and had 
brought it to a high state of discipline and order, is much to 
be regretted. 

‘ The small body of the enemy ‘‘s infantry which formed part 
of the enemy’s patrole appear to have conducted thern^*lves 
in the most gallant manner; but they must have shared the 
fate of the cavalry, if tlie Hussars, seen coming out of Bar- 
quilla, had not been taken for a body of the enemy, and had 
not occasioned a suspension of the attack, of which they availed 
themselves to retire into the woods, and thence to Ccsmiro.

‘ It is saitl that llegniei' marched from Merida to cross the 
Tagus on th.e morning of the 10th, but I have not heard of his 
movement from any body on this .side. 

^ It is stratige that the enemy liave made no movement since 
the fall of Ciudad ^lodrigo. I should ^'’Imost doubt their 
being in possession of tin? place, and should he inclined to be- 
lieve that tlie cessation from fire has been an agreement for a 
certain number of days, to see whether tliey would be relieved, 
as, whateven' may be the enemy’s ultimate plan of viperations, it 
must be desirable lo them at least to sd-e the f«anks of the Coa. 

‘ I think you will do well to move your infantry to Jun(;a, 
but you had better retain all your .cavalry till you shlill with- 
draw across the Coa.

‘ My dear Cotton, * Alver«a, Mth July. ISIO. 

‘ 1 liave received your letter of thia d«y, and ani much 
obliged to you for the perusal of Cocks’* letter, which contains 
a very clear account of the events of the llth. I can show 
you Craufurd’s letter to me, which does not throw any blame 
whatever upon the 10th, and indeed I never heard a doubt 
upon the subject. 

‘ The cause of tin failure to take the infantry as well as the 
caval’-y is, as Crauf srd states to be, that a body of our own 
cavalry, which I conclude were Gruben’s Hussars, were seen 
coming out of Barquilla, and were taken by mistake for the 
enemy, which stopped the attack of the rear sejuadrons. The 
iCth had nothing to do with this mistake, nor probably is any 
body to blame for it. The French infantry appear to have 
behaved remarkably well, and probably were so posted thaWno 
efforts of cavalry could have forced them. 

‘ It would really not be fair to the IGth, to haVe any inquiry 
into their conduct in this affair. 1 liave no doubt how it would 
turn out, but the very fact of inquiry supposes some grounds,* 
which to suppose even would be injurious to them.. *

^ The questions winch your Lordship has discussed in that 
dispatch are of a political nature, with which I can have no 
concern; and I trouble your Lordship upon the subject of 
them only to point out to you. that the object of my*lctter of 
the 30th May was jiot to induce his Majesty's Government to 
refrain from reinforcing Cadiz to any extent that might be 
deemed advisable to provide for the permanent (Icfence of that 
important post, but to dispose of the troops after they should 
iiave evacuated Portugal, in such a manner as that it would be

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easy to reinforce Cadiz, if that measure was necessary ; and 
that if the reinforcements were sent they sliould be well re- 
ceived by the inhabitants of Cadiz, 

‘ However unreasonable it may appear to his Majesty’s 
Government and lO his subjects in general, and is, in fact, it 
cannot be denied that the people of Spain are by no means 
satisfied that liis Majesty’s troops have taken so active a share, 
and have performed such efficient services in the war, as might 
have been expectcd«froni them ; and tlie necessity which ex- 
isted of refraining from undertaking any operation for the 
relief of Ciudad llodrigo will render thks opinion more pre- 
valent. 

‘ It will become still more so, if it should l3c necessary to 
withdraw the British army from Portugal, without making an 
effort to retain our position ; and the transfer of the army to 
Ca6iz, and the offer of its services for its defence after these 
ev(?iits, will revive the disposition to attribute to selfish motives 
the interest which his Majesty’s Government takes in the 
security of that place. 

‘ However, these are political considerations for his Ma- 
jesty’s Government to decide upon. I have only thought it 
iiccessafy to bring under their view the existence of these 
opinions.

' My dear Lord, ‘ Alvurca, l4th July, 1810. 

‘ I have received your Lordship’s letter, marked private and 
confidential, of the 26, th June. In thk't wliicli I wrote to 
your Lordship on the SOth of May, I did not consider General 
Graham’s feelings upon' my superseding him at Cadiz, so much 
as I did' the real injustice which such a superses,sion woiVld be 
to him or to any man. I am convinced that (general Graham 
feels as he ought upon such a subject; but*'the (|uestion is not 
what he will fedi, but what it is just or expedient to do by him. 

‘ I acknowledge also'that the jhstice of superseding Gieneral 
Graham is not the only point of this Gubject which 1 have 
considered. I think that I shall ^inyself stand iri a very awk- 
ward situation at Cadiz. 
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‘ First ; I believe tliat I am the senior Captain General in 
the Spanish army, excepting Cuesta, who is gone, or going, to 
the Balearic Islands. That rank, and the claim to command 
which it would give me, I should of course waive ; but when 
your Lordship adverts to the opinions w'hicli prevail in Spain 
already respecting the operations of the British army ; and to 
tliose which will prevail more strongly if we should evacuate 
Portugal, without making an effort to retain our position, docs 
it not occur to you that 1 at least sltall nut be a very welcome 
visitor at Cadiz ; and that the high Spanish rank whicli I hold 
will afford, and will be stated as the objection to me as the 
commander of the Britisli troops in the garrison ? 

‘ Secondly, therefore, I have no disposition to ofler my ser- 
vices where they are likely to he refused, or wdierc the offer if; 
likely to he badly received. 

‘ At the same time I repeat that I am at the disposal of the 
King’s Government, and will do what they have directed* or 
what they may think proper to direct. 

^ I am glad to find that tl^e King’s Government are so 
anxious respecting the result of the contest in the Peninsula, 
in which the interests of Cireat Britain are undoubtedly mate- 
rially involved. 

‘ My last dispatches will have showai you the force which 
w^e have, and may expect to have, to repulse the attack of the 
enemy, who, it may he depended upon, will collect for this 
operation every thing that can he Iwought togetlier. The 
head of a column of guards is at Burgos ; and 1 should not 
he surprised if I was to hear that Bonaparte himself had come 
into Spain to direct these operations. Indeed, the orders 
which he has alreadv given, and otlier circumstances, render 
this probable. 

‘ From wdiat I hear of Sir John Stuart, and from tlie re- 
ports which have been circulated of an intended attack upon 
Sicily, I think it probable that Sir John will not hav5 sent off 
the troops expectejl here as reinforcements to this army ; and 
this circumstance, and the great interest which your Lordship 
has ejjpres'jed in your last letter for the result of the contest, 
induce me to suggest to you to send out to Lisbon, as sif^on as 
possible alter you shall receive this letter, all the infantry whitii 
may be disposable. They might come in ships of war, which, 
if other reports of naval designs and armaments are fVjunded,

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would not bo useless in tliis part of the world ; and the troo])s 
might return to England as soon as the danger should be re- 
moved, or as Portugal should have been evacuated. 

‘ I beg to inform your Lordship that I have now thrci* 
brigades in this army without officers of the rank of colonel 
even to command them ; that I have not a General Officer to 
spare for any service ; and that the troops from Sicily and 
America will have no General Officers with them.

^ 1 have received your letter of the 12th, and conceive that 
you arc quite right respecting the position for the assembly of 
the iroops. 

‘ f have a letter from Colonel Grant of the 13th, from which 
it appears that the enemy are about to cross the 'J'agus at 
Garovillas, as well as at Almaraz. 

‘ I have no certain intelligence of the enemy having made 
any movement since the fall of Ciudad Kodrigo, although 
there is a report that two or three divisions have marched by 
the Puerto de Perales into Estremadura ; that is, Upper 
Estremadura. This is by no means confirmed ; and as we 
have troops and officers in that quarter, I do not believe it.

‘ I have received your letter of the llfti instant, containing 
one of the Tth from Dorn M. (^e Forjaz, in which he has en- 
closed one of the 5th June from S" de Cardozo, in which 
the latteridraws the attention of the Government *to the conse- 
quences, which he siqqioses will residt from 'the increased con- 
sumption of heel in I’ortugaL 

‘ S' de Cardoso has not stated any fact on which his ap- 
prehensions are foundcyl ; and indeed they are entirely without 
foundation. 

‘ But, beside s an omission to sttllc facts on which to found 
his coiiclLeiosi S" de Cardozo has stated some circumstances 
which are notoriouslv unfounded. 
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‘ That of which S" dc Cardozo complains is, that for the 
last two years and a half the armies in Portugal have been cv)ii- 
suming the cattle destined for the agriculture of Portugal. 

‘ 1 can only answx'r for the last two years, during which 1 
positively deny that cattle for agriculture have been consiinicd 
by the llritish army ; and I particularly deny that in the last 
year 26,000 head of cattle, belonging to Portugal, beyond 
the usual supply, have been consumed. 

‘ 'J'he Portuguese army, being all subjects of Portugal, 
cannot have added materially to the consum})tion of wheat 
since they have beet formed. 1 cannot be so certain that the 
cattle killed for their consumption have not been those belong- 
ing to the agriculture of the country. 

‘ I am apprehensive that, as the Junta de Viveres do not pay 
for the provisions of the army excepting in Lisbon, notwith- 
standing niy repeated remonstrances, till tlie contract for •'^leat 
was lately entered into, the troops took cattle where they Cfi»uld 
find them, and that some of the agricultural cattle were killed 
for food. * 

‘ In respect to the British army, it will be recollected, from 
the month of September, 1808, till the montli of A])ril, 1809; 
the number of British troops in Port'igal was but small, and 
tliey were all collected at Lisbon, and lived upon the markets 
of that city. When the BritiJi army was in Spain, either in 
1808, or from June, 1809, till January, 1810, it did not con- 
sume tlie cattle of Portugal. The e*'ij:lle in Spain arc cheaper, 
and arc easily got, and 1 know that none were brought from 
Portugal. Upon the return of the army into Portugal in 
January, 1810, it brought into that country not less than 
1500 head of cattle, which may probably have been more than 
the amount of its 'Consumption in Portugal, from April to 
June, 1809, before it entered Spain. 

‘ The extraordinary consumption of the Briti.sh army, then, 
whicli has taten place, has been from the end of January to 
this period, or for«about tjvc months. 

** The average weight of the cattle is aboi't 450 lbs. each ; 
and the number of persons at present fed by the Biitisli Com- 
missariat is 38,000, wlftch would give a consumption of about 
80 :i day, and would make the number consiimecf alK'Ut 
12,000, or less than half Jil^e number stated by S" dir Cardozo 
But it must be observed that some of the troops are at Lisbon, 
and.others oa ihe Spanish frontier of Alentejo ; and th.H it is 
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probable that the former are fed from the market of Lisbon, 
and the latter by supplies from Spain. 

‘ Butrin this part of the army, in which there is the greatest 
part of the consumption, I can state most positively, from my 
own knowledge, tViat the greater part of the cattle come from 
tlie Miiilio and Galicia, and some from the frontiers of Cas- 
tillo; and the goodness of the meat, and the small price paid, 
wliicli is miicli below the Portuguese contract price, proves that 
none of the cattle hayc been used, or even trained, for purposes 
of agriculture. 

* What I have above stated to you, wilJ show that there was 
no extraordinary consumption in Portugal by the British army 
before the month of January last; and it appears by the re- 
ports of de Cardozo himself, of the SCtth Februar}^, that 
there were at that time in Portugal 218,000 bullocks for agri- 
cult^ciral purposes, and lf)G,39'l for food ; of which there were 
in «Zleira alone C2.000 for agviculture, and 17,200 for food. 
We have drawn none from Beira. 

‘ In respect to the decrease of the agriculture of l^ortiigal in 
the last two and a half years, having, within the last two years, 
been in almost every part of Portugal, 1 can answer for the 
fact being directly the reverse ; and the large sums which have 
been spent in the country during tiiat period, in the purchase 
of the produce of agriculture at very advanced prices, must 
have had the effect of increasing the cultivation of the country, 

* It is true that incaii^ of transport for the armies are want- 
ing ; but they are not wanting because tlie army have con- 
sumed the cattle, which would afford those means, for those 
have not been consumed, at least ,by the Britisli army, but 
because the inhabitants of the country are unwilling to produce 
tlicm, and the magistrates will not force them to produce those 
means which fhey have registered. But, if it were true that 
the cattle for agricultuw? had been consumed by the British 
army, amount of consumption which I havf stated, and 
w^hich is the largest that we have known of- even if the whole 
liad been taken from Beira, would not have occasioned this 
scarcity of mean5> of transport, 

* The remedy proposc-d by S’" de Caidozo to save the' agri- 
cultural bullocks, and of course to iiicreaso the means c.f trans- 
port from the army, shows how little he has turned his mind 
to what is the peculiar duty of his office. That which he 
proposes is to issue salt meat -or rice to the trOof s; instead of 
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fresh beef. He forgets that the rice or the salt meat must be 
brought to the army on carriages; that the demand for car- 
riages will therefore be increased, as the bullocks which are 
given as food are driven up to it ; and th-^t ho is unable to 
furnish the number of carriages already required to feed the 
armj^ with bread alone in its present position.

' J have received your letter of the 11th. The mode in 
which you propose to demand payment for the clothing de- 
livered to the Spaniards is very correct. 

^ In respect to the account with the Portuguese Government. 
I enclose the state of that between the military chest and tin 
chest of the “aids’’ to the ^i4th June. 1 think there js ar 
error in the abstract which you have enclosed, of that between 
the chest of the “aids” and the Portugucv>e Government. 
Owing to tlie mode in whicli Villiers settled the amount, tht 
Portuouese Government would not be entitled to the ful 
subsidy till after the end of last year. For instance, Govern- 
m(‘nt agreed to pay for 2(',000 men from the 1st of May, anc 
Beresford was called upon to fix upon the regiments of tin 
Portuguese army who were to make up these 20,000 men 
llcresford did fix upon those rc^giments ; but, owing to casual 
ties, deficiencies of recruiting, and other circumstances, thej 
never amounted to the number specified to be paid for; and 1 
know that Villiers conceived that the Portuguese Government 
were not entitled to payment for more than the rettn n of those 
regiments amoLintelH to; and, as well as I recollect, he so statec 
in Parliament ; at the same time I believe that the Portuguese 
Government had in their service not Jess than 40,000 men. 

‘^Since Hje 1st of January, it has been difFerentl 3 j arranged 
Beresford, u'pon^ coram unication with me, and seeing the in- 
convenience and*loss wfiich the Portuguese ^Government sus- 
tained by the former moth* of making up the return, put intc 
the •return of the subsidked corps a number of regiments 
which • iynounted then, and have alw&ys since amoulited. tc 
more thaif 30,000 men and the Portuguese Government 
consequently, are entitle*d to the full sum which the King ha? 
engaged >o«ji^y them. 
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• tnnii your letter, it would appear that you Imd paid the 
rortugueso Government 1^050,441 16». 3d., wliich sum, in 
addition to what Villiers had paid them, would be more than 
iheir due ; hut I catlftr believe that that sum is the whole 
that they have received, in cash^ on account of the subsidy. 
Hut it appears to me that tlie credit side of their account 
ought to be corrected ; First, by striking from £341,000 the 
amount to which they arc not entitled, according to ViJIiers’s 
mode of making up the account. Secondly, by striking from 
£490.000 the sum of £50,000, which is tire })roportion of the 
subsidy for six months, allotted for the payment of the English 
officers, with which the Portuguese Government have nothing 
to do. After these deductions, I am afraid that the balance 
of £201,558 3.V. 9d. will be reduced very low indeed, and 
will scarcely admit of the payment of the army demand on 
the /.Government for supplies, as stated in the enclosed paper, 
arno/inting to £140,540. 

‘ The enemy have made no movement of any importance 
since the fall of Ciudad Rodrigo.

‘ My letter, and the memorandum of the Snd instant, took 
but one view of the subject, viz., the probability that, as soon 
as the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo would be conclnded, the enemy 
would endeavor to penetrate into Portugal* without making 
the siege of Almeida, which event must, however, be contem- 
plated. 

‘ If the}’ propose to undertake the siege of Almeida, it is 
probiible that Regnier, instead of manoeuvring upon Gastello 
Branco, will take to his right at once from Coria, or will enter 
Portugal, and will then proceed to his right by Monsanto and 
Penamacor. The enemy’s object will probably be to dislodge 
us from Guarda, 

‘ If you should find that Regnier, leaving you at Gastello 
Branco or Idanha Nova, moves to his right, 1 wish you to 
move immediately upon Atalaya, and send Le Gor forward 
to Goria, to keep your communication with us at Guarda.

‘ The enemy have made no movement of any importance in 
this (|uarter since the surrenticr of Ciudad* Rodrigo. The 
greater part of their army continues near that place, with their 
advanced guard at Gallegos; and they have extended their 
right to San I'elices on the Agueda ; and they have detached a 
division of about 4000 men to their left, towards Coria and 
Flasencia, apparently to aid the movement of the Snd corps 
d'armt'x* across the l^acrus. 

‘ This corps returned to Merida after it had obliged General 
Imas to retire; and broke up from thence again on the 10th, 
and moved towards the different passages of the Tagus, in 
conformity with the orders whicli had been received from the 
Emperor, as appears by the intercepted dispatch which 1 trans- 
mitted to your Lordship on the Ord of July. 

‘ Notwiihslanding the repeated requests which 1 had made 
to the Spanish authorities to removc^or secure the boats on the 
ferries, I hjive reason to believe that the enemy foui|}d those 
every ferry ; aiic| by the last accounts they were passing at all 
the ferries between Almaraz and Alconeta. 

‘ They protected' this operation by the occupation of the 
Sal(5r ; so that it was un possible to at-empt to interrupt it with- 
out incurring the ri^«k of being too late on this side of thfe Tagus.

‘ I enclose returns of the number of battalions, and squa- 
drons, and companies of arlillery in each of the eight corps com- 
posing the French army in Spain and Catalonia, which 1 have 
extracted from a book lately intercepted, with the letter of 
which theumclosed is a copy. 

‘ k'ach of the baKalions ought to be reel oned 600 effective 
men ; the returns of the blh and 8th corps (rarrnee .show that 
the battalions in those corps are ’stronger ; and the squadrons 
^^)Ught to be reckoned 100 each. The artillery and others. at- 
tached to each corps d’armee would make an addition of about 
2000 men to each of those corps not' equipped for a siege; 
and of above 300(ito those corps which are so equipped. 

‘ Be.sides these corps thcii’e is a divjsion.of Guards at Burgos 
which amounts to 7200 men, of which I have the returns. 

‘It does not appear that there were any other , troops on 
their march into Spain at the date of this book, nor any dis- 
posable for this service, excepting a corps of a?)qul 40 bat-

talions, which had been collected at, and in the neighbourhootl 
of Nantes. 

‘ 1 would beg leave to draw the attention of his Majesty’s 
Government in a particular manner to this Hook. It is entitled, 

“ Emplacement des Troupes dc I’Empire Fl-ancais a 1’ epotpie 
du Juin, 1810. A Paris, de rimprimerie Imperiale.” 

‘ It contains the distribution at the moment of the whole 
French Army, in all the dependencies of the empire; and it 
would be a most useful document to l>is Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. It is obvkAisly one of an otiicial and secret nature, but 
I should imagine *that it would not bo difficult to procure a 
copy of this book every montli at the time it is printed. 

* From the iuspection wdiich I have given to this book, it 
does not appear that the French Government had it in their 
power to reinforce their army in Spain to any greater extent, 
by sending fresl) regiments or battalions. The whole ^rmy ^ 
appears disposed of, in sitiiatfons from which they could not be 
withdrawn without inconvenience; with the exception of the 
corf)s at Nantes. All the Dragoons and the greater part of the 
Hussars and Ghasscurs are already in Spain ; and there remain 
only the heavy cavalry in the other dt pcndencies of the Empire. 

‘ The Guards are not included in this book ; nor I imagine 
a body of French troops* employed as Guards with the King 
of Spain. •

‘ The letters from Badajoz of the 15th say that the head 
quarters had not yet left Caceres, which is possible ; but I 
must observe upon the Badajoz intelligence that it must be 
older than that which you have.

' The French have made no movement of importaiicc since 
I wrote to you last. They have extended to their right as 
far as San Felices on the Agiieda, probably with a view to 
procure subsistence more easily ; and they have extended to 
their left to the neighbourhood of Coria and Plasencia. This 
last movepent appears to have been intended to protect the 
passage of the Tagivs by Regnier. 

‘ 1 informed you in my last letter that he had received 
orders from the Emperor to cross the Tagus. After his 
^operations against Imas were concluded he returned to Merida ; 
and broke* up from thence again on the 10th, and 'moved his 
corps to Caceres, and sent a dctachmcEt by 'Ij^ruxillo to Jarai- 
cejo. The Spaniards, notwithstanding my repeated repre* 
sentations on this subject, had all the boats at the different 
ferries unsecured ; and, he has made demonstrations of an 
intehtion to pass at all the ferries from Alm'araz to Alcantara. 
But 1 have not yet heard that he hks actually passed ; and it 
is not impossible tiiat this movement, which was intended to

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facilitate the operations against Ciudad Rodrigo, has been 
suspended since the fall of that place. However, if this be 
the case, I cannot understand for what reason the French have 
allowed nine days to pass, since that e^entt without doing any 
thing. * 

‘ I was always certain that the fall of Ciudad Rodrigo 
would be a most unfortunate circumstance, and would be 
highly injurious to us. Rut I never expected that tin's event 
would make such an impression on th^ inhabitants of Cas- 
til le, as it appears 'to have made; ami I am therefore appre- 
hensive that the majority of them, with their usual blind 
confidence in walls, and in their own prowess, liave lodged their 
moveable property in the place, and that the whole is lost. 
In no other way can I account for the sullen silence whicli 
they have adopted towards us since the place has fallen. We 
have not received a letter from Spain, or any intelligcncL’ for 
the last ten days ; and the officers who are out on the flanks 
of the ar^iy tell me, that not only they can get no intelligence, 
but can scarceljr procure any body to carry their letters. Tliis 
is not encouraging. 

‘ I have had no further accounts of the enemy's movements 
in Galicia since they arrived at Castropol. Serras had been 
ordered to attack Taboada at Puebla de Sanabria, anti to look 
at the position of the Portuguese at Rraganza ; but lie had 
not obeyed this order on the 17th. 

^ ‘ Morlier attacked Rallesteros in J:he Sierra Morena on the 
same day that Rcgnier attacked I mas, and obliged Ballesteros 
to retire. • 1 belicvt! that Mortier’s corps remained in the 
Sierra Morena as far a.% Monasterio, although the people of 
Badajoz say that he is gone from Se»'ille to Cordova! 

‘ 'J'he same orde^ which directed R^^gnler to cross the Tagus, 
dirc'ctcd Mortier to come into Estremadura ;• but I believe 
if that part of the order is obeyed, as it is intended it should, 
the* French% will be obliged to evacuate Andalusia allogether. 

^ I have ]atel34 received the “ Emijlacnnvnf ” of the French 
army on the lst*of June, 1810, from which I have extracted 
the state of their forces in Spain and Catafonka I inclose a 
retuVn of the number of battalions 'of infantry, of squadrons 
of ca>^lry, and of* companies of artillery, which they had in 
each corp^ (Varmee on ^hc 1st of June ; to which ought to be 
added 7200 Imperial guards, either at or on this side^ of 
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Burgos; and the Frencli troops, composing tlic guards of the 
King of Spain, amounting to about 4000 or 5000. 

‘ £lach battalion must be reckoned 600 effectives, each 
squadron 100 effeetiveS, and each company of artillery 100 
effectives. The baVtalions, &c., of the corps in iny front are 
stronger, but there are some of these lately come from France, 
and great pains have been taken to reinforce these two corps. 
But you will observe that all this gives a force of not less than 
240,000 men, beside? gendarmes, sapeurs, &c., &c., who 
add to the strength of tlieir armies.

I have 
been much annoyed by tli^ foolish conversatftins and reports 
and pl’ivate letters, alx>nt th^ 16th Li^lit Dragoons. General 
Cotton wmHe fo me. shortly after the affair of the llth, to 
request that*the conduct qf 4hat regiment might he inquired 
into; to which I replied, that in your report you hail not made 

1 2 
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any cliarjije against the 16th, and that it would not be just 
towards that regiment to make their conduct the object of 
inquiry, for a failure which appeared to me to have been pro- 
duced by various ‘^unfortunate accidents, which could not be 
prevented. ' 

' I'wo or three days afterwards General Cotton came here 
and told me that he had traced some of these reports and con- 
versations to General . Upon which I had General 

and him before me:, after having pointed out to the former 
the inconvenience and impropriety of a ])e>son in his situation 
circulating any reports about the troops, J declared my deter- 
mination, if I heard any more of it, to oblige him to come for- 
ward with a charge against the Kith. So the matter stands 
here. 

‘ In respect to the business itself, it appeared to me from 
ih^f first, that it would and must have succeeded, uotwiihstaud- 
ing* the gallantry and steadiness of the Frencl) infantry, if 
various accidents had not prevented the execution of the plan, 
as first formed ; and 1 have stated this, as my opinion, in the 
report whicl) 1 have made upon the business.

‘ J can only say that. I have never seen an attack by our 
troojis in which similar, if not greater, accidents and mistakes 
liave not occUrn'(l,and in whit;h 4>rders liave not been given, for 
which no authority had^ proceeded from the Commander, and 
in whicll there were not corresponding accidentsii and failures. 
This is to he attributed to the inexpt‘rieuce'.>f our Officers, and 
I must add, toisoiiie good qualities in them, as well as in the 
troops. 

^ All this would liot much signify, if our Staff and other 
officers would mind their bi^ines.s, instead of writing ftews and 
keepi iig coffee houses. Hut a#soon«asran accident InVppens, every 
man ho can write, and who has a friend who can read, sits down 
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to write his account of what he docs not know, and his com- 
ments on what he does not understand, and these are diligently 
circulated and exaggerated by the idle and malicious, of whom 
there are plenty in all armies. The consequence is that 
officers and wliole regiments lose tiieir reputation, a spirit of 
party, which is the bane of all armies, is engendered and fo- 
mented, a want of confidence ensues ; and there is no character, 
however meritorious, and no action, however glorious, which 
can have justice done to it. 1 have hitherto been so fortunate 
as to keep down this spirit in this army, and I am determined 
to persevere. 

‘ ill respect to the Ifith Light Dragoons, they appear in this 
affair to have conducted themselves with the spirit and alacrity 
of soldiers. They failed in the intelligence, and coolness, and 
order, which can be acquired only by ex])erience ; but it would 
be too hard to impute to them, alone, the failure of coinpiete 
success, which may he traced likewise to other accidcntal^cir- 
cumstanccs ; and it would be equally cruel to allow the repu- 
tation of tliis regiment to be wliispered awa'^ by ignorance, 
idleness, and slander. You and I agree entirely upon the whole 
matter, and I have gone into this detail, just to explain to you 
what has passed here, and iqion what principle I have acted.

‘ The cavalry attached to General Craufurd’s advanced 
guard remained in the villages near the Fort of La ("oncep- 
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tion, till the 21st instant, when the enemy obliged it to retire 
towards Almeida, and the Fort of La Conception was again 
destrt)yed. This fort had been destroyed by the French when 
they were in possj^ssion of Almeida, in the year 1808, at the 
time the Spaniard* manifested the first symptoms of their de- 
sire to resist the yoke of the French Government ; and it had 
been repaired by my directions when I deemed it expedient to 
occupy it. It has now been left in the situation in which I 
found it. 

‘From the 21st till yesterday morning Brigadier General 
Craufurd continued to occupy a position near Almeida, with 
his left within eight hundred yards of the Fort, and his right 
extending towards Juiv(;a. The enemy attacked him in this 
position yesterday morning shortly after daylight, with a very 
large body of infantry and cavalry, and the Brigadier General 
reth’ed across the bridge over the Coa. 

Vin this operation, I am sorry to say that the troops under 
his cotninand suffered considerable loss. 

‘ For varioiio rc'asons it had been desirable to keep open the 
communication with Almeida and with the right of the Coa 
as long as was possible ; but it was not intended to risk an 
affair or any loss for that olyect. The enemy had ap|)roached 
too near, however, before the retreat across the river was 
effected. 

‘ The enemy afterwards made three efforts to storm the 
bridge over the Coa, in all of wdiich they were repulsed. 

‘ I am informed that tliroiighout this trying day the Com- 
manding Odicers of the 43rd, 52nd, and 95th regipicnts, I deut.

* On the first appearance of the heads of their columns, the cavalry and 
brigade of aftillery attached to the division advanced to support the picquets, 
and Captain Ross, \\i four guns, was for some ti»ue engaged with those at- 
tached to the enemy’s cavalry, which were cV much larger calibre. As the 
immense superiority of the eiu'iny’s force displayed itself, v.e fell back gradually

rinhel- I therefore vdthdrew ll/e troops from tlience to this 
neiglibourhood yest(‘rday, and Cieneral Craururd’s advanced 
guard to Fraxedas, keeping only his cavalry posts of observa- 
tion in front. 

‘ When I ordered yoii to Alaiaya, andl int(;nded to draw 
you to Guarda, 1 conceived it po^^sil)le that the enemy would 
have directed his attack in the first instance upon that point, 
and 1 intended to have brought matters to a crisis tlu‘?*e. It 
is obvious, however, that whatever they may try upon Guarda, 
they have it in their power, and would turn it by our left, so 
tliat that plan is out of the question. 

* I'here is not llie smallest apj)earance of the enemy’s inten- 
tion to attack Almeida ; and I conclude that, as soon as they 
shall have got together their force, they will make a dash at 
us, and endeavor to make our retreat as d'.ilcult as possible.

‘ The enemy obliged us to evacuate Fort Conception on 
the 21st, which we destroyed ; and on the morning of the 24th 
they attacked General R. Craufurd’s advanced guard close to 
Almeida, and obliged him to retire across the Coa, with the 
loss of 4 officers killed, 25 wounded ; and 28 men killed, and 
218 wounded. Although it was desirable to keep open the 
communication with Almeida as long as possible, both to sup- 
ply the place with provisions, which the poverty of the Por- 
tuguese Government had obliged them to defer till the last 
moment, and to maintain our communication with tlie other 
side of the Coa, and obtain intelligence of the enemy’s move- 
ments, yet I had wished to withdraw sufficiently soon, but 
unfortunately Geiieral Craufurd did not begin to retire till 
the last moment. 

‘ The enemy’s numbers were rbout four timt'S his in cavalry, 
and at least three times in intantry. We hear that their loss 
has been , great. They made three attcm])ts afterwards to 
storm the bridge of the Coa, in all of which they failed. 

‘ Having lost ,^our communication witli Almeida and the 
other side of the Coa, there was no use in contesting the pas- 
sage of that river, in v Inch we might be turned at almost all 
points ; and I therefore yesterday withdrew our p jsts from 
the Coa. 

‘ I consider it by no means clear that the enemy propose to 
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attack Almeida. I should rather think they do not, and that

‘ I have received your letters of the 14th and 20th. It was 
settled at a very early period, I believe from the commence- 
ment of the subsidy to the Portuguese Government, that the 
British officers should be paid by the Paymaster of the “ aids 
and this charge was to come against the British Government 
till otherwise ordered. It* has never been otherwise ordered ; 
and the .£*100,000 a year wa^ included in the act made this 
year to cover that head of expense, from the 1st January ; and 
with this sum the Portugue,se GoveriMnent have nothing to do. 

‘ The loss of tlie exchange should fall upon tlie British 
Governmenf : we liave agreed to pay a certain sum, as the ex- 
pense of a certain number of men, but this sum does not 
defray one half of expense which it is intended to cover. 
It would be too hard to make the Portuguese Government ad- 
here to the first erroneous estimate, and then tO charge upon 
them the loss upon exchange, when we ouglit to pav tliem in 
specie. • 

‘ "I'hc Fidalgosin Portaigal protect every vagabond, high or 
low ; and the Government tremble at the Very name of a 
Fidalgo. Put we must forc^ them to do their^uty, if possible. 

‘ In respect^to the claim of the Porti'guese Governrpent, as 
stated in Jour letter* of f^he 20th, I can only say that I have*no 
official knowledge of any’ag^eement between Mr. Villiers and

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them ; but, as well as I recollect, Mr. Villiers called upon them 
for fan estimate of the expense of 10,000 men , which he for- 
warded to England ; ^and the British Government engaged to 
pay that rate of expense, first for 10,000 men, when they 
should be effective ; and then for 20,000 men ; and lastly, for 
30,000 men. But, if I am mistaken, it is very easy to refer 
the question to the King's Government. 

^ I was the person who prevailed upon the King’s Govern-

‘ I had already given dinnitions that an allowance of one 
dollar a month should be paid for shoeing, &c., for each mule 
employed in the carriage of camp kettles, surgeons’ chests, 
paymasters’ books, veterinary surgeons’ chests, serjeant ar- 
mourers’ and serjeant sadlers’ implements, under orders which 
I liad received from the Secretary of State of the 23rd of 
April last. 

" I had also continued to pay to captains of troops and com- 
panies, paymasters, surgeons, and others obliged to furnish 
mules for the public service, the sums, on their arrival in this 
country, which they had formerly Veccived in the allowance 
called preparation money, in order to enable the same officers 
to provide their animals.

‘ In consequence of the receipt of your letter of the 27th 
instant, I liave made an inquiry into the conduct of the 1st 
Cayadorcs in tlie affair of the advanced guard with the enemy 
on the 24th instant. 

‘ It appears lliat this battalion did not quit its post on the 
right of the Coa till iX received orders to retire from Colonel 
Beckwith of tlie O^th regiment, then fell back upon the bridge 
of the Coa at an accelerated pace, and a pai t of the battalion 
crossed the bridge mixed with the cavalry and artillery, and 
ascended the hill on the left of the corps ; jhe remainder of 
the infantry of the division, and a part of the 1st Caqadores, 
still continuing to occupy the ground on the right of the Coa, 
•and'in front of the bridge. After the whole division crossed 
the Goa, the Jst Cacadores again took its position on the right 
of the 52nd. 

* It ap|)ears that the conduct of that part of the battalion 
which crossed the Coa mixed with the cavalry and artillery, 
has been the cause of the unfavorable impression which has 
been created respecting them in the affair; but they had no 
orders to halt on the right of the Coa when they were ordered 
to retire, and they saw the artillery and cavalry crossing. 

‘ Upon the w hole, - although the reports wdiich have been 
circulated are exaggerated, there appears to have been some 
grounds for the complaints made of the conduct of the Ca(;a- 
dores in the premature and accelerated passage of the river 
by some of them ; but 1 am convincctl that if the officers, on 
whose statement IJiad formed my opinion^^of the conduct of 
the I si Cacadores, had hnow^n of the orders the Ca(;adores had 
received to retire, of the condpet of the whole before they 
retired, of ])art when some had crossed the Coa, and of the 
ft'iiole afterw'ards, these statements, however wx*il founded, 
would not have been made.

* The estimate forwarded in my dispatch of the 6tli of June 
was framed by Mr. Commissary General Murray, and was 
founded on the consumption of the army at that moment, and 
on the prices paid at the time for diff*erent articles. * ^ 

‘ The consumption had increased in May and June^with 
the numbers of the army, and with the numbers of the cavah*y 
and horses for the artillery and waggon trahi in particular, 
beyond the avemge consumption of the eight months extracted 
from the statement of the expenditure ; and the prices of May 
and June iiad exceeded the average prices of the preceding 
eight months, still more than tlie consumption of May and 
June had exceeded tlie consuniption of the former period. 

‘ I hope that these circumstances will account for the dif- 
ference between these estimates ; one of which was framed by 
me solely for your Lordship’s satisfaction, and till I could 
transmit a. document founded upon better information, and 
framed by the oflicer whose duty it is to frame it.

‘ I received your letter of the 30th in the night, and I 
entirely approve of your march from Atalaya, and of the dis- 
position you have made of your troops. 

‘ The advance of Kcgiiier mpon you cannot be insuli^ted ; 
if in earnest, it must be connected w'illi the movements of 
corps in my front, and till those movements •shall be a little 
more decided, it would probably be desirable that you should 
have an advanced guard of infantry at Gastello Branco, and 
that you should bring Fane's cavalry across the Tagus, and 
keep that of Begnicr in olieck a little in the open ground in 
front of the Ponsul, and thus enable you to know what is 
going on.

But whether they can or not, it is most 
extraordinary that* the experience which the^ officers command- 
ing regiments have already had, should not teach them that 
it will be impossible for the bullock carts with the forges 
to keep up with the cay^alry only one march, if the cavalry 
should be obliged to go in any one day five leaguer. 

‘ The enemy, therefore, must get these fo'-ge carts, if they 
press upon our r^ar, as they undoubtedly will, unless we can 
send them to some? little distance. It then comes to this : either 
the commanding officers of regiments of cavalry must I'nake 
the farriers do their duty at a distance .\n the rekr ; ^ I must 
withdraw to the rear all the regimeptsiin want of shoes which 
have tliese bullock forge carts ; or 1 mast make up my mind to 
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see those regiments of cavalry entirely destroyed thus early in 
the campaign.

' In respect to yourseif, you can no more accept tlie office of 
Tflegent without the King’s consent, than I could \hat of Com- 
mander in Chief, or Marshal General, withoiSt the King’s autho- 
rity ; but notwithstanding the additional trouble it may throw 
ujion you, 1 do most anxiously reci>mmend and entreat you to 
advise the King’s Government to give his Majesty’s consent to 
yobr acceptance of this office, and to "^ou^* holding It with the 
office of King’s Minister at Lisbem. ' 1 see no other mode in 
which we shall be able to manage this Government at all, or 
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to get through our difficulties. In respect to the trouble, I do 
not conceive it will throw much upon you. It will not be 
necessary for you to attend constantly. You will have a know- 
ledge from Dom M. de Forjaz of the important business likely 
to come under consideration, and you can attend at that time ; 
and the influence which you will soon acquire over the de- 
cisions of the Government will prevent the other Ministers 
from venturing to decide, during your absence, upon any 
measure of importance. In short, I ami convinced that your 
being in the Re^'iicy will be highly beneficial ; and at all 
events, is the only femedy for the mischief with which the new 
arrangement is pregnant. 

‘ There is anothsr question worth considering; and that is, 
what is to become of the office of the Conde do Redondo. In my 
opinion there is no objection to his continuing to hold it as one 
of a government of six person.s. As well as I recollect, the fltst* 
constitution of government in Portugal placed all the Minis- 
ters in the Regency ; and if it is desirable that he should continue 
to be Minister of ^’inance, I see no objection* to his being so, 
and one of the members of the Regency at the same time. 

‘ You will see a letter which I have written to Government 
this day, respecting an attack made by some of the people of 
Marmeleiro and Richora bn two of our patroles.

‘ Captain the Hon. "H. •Pakcnhani, of the 95th regiment, 
has desired m^ to recommend him again fof’j promotion, whjeh 
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I do most anxiously, as his commanding officer; and I really 
dOynot'believe that there is a more deserving officer of his rank 
in the King’s army. When in office in Ireland, 1 had already 
taken an opportunity of mentioning to your predecessor the 
wish of the Lord' Lieutenant that Captain Pakenham should 
be promoted ; and as he had served under my command, and 
had been wounded at Obidos, 1 added a communication of my 
opinion of his merit as an officer, upon which ground alone 1 
now solicit attention to his claims. 

^ I also think it proper to solicit your jtitention to a claim 
of a similar description which I have beforfe frequently urged, 
both as a General Officer, and on the part of the L^ord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, viz., that of Captain Lloyd of the 43rd 
regiment. This officer, always distinguished, has drawn my 
particular notice by the use of his talents at the advanced 
•pOfttsof the army ; and the wound which he received in the 
affaiv of the 24tli July has rendered his claim to promotion 
more urgent, if it has not added to its strength. 

‘ I have never been able to understanil the principle on 
which the claims of gentlemen of family, fortune, and influ- 
ence in the country, to promotion in the army, founded on 
their military conduct, and character, and services, should be 
rejected, while the claims of otherk, not better founded on 
military pretensions, were invaliably attended to. It would 
be desirable, certainly, that the only claim to promotion should 
be military merit; hut this is a degree of ]:)erfection to which 
the disposal ()f military patronage has never been, and cannot 
be, I believe, brought in any military establishment’. The Com- 
mander in Chief must have friends,, officers on the staff at- 
tached to him, &c., who will press him to p^mote their friends 
and relations, all douUlless very meritorious, and no man can 
at all times resist these applications ; but if there is to be any 
influence in the disposal of military patronage, in aid of mili- 
tary merit, can there be any in our army so legiti*mate as that 
of family connexion, fortune, and influence' in the country.'^ 
I acknowledge, therefore, that 1 have been astonished at seeing 
Lloyd, with every claim that an offi%*.er can have to promotion, 
still a captain ; and otlfrcrs, connected With the officers of the 
stafi', promoted as soon as their time of Service had erpired. 

' While writing upon this subi-ect, I am also tempted to 
communicate to j'ou my opinion upon another branch of it, 
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viz., the disposal of the patronage of the troops serving on 
foreign service. In all services, excepting that of Great J3ri- 
tain, and in former times in the service of Great Britain, the 
Commander in Chief of an army employed *against the enemy 
in the field had the power of promoting officers, at least to 
vacancies occasioned by the service, in the troops under his 
own command ; and in foreign services, the principle is carried 
so far, as tiiat no jK rson can venture to recommc*nd an officer 
for promotion belonging to an army efiipioyed against the 
enemy in tlie field, i‘xcepting the commander of that army. 

‘ It. was pretty nearly tlie case formerly in our own service; 
and 1 believe the greati'V number of the General Officers of 
the higher ranks fif the present day were made lieiit. colonels 
by Sir \V Howe, Sir TIenry Clinton, Lord (Cornwallis, Gene- 
ral Biirgovne, Lord Dorchester, &c. But how is it now ? 
The form remains still in some degree the same; tliatisTo*' 
say, my secretary keeps the register of tlu' .applications, ineino- 
rials, and regimeqtal recommendations, a trouble which, by 
the bye, might as ^ell be saved ; but the substance is entirely 
altered; and 1, who command the largest British army that 
has been employed ag.ainst the enemy for many years, and 
who have upon my bands certainly the most extensive and 
difficult concern that was ever imposed upon any British offi- 
cer, have not the power of marking even a corporal ! ! ! It is 
impossible that this system can last. It will do very w^ell for 
trifling expeditions and short .services/ &c ; but tliosc who are 
to superintend the discipline, and to excite and regulate tlic 
exertions of* the officers of the army, during a long continued 
service, must have the power of rewarding them by the only 
mode in which thr^^can be rewarded, that is, by promotion. 

‘ It is not known to the army and to strangers, and I am 
almost ashamed of acknowledging, the small degree (I ought 
to say nullity) of power of reward which belongs to my situa- 
tion ; and it is really extraordinary that I have got on so well 
hitherto without it^; but n.he day must come wdien this system 
must be altered. " 

‘ I, do '•'Jot entertain^ til c^e opinions, and communicate them 
to you, becau,se there are any officers Attached to me -’in the 
service foiHvhom I desirj? promotion. All my aides de camp, 
respecting whom I do feel an interest, have been promoted in 
their turn ip their regiments, or are to be proVnoted. for carry-

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ing home the accounts of victories. I'lie only person, respect- 
ing whose promotion I ever interested myself personally, was 
that of Colin Campbclj, which the Duke of York had promised 
him, in consequeirt-e of his having brought home the accounts 
of two victories at tiie same time ; and the difliculty which I 
e\})erienc<‘(l ij) obtaining his promotion, notwithstanding that 
])roniise, is ii strong practical })roof of the effects of the system 
to Avhich 1 have adverted. 

‘ i he conse(|iien(l‘ of the chang;c of the system in respect 
to me would be only to give nit? the power of rewarding the 
services of those who have exerted, or should exert, themselves 
zealously in tiie service; and thus to stimulate others to simi- 
lar exertions. ' 

' Even admitting that the system of promotion by seniority, 
exploded in otiier armies, is the best for that of Great llritain, 
it would still he an advantagt; that those wlio become entitled 
to It should receive it immediately, aiul from the hand of the 
person who is obliged to expose them to .dange r, to enforce 
discipline, and to call for their exertions. I would also observe 
that tins j^raelice would be entirely consistent with the un- 
varied usage of the llrltish Navy. 

‘ I admit that it may be urged with truth that a larger view^ 
may be taken of the interests of tlie public^, in the mode of 
promoting officers of the army’, tlian 1 am capable of taking; 
and this view may have suggested the expedienc}^ of adopting 
and adhering to the inlV:»de no\v in use ; at the same time I 
must say that the public can have no greater interest than in 
the conduct and discipline of an army employed against the 
enemy, ill the field; and I am thoroughly convinced, that 
whatever may lie the result in my hands, aPIlritish army cannot 
be kept in the field i\rr any h-ngth of time, unless the officers 
composing it, have some hope ^^hat their exertions will certainly 
be rewarded by promoVion ; and that to be abroad on service, 
and to do their duty with zeal and intelligence, aiford prospects 
of promotion not afforded by the rr.ere presence of an officer 
with his reginuiiit, and his hearing the King’s commission for 
a certain number of years. ' i . 

^ ^ 1 have been indudbd to communicate these opinion? to you, 
from the consideration of the claims .of those offi^edhs to which 
I have drawn vour attention at the commencement of this 
Jetten. from a strong conviction of their truth, apd not, I as- 
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sure you, from any interest 1 feel in llie result. I would not 
give one pin to have the di.s[)osal of every commission in the 
army, ^

the admission of Doctor llavu'oncio Nogiieira into the 
Jlegencv,and I lie reasons Ti;!' liiis admission, are truly ludicrous. 
He is to aiil in the destiuctioft of tlie influence of the Secre- 
tariat wliieli we had labored ti> establish and support, and his 
appointment is to h(‘ .igreeablc' to thtt lower orders, from among 
wliom lie is selected ! 

‘ It is itnforluiiate* for iIk* people of the Peninsula that wo 
in K.igland liave always thought proper to give a democralical 
character to their roc codings ; whereas not lung was ever far- 
ther from their intentions. The principle of all the actions of 
the good people of the.>e coimtries is anti-Gadican, and that 
alone : all that they (h'sirc is, that they should be saved fj oin 
the grasp iTf the Frencii, and it is a matter of inditference to 
them by what persons, «r by wfliat class of persons, their salva- 
tion is efected. In tlie ab^^tract, 1 believe tliat they would 
prefjpr to^be governed by llic bigher classes, from a feeling that 
tliose^ belonging to the hif’-^icr classes hp*ve turned their minds 
more to* the busiftcsiJof Government, have more experience 
and capacity in the t?5ins^iction of public business, and are

' That which w^c want in Portugal is, that tlie Government 
’ should be supporled in all its measures in tlie l^iazils; and 
that it, should accpiire strength and confidence in its own mea- 
sures, in consc(juence of that support. The King's Minister in 
the Brazils might be*, highly useful by using his influence for 
that object. We also require that there should be some per- 
manence in the authority of the persons employed to govern 
this country, and tliat men's minds sltould be diverted from 
an ex|)ectation of change by every vessel which arrives from 
the Brazils. Here also the King‘‘s Minister in the ]h*azils can 
be highly useful to us; but 1 must observe, that it is by the 
'adoption of a line of conduct directly the reverse of that which 
he lias followed lately. 

‘ 1 hope that rny letter to the Prince Regent, wTitten in 
April, had not arrived in the Brazils before this arrangement 
was made, as nothing can be more inconsistent with the prin- 
ciples and practice recommended in that letter than what is 
contained in the papers which you transmitted to me.

‘ 'riie Portu^nese must now see that no alher means remain 
to avoid the evils with which lliey are threatened, but a de- 
termined and vigorous resistance, and a firm resolution to ob- 
struct, as much as possible, the advance of the enemy into the 
int< rior of the kingdom, by removing out of his reacli all such 
things as iiiav contribute to his suhsiskence or facilitate his 
progress. These are the only and most certain means to pre- 
vent the evils witlAvliich the country is threatened. 

‘ army under inv command will protect as large a pro- 
portion of the country as is possible; but it is obvious that 
the people alone can ilelivcr themselves by a vigorous resist- 
ance, and fireserve their goods by removing them out of the 
reach of the eiKMiiy. Tlie <hities therefore that bind met(^ 
his Ibival Jlighness the Prince Ivegent of Portugal and tfl the 
Portuguese nation, oblige me to make use of the power and 
authority with which 1 am furnislied, to compel tlie careless 
and indolent to make tlie necessary edorts to preserve them- 
selves from the dangers which llireaten them, and to save their 
country. In conformity with this, I make known and declare 
that all magistrates and persons in authority, who shall remain 
in the villages or towns, aftef having received orders from the 
military ollicer to remove from them, and all persons, of what- 
ever class they may be, who shall maintain tlie least commu- 
nication with, or aid and assist in any rnamier, shall be con- 
sidered as traitors to the slate, and tried and jiunished as such 
an enormous crime rec|uires.

possible but that** they may intend to push a column^that^way, 
which ipight intercept the communicatio'n between you and me. 

*^1 also observe the movement of thd- carps from^lndalusia 
into Estremadura. The movemerAs I'f this corps nriay render 
it desirable that we should have more security^ for our right 
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than the Marquis de la Roniana can give us ; and this is ano- 
ther reason why Major General Leith’s division should be in 
reserve. At the same time, that if the press should be made 
upon you, it will be in your power or mincuto throw him into 
the position formerly proposed for him on the Zezere and the 
Codes.

‘ Since I liave cjpmmanded the troops in this country, 1 liave 
always treated the French officers and soldiers who have been 
made. pri!j|^)ners with the utmost humanity anc] attention ; and 
in miifyeroiis instances* I h?ive saved flieir Jives. The only 
motive wliicli I havt had for this conduct, lias been tliat they 
might treat our oflicers kiRf soldic^rs well, who might fall into 
their hands^ar^fl I mustylo the French the justice to sj^y that 
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they have been universally well treated, and in recent instances 
the wounded prisoners of the British army have been taken 
care of before the woiinded of the French army. 

‘ On this principle I interested myself last year in favor of 
General Franceschi, wlio had been taken by a guerrilla in 
Castille, and had b(‘cn confined in the Alhambra at Grenada ; 
but the Junta would not attend to my application to exchange 
him ; nor would they allow the money to be given to him 
which I had sent tkere for him. ^Fill 1 received the other 
day from .Madame Franceschi the duplicate of a letter which 
slje had written to me in January, I be*fieved that General 
Franceschi had been released from confinement when the 
French entered Grenada; but 1 conclude that it is not the 
case, and that he is now in confinement at Cartha<rena, or at 
Alicante.

‘ The estimate of the expenses of the army, and the re- .

^ 1 was not employed in tin's country when the estimate was 
framed of the expense of 10,000 men of tlie i\)rtuouese army, 
on which the ori^’^inal subsidy, and its subsequent increase at 
different periods, were founded ; but 1 bi*Heve tiiat that esti- 
mate was a very eriTneous one, that it did not inelude many 
expenses attendinjx die number of men estimated for ; and tlie 
prices estimated were lower than tliose jxhd at that time, and 
mueh lower tlian tiiose of tiie same articles at a subsequent 
period. » 

‘ llis Majesty’s Government will have received full infor- 
mation from the Kin:>*’s Minister at Lisbon upon this sub- 
•^jcet ; but it is obvious that, alilionoh Iiis Majesty has afforded 
to the rortiip;nesc Government very large jiecnniary as.sist- 
ance, the sums with whicii he has assisted them have not been 
adequate to defray the military expenses, which they were at 
different times inlended to defray, with liu‘ excepti»on of the 
sum for the increase of }iay for the rortuguesc officers, and 
that for the pay of the British officers, 

‘ It is difficult to consider of the mode of increasing the 
pecuniary means of the Portuguese Government without 
adverting to their whole system and conduct. 

^ There is great firmness, considerable talent and ability, 
great zeal, and the best inclination in the persons who com- 
pose the Government in Portugal, but they are unfortunately 
under the control of the Governnieiit of the Brazils ; and it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to prevail iq^/on them to adopt 
measures of obvious* advantage, and oven necessity, hecau.se 
some of tiiem arc referable tv*» the Prince iiimself, and others 
interfere with long c.stdblished but vicious customs and pre- 
judices. The local Government do not feel themselves suffi- 
ciently strong in the support of the Government in the Brazils 
to attempt the- reforms in all branches of the Government 
which the circumstances of the cou-nlrv require ; avd the con- 
sea uence is, that rnatiy regulations ot trade and finajUcc, by 
which the revenue of the country would be much increased, 
have not been carried into executibn.^ 
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* The Kino’s minister at Lisbon vvi^ have acquainted his 
Majesty’s Government of the party existing in Portugal, not 
favorable lo the French, nor hostile to tlm influence ot liis

They 
still maintain their position before Almeida, wuh a small corps 
on this side of the Coa,;with their right at Pinhel ; and the 
main body, of their army is near Almeida, and between the 
Coa and Agueda. 

‘ They have not yet broke ground before Almeida ; and I 
have not received accounts, upon which It can rely, of any 
preparations for the siege of Almeida. 

‘ The corps: of Regnier, whwm had appeared first at Navas 
Frias, and afterwards at Salvaterra, passed a detachment of 
cd»ralry arid infantry across the mountains from \alverde and 
Cilleros to Penamacor on the 31st of July, and they occupied 
Zibreira at the s,Hnie time.

‘ liegnier had sfnt a detachment across the I'agus, appa- 
rently with a view to secure the boats on the river, which 
detachment occupied a fortified post at the junction of the Rio 
del Monie with the Tagus. This post was attacked by 
Brigadier (General Don Carlos dc Espana, and he carried it, 
with a loss to the enemy of 150 men killed, wounded, arz-si 
prisoners. 

Mortieris corps has moved from t!ie Guadalquivir, and 
by the last accounts had arrived at Fregemfl, in the Sierra 
Morena. The Marquis de la Romana, from whom I heard 
on the 4th, appears to think the movements of this corps 
are not decidcK:!, and that they have been made solely to 
divert his attention from the Tagus. But as I find by 
my accounts from Cadiz to die J^8th of July that General 
Lacy was about to return thither, and that all contest had 
ceased in the Sierra de la Ronda, I^irnagine that the move- 
ment of Morlier is decided, and that he will establish himself 
in EstrematUira, in ol.odience to the orders received from the 
Emperor. ^ 

‘ J trust, howcv r, that advantage will have been taken of 
the absence of the enemy from Estreniadura, for nearly a 
month, to fill the magazines of all the fortified places, and to 
provide for the subsistence of the arn;y f'f the Marquis de la 
Romana, in. conformity with the arrangement \vhic4i I makle 
with him when lit? was ^ at my head quarters at Alverca, and 
w^ith my repeatecPsuggesiipns since.

‘ ^5othing of importance has occurred hgre. There is more 
appearance of the intention on the par^ of the enemy to attack 
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Almeida than there has been before ; J>ut they have not yet 
broken ground. 

‘ Silveira’s cavalry have cut up one of the enemy’s detach- 
ments of cavalry near Puebla de Sanabrir*, and have taken 
forty prisoners. With his infantry, apt- that of General 
3^aboada, he had 400 French infantry shut up in Puebla de 
Sanabria, and he expected on the 4th that they would sur- 
render before morning ; but I have not heard from him since 
the 4th, and 1 am apprehensive that the French will have 
been relieved. 

‘ 1 am a little Anxious about Mortier’s movements into 
Estremadura; not on account of the progress he will make, 
but I think that ♦he Marquis dc la Romana is inclined to fight 
a battle.

‘ I write to let you know that I have detached General 
Madden’s brigade of Portuguese cavalry, hitherto attached 
to General Leith, to the Marquis de la Romana. It will be 
necessary, therefore, that when you shall retire^ you should 
take with you through the mountains two regiments instead 
of ore of Pprtuguese cavalry, leaving Fane with three rejp- 
ments, including the 13th, on the left of the Tagus. 

‘ There is one* squadron belonging to Madden’s brigade, 
now with Le Cor, which ought to be sent to JCjvas to join its 
brigade, aiid you can r§pla«e it by one of Fanfe's ; let it march 
to Porialegre and Arrouches, and thence to Campo Mayol^ as 
that is the '*’oute which* Madden himself will take.

‘ My letter to Mr. Wellesley, of tl is date, will make you 
acquainted with the situation of affairs in this quarter ; and 
you will see what little effect the operations of General Lacy, 
and others in the Sierra de la Ronda, and of General Copons 
between the Guadiana and Guadalqui^T, have upon the 
enemy’s plans. 

^ My own opinion is, that this country is their qjjject at 
present; and, as usual, they will abandon every thing else 
that does not contribute to its attaiiunent. If I had not 
received the communication of the pleasure of Government* 
upon this subject, I should pursue the same plan, and with- 
draw you and three- fourths of your force from Cadiz in order 
to increase our strength here ; and with tliat force, and any 
reinforcement, we might hope for some success, and any suc- 
cess would relieve ('adiz, and re-establish matters in the 
Peninsula. 

^ I am concerned to hear of the desert ioh of the troops from 
Cadiz ; but I am sorry to add that this crirng has been, and is 
still, but too common in this army. 

‘ 1 beg to draw your attention to the orders which I have 
given this day respecting the private correspondence of the 
officers of the army. 1 was astonished some time ago to see 
in the English newspapers ''n accurate account of the batteries 
and works erecting at Cadiz and on tlie Isla, wiili the number 
of guns, and of what calibre, each was to contain, and their 
distance from each other, and fron? the enemy’s works. This 
information must have been extracted from the letter of an 
officer. If officers wish to give their friends this description 
of information, they should request them not to publish their 
letters in the newspapers.

‘ After the fall of Ciudad Rodrigo, and the departure of^ 
the division of Gtneral Carrera from this part of the country 
for Estrcmadura, the party of cavalry under the command of 
Colonel Don Julian Sanchez was left here without any com- 
munication with any Spanish corps, without pay or means of 
subsistence or support. 

* Adverting to the spirit of enterprise and intelligen^^e 
which Don Julian had already manifested, and to the benefit 
which would result to the common cause from keeping his 
party embodied and in a state of activity, as*well by the mili- 
tary services it is capable of rendering, as by keeping alive the 
spirit of hostility against the French throughout Castillc, Don 
Julian and his officers and party being connected in friendship 
with all the heads of parties of guerrillas in that country, I have 
deemed it expedient to attach Don Julian for the present to 
the British army, in hopes that the Marquis de la Romana 
and the Regency will approve of, the measure; and I have 
engaged to provide for the pay and subsistence of his party 
during the time that he shall be so employed. 

‘ As he will probably be employed at a distance from the 
army, occasional! / in Spain and occasionally in Portugal, and 
as it would be impossible to attach a commissary to him, I 
have thought it best to give him a certain allowance for the

* 1 write to the Government every \Vcdiicsday for the 
packet which leaves Lisbon on Sunday morning ; and to you 
every Friday, for the ship of war whicli leaves Lisbon on 
Monday for Cadiz ; and I cannot adopt a better mode of 
making you acquainted wi(h events here than by sending you 
a*copy of iny weekly dispatch to the Government. I now 
enclc/se the copy of that which I wrote on the 8th instant. 
Since then nothing important has occurred. 

* I have a letter from Silveira of the 5th, at which time the 
enemy had shown some larger force in his front, but not suffi- 
cient to induce him to raise the blockade of La Puebla. 

‘ I have letters from Badajoz of the 7th, and it appears that 
Mortier had made another forward Inovement from Fregenal. 
I hope the Marquis de la liomana will not fight a battle ; and 
if Government are really in earnest about this country, and 
will reinforce us handsomely, or indeed at all, wc may still be 
able to save every thing. The French are remarkably cautious. 
'Hiey risk literally nothing. 

‘ I approved highly of the instructions of Government to 
the Governor of Curaf;oa, regarding the Oaraccas, of which 
I conclude that you Ivive a copy. In those to which you 
refer in your letter of the S8th July, they appear to have gone 
more into detail, and to have laid open their intentions in case 
of the occurrence of every possible event, more thar. was nc^ces- 
sary just at the present moment. 

‘ I hope the Regency will have firn;"ness to resist the demand 
of a free trade with the colonies; as a boon to the colonies, it 
might answer in some ^nlegree, anef' mi^t be connected^ with 
measures of finance which would probafolv' give "^them a very 
large revenue. But we have no righfi and it is tfile grossest 
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impolicy in us to demand it. Great Bititain has ruined Portu- 
gal by her free trade with the Brazils: not only the customs 
of Portugal, to the amount of a iniHion sterling per annum, 
are lost, but trie fortunes of numerous individuals, who lived 
by this trade, a* j mired; and Cadiz wiljfsuffer in a similar 
manner, if this demand is agreed to^ Porfeigal would be now 
in a very different situation as an aliy, if our trade with the 
Brazils was still carried on through Lisbon ; and I would only 
ask, is it wise, or liberal, or just to destroy the power and 
resources, and absolutely to ruin our allies, in order to put, 
into the pockets of our merchants the money which before went 
into their treasuries, and would be now employed in the 
maintenance of military establishments against the common 
enemy ? 

‘ I have had no comm unication from Government on the 
plan mentioned to you by Sir Richard Keats, but the scheme 
had occurred to me, among others, to be carried into exec^ition 
when we should be obliged to evacuate Portugal ; and I have 
written to Sir Richard Keats, and to General Graham, upon 
the subject.

"I have received your letter of l^.m. outlie 11th. You 
will probably ha^e heard before from General Cole that the 
enemy had marched on j^he 10th fromi Mpnsanto to P^nagkreia, 
whirfi confirms Baron Tripp’s notion of their letiring upon 
Zarza; and I agree very much in,/)puiion with which, it 
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appears by Fane’s letter, you entertain,^ viz. “ That they are 
about to recross the Tagus.” Regnier’s movement to this jgide, 
although ordered by Bonaparte himselft was certainly a false 
one, and the sooner a remedy is applied, j recrossing, the 
better it will be for the enemy. But, if tlf‘. y cross the river, 
you must cross likewise, and resume your old position at 
Portalegre, and replace Le Cor in his; leaving, liowevei;, until 
you hear further from me, two regiments of Portuguese 
cavalry on this side the Tagus, as 1 ftave sent Madden’s 
brigade to tlie Marquis de la Romana. 

‘ Fr ;*m comparing some returns, picked up at Penamacor, with 
those which I have of I’egniers corps, I do not think he has any 
reinforcements, CAcepting possibly of dragoons. He had two 
squadrons of each of the 17th, 27th, 18th, and 19th dragoons 
under General La Houssaye ; and three squadrons of the 22nd 
chasseurs, and two of each of the 1st hussars and 8th dragoons^ 
and four of the Hanoverian chasseurs under General Soult. 
He received a reinforcement in cavalry, consisting of the four 
squadrons of each of the 13th and 22nd dragoons from the 5th 
corps, and these two regiments added about 1800 men to his 
force, but I believe he sent to the 5lh corps at the same time La 
Houssaye’s brigade of 1 100 men. At least, I recollect receiv- 
ing a report that La Houssaye’s brigade had marched into La 
Mancha. If it did, Regnier has but little more cavalry now 
than he had in May: if he did not, lie has about 3500 cavalry.

* I have the lio^or to inclose the coj3y of a letter, and of a 
list of promotionsfei the army, made by his Royal Highness 
llie Prince Rcgem, in the Brazils, which 1 have received from 
Marslvil Beresford. 

‘ I intend by tlie first opportunity to have the honor of ad- 
dressing his Royal Highness on the subject of this promotion; 

tlie mean time I beg leave to recommend to the Governors 
of the kingdom, that they should suspend the publication of 
these promotions, for the reasons which I am about to state to 
them, till the further pleasure of his Royal Highness shall be 
received. 

‘ First, 1 would beg leave to recall to the recollection of the 
Governors of the kingdom, that^when General Beresford was 
called from the service of his Majesty, to lake upon him the 
command of the army of his Royal Highness, it was stipulated 
with him that the power of reward, as well as of punishment, 
of the officers and soldiers of the army, should be vested ex- 
clusively in his liands; or, in other words, that he should, 
exclusively, recommend olliccrs for promotion, and apfirove 
and order the execution of tlie sentences of courts martial. 
This power was lodged in the haiids of Marshal Beresford, not 
because it was wished, by way of compliment, to give him the 
disposal of a large patra.iage as an advantage and an honor 
to him, and as a mark of his Royal Highness’s favor, but 
they were given to him in order to facilitate and" secure the 
performance of the arduous duty which he had undertaken ; 
viz., to reform the Portuguese army : and fne motive and ob- 
ject in placing these powers in the hands of Marshal Beres- 
ford were the benefit of his Roj al Highness and the advantage 
of this Kingdom of Portugal. 

^ It is not necessary that I should now enter irito the consi- 
deration whether these, among other /neasu res adopted at this, 
period, have beej^ successful or otheTOise. In a former letter 

of the I have laid before his Royal^ Highness 

my /'pipion of MarshU Beresford's ccLiduct, and of tl^e suc- 
cess of his exertions to reform his armie;>, an^ every day’s 
experience proves the justice of tht opinions whiclf^I then laid 
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before him. But I would beg leave tobbscrve that the system 
which it appears has been adopted, of promoting officers in the 
Brazils, who have not been positively^ recommended for*pro- 
motion by Marshal Beresford, is a direct violation of the 
stipulation entered into with that officer, yliien he undertook 
the performance of the arduous duty whiif^h he has, with so 
much success, performed. 

‘ Secondly, I would beg leave to call the observation of the 
Governors of the Kingdom to the fiict, ijiat this system is not 
less jirejudicial to flie interests of his Royal Highness, and 4f 
this Kingdom of Portugal, than it is inconsistent with the sti- 
pulations made with Marshal Beresford, and that it is entirely 
subversive of all authority in Portugal. 

‘ I shall notenter into the particular cases of the persons pro- 
moted, as that is sufficiently adverted to in the inclosed letter 
from Marshal Beresford. But I would wish to impress upon 
the minds of the Governors of the kingdom, and of his Royal 
Highness and his Ministers in the Brazils, the impossibility 
which exists of enforcing any system of discT[)line and obe- 
dience in the army, or of carrying the country tlirough the 
difficulties which are hanging over it, if individuals, instead of 
performing their duty to the satisfaetloii of their immediate 
superior on the spot in Portugal, and earning rewards by 
solid, substantial services and lical merit, are to ac(|uire them by 
private applications to the Ministers at the Court of the Hra- 
ziLs. It is obvious that the interet^s of his Royal Highness 
and of Portugal must suffer materially in every instance in 
which this ^yste n of preferment is carried into execution.

cannot be expecU^l that Marshal Beresford can perform duties 
which have requiied that ail the mijitary patronage of the 
Government should be placed mi his hands, in ^rder to enable 
him to perform them, if the Miiiisterj at the Brazils are to at- 
teneJ to privntc applications from individuals; any •more ^lan 
the Governors of the kingdom can perform the important 
duties imposed u^on th^i, and whicli they nl so have hitherto 
perf(H*med so much to Uie public advantage, if they do not 
enjoy the full coiihdeuce d£ his RoyaUHigliness : and if any 
private application^ o* recommendations are attended to iTy his 
Royal Hi^mess’ MinisTers^in the Brazils, inconsistent with the 
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arrangements made the local Government here under his 
Royal Highness’s autnority; or with the recommendations 
and 'advice which this^ Government may deem it their duty to 
give to his Royal Highness- 

^ Under these Aiipressions I earnestly recommend to the 
Governors of the ^ingdom to suspend the publication of this 
list of promotions, in hopes that his Royal Highness will be 
induced, by the reasoning in this letter, to cancel it alto- 
gether ; and that he ^vill be graciously pleased to order his 
Ministers in the Brazils in future to cavry into execution 
* strictly the stipulation made with Marsliltl Beresford ; and 
to recommend no military officer for promotion, or other 
mark of honor, in the army in Portugal, wh^ shall not have 
been recommended to his Royal Highness’ gracious favor by 
Marshal Beresford.

‘ I enclose a report which has been made by Mr. Fielder, 
the Commissary attached to the 3r^l Dragoon Guards, of a 
detachment of the eucinv having crossed at Villa Nova do Foz 
Coa, which Burghersli tells me he (Mr. Fielder) saw between 
one and two p.m. yesterday. 

* I have heard nothing oV this detachment from any of the 
officers of the ordenanza in that part ,pf the country ; and 
Sewell, Beresford’s aide de camp, who left Meda, the head 
quarters of the commandant of the ordenan/^a, at past three, 
P.M., yesterday, says they had then heard nothing of this de- 
tachment there ; and that if the detachment had crossed the 
Coa, under Villa Nova, they m&st have been seen before ten in 
the morniijg.

in general, fevers occasioned ])y the heat of tlie weather, and 
the cases are very slight, and yield to medicine immediately. • 

‘ The probability that your Lordship will be disappointed 
in your expectations of the arrival of the reinforcements from 
the Mediterranian and NoVth America, and the anxiety which 
his Majesty’s Government have exj)ressed for the success of 
the operations in this country, induce me again to suggest for 
y(iur consideration, that I should be allowed to draw away 
from Cadiz a large proportion of the force employed there;

^ I have deemcH’ it expedient to make an advance of 6955 
dollars to Colonel I^on Julian Sanchez, of the Spanish service, 
for the support of^ his corps of cavalry, for the reasons stated 
in the^encloscd extract of a letter to his Majesty’s Minister 
at Cadiz ; and I beg to receive the directions of his Majesty’s 
Government whether I shall continue to ^nake similar pay- 
ments to Don Julian Sanchez, on account pf the Spanish Go- 
vernment, if I should deem it advisable to keep his troops in 
co-operation with the British army. 

^ The course of the operations of the campaign may and 
will probably remove the troops under the Marquis de la 
Bomana within the Portuguese frontier; and I have already 
had a correspondence witli that officer and with the Portuguese 
Government, respecting the mode of supplying t‘Hai wiih 
provisions in this country. 

* It is very obvious to me, that they will get no regular supply 
of provisions, and that their passage through, and stay in the 
country, will be a most intolerable grievance upon the peo’^’j, 
and worse than the presence of the enemy, if the supplic's ;\ Inch 
they require are not paid for; and it is equally o!)\ ions that 
the Portuguese Government cannot pretend to supply them with 
provisions, or with money to pay for the supplies of ])rovi^ions 
which they will receive, a^ they cannot at this moment supply 
either provisions or money for their own troops: nor, from 
what I hear of the distresses of the Spanish Government, does 
it appear very probable that they will be able to send round 
money to support the troops of the Marquis de la Bomana 
while they shall be in Portugal.

‘ I he inhabitants of the country have generally quitted their 
villages, and toe enemy experience great difficulty in procuring 
subsisienci: ■ tlu,y are obliged to send a considerable distance 
to find n , so ti:at their detachments for this purpose and their 
pitr -Icrt are much annoyed by the ordenanza, and by the light 
tlerachinenls of the army. 

‘ In Esiremadura, Mortier’s corps advanced to Xerez de los 
Caballeros, wliile that of the Marquis de la Romana was col- 
lecting at Olivenca, Barcarrota, &c. : the enemy then moved 
from Xerez de los CabaMcros to Zafra; and from Zafra it 
appears, by the last accounts which I have received from 
Badajoz of the 11th instant, that it had retired on the night 
of the 8th to Llerena ; and the Marquis de la Romana esta- 
blished his head quarters at Zafra on the 10th.

* It appears to me that these letters, with others writfeTi by 
the Duque de Santa Fe at Paris, which have likewise been 
intercepted, and have been forwarded to hfe Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, contain so accurate a description, from authentic sources, 
of the state of affairs in Spain, and are so highly interesting in 
themselves, that I propose to request Admiral Berkley to 
send home a ship of war express with thi? dispatch. 

^ His Majesty’s Government will see in these letters a 
description of the *difHculties under which the enemy labor, 
in consequence of the operations of the guerrillas, notwith- 
standing the large force which, there is no doubt whatever, is 
employed in Spain ; and the whole of the information before 
them will probably convince them, as it has me, that the enemy 
cannot conquer Spain without employing a force still larger; 
and that they cannot increase their force in the Peninsula, tven 
admitting that they possess the military means, without in- 
creasing their pecuniary and other difficulties and distresses. 

‘ I beg also to draw the attention of his Majesty’s Govern-* 
ment to the opinions delivered by these excellent authorities, 
of the value of Portugal to the Allies, of the mischiefs done 
to them by its continuance in our possession, and of the benefit 
which they expect to derive by depriving us of this possession. 

^ There are other evidences from these same authorities in 
these papers, of the great interests involved in the continuance 
of the contest of the Peninsula, which equally deserve the atten- 
tion of his Majesty’s Government ; but I wish to draw their 
attention to those parts of the correspondence which relate 
to the British arniy Jind to this country, as confirming every 
opinion that I have ever given them upon this part of the 
subject. 

" It will be unfortunate if Great Britain should not possess

‘ The importunity with which I press the war in this coun- 
try upon the attention of his Majesty’s ’Ministers wll, I hope, 
plead my excuse for troubling you for a few moments with my 
own private feelings upon this subject. *• 

• Nothing can be n^ore irksome to me than the operations 
which have been carried on fou the last year ; and it is very ob- 
vious that a continuance of the same cautious system will lose 
the little feputaiion which I had acquired, and the'good ojjinion 
of the people of this country. Nothing fnerefore could be^ 
more desirable, fo me personally, than that either the contest 
should be given up at oncp, or that it should be continued with 
a fofce,so sufficient as'co render all opposition hopeless. 

‘ In either case the obloquy heaped upoE me by the ignorant 
of our own country, as well as of this, and by those of this 
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whom I am obliged to force to exertion, and who, after all, will 
be but imperfectly protected in their j^ersons and property, 
would fall upon the Government. But! seeing, as I do, itiore 
than a chance of final success, if we can maintain our position 
in this country, although probably none t)f a departure from 
our cautious defensive system, I should not do my duty by 
the Government if I did not inform them of the real situa- 
tion of affairs, and urge them, with importunity even, to 
greater exertion. 

‘ I acknowledge that it has appeared to me, till very lately, 
that the Government themselves felt no confidence in the mea- 
sures which they were adopting in this country ; and not an 
officer has come from England, who has not told me that it 
was generally expected that he would, on his arrival, find the 
army embarking ; and even some have told me that this ex- 
pectation was entertained by some of the King’s Ministers. 

' These sentiments are not encouraging ; and I acknowledge 
that I have been induced to attribute the little exertion which 
has lately been made in the cause to this want of confidence of 
the members of the Government in the result of the contest. 

‘ If Government are really in earnest in the contest, I recom- 
mend the following measures to their immediate attention. 

‘ First ; To order positively the commanding officers in 
Sicily and Malta to send their troops. Those islands cannot 
be attacked under present circumstances.

‘ Thirdly ; To make me responsible for the safety of Cadiz 
and Gibraltar, and to leave it to my discretion to draw away 
such parts of the garrisons of those places as I may think proper. 

^ Fourthly ; To send to Lisbon as much of the disposable 
Walcheren infantry, as may be in any state for service. They 
shall not be moved from the ne^hbourhood of that town, and 
they will probably recover there entirgly. 

‘ Fifthly ; To send to the Tagus, without loss of tfbe, arms, 
military stores, cldthing, .shoes, great coats, and blankets; and 
to authorise me, or any body else, to give them to Spaniards 
or Portuguese, as may be thought expedient.. 

‘ Sixthly ; To send some victuallers aJid ordnance stgre ships 
to Lisbon loaded wuh provisions, arms, ammunition, powder, 
shoes, and great coats ; and" authorise me to send them round

In respect to 
Admiral Berkeley’s appointment, tlie first question is what' 
power the Carta Regia intends to give him ; and the second, 
what power it is really necessary he should have over the 
boards and departments, in order to enable him to perform 
the duties and exercise the power given to him by the Carta 
Regia. 

‘ My opinion and practice has alwi^ys been, that in the exact 
proportion that a person in the Admiral’s situation declines to 
assume power is povVer conferred upon him ; and that his 
moderation would give him more influence and real power 
than the assumption of direct authority. He may, however, 
be of a different opinion, and may be determined to enforce his 
own construction of the Prince’s orders ; and where there is a 
difference of opinion between the Admiral and Government 
upon the construction of the Prince’s orders, I conftlude that 
the Government will refer the case for my advice; and I shall 
advise to the best of my judgment. 

‘ Whatever may be the result of this discussion, which pro- 
bably is not of much importance, I wofild recommentj tqyou 
to have an explanation with Admiral Berkeley respecting Dorn 
M. de Forjaz. Whether we are right or wrong does not much 
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signify ; but you and I, and Marshal Beresford, who are prin- 
cipally concerned in carrying on the war in this country, think 
Dofii M. de Forjaz thi best instrument we can find in Portugal ; 
and are determined to support him in authority. We are, I 
conceive, the fittest ^persons to judge, and the best judges upon 
this*isubject ; and^ it will not answer for the Admiral to be in- 
duced by any cause whatever to set himself, or to allow his name 
to be used as an authority against what we think right upon 
this subject. I am cconvinced that the Admiral’s patriotism, 
and his good wishes to the cause in which Ve are all engaged, 
will induce him, upon a proper explanafion, to act with us 
respecting Dom M. de Forjaz, whatever may be his private 
opinion of him. 

‘ I shall hear from you again upon this subject, when I shall 
enter more at large into it. 

‘ There is nothing new. The enemy have broken ground 
befdre Almeida.

* My dear Henry, * ‘ Celorico, 20th August, 1810. 

‘ Since I received your letter of the 4th, I have received 
from Mahy extracts finm other intercepted letters from 
Urquijo, ‘Mazaredo, and O’Farrell and Azanza ; and others 
from Frenchmen at Madrid to the Frerich Ministers at Paris, 
which I thought so interesting, that I seni them to England 
by express yesterday, with letters of whichf^ I enclose copies. 
You will see, from these papers, that I concur entirely in the 
opinion which* you entertained respecting the contest in the 
Peninsula, when you bad seen Azanza’s letters only. The 
others are** a valuable sequel to these; and the whole tend to 
show that Bonaparte has no means to support his armies in* 
Spain, and tha^ Spain can afford him no assistance whatever. 
The Spanish Government were unable to govern, pr to draw 
any reserve from the ‘provinces north of the Ebro ; and his 
more vigorous military system has made matters^ worse: the 
partizans and guerrillas have becoilie more nuroerobs ; and the 
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military corps maintained in those countries are more than 
ever unequal to govern them, or to maiq ;ain tranquillity. 

Notwithstanding that they have so lai^ge a force opposed to 
us, it is not sufficient for their object, which will become every 
day more difficult. The people of Portugal are doing that 
which the Spaniards ought to have done. They are removing 
their women and properties out of the enemy’s way, and taking 
arms in their own defence. The country is made a desert, 
and behind almost every stone wall the french will meet an 
enemy. To this add, that they have the British and Portu- 
guese armies immediately in their front, ready to take advan- 
tage of any fault or weakness. 

^ If we cannot relieve Almeida, it will, I hoy)e, make a stout 
defence : the Governor is an obstinate fellow, and talks of a 
siege of ninety days. From the folly of the French in being 
a month before the place before they were prepared to attack 
it, the garrison, which was not a very good one, has became 
accustomed to the sight of them, and have confidence in them- 
selves, and are in good spirits. The garrison are supplied 
for at least as long a time as they talk of holding out, and 
every day that they hold out is an advantage to the cause. 

" I refer you to a letter which I wrote to Sir Richard Keats 
on the 1st, for an account of my intentions in case I should 
be obliged to evacuate Portugal, which I hope will not be the 
case yet, if Government will adopt the measures pointed out 
in. the enclosed letters to reinforce, us. If Almeida should 
make a stout defence ; if the Marquis de la Romana will be 
satisfied with the defeat he received on the 11th, and will not 
risk another action in the field, my opinion is, that the French 
will be obliged to raise the siege of Cadiz. What is the 
Spanish Government prepared to do in that case? Can they 
put an army into the field ? Or can they do any thing to 
relieve us from the pressure which will be uy)on us ? 

^ 1 wish that you would talk over with Castanoi# the situ- 
ation of affairs. Before this time the Spanish Government 
ought to have had an excellent army formed and equipped in 
Cadiz, another in Carthagena, a third in the.Balearic Islands, 
and a fourth in Galicia, as well as that •"under the Marquis de 
la Romana, all prepared to take the field, not to engage in 
general achons, but to gi\^ countenance and support to the 
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partidas and guerrilla's. But I fear there is nothing of the 
kind. It is not yetijtoo late, and I only hope that if the 
Regency should have padiz opened for tliern, tliey will not be 
found in a state of inability to take advantage of that event. 

‘ When the intelcepted letters to which I have referred at 
the commencement of this letter shall reach Cadiz, I beg you 
to send me entire^ copies of them.

Memorandum for Colonel Murray, 

‘ Alverca, 22nd August, 1810. 

‘ The officers employed by Major General Leith, to procure 
intelligence and observe the enemy's movements, must bo paid 
three dollars a day each, and their expenses, of which they 
must send the bills upon honor. I cannot but observe, how- 
ever, that Major General Leith being in the second line, it 
does not appear to me necessary that he should employ three 
officers in this manner. A correspondence with General Hill, 
with Colonel Carroll at the Marquis de la Romana’s quarters, 
and with head quarters, would answer all the purpose ; and 
leave these officers to do duty with their regiments. Genera 
Leith will hardly believe that 'we have only one officer thus 
employed. The officers employed to reconnaitre particular 
parts of the country may»be paid the same sums as those em- 
ployed to observe the movements of the enemy ; but I should 
imagine that they must, by this time) have performed the 
service on which they were sent. In respect to the officers 
employed as engineers, they are to be paid, as usual, ten 
shillings a day ; but I should hope that, by this time, their 
work is finished. With everjr desire to provide amply for 
every service, it is still Keccssary to save the public money, as 
niueh as possible; and no expense must be incurred which can 
be avoided. It is also necessary to kefep the officers with their * 
regiments as much as possible.*

^ The enemy broke ground before Almeida on the night of 
the 15th, and have continued their works ever since ; but they 
have not yet opened their fire iipoti the place ; and I under- 
stand that they experience great difficulty in working, on 
account of the riiture of the soil, and that the fire of the 
garrison has del»yed them considerably. 

^ As soon as I found that the siege of Almeida was deter- 
mined upon, I moved the arm^y again to the front, in order to 
oblige the enemy to keep his troops collected, and thus in- 
crease his difficulties of subsistence'; and by the^removal of 
the enemy’s troops from Castille give more scope for the' ope- 
rations of the guerrillas, and the general resistance of the inha- 
bitants. The collection of the troops to ^he front will also 
enable me immediately to take advar^tage cJf any opportunity 
which may be afforded of relieving the place. • 

‘ The Vnemy had A)lle(;!tcd the troops under the command 
of General Serras, and of General Kellerman, for the relief 
of die battalion which surrendered on the lOtli mstant, at

towards Valladolid asf; soon as that battalion surrendered ; 
and the Spanish General Taboada is now at Puebla de Sana- 
bria. • (, 

‘ The second corps under General Regnier was still at Zarza 
la Maycjr, with it^ advanced guard at Salvaterra, when I last 
heard tfrom Lieut. General Mill; and the troops under his 
command in the same position at Sarzedas. I have directed 
Colonel Le Cor to move up to Belmonte frfiim his position in 
, the mountains, with the same view with which I have moved 
the army to the front. 

‘ The advanced guard of the corps under the Marquis de la 
Romana, and Ballesteros s division, and the Spanish cavalry 
of 900 men under General Carrera, the whole commanded by 
General Mendizabal, were defeated by a part of Morlier’s 
corps^at Bienvenida, between Zafra andLlercna, on the 11th 
instant. 

‘ The Marquis(de la llomana had intended to engage the 
enemy's corps with the whole of his force, and he was coming 
up himself with the 1st division of infantry. A reconnaissance 
made in the morning with the whole of the advanced corps, 
and the impetuosity of the General officers and troops led to 
the action, in which the enemy tL^rned and defeated the left of 
the Spaniards, and cut off* their communication witli the Mar- 
quis de la llomana ; and they were obliged to retreat in a dis- 
persed stat-e by Monasterio and Monte Molin to Fregenal de 
la Sierra, where they were collecting agaiiv 

‘ The last letter I have from the Marquis de la Romana is 
of the 15th, from Salvaterra. He supposes that his loss in 
killed, wounded, and prisoners, had been 500 men ; Colonel 
Carroll estimates it at idOO men,^^ 

" The enemy *had returned to Llerena ; and it was imagined 
that they w^uhi retire again into Andalusia. ^ 

‘ "nie Portuguese cavalry had not joined thb Marquis de la 
Romana when this action was fought. 

‘ The last letter wliich I have from Cadiz is of the 4th 
instant, when nothihg extraordinary had occurred.

^ I had already considered the possibility that Regnier might 
move across the fords of the Tagus at Villa Velha, and thus 
turn your right. It must be observed, however, that this 
movement, when made, must be in concet^t with the movement 
of the other corps “in this quarter; and therefore it cannot be 
made till after Almeida shall have been carried. Also, althouoh 
this movement will be in concert with others to be made here, 
the corps which makes it will be entirely disconnected from 
those which will be in this quarter. 

* This movement may have for its object to cut off the 
communication between the Marquis de la Romana and you, 
and to insulate the Marquis between the J2nd corps anckthe 
5th, as well as to turn your right flank. 

^ From the reports in circulation of the enemy’s intention to 
attack Badajoz tvhen they shall take Almeida, I should not be* 
surprised if that were the object of this movement. 

‘ It must be observed that, if Regnier should cross the 
Tagus at Villa Velha as supposed, his communication is cut 
off, not only with the corps here, but with the French troops 
in Estremadura, at least for a time. He can have no regular 
military communication across the Sever, nor any between 
Portalegre and the Guadiana, and you will be between him 
and the French corpf in this quarter. 

‘ If the movement is made therefore, it can be but for one 
of two objects, to turn the right of our army, and oblige us 
to quit our positions in the mountains, in concert with other 
movements to be made in our front, or to turn jhe left of the 
Marquis de la Romana and cut him off* from us, in concert 
with other nr6vcments to be made in Estremadura. • 

‘ I have never seen th^ fords of Villa Velha; but, according 
to the description* which I have read of them, I should believe 
that they are under the command of the right of your po.siti(>n. 
If this be true, Regnier cannot pass the Tagus at Villa Velha 
till he shall have dislodged your right. * 

‘ There viould be one*eff*efctual way of preventing this move* 
ment, and thaf would bii to place Leith’s corps at Ni/a, wheire 
he wQpld be joined by a part of Fane’s cavalry, and he would

eff’ectually defend 'thislpoint. But there are several reasons 
against this disposition of Leith’s corps, one of which is, that it 
is not in a state toibq moved so far; and another, that I do not 
think this movement by llegnier so probable as one between 
the Zczerc and thn Alva ; thus turning all the positions in this 
valley and in the mountains behind Gastello Branco and on 
the Zezere. By this movement the communication between 
you and me would bd completely cut off, if ^JLeith's corps were 
across the Tagus. ^ 

^ The movement of llegnier across the Tagus is very im- 
portant, in whatever way it may be viewed, and whatever may 
be the enemy’s intentions; the following measures therefore 
should be adopted. 

‘ I recommend to you to destroy the fords at Villa Velha 
at an early period, as far as may be in your power, by stakes 
and stones in the river; blowing up, or otherwise destroying, 
the roads leading to the fords on both sides. If they should 
be under the command of your position in the mountains, you 
will of course impede the enemy's passage as far as may be 
in your power ; but if you should find that he effects his 
passage, notwithstanding all the opposition you can give to it, 
you must then fall back upon Abrantes and Punhete. 

‘ If the enemy's design should be to turn the Marquis de la 
llomana’s left, you will cross the Tagus at Abrantes, and 
move up • to Gaviao, threatening his rear while he may ' be 
operating upon the Marquis de la llomana. 

^ If llegnier’s object be to turn our ri^ht, and to cross the 
Tagus by some of the numerous fords bet^^^ een Abrantes and 
Santarem, and Santarem and Salvalerra, you must adopt the 
following measures : — ■* 

‘ First, — You must have the bridge at Abrantes taken up, 
and the bpats brought oVer to this side under thci protection of 
the*guns of tlie fort. They miglit be eithtr sunk and kept 
under water, or brought ashore. I have already spoken about' 
having the provision stores at Abrantes brought up from the 
bank of the river into ithe town, which ought to be done*; at all 
events, \vithout loss of time. 

‘ Secondly, — You should keep Favie in obserV;)!^tion of the 
enemy’s movements on the left of the Tagus as long as you 
can, difeciing him to fall back upon Santarem, Mure he will 
•liiid a ford. 
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‘ Thirdly, — As soon as you find that the enemy’s plan is to 
turn our right, which their first mo^rement from Niz^ will 
show, you will order Leith’s corps to Santarem, and with your 
own you will follow the enemy’s moyem'jnl along the Tagus. 
When your right shall reach Santarem, Leith’s corps should 
move on upon Villa Nova, observing the fords at Sajvaterra, 
below' which place there is no ford. 

‘ Fourthly, — All the boats must be sent down below Villa 
Nova, according to the directions before given to you. 

‘ The great obj(|et for you will be to prevent the enemy^s • 
passage at a point below you, which you will be able to effect 
by Leith’s corps 5 and by the position at Santarem to prevent 
the enemy from annoying the march of this part of the army 
on the great road from Leyria to Lisbon, if he should cross 
on any of the fords above you. 

^ The enemy have not yet opened their fire upon Alnjeida, 
but their preparations are very formidable. They have some 
difficulty in working the ground, and are obliged to make 
their trenches with gabions. The garrison are stout.

• My Lord, ‘ Celorico, 29th August, 1810. 

‘ The enemy opened their fire upon Almeida late on Satur- 
day night, or early on Sunday morning, the ^26th instant ; and 
I am concerned to add that they obtained possession of the 
place in, the course of tlie niglit of the S7th. 

‘ I will not conceal from your lordship tiiat this unfortu- 
nate event has disappointed me much ; as, adverting to the 
manner in which the garrison was supplied with all the neces- 
saries for the defence of the fort, to the respectable state of 
the works, and to the good spirit which I had understood from 
the Governor that the garrison maintfiined, I had hoped that 
this place would hold out to tlie last extremity, if I should not 
have had an opportunity of relieving it ; and at all events 
would have detained the enemy till a late period in the season. 

‘ I have no intelligence, upon which 1 can rely, of the cause 
of its surrender. Some prisoners taken yesterday state that 
the magazine of the fort, which, however, "\v|is bomb proof, 
blew up on Saturday night; that, in the course of Monday, 
the Governor had desired to capitulate on the terms that the 
fort should be given up, but that the garrison and inhabitants 
should be allowed to join this army, which terms had been 
refused ; ainj that the fire iiad then recommenced, qnd he lurd 
held oijt as long as his ammunition lasted, and had surrendered 
at two in tlie morning of yesterday ; and that offers had been 
made to the soldiets of the garrison to take them into the ser- 
vice of the Kmperor, on to send them prisoners to 'France, 
and that they had all preferred the latter. 

^ This account deserves credit, astconiing from ap enemy ; 
and.it is so far cifmfirmed, tliat 1 ha^ an opportunity of 
observing 'that there was a cessation from hostilities •from one 
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i».M. till nine on Monday night, when the fire recommenced, 
and lasted till near two, when it ceased ag^. 

‘ An explosion had likewise been heard at our adv&nced 
posts ; and I observed, on Monday, th^n: the steeple of the 
church was destroyed, and many of the houses of the town 
unroofed. ^ 

^ I hope that this account will be found correct# in all 
material points; and it will give me great satisfaction to 
find that the los^ of Almeida, and the*transfer to the enemy 
of the stores and ^provisions which it contains, have not becn^ 
occasioned by any fault of the Governor or of the gar- 
rison. 

‘ I had a telegraphic communication with the Governor, but 
unfortunately the weather did not allow of our using it on 
Sunday, or during a great part of Monday ; and when the 
weather cleared on that day, it was obvious that the Governor 
was in communication with the enemy. 

‘ Adverting to the position in which I had collected the army 
so near the place, it is unfortunate that I liad not an opportu- 
nity of knowing their situation, after the loss of their magazine. 

After I was certain of the fall of the place, I moved the 
infantry of the army again into the valley of the Mondego, 
keeping a division upon Guarda, and the outposts of the 
cavalry at Alvcrca. ' * 

‘ The enemy attacked our piquets twice yesterday in the 
morning, but feebly, and they wer» repulsed. In the after- 
noon, however, they obliged Sir Stapleton Cotton to draw 
in his posfs to this side of Freixedas. Captain Lygon of 
the 16 lh light ^fagoons, was wounded in the morning; and 
two men of the royal dragoons were wounded in the after- 
noon. • 

‘ A piquet of this regiment made a gallant^and successful 
charge upon a party of the enemy’s infantry and cavalry, and 
took some prisoni^rs. 

‘ The Snd cqrps, uftder General Regnier, has made no 
movement of any importance since I had the tonor of address- 
ing )ipur •Lordship last.* A pat role, ^however, belonging to

‘ I have received your letter of the 2nd instant. You may 
depend upon it that the intelligence which I send you every 
week of the enemy’s movements is as nearly correct as it can 
be. I receive the intelligence which goes to ‘‘every body else, 
and I form my opinion of its truth from a consideration of the 
whole. , 

« Junot’s corps never went to Zamora 1 believe the right 
was never farther than San Felices, on the AguedSt, or, at 'far- 
thest, opposite to Freixo d’Espadacipta, on the Ducro, be- 
tween the Agueda and the Tonnes. 

« In respect to the enemy's force in Spain, I consider it 
250,000 men, including guards, &c. The battalions at Nantes 
should each be reckoned 1000 at least, as t)iey are within the 
French territory. 
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' In respect to the enemy's force upon the frontier of Por- 
tugalj the question is, what part of it m supposed acting 
against us? The Snd, 6th, and 8th co^ are occupied Vith 
us exclusively ; and the 5th corps, in tfst^madura, has the 
Marquis de la Romana in its front. I do not think the latter 
is equal to the former. 

^ Besides the Marquis de la Romana's corps on odi« right, 
we have General Mahy’s upon our left in Galicia; but 
General Mahy’s letters will have confirmed the statements 
I before made of the wants of this corps, and will show your 
Lordship that even if the divisions of Serras, Bonnet, and 
Kellerman were not sufficient to keep it in check in Ga- 
licia, I cannot hope for any efficient co-operation from it. 
I would also beg to observe to your Lordship that the 
system of caution prescribed to me has increased the 
difficulty, already existing, of doing much for the Spaniards; 
and I could not with propriety advise them to place •their 
armies in a state of risk, only to provide the better for my 
own security. 

‘ I am aware that their ultimate success depends upon my. 
being able to maintain my ground. But still they would not 
understand the motive of the advice I should give them; 
more particularly as hitherto I have constantly urged them 
to keep their armies in a state of security, and not to risk 
them in actions of which the result was doubtful. 1 did 
ari:ange a plan of operations with, the Marquis de la Ro- 
mana, applicable to his own corps, when this country should 
be attacked; but, although I entertain a high opinion, and 
great regard, for nhe Marquis de la Romana, I cannot feel 
confident that he will carry the plan into execution. Indeed 
I am apprehensive that he has alrcj^dy put it out of liis 
power to be of much use to usf and the enemy certainly may 
cut him off from us.

the artillerymen. 'J'he garrison, till this accident, had sus- 
tained no loss, and was in the best order and spirits, and had 
no thoughts of surrender, and expected to hold the place for 
two months. The Colonel talks highly of the conduct of 
Governor Cox.

‘ I have received your letter of the 1st of this month, in- 
forming me that you had placed before the Governors of 
this kingdom my dispatch of the 27th August, announcing the 
melancholy and unexpected news of th^ loss of Almeida ; and 
that the Government had learned with sorrow tlmt an accident, 
unforeseen, had prevented my moving to succour the place ; 
hoping at the same time that the depression of the people, 
caused by such an events will soon vanish, by the quick and 
great successes which they expect from the effVirts of the army. 

‘ I have already made, known to the Gcpvernment of the 
kingdom that the fall of Almeida was unexpected bv me, and 
that I deplored its los^ and that of my hopes, considering it 
likely to depress and afflict the people of this kingdom.

‘ The 2nd corps, under General Regnier, which had been at 
Zarza la Mayor during the siege of Almeida, broke up from 
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thence on the 28th, and marched to Sabugal and Alfayates, 
where they arrived on the 29th ; and the whole of the three 
corps, composing what is called the Army of Portugal, \/ere 
thus collected in front of this part of the allied army. 

‘ The enemy attacked our piquets at Freixedas on Sunday, 
the 2nd instant, in some strength, and afterwards withdrew to 
Vendada^ in consequence of which, and from the reports of the 
prisoners and deserters, expecting that the enemy’s whole army 
would move forward on the following Jay, I withdrew the 
infantry of the army one march into the valley of the Mon- 
dego on the 3rd, still keeping the cavalry in the plain in front 
of Celv)rico, and a small post of observation on Guarda. 

‘ It appears, however, that the 2nd corps moved to its left 
from Alfayates and Sabugal, one column by Valverde, the 
other by Penamacor, on Saturday and Sunday ; and it is even 
reported that a part of the 6th corps has marched in that 
direction likewise; and the enemy were again collecting in 
force about Salvaterra and Zarza la Mayor, when I heard 
from General Hill on the night of the 4ah instant. 

‘ No movement has been made in front of this part of the 
army since Sunday, and the enemy’s outposts continue at 
Vendada.

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in his engagement with General Lacy, of about 200 men, 
killed, wounded, and prisoners. 

“General Lacy embarked again on the 26th ; and General 
Copons has been* obliged to retire upon Castillejos and towards 
the Guadiana, as the Due d’Aremberg had been reinforced 
from Seville. 

‘ These occurrences in Andalusia had obliged the division of 
the 5th corps, which was in Estremadura, to fall back in the 
Sierra ; and the MUrqnis de la Romana had moved forward 
to Zafra, in order to prevent this divisioii from falling upon 
Copons. By a letter, however, which I have received from 
him of the 1st instant, he assures me of his intention to collect 
his troops upon the Guadiana immediately, in order that he 
may be in readiness to co-operate more immediately with me.

‘ As you have not transmitted the note of the Government, 
to which yours of the ^nd was an answer, 1 am probably 
not very well able to judge of its contents ; but in order to put 
an end at once to these miserable intrigues, I beg that you will 
inform the Government that I will i*ot stay in the country, 
and that I shall advise the King’s Government to withdraw the 
assistance wKch his Majesty affords them, if they interfere in 
any manner with the appointments of Marshal Beresford’s 
staff, for which he is responsible ; or with the operations of the 
army, or with any of the points which, under the original 
arrangement with Marshal Beresford, were referr(!d exclusively 
to his^management. 

‘ I propose also, to report to his Majesty’s Government, and 
; efer to their con^dejatidh, what steps ought to be taken if the 
Portuguese Government refuse, or delay to adopt the civil and 
political arrangements recommended by nje, arid corresponding 
with ^the military operations which I am carrying on. The 
preparatory measures fortthe destruction of, or rather render- 
ing useless the mills, were suggested by mc^ long ago ; and 
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Marshal Beresford did not write to Government upon them, 
till I had reminded him a second time of my wishes upon the 
subject. I now beg leave to recommend that these prej)ara- 
tory measures Kiay be adopted, not only in the country 
between the Tagus and the Mondego, north of Torres 
Vedras, as originally proposed, but that they shall be forthwith 
adopted in all parts of Portugal ; and that the magistrates and 
others may be directed to render useless the mills, upon re- 
ceiving orders to def'so from the military officers. 

‘ I have already adopted this measure jvith success in this 
part of the country, and it must be adopted in others, in which 
it is probable that the enemy may endeavor to penetrate; 
and it must be obvious to any person who will reflect upon the 
subject, tliat it is only consistent with all the other measures 
which for the last twelve months I have recommended to the 
Government, to impede and render difficult, and, if possible, to 
prevent the advance into and establishment of the enemy’s 
forces in this country. 

* But it appears that the Government have lately discovered 
that we are all wrong; they have become impatient for the 
defeat of tlie enemy, and, in imitation of the Central Junta, 
call out for a battle and early success. If I had had the 
power, I would have prevented the Spanish armies from at- 
tending to this call, and the' cause would now have been 
safe; but now, having the power in my hands, I will not 
lose the only chance which remains of saving tlie cause, by 
paying the smallest attention to the senseless suggestions of 
the Portuguese Government. 

‘ I acknowledge that I am much hurt at this change of con- 
duct in the Regency, and as I must attribute it to the 
persons recently inti\)duced jnto the Government, it affords 
additional rdason with me for disapproving of their nomina- 
tion, and I shall write* upon the subject to the Prince I^egent, 
if I should hear any more of this conduct. .

that if the system proposed in tlm enclosed letter is to be 
adopted, it would be better at once that the heads of depart- 
ments in England should take upon themselves the detailed 
management of concerns here, and should make themselves 
responsible for them. 

‘ While writing upon this subject, I cannot avoid drawing 
your Lordship's attention to the mode of promoting, not only 
compiissaries^ but the officers of the army, and those attached 
to all the departments.

Marshal Beresford has stated to me a circumstance which ap- 
pears to deserve some attention, upon which I am now about to 
trouble you. It appears that there was a fire at Lisbon nearly 
about the time that the accounts were received of the fall of 
Almeida, and that the two regiments of militia of the town of 
Lisbon were employed upon the occasion. Either duriftg the 
continuance of the fire, or after it, both officers and soldiers 
went into the neighbouring coffee houses to refresh themselves, 
and the general conversation among them turned upon the fall 
of Almeida, upon Massena’s and Alorna’s proclamations, and 
the probability that the English would embark ; and the general 
notion appeared to be that it would be proper for these two 
battalions to take possession of as J'orres^^ and prevent the 
English from carrying tlieir intention into execution. 

•‘These battalions were destinecj to garrison Setuval and 
Pahnela ; but, as their disposition appears to be warlike, I have 
ordered thtm up to the army, and I shall send into these gar- 
risons other battalions not quite so well disposed to war. I 
have, besides, given directions that Colonel Peacocke will occupy 
the only Torres* which can be of any importance to us ; and I 
hope soon to have it in my power to secure the command of 
all the communications with Lisboy, in such a manner as to 
set at defiance these patriotic citizens. In the mean time, 
however, the ^emper t)f mind of Lisbon becomes a subject 
of importance; and, as the French appear^ inclined to afford 
us leisure to adopt any arrangements nitiy think proper on 
arty subject, I think we cannot employ our time better than in 
accustoming these gentry to the discipline, to which^t is obvious 
they must submit as soon as matters become at all critical. 
What 1 sMbuld propose, therefore, is that thl? Government 

The forts. 
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should now carry into execution the plan of police which I 
proposed to them some time ago. If they consent to adopt 
it^ it *may be adopted, if they choose it, on a suggestion which 
I shall make to them ; but they ought to publish a proclama< 
tion, directing that all the cofiee houses should be shut up at 
sun set ; that the patroles which are organized should go every 
hour, dafy and night ; that all disorderly assemblages of people 
should be immediately dispersed, &c. 

‘ "Jliese measures v.ill accustom the mob. of Lisbon to the 
discipline they must undergo, and will keep, matters quiet at 
the critical moment. 1 can only declare this, — that if I find the 
Government hesitating upon this subject, and alarmed by the 
mob of Lisbon, and inclined to allow them to go to the lengths in 
which they will be really formidable, I shall forthwith embark 
the army, whatever may be the prospects of final success in 
our military operations. In taking this step, I shall literally 
obey *the instructions which I have received'; and the Portu- 
guese nation will have the satisfaction of losing itself, and the 
Peninsula, notwithstanding the best prospects of salvation, by 
the folly of the people and the pusillanimity of the Government. 

‘ I shall be obliged to you if you will confer upon this sub- 
ject with the Government, and communicate to them my ideas 
as above stated. 

‘ I shall be very much obliged to you if you will let me 
know what progress has been made in the organization of the 
shipping concerns, and the arrangements for embarkation, 
what quantity of forage they will have disposable, &c., &c., as 
we may as well take advantage of the present calm to settle 
all that matter conclusively.

‘ It is not improbable, however, that, as. they have been 
reconnoitring the roads towards Guarda for* some days past, 
they will take possession of that town, and they can do it

‘A surgcun upon the Frtnch staff, who virag attached to the 
66th regirtsDt, has been taken prisoner, and just mow brought 
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in here. He was with the 66th on Thursday or Friday night, 
when they were moving towards Guarda to reconnoitre it. He 
lost his way, and was taken prisoner by the peasantry. He 
says that on this day or to-morrow, the head quarters were to 
be moved from Fort Conception to Pinhel. His other reports 
refer to matters foreign from the plan of operations in Portugal. 

‘ Wl\etlier Guarda was taken possession of or not yesterday 
evening, I think you will do well to carry into execution the 
movement whicli you^proposed yesterday with the Royals and 
the Hth light dragoons, to which Murray signified my consent

‘ I have re'^eived your letter of the 8tli, which has induced 
me to suspend the execution of an intention wlflch I had 
formed of writing to the Sovernment on thy 3rd article of 
their Noli'la^ respecting the oliiccrs of the ariify who have

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entered the service of ll)e enemy. The arrangements under 
this article are directly contrary to those which Heresford and 
1 hatl settled and agreed to recommend, and which I recom- 
mended in my letjer to tlie Government of the 5th, and which 
Beresford has, I believe, announcefl in General Orders to the 
army. However, as 1 understand from your letter that you 
approyed of this Noliria, as well as of the Proclamation, &c. 

I shall defer noticing the subject to the Government. 

‘ I do not recollect a circumstance wliicli made such an 
impression on the British army, and upon the English officers 
serving with the Portuguese army, as the account of tlie con- 
duct of the officers of the 24th regiment ; and after full con- 
sideration, the measure which 1 recommended, and the distinct 
statement of the principle on whicli it was recommended, 
appeared the only means of reconciling the minds of the 
officers of the British array to what had occurred, and to fur- 
ther ‘service with the Portuguese; at the 4<anie time that it 
held out a standard of sentiment and principle for the officers 
of the Portuguese service on similar occasions. I wished 
to avail myself of tin’s opportunity of showing them what the 
principles of men of honor, and the sentiments of officers and 
gentlemen, ought to induce them to do on similar occasions. 

I am soiTv to say that this ol)je(;t i*s defeated by the publica- 
tion of tlie notice of the Government ; and it would have been 
accomplished, if the (Tovernment would have waited for the 
official conirmmication of ^the circumstances in which they have 
decided, as I am convinced that you would have seen at once 
my object in the measure wdiich I recommended', and would 
liave supported it with all your influence. 

‘ As it is now the arrangement, it must be left to take its 
course. 

‘ While working upon this subject, I should wish to draw 
your attenlion to tlie jnconveuience resulting from the pre- 
cipitation of tlie Government, as well as from the practice, 
notwithstanding wdiat I before wrote to them, of publishing, 
Marshal Beresford ’s accounts', as well as mine, of the same 
transactions. There „ is no person* who deprecatgp mystery 
more than I do; and it is impossible for two people to under- 
stand each other better than, Beresford and ?. ^He is two 
miles from thisj and I see him every d^y ; and I*^belleve that 
we takccprkty nearly the same view of evei*y transaction 
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But a different mode of expression, a difference in the degree 
of importance assigned to any transaction, the details of which 
are related by diff'erent individuals, who probably have taken 
the same view, make a material difference ir* the eyes of the 
very jealous public, both of the Peninsula and of England, 
who will Judge of our actions. 

‘ In a late instance I see that the Portuguese papei-s have 
observed and canvassed some little difference which they sup- 
pose there was between Beresford’s reports and mine, which 
observations will c^tainly be copied into the English news- 
papei s, with all the additional observations which malevolence 
can suggest. I attribute the publication of these reports made 
by Beresf )rd to the feverish state in which the Government 
has been since Principal Souza has become a member of it. 
Beresford very properly makes a daily report of events, but 
it must be observed that tlie view to be given in these re- 
ports cannot be sc accurate as that which is given aftei' the 
events have been well considered and further inquired into. 

‘ For instance, if I had written to you yesterday, I should 
have told you that the enemy had on Sunday niglit marched 
a large column upon Guurda. 1 now know that this was 
merely a reconnaissance, that but few cavalry entered Guarda, 
and that the whole fell back upon Sabugal yesterday, owing 
to their palroles falling in .viih ours. There is no harm 
in Government being informed of these events as they come to 
our. knowledge ; but where is the iisje of keeping the public 
in a state of fever by the publication of them ? But it comes 
to this, if the Portuguese Government publish any report of 
military transactioiis, excepting mine, I shall make them no 
report ; and I shall be much obliged to you if you will inti- 
mate this to them. They now have the same report that I 
make to my own Government. • 

It appears that you have had a goo^ smart contest with the 
Government respecting our plan of operations. They will end in 
forcing me to quit theni,<md then they will see how they will 
get on. They will then find that I alone keep things in their 
present st£>te. Indeed, the temper of spine rtf the officers of 
the British army gives me more concern than the folly of the 
Portuguese Gov ernment. I ha%e always been accifttoraed to 
have the confidence and sujiporr of the officciQji of the armies 
whicli I hrve* commanded ; but, for the first tiiiie, whether

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owing to the opposition in England, or whether the magnitude 
of the concern is too much for their minds and their nerves, or 
whether I am mistaken, and tliey are riglit, I cannot tell ; but 
there is a system of croaking in the army which is highly 
injurious to the public service, and which I must devise some 
means of putting "an end to, or it will put an end to us. 
Officers haye a right to form their own opinions upon events 
and transactions; but Officers of high rank or situation ought 
to keep their opinion!, to themselves : if they. do not approve of 
the system of operations of their commander, they ought to 
withdraw from the army. And this is the point to which I 
must bring some, if I should not find that their own good sense 
prevents them from going on as they have done lately, Uelieve 
me that if any body else, knowing what 1 do, had commanded 
the army, they would now have been at Lisbon, if not in their 
ships, 

^ As for advancing into Spain the idea is*ridiculous. I can 
only tell you that of which I am the most apprehensive, is 
that the enemy will raise the blockade of Cadiz. Unless 
Heaven will perform a miracle, and give the Spaniards an 
army, arms, and etjuipments, we should be ruined by this 
measure, and then the cause is gone. 

^ Now supposing that 1 am wrong in my plan of operations, 
and the principal officers of the British army still more wrong, 
and Principal Souza and the Bishop right, and that I have it 
in my power to act offensively in Spain, how would it be when 
the French army in Andalusia would be brought against us ? 
would die Spanish force, which a part of that army keeps 
shut up in Cadiz, he equal to the whole of it in the field ? 
Not unless, by a miracle. Heaven w^ould add to their 
numbers !

houses to refresh tlicmsclvcs. Ilert? the conversation turned 
upon the operations of the armies, upon the loss of Almeida,

tuguese Government, and with their conduct since the recent 
changes. 

‘ This country has before been in great danger, and a great 
part of it, probably the richest and most important, was last 
year in the possession of the enemy ; but, at all times, and 
under all circumstances, I have possessed the confidence of 
the Government ; and their object has been, as far as was in 
their power, to forward my views for the public service. I 
have apprised them of the system of operations in which I 
deemed it expedient to carry on the dcfepce of the country, 
and they are aware of the grounds of my opinion, and the 
details of the plan ; and till the late change, excepting occa- 
sional remarks from the Patriarch on the supposed danger of 
his favorite city Oporto, I never received from the Govern- 
ment any observation, excepting of confidence, in tlie measures 
whicli I recommended or adopted ; and the confidence and 
satisfaction of the public surpassed that of the Government. 
But the Princij)al Souza, who was introduced recently into 
the Government, is of that impatient, meddling, and mischiev- 
ous disposition (without, however, designing to do liarm), 
that we cannot expect to go on as we have hitherto, so long as 
he shall continue a member of the Government, llis indis- 
cretion is equally well knowm with the other defects of his 
character ; and to this I attribVite the dangerous sensation 
which appears to have been occasioned at 1 asbon on the fall of 
Almeida. 

‘ In im*itation of the fatal conduct of the Central Junta, the 
Portuguese Itegency, since the late changes, have flattered, 
instead of coercing, the mob of Lisbon, which will become dan- 
gerous in proportion as this new system is persevered in. 

‘ They have likewise, in imitation of the same body, inter- 
fered in the military operations, have delibciated upon the 
propriety of adopting offensive measures, and of moving^ the 
army into Spain ; and I have no doubt, that from the usual 
indiscretion of this same gentleman,* these deliberations and* 
opinions are as \,vell known to the mob of Lisbon as they are 
to me. 'I'lien th^y ha,’^e cast reflection and suspicioF oii every 
Portuguese employed by Marshal Beresford and me, likewise 
in imitation of the Central Junta; &nd in many, important 
instances, some* relating cxclusivSy to, the army^, they have 
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recently disobeyed the orders of the Prince Regent, to adopt 
no measure without consulting my opinion. 

' His Majesty’s Government will be the best judges yhat 
measures ought to be adopted as a remedy to these evils ; but 
I have already desired Mr. Stuart to give notice to the Re- 
gency, that if they continued to interfere in any manner with 
the military operations, or with the appointments of Marshal 
Beresford’s Staff*, I should recommend to his Majesty’s Go- 
vernment to withdraw the army ; and if ^ found that they did 
not adopt the political and civil measures recommended to 
them to correspond with the military operations, I should 
bring (heir conduct under the consideration of his Majesty’s 
Government; and that if they refused or omitted to coerce the 
mob of Lisbon, their neglect in this instance w^ould immediately 
create a danger which would oblige me to evacuate the country, 
under the instructions wliich I had received. 

* In respect to the military operations, his Majesty’s G(>Vern- 
ment are best aware whether they have been conducted in a 
manner satisfactory to them or not. AbouPa year has now 
elapsed since the army under my command lias been the only 
force wliich could keej) tlie field in the Peninsula; and, con- 
trary to tlie general expectation, it is still in the field, has 
sustained no important loss, and the successful result of this 
campaign to the enemy becomes every day more doubtful. 

‘ The Portuguese Regency may be right in their notion of 
an oft'ensive operation, and I may be wrong in the calculations 
which have induced me to prefer the defensive system which 
I have pursued ; but I am very certain that the General and 
other officers of the British army, at least, of the two, prefer 
that wdiich I have adopted ; although if some of them held the 
command, the amiy would long ere npw have been in their 
transports. , 

‘ In respec^ to an offensive operation in Spain, I have only 
to observe, that if 1 have mistaken the strength of the several 
French corps now opjiosed to me (which is scarcely possible, 
as 1 have their returns to the middle of Jul;^), and 1 believe 
that the Jxegency have ueitlier infonnj^tion»nor fixed plan of 
any kind, I think I may infer, from the general conduct of the 
French, that 1 hey •would not ajlow their army to be for any 
length of time inferior to their enemy ; and ^Ijat the result of 
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this advance, if it could be attempted, would be the abandon- 
ment of their projects in Andalusia. This would not give the 
allieg^ any corresponding increase of force, unless the Spanish 
Regency could, iij an instant, raise, form, arm, and equip an 
army. It could not be supposed, even by the Portuguese 
Regency, that the army which is now blockaded at Cadiz by 
a part of the enemy’s force in Andalusia, could be equal to the 
whole of that force, when they should be in the field. The 
offensive operations, therefore, and the movement into wSpain 
(supposing this last to be allowed by the ^instructions of his 
Majesty's Government), whatever might be their commence- 
ment, must end in defeat and disgrace, and in tlie destruction 
of the cause of the allies in the Peninsula.

‘ The enemy have made no movement of importance in front 
of this part of the army since I addressed you on the 6tli 
instant. A body of about 800 infantry, and some cavalry, 
entered Guarda on Sunday evening, and obliged our post of 
observation to retire from thence : the enemy remained there 
that night, but retired to Alfayates again in the morning after 
their patroles had fallen iri with ours. 

‘ Another detachment entered that city again yesterday, and 
our post of observation retired. The enemy jvithdrew towards 
the Coa again in the evening. 

‘ By letters from Lieut. General Hill, of the 11th, I learn 
tliat the wholc^of the 2iid corps were in movement again to the 
northward from the neighbourhood of Zarza and Salvaterra, 
and I therefore imagine lhat the troops which entered Guarda 
yesterday, and which came from Penamacor belonged to this 
corps. 

‘ No movement has been made in the north, or to the south- 
ward of the Tagus. 

‘ I have •heard of the march within the Spanish fronjier of 
two divisions, each of 10,000 men, commanded, fey General 
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Reille and General Dmuet, which, it is said, have been turned 
off* into Navarre, on account of the increasing disturbances in 
that part of the country. 

• I am not certain that the troops which I know have passed 
the frontier have been disposed of in this manner ; but I rather 
believe that some of the battalions, whicli I lieretofore informed 
your Lordship were collected on the Loire, have joined the 
8th corps. 

‘ 1 understand that, with the cxcepticm of about 200 men, 
the whole of the ^Ith Portuguese n*gimcnt have quitted the 
enemy ; and that they have relinquished their intention of* 
making this regiment the foundation of their Portuguese levy, 
and have sent these men prisoners to France. 1 have every 
reason to believe that these men likewise would have returned 
to Portugal, if it had been in their power.

completely conquered by the I^renKh, ^ * 

‘ The proh/.bility of the division of ttje people of color and 
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whites, or rather of the rebellion of the former, is not so great 
after the conquest of Spain by the French, as it is now, unless 
the people of color should have before their eyes the exaipple 
of successful rebellion in the Caraccas. I trust, however, that 
the conduct of Monte Video will open the eyes of our Govern- 
ment.

‘ Dr. Frank has sent me a letter regarding a person who is 
in the British service by tlie name ol* Le Cimrt, wliom the 
Government liave desired to send out of Portugal . It is 
really necessary to begin drawirig some line ujion this subject, 
and I shall be very much obliged to you if you will say that 1 
shall send Mr. Le Court and his son to England, although it 
will be very inconvenient to the army to do so, if the Govern- 
ment will be so kind as to state the grounds which they have 
for ^suspecting either of improper conduct. 

‘ Mr. Le Court was employed bj^ me to take care of the 
French prisoners going home from 0[)orto last year, and he 
has since been employed with the army hospitals, and both he 
and his son have given great satisfaction.

I certainly understand that Captdin Lh^yd of the 43rd was a 
candidate for^oromotion bv purchase. If officert who are able 
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10 purchase will not purchase, they must wait until it comes 
to their turn to be promoted. 

‘ In respect to other parts of your letter, I observe from 
some expressions which it contains, and the general tenor of 
your observations, that I trod upon tender ground when I ad- 
dressed you on the subject to which it relates. The sooner I 
quit it therefore the better, and I shall confine myself' merely 
to referring you to my letter, in respect to the claims of gentle- 
men of family, fortune, and influence, to promotion ; from 
which you will observe that 1 urged the expediency of attend- 
ing to their claims to promotion, only when their professional 
merits were at least equal, if not superior, to those of others. 

* When I wrote to you I had no intention of making any 
invidious statement of the advantages which any set of indi- 
viduals had derived from the system of promotion which had 
been adopted.

‘ It is always my wish to attend to the recommendation of 
a General Court Martial, but I am desirous that the CouH, of 
which you arc President, should reconsider their recommenda- 
tion in favor of Lieut. . It appears to he founded solely 

on the length of his confinement, which, I must observe, has 
been in arrest at large. Thh length of confinement has been 

owing, in a great measure, to Lieut. himself, as he did 

not know the name of the officer, or the number of the regi- 
ment to which he belonged, to whom he asserted that he had 
reported his arrival at Abrantes, and from whom he declared 
that he had received his orders to proceed to Lisbon. Much 
time was spent in inquiry for this officer, and then the time of 
the Deputy, Judge Advocate was occupied by other trials.

‘ The enemy collected the whole of the Snd^and 6th corps 
in tUe valley i)f the Mondego on thc*15th, and on the l6tb 
in the morning moved upon CY‘lorico, from the two directions 
*of Guarda and •Marital* do Cha5. 'I'hey at the same time 
moved a large column on their right towards ihe right of the 
Mondtgo.* 

‘ Our cavalry retired from Celorico, and the enemy then 
move j a column * of ihfantjy and cavalry from thence on 
Foruos tov/a*rds Mangualdc. I understand that* they had not 
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yesterday arrived at Mangualde, although it was at first 
reported that they arrived there on the night of the 16th. 
They were all day yesterday employed in moving troops from 
Celorico on Fornos. I have not heard what they have done 
this day. 

‘ It is said that the 8th corps moved by Trancoso on Pena- 
vcrde on the I6th, so that the whole are collected on tlie right 
of the Mondego. 

‘ This movement has enabled me to call in all my detached 
corps, and I expect that Hill will cross the Zezcrc this day, 
or will do so to-morrow. Leith will move when Hill does. 

* 1 have begun by securing Coimbra with six brigades of 
infantry, against any advanced guard that might have been 
pushed ibrward. 

‘ The other three divisions and the cavalry are on and in 
front of the Alva, the advance of the latter still observing the 
enemy near Celorico. 

‘ As soon as I shall hear that Hill has moved, 1 shall cross 
the Mondego, njove up the troops from Coimbra, and have 
Hill, Leith and Le Cor joined to my right. 

‘ I shall be in a good position, covering Coimbra and the 
communication with Oporto, which I hope to be able to pre- 
serve. 

‘ There are certainly many bad roads in Portugal, but the 
enemy has taken decidedly the worst in the whole kingdom. 

‘ You will hear a good deal of these movements, and 1 con- 
clude that it will be necessary to appease the mob by the im- 
prisonment of a few French parlizans ; but I think the enemy 
are mistaken in their plan: they evidently -xlo not know the 
country, and in the mean time we are safe. 

‘ I have received your letters of the 15th; 1 never was so 
shocked as upon hearing the Account of the arrests. I declare 
publicly against it ; and if I find that justice is not done to us 
by the Portuguese nation upon this subject, I shall lake some 
opportunit y of making known my opinion of it to the public.

‘ The 2yil corps, under the command of General Regnier, 
was again brought to the northward, and arrived at Sabugal 
and Alfayates on the 12th and 13th instant. On the 15th, the 
enemy moved a large force of cavalry^ infantry, and artillery 
upon Guarda the third time, and passed thck hill into the 
valley of the j^ondego, and obliged our party of observation 
which had been stationed there under Captain Cocks, of the 
1 6th light dragoons, .to retire upon the Serra. On the same day, 
a large colunm*passed the hill of Alverca (which forms the 
left of the Guarda range) and Mareal (Jo ClAo, and halted at 
Baraqal, likewise in the valley of the Mondego; and the 8th 
corpS; under General Jynot, parsed the Coa at Pofto de Vide. 

‘ Lieut. G^^neral Sir Staplbton Cotton withdrew the British 
cavalry throiigh Celorico on the morning of the l6th, and the 
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enemy entered that place on that day from the side of Alverca 
and Guarda; and the 8th corps entered Trancoso. 

* The enemy, instead of following the retreat of our troops 
from Celoricp by the valley of the Mondego and the left bank 
of that river, immediately marched by Jejua to the bridge of 
Fornos, and the advanced guard was in Fornos on that night. 
They followed tliis movement on the succeeding days by 
passing all the troops of the 2nd and 6th corps from Celorico 
over the bridge of Fornos, with the exceptio*^' of the advanced 
guard of the 2nd corps, which, on the ISth, protected the 
passage of the rear of the column, and passed yesterday at a 
bridge lower down the river. A small party entered Viseu 
yesterday. 

* The enemy's intention in these movements is apparently 
to obtain possession of Coimbra, with a view to the resources 
which that town and the neighbouring country will afford them. 
The movements, however, which 1 had previously made to 
enable me to withdraw the army without difficulty from a 
position in which I did not consider it advisable to risk an 
action, enabled me to secure Coimbra against the attack of any 
small corps ; and the whole of that part of the army which has 
been under my immediate command, with the exception of five 
regiments of cavalry, has passed to the right of tlie Mondego, 
and in front of Coimbra, Brigadier General Pack's brigade of 
Portuguese infantry being at St. Cambadad with the Royal 
Dragoons^ and Brigadier General Craufurd’s division at Mor- 
tagoa. The cavalry will pass to-morrow. 

‘ When Regnier made the former movement to .the north- 
ward, apparently with the intention on the part of the enemy 
of attacking this part of the army with his whole force, 1 had 
directed Lieut. Genera) Hill, and Major General Leith, who 
commanded a small corps upon the Zezere, to prepare to join 
me ; and as scK)n as I found, from the enemy’s movement of the 
15th, that he was then about to carry his intention into execu- 
tion, and that the plan was decided, I directed those officers to , 
march. Major General Leith is this day at Fdz d’ Arouce, and 
will join the ari>.y to, 7 mo.Tow: the head of Lieut. General 
HilPs corps is at Espinhal, and will join on the next day. I 
also expect" that Colonel Le Cor, who, has b^enVith a. small 
body of troops in, the mountains 6f Cast;ello Brai^'o, will join 
about the same time. 1 shall thus have collected in one body the 
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whole of the disposable force in Portugal^ and I hope to l^^ave 
it in iny power to frustrate the enemy’s design. 

‘ 1 imagine that Marshal Massena has been misinformed, 
and has experienced greater difficulties in making his move- 
ments than he expected. He has certainly selected one of the 
worst roads in Portugal for his march. 

‘ Since the affair of the 11th August, in Estremad lira,' which 
I heretofore reported to your Lordship, the Marquis de la 
Iloinana has been successful in carrying off two of the enemy’s 
small detachments, i^ne in the neighbourhood of Cordova, and 
the other in proceeding as a relief to the enemy’s garrison in 
Castillo de las Guardias; and the Marquis's advanced posts 
were within three leagues of Seville. 

‘ Marshal Mortier, however, collected his corps, and moved 
out of Seville in strength, and the Marquis de la Roniana was 
obliged to retire into Estremadura. On the 14th, the Spanish 
cavalry was engaged with that of the enemy near Puente de 
Cantos, the Portuguese brigade, under Brigadier General 
Madden, being at La Calzadilla. After the Engagement had 
lasted a considerable portion of the day, the Spanish cavalry 
gave way in some confusion, and Brigadier General Madden 
having moved forward, fell upon the enemy in a most decided 
and effectual manner, overthrew and pursued them to their 
cannon, and killed and w'minded many, and took some 
prisoners, and saved the Spaniards. The Marquis de la 
Romana, from whom I have received ^thc account, mentions in 
high terms the conduct of Brigadier General Madden, and of 
the Portuguese troops under his command, which he says has 
excited the admiration of the whole army. 

‘ The Marcjuis do la llomana has retired upon Merida, and 
after fixing a good garrison in Badajtiz, is about to take a 
position between the Tagus and the Guadiana. • 

‘ I must take this opportunity of mentioning to your Lord- 
ship the obligations I am under to the IJritish cavalry com- 
manded by Lieut. Genenal Sir S. Cotton. Since the end of 
July, tliey have alone done the duty of the outpqsts, and the 
enemy has never been out .of sight <rf some of them ; and on 
every occasion their superiority has been so great, that the 
enemy does not use his cavalry e%ccepting when supported and 
protected by his infantry. The 1st hussari>,^un(ler Colonel

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Arentscbildt, in particular, have had many opportunities of 
distinguishing themselves ; and it is but justice to mention the 
zcali and intelligence with which the duty of the outposts has 
been performed by Captain Krauchenberg and Cornet Cor- 
demann, of the Tst Hussars, and by Captain the Hon. C. 
Cocks, of the IGtli Light Dragoons.

will advance in a few hours afterwards; you should therefore 
have all your dispositions made to retire the troops in advance, 
when the squadron of the Royals should be obliged to quit 
the Criz.

‘ I have not yet heard the result of the examination of the 
Ponte de Vagia, above the bridge, near S"* ConibadaS. You 
should observe this point, as it is the nearest to Tondella ; and 
not only the j,)ridge exists, but the banks of the river are more

‘ If you withdraw /rpm Mortagoa, bring the whole Of the 
troops to the villages on the fall of the hill between this placf 
and that.

* The enemy have appeared upon the Criz in force, and 
have crossed that river apparently with the intention of re- 
pairing the bridge frir the passage of their army., We have 
our advanced guard still at Mortagoa; General Leitji’s, 
General Ficton’s, and Genehal Colons divisions jn the Serra 
de Busaco;,and General Spencer, with his own division and 
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two Portuguese brigades, at Mealhada. The British cavalry 
is also in front at Mortagoa. 

^ The enemy have this day made some dcmonsiratiojis of 
an intention to rccross the Mondego. The French are not in 
the habit of separating their forces much ; and I do not entirely 
credit this report, but still the movement which they have 
made must be attended to. 

‘ We have a detachment of cavalry under Lieut. Cordernami, 
of the 1st hussars, K.G.L., on the left bank of the Mondego, 
near Sampayo, who reports that this day several parties of the 
enemy appeared on that side of the river. These parties cer- * 
tainly belong to Kegnier’s corps ; and 1 wish you to make the 
arrangements as follows, to be prepared for any event that 
may ocxiur. 

‘ First ; to send a regiment of cavalry to Moita, about nine 
miles in front of Ponte da Murcella ; and to have small piquets 
of cavalry on all fords of the Mondego from Foz Da5 t(f Foz 
d'Alva. 

‘ Secondly; to have strong piquets of Ucdonel Le Cor’s 
infantry at Ponte da Murcella and Ponte de Val d’Espino on 
the Alva ; and to be prepared to spring the mines in these 
bridges if the enemy should advance.

‘ While the enemy was advancing from Celorieo and Tran- 
coso, upon Viseii, tlie diflerent divisions of militia and orde- 
nan/.a were employed upon their flanks and rear ; and Colonel 
Trant with his division attacked the escort of the military 
chest and reserve artillery near Tojal, on the 20rh instant. 
He took 2 officers and 800 prisoners, but the enemy collected 
a force from the front and rear, which obliged him to retire 
again towards the Douro. I understand that the enemy’s 
communication is completely cut off*, and he possesses only tlie 
ground upon which his army stands. 

‘ My dispatch of the 20th instant will have informed you of 
the measures which I had adopted and which were in progress 
to collect the army in this neighbourhood, and, if possible, to 
prevent the enemy from obtaining possession of this town. 

^ On the 21st the enemy’s advanced guardi pushed on to 8^"^ 
CombadaQ, at the junction of the rivers Criz and Da6 ; and 
Brigadier General Padk retired across the former and joined 
Brigadier General Craufurd at ^ Mortagoa, having destroyed 
the bridges over those two rivers. , 

‘ The enemy’s advanced guard crossed fthe Criz, having 
repaired the bridge, on the 23rd, and the \vliole of the 6th* 
corps was collerted on the other side of the river. 1 therefore 
withdrew the cavalry through the 8erra de BusaccT, with the 
exception of three squadrons, ,as the ground was unfavorable 
for the operation of that arm. ' , ” ‘ 

* On the 2Sdj,' the whole of the 6th ’ and of the 2nd corps 
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crossed the Criz in the neighbourhood of Combada5 ; and 
Brigadier General Pack’s brigade and Brigadier General Crau- 
furd’s division retired to the position which I had fixed r^pon 
for the army on the top of the Serra de Busaco. These troops 
were followed in this movement by the whole of the corps of 
Ney and Regnier (the 6th and the 2nd) ; but it was conducted 
by Brigadier General Craufurd with great regularity, and the 
troops took their position without sustaining any loss of im- 
])ortance. 

^ The 4th Porti^gucse Caejadores, which had retired on the 
right of the other troops, and the piquets of the 3rd division of* 
infantry, which were posted at S* Antonio de Cantaro, under 
Major Smyth of the 45th regiment, were engaged with the 
advance of Hegnier’s corps in the afternoon, and the former 
showed that steadiness and gallantry which others of the Por- 
tuguese troops have since manifested. 

‘ The Serra de Busaco is a high ridge which extends •from 
the Mondego in a northerly direction about eight miles. At 
the highest point of the ridgi*, about two miWs from its termi- 
nation, is the convent and garden of Busaco. The Serra de 
Busaco is connected by a mountainous tract of country wdth 
the Serra de Caramula, which extends in a north easterly direc- 
tion beyond Viscu, and separates the valley of the Mondego 
from the valley of the Douro. On the left of the Mondego, 
nearly in a line with the Serra de Busaco, is another ridge of 
tin; same description, called the Serra da Mu reel la, covered by 
the river Alva, and connected by otlfer mountainous parts with 
the Serra d’EstrcIla. 

‘ All the road,s to Coimbra from the eastward lead over the 
one or the other of these Serras. They are very difficult for 
the passage of an army, the approach^ to the top of the ridge 
on both sides being mountainous. ^ 

‘ As the enemy’s whole army was on the right of the Mon- 
degh, and it was evident that he intended to force our position, 
Lieut. General flill cromsed that river by a short movement to 
his left, oil the fnorning of th^ 26th, leaving Colonel Le Cor 
with his brigade on the Serra da Mur^ella, 4o cover the right 
of the'^ army, and Brigadier General Fane, with his division of 
Portuguese cSivalrjr anc^ the 13eh light dragoons, i« front of the 
Alva, to oljserve and check the movemeilt^ *of the enemy’s 
cavalry on,th^ Mondego. 
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‘ With this exception, the whole army was collected upon 
the Serra de Busaco, with the British cavalry observing the 
plaiy in the rear of its left, and the road leading from Mor- 
tagoa to Oporto, through the mountainous tract which connects 
the Serra de Busaco with the Serra de Caramula. 

^ The 8th corps joined the enemy in our front on the 26th, 
but he. did not make any serious attack on that day. The 
light troop^ on both sides were engaged throughout the line. 

‘ At 6 in the niorping of the 27th, the pnemy made two 
desperate attacks upon our position, the ove on the right, the 
other on the left of the highest part of the Serra. The attack 
upon the right was made by two divisions of the 2nd corps, on 
that part of the Serra occupied by the 3rd division of infantry. 
One division of French infantry arrived at the top of the ridge, 
where it was attacked in the most gallant manner by the 88th 
regiment, under the command of Lieut. Colonel Wallace, the 
45th; under the command of Lieut. Col^mel the Hon. R. 
Meade, and by the 8th Portuguese regiment, under the com- 
mand of lieut. Oolonel Douglas, directed by Major General 
Picton. These three corps advanced with the bayonet and 
drove the enemy’s division from the advantageous ground 
which they had obtained. The other division of the 2nd corps 
attacked further on the right, by the road leading by An- 
tonio de Cantaro, also in front of Major General Picton ’s 
division. These were repulsed, before they could reach the 
top of the ridge, by the 74th, under the command of Lieut. 
Colonel the Hon. li. Trench, and the brigade of Portuguese 
inffintry of tlie 9th and 21st regiments, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Champelmond, directed by. Colonel Mackin- 
non. Major General Leith also moved to his left to the 
support of Major General Picton, and aided in the defeat of 
the enemy by ,the 3rd battalioti of Royals, the 1st battalion of 
the 9th, and the 2nd battalion of the 38th regimants. In these 
attacks Major Generals *!t.eith and Picton, Colonels Mackin- 
non and Champelmond, of the Portuguese service, who waso 
wounded, Lieut. Colonel Wallace, Lieut. Colonel the Hon. 
R. Meade, Li^iit. C^oncl Sutton,, of the 9th P9rtuguese, 
Major Smyth of the 45th, who was afterwards killed, Lieitt. 
Colonel Douglas, and Major Birmingham,, of -'the 8th Por- 
tuguese regiment, distinguished themselyes. 

‘ Major General Picton reports the good conduct, of the 9th 
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and 21st Portuguese regiments, commanded by Lieut. Colonel 
Sutton and Lieut. Colonel A. Bacellar, and of the Portu- 
guese artillery, under the command of Major Arentschildt^ I 
have also to mention in a particular manner the conduct of 
Captain Danscy of the 88th. 

‘ Major General Leith reports the good conduct of the 
Royals, 1st battalion, and 9th, and 2nd battalion of the 38th 
regiments ; and I beg to assure your Lordship that I have 
never witnessed a more gallant attack than that made by the 
88tli, 45th, and 8th Portuguese regiments, on the enemy’s 
division which had reached the ridge of the Serra. 

‘ On the left the enemy attacked with three divisions of in- 
fantry of the (ith corps, on the part of the Serra occupied by 
the light division of infantry commanded by Brigadier General 
Craufurd, and by the brigade of Portuguese infantry com- 
manded by Brigadier General Pack. 

' One division of infantry only made any progress td the 
top of the hill, and they were immediately charged with the 
bayonet by Brigadier General Craufurd, with the 48rd, 52nd, 
and 95th, and the 3rd Portuguese Cacadotes, and driven down 
with immense loss. 

‘ Brigadier General Coleman’s brigade of Portuguese in- 
fantry, which was in reserve, was moved up to the right of 
Brigadier General Craufurd’js division, and a battalion of the 
19th Portuguese regiment, under the command of Lieut. Colo- 
nel, Mac Bean, intide a gallant and successful charge upon a 
body of another division of the enemy, which was endeavor- 
ing to penetrate in that quarter. 

‘ In this attack, Brigadier General Craufurd, Lieut. Colo- 
nels Beckwith, of the 95th, and Barclay, of the 52nd, and 
the Commanding Officers of the regiments, distinguished them- 
selve.s. 

‘ Besides these attacks, the light troops of the two armies 
wer^ engaged throughout the 27th ; and the 4th Portuguese 
Caqaclores, and the 1st ^nd I6th regiments, directed by Briga- 
dier General Pack,* and commjanded by Lieut. Colonel Hill, 
Lieut. Cobnel Luis de Regoa, and JVIajpr An&strong, showed 
great steadiness and gallantry. 

' The loss sustained by the ^emy in his attackiiof the 27th 
has been enormous. I undrt-stand that the.Generals of Di- 
vision, Merle^Loison, and Maucune are wounJed, and Gene* 
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ral Simon was taken prisoner by the 52nd regiment ; and 3 
Colonels, — officers, and 250 men. 

‘ 7?he enemy left 2000 kil|ed upon the field of battle, and 
I understand from the prisoners and deserters that the loss in 
wounded is immense. 

* The enemy ^id not renew his attack, excepting by the fire 
of his light troops on the 28th ; but he moved a kirge body of 
infantry and cavalry from the left of his centre to the rear, 
from whence I saw ♦his cavalry in march on the road from 
Mortagoa over the mountains towards Opoiio. 

‘ Having thought it probable that he would endeavor to 
turn our left by that road, I had directed Colonel Trant, with 
his division of militia, to inarch to Sardac), with the intention 
that he should occupy the mountains, but unfortunately he 
was sent round by O))orto, by the General Officer commanding 
in the north, in consequence of a small detachment of the 
enemy being in possession of S. Pedro do Sul ; and, notwith- 
standing tile efforts which he made to arrive in time, he did 
not reach SardaS till the 28th at night, after the enemy were 
in possession of the ground. 

' As it was [irobable that, in the course of the night of the 
28th, the enemy would throw the whole of his army upon the 
road, by which he could avoid the Serra de Busaco and reach 
Coimbra by the high road of Oporto, and thus the army would 
have been exposed to be cut off* from that town, or to a general 
action in less favorable ground, and as 1 had reinforcement^, in 
my rear, I was induced to withdraw from the Serra de Busaco. 

‘ The enemy did break up in the mountains at eleven at 
night of the 28th, and he made the march f expected. His 
advanced guard was at Avclans, on the road from Oporto to 
Coimbra, yesterday, and the whole army was seen in march 
through the mountains. Thai under my command, however, 
was already in the low country, between the Se^ra de Busaco 
and the sea ; and the wHqlc of it, with the exception of* the 
advanced guard, is this day on the lef^of the'Mondcgo. 

‘ Although, from the unfortynate circurastaFiice of the delrfy 
of Colonel Traiftis arrival ^t Sarda5„ 1 am apprehensive that I 
shall not succeed in effecting the object which I had in view in 
passing the Mondegoand in ocCupyingothe Serra; de Busjico, I 
do not repent *my having done so. .This movement has 
afforded me a faVorable opportunity of showing tjie^enemy the 
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description of troops of which this army is composed ; it I)as 
brought the Portuguese levies into action with the enemy for 
the first time in an advantageous situation ; and they have 
proved that the trouble which has been taken with them has 
not been thrown away, and that tliey are worthy of contending 
in the same ranlcs^vith Britisli troops in this interesting cause, 
wliich they afford the best hopes of saving. 

‘ Throughout the contest on the Serra, and in all the pre- 
vious marches, ard those which we have since made, the ivhdfe 
army have conductcid themselves in the most regular manner. 
Accordingly all the operations have been carried on with case; 
the soldiers have suffered no privations, have undergone no 
unnecessary fatigue, there has been no loss of stores, and the 
army is in the higltest spirits. 

* I have received throughout the service the greatest assist- 
ance from the (xencral and Staff* Officers. Lieut. (General Sir 
lirent Spencer has given the assistance his experience enables 
him to aff'ord me ; and I am particularly indebted to the Ad- 
jutant and the Quarter Master General, anfl the officers of 
their departments, and to Lieut. Colonel Bathurst, and the 
officers of my personal staff ; to Major General Ho worth and 
the artillery, and particularly to Lieut. Colonel Fletcher, 
Captain Chapman, and the officers of the Royal Engineers. I 
must likewise mention Mr. Kennedy, and the officers of the 
Commissariat, which department has been carried on most 
s II coess fully. 

* I should not do justice to the service, or to my own feel- 
ings, if I did not take this opportunity of drawing your Lord- 
ship’s attention t(f the merits of Marshal Beresford. To him 
exclusively, under the Portuguese Government, is due the 
merit of having raised, formed, discipli/icd, and equipped the 
Portuguese army, which has now shown itself oopable of en- 
gagin^ and defiviting the enemy. ^ 

* I liave besides received from him all the assistance which 
his experience and abilities, and his knowledge of this country 
liave qualified him to aff*ord me. 

‘ The e^emy have made*' no movemeni in £stremadura, or 
in the northern provinces, since I addressed your Lordship 
last. ^ 

^ My last recounts from Cacliz are of the 9th. yistant.

* Mellish left Coimbra yesterday evening. did not see

one brigade about half way, the other near Coimbra. Some 
cavalry liad passed by the ford, ftoin all this it would appear 
that the enemy are not in a situation to annoy us much this 
day. 

‘ Junot’s corps being the right of the army, there can be 
nothing, excepting some of his cavalry, on our left. 

‘ There arc 10,000 lbs. of Indian corn and barley liere, in 
tvv(‘nty cars, belonjyng to the Tortiiguese army. If you want 
it, send the enclosed order to this place to a serjeant of the • 
15tli Portuguese regiment, who is in charge of the* corn, and 
it will he delivered to you. If you shoultl not want it, send 
an order to the serjeant to march on.

‘ I haveliad the honor of receiving your letters io the SGth 
September, for all of which I am much obliged to you. 

‘ It is very desirable that some arrangement should be 
adopted to give the Spanish Ration *an army. They have 
certainly nothing in the shape of one at present ; and they 
must have the aid of Great Britain, Ixfth in officers and equip- 
ments, in order U) be enabled to forrft one. 

‘ It is not in ^ny -power, however, to give the aid of the for- 
mer from this army, as I have supplied the Portuguese army 
with <fffi<?ers almost exclusively from the regiments in tills 
country; and,therc remains wdtji each barely a sufficient num- 
ber to dovthe difty, and cejtainly not enough to provide for 
the casualti^is of the service. ' 
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‘ It would not answer to hold out hopes of a description of 
assistance which it is not in my power to give ; and therefore 
I sh^ll be obliged to you If you will acquaint the Marquis dc 
la Romana with my ideas upim this part of the subject. 

^ Money to pay and provide for the troops is equally neces- 
sary with arms, and equipments, and discipline. It is impos- 
sible to .expect that any people will submit to military discipline, 
or will do Vvhat is recjuired of them as soldiers, if they are 
neither fed, nor clothed, nor p^id ; or that fqod, raiment, and 
pay for the troops can be provided for without the advance of 
money by the State. The mode of procuring this money is, 
however, purely a Spanish question, with which I can have 
nothing to do, although I think it probable that the Spanish 
Government would be happy to avail tliemselves of some mode 
of the description suggested by you. 

‘ Adverting to the situation of Spain relatively to the 
Colotiies, it might be doubted whether individuals w'ould be 
found to advance tlielr money in England, on the credit of the 
bills to be drawn by the Regency on the Government of 
Mexico, even at the advantageous rate proposed ; but this is 
a question for the consideration of the Spanish Government on 
one side, and the individuals on the other, with which I can 
have no concern. 

‘ The arrangement of this concern, however, in the manner 
proposed, would affect the situation of the British army. Wc 
draw a very large proportion of our supplies of specie from 
Cadiz, where it is procured by bills upon the Treasury, regu- 
lated by ]\fr. Duff. There must of course be a limit to the 
sums to be procured in this manner at Cadiz ; and it is ob- 
vious that if the Spanish Government are to have £600,000 
out of the money to be procured at C^adiz for bills of exchange 
upon England^ that sum of money w ill be minus in the military 
chest of this army. ^ 

• I am so convinced of the truth of tl)is proposition, and 'have 
stated it so freqiientlj? to the King’s .Government, and to the. 
King’s Minister at Cadiz, tltat I could not with propriety 
now recommend.tlic adoption of any, measure to proqure funds 
for the payment of the Spanish armies, which should interfeije 
witli those Ipnds allotted for the Britkh army, 4vithout,whicli 
the contest could, hot continue lorig. 
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‘ I recommend to you, however, to bring the whole subject 
under the consideration of Mr. Wellesley at Cadiz, who will 
certainly give it every attention in his power, and be happy to 
attend to your suggestions.

‘ My dear Henry, ‘Leyria, 3rd October, 1810. 

‘ I liavc but little to add to the intelligence contained in the 
dispatch which Colonel O'Lalor will give you with this. I 
withdrew our advanced guard to this side of the Mondego on 
Sunday, and the enemy took possession of Coimbra. 

‘ They have since crossed the Mondego, but not in great 
strength. The allied army is behind this town, and the ad- 
vanced guard in Pombal. 

‘ We shall mjike our retreat to the positions in front of 
Lisbon without much difficulty, or any loss. My opinion is, 
that the French arc in a scrape. They are not a sufficient 
army for their purpose, particularly since their late loss, and 
that the Portuguese army have behaved so well ; and they 
will find their retreat from this,, country a most difficult and 
dangerous operation. 

* I have received your letter of the 22nd September. You 
have already my opinion ttpon making La Carlotta, Regent of 
Spain. You and 1 entirely agree upon that subject. The 
Spanish politicians have only one object in the measure, and 
that is, to get hold of the resources of this country, as they are 
afraid of forcing the people of Spain themselves to submit to 
the privations and inconvenierces to which they must submit, 
if ever they mean to form an army. 

^ I rather believe thalc,^ under the ancient laws. La Cai’iotta 
cannot be the Regent herself. How^is this ? 

‘ I do not believe that much benefit would Ive derived to the 
common cause ‘from the associatioa of La Romana with the 
existing Regency.

General , who commands the division in wdiich his

* Tlic enemy having moved forward his advanced guard in 
strength in front of Coimbra, on the evening of the SOth Sep- 
tember, and in the morning of the 1st instaru, 1 thought proper 
to withdraw the advanced guard of tlic British army to this 
side of the Mondego on the 1st, and to continue the retreat of 
the main body of the army. 

‘In retiring the British cavalry from Fornos, Captain 
Krauchenberg, of the hussars, and Captain Cocks, of the I6th 
light dragoons, charged the enemy*. Captain Krauchenberg 
was wounded, but, I am hapjiy to say, not severely. 

‘ I continued the retreat of tliis part ()f llie army by the 
roads of Soure and Pombal to Ley ria, near which town-'the 
whole arrived on the 3rd, and halted yesterday, the advanced 
post being in Pombal. » 

‘ Lieut. General Hill’s corps retired by the’ road of Espinhal 
upon Thomar, where it arrived yesterday. 

^ The enemy’s advanced guard arrived yesterday at lledinha, 
and he drove in our piquets at Pombal in the evening; and I 
had intelligence that t,he 8th corps d’armee was at Condeixa, 
and the other troops on “this side of the Mondego. I have, 
therefore, this day continued the retreat, and the advanced 
guard will be in tiie rear of Leyria.

‘ I have just arrived here. The enemy entered Leyria yes- 
terday evening with cavalry and infantfy ; aiid our advanced 
guard was about a league and a half on this side of that town. 
They withdrew this day to Candiciros, about^^two leagues 
from hence, and I have nbt yet heard that they had been 
at all pressed by the enemy. 
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‘ If the enemy should get on as far as Candieiros this day, 
they will be at Alcoentre to-morrow. At all events, the ad- 
vaiided guard will be here to-morrow. Your movements, 
therefore, become a subject df some anxiety to me. 

"I understand that half, possibly the whole, of your infantry 
will be at Santareni this day.

Any part (if your corps which makes a short march into San- 
tarein to-morrow mex-ning mij^gjjpove on to Cartaxo, and the 
whole must move early the next morning upon Villa Franca. 

' Mf Fane’s cavalry should be able to get through Santarem 
to-morrow, it may follow your march as above stated ; but it 
must positively be able to reach Castanheira early on the 8th. 

‘ If there are any boats at Santarem you should embark 
your sick and other incumbrances, and send them down to 
Lisbon, If there are no boats, send them across the Tagus by 
the ford, and down the left bank of the rive»* to Salvaterra. 

‘ In like manner any of your infantry or cavalry which can- 
not quit Santarem to-morrow, so as to arrive at Castanheira 
early on the 8th, ought likewise to cross the Tagus by the 
ford at Santarem, and proceed to Salvaterra, to which j)lace 
orders will be sent them to go where boats shall be sent to 
ferry them over the river.

‘ The object for which 1 have requested you to go there is 
to take the command of the troops destined for the defence 
of the redoubts constructed at and in the neighbourhood of 
Torres Vedras, and extending from thence along the river to the 
sea. Tlie redoublvS and works at Torres Vedras are numborecl 
from No. 20 to 27 inclusive, and have 48 pieces of cannon, and 
require 3800 men for their defence. The redoubts on the left 
of Torres Vedras are No. 30, at Ponte tie iiol ; 31, Algatcna ; 
32, S, Pedro de Codicra ; 111, 112, and 113, between 32 and 
the sea. These require 1500 men, and have 33 pieces of 
cannon. 

‘ I enclose a note of the number of^ men deemed, by the 
chief Engineer, necessary for the defence of each# redoubt, and 
of the number of guns in each, and a memorandum from the 
chief Engineer of the object in view in constructing these 
works. 

‘ My intentiorf is to occupy these works partly with British 
infantry, partly v/ith Portuguese wifarrfTy df^ the line, and 
partly with Portuguese militia. 

‘ I have ordered to florres Vedras immediately the 58th 
regiment, ednsistiftg of,300 ratik and file, and ‘two regiments of 
militia, consisting of 1700 men. To these I shall add another 

V04.Vl. 2 H 
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British regiment, a Portuguese regiment of the line, and another 
regiment of militia, if I should find that the enemy manifest 
any^intention of moving in that direction. 

‘ I have also ordered to lV)rres Vedras, 60 British artillery ; 
140 Portuguese artillery of the line, and 250 artillery of the 
ordenanza: so that the garrisons for the redoubts will be 
complete in artillery, and will be wanting only in their comple- 
ment of infantry. 

‘ I enclose a memorandum^l^^which you .will see the mode 
in which I have divided the district of country between the 
Tagus and the sea; and that I have appointed a regulating 
officer for each district. These regulating officers are the 
Engineers who constructed the works ; and, in the case of an 
appointment of a General Officer to command in any district, 
would only assist him as part of his staff. Captain Mulcaster 
and Lieut. Thompson are appointed to the station at Torres 
Vedras. I have also sent Lieut. Dundas to Torres Vedras to 
act as Brigade Major under your orders. 

‘ There are provisions at Torres Vedras for the troops 
destined to defend that post. There is musket ammunition, 
and 60 rounds for each gun in the redoubts. There are like- 
wise tents there for 2500 men. 

‘ I recommend that you should immediately distribute the 
artillerymen in the several redoubts according to the number 
required for each gun ; that you should likewise station a pro- 
portionate number of the infantry intended for the defenqe of 
each redoubt in it immediately, so that the officers and men 
may become accustomed to their station. 

^ The 58th had better be kept, five companies at Torres 
Vedras, the other five companies in the six redoubts between 
Torres Vedras and thq sea.

Principal Sauza, that his Majesty anA the Fringe Regent hav- 
ing entrusted nie with the comihand .of their aripies, and ex- 
clusively with tile conduct of the military operation!^ 1 will not 
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suffer them, or any botly else, to interfere with them ; that I 
know best where to station my troops, and where to make a 
stand against the enemy, and I shall not alter a system, framed 
upon mature consideration, upon any suggestion of theirs. 

‘ I am responsible for what I do, and they are not; and 1 
recommend to them to look, to the measures for which they are 
responsible, which 1 long ago recommended to them, Az,, to 
provide for the tranquillity of Lisbon, and for the food of the

‘ The Quarter Master General sends orders to Major 
General Fane to withdraw the cavalry under his command to 
Tojal and Loures to-morrow morning, with the exception of 
one squadron of liritish cavalry, and two scpiadrons of Portu- 
guese cavalry, which are to continue to observe the ground in 
front of the right of the army, as long as it may be practicable 
for them. ^ 

‘ I request you also, to-morrow morning, to send a brigade 
of Portuguese 6 pounders, (which you were to have sent to 
General Leitii in exchange for the 9 pounders,) and two 6 
pounders belonging to tlie brigade with Major General Leith, 
wliich you brought from Nostra Senhora del Monte, from 
Villa Franca, through Alhandra and Aruda, to 'Sobral de 
Monte agraco, where the (> pounder brigade is* to join the 6tli 
division of infantry ; and the two 6 pounders are to be sent on 
to Ribaldeira, to join the 3rd division of infantry.

* It is my intwAion that the troops under your command 
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sbovild (as they have liitherto) be the right of the army ; and 
occupy the position of Alhandra, &c. 

‘ There must be a brigade of British infantry for tlie occu- 
pation of the line on the right, extending from the high road 
to tlie Tagus ; and adverting to the strength of the remainder 
of the ground, it is my opinion that, as the whole of the moun- 
tain is scarped, one brigade of Portuguese infantry of General

‘ You will find the batteries aiul redoubts on the hill so 
placed, as not only to defend the faces of the hill itself, but to 
command different ])cirts of the road from .Aruda to Alhaiidra. 

‘ No. (i commands the valley upon tlie left of tlie position, 
through which a road leails to C^alhi^ntlriz, 

‘ In order more effectually to slop nny body of troops 
attempting to turn the left of the position by the valley of 
Calhandriz, Nos. 7 and 8 have been constructed, each calcu- 
lated to contain 200 men, and having in each of them, three 
12 pounders; and further, upon a hill on the left of the valley. 
No. 121, for '250 men, and three 9 pounders; No. 122, for 
300 men, and three 12 pounders: No. 123, for 300 men, and 
three 12 poiindeis, and one 9 pounder. 

■ ‘ 1 conceive ^Jiat the infantry above mentioned will be suffi- 
cient for the occupation rf all these works aijd- ground in the 
first instance; and I shall hereafter Wnd you directions for the 
Oispo.sai of the remainder under your command. In the 
mean time, 1 request you la allot the brigfides aiul troops for 
the occupation of this ground ; hut tliey need not move into 
thefi^ position till the enemy be rather nearer. 
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* In order to provide artillerymen for all these works, 300 
artillery of the ordenanza, 140 Portuguese artillery, and 40 
British artillery, have been ordered immediately to Alhandra. 
Captain Squire, of the Engineers, has been appointed the 
regulating officer of this district, in order to assist whoever 
may be appointed to command the troops in it ; and he can 
give you every information, and will assist you in making 
the arrangements for the distribution of the troops, &c. 

^ I recommend that the artillery, at least, should be posted 
in the redoubts and batteries as* soon as,. they shall arrive.

‘ My dear General, half-past 11 a.m. 

< I hope that your men arc well put up in Ariida in this 
terrible weather, 1 do not think the enemy's plan is quite 
decided yet. He has still some troops at Alemquer, and there 
is a body of cavalry and infantry (I saw of the latter about 
300 men) on tins side of Alemquer. 1 mean however to hold 
the town of Sobral as long as I can. 

‘ The peasants say tliat they were marching this morning 
upon Villa Franca, which is to attack our right, where Hill is. 
They can make no impression upon the right, positively ; and 
they must therefore endeavor to turn Hill’s position upon the 
Serra of Alhandra by its left. Tliis is a tough job also, de- 
fended as the eptrances of the valleys are by redoubts, and the 
villages by abbatis, &c.. However, that is ^hat they must 
try. * 

‘ The paved road which leads through Aruda passes on to 
Alhandra, in front and undejj the fire of the. S^rra of A lhandra : 
there are roads of j!:omm unication with thir* road, on its left, 
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going to Alhandra, with Villa Franca, and I believe Castan- 
beira, but these are at present in)practicable ; and on its right 
with^ Loureiro and Calhandriz, in the valley of Calhandriz, by 
which Hill's position on the Serra of Alhandra may be turned. 
These roads are, however, not paved, and are, of course, now 
impracticable, and there are redoubts upon the heights on 
both sidps of the valley of Calhandriz, and the village itself is 
prepared. •• 

‘ In the present st^atc of the weather the enemy may cer- 
tainly get light troops upon ^the paved r^ad from Aruda to 
^^Ihandra, without passing through Aruda, but they positively 
cannot get guns there ; and as the only paved or at all prac- 
ticable road to Aruda, from this side of the river of Aruda, 
passes through Sobral, I hope that that point is, for the pre- 
sent at least, pretty secure. 

^ From this statement, however, you will see how important 
the fttuation of Aruda and the possession of the pass of 
Matos (which, by the by, itself turns Hill’s position) are to 
our operations. Aruda itself, I do not think, could be held 
for any great length of time against a superior force, but the 
pass of Matos can, defended as it is by the two redoubts. 

‘ 1 understand from Fletcher also that the redoubts com- 
mand the road going out of Arud?;, towards Alhandra. So 
that if you should find it most adv^intageous to give up Aruda, 
tlie enemy could not make much use of tliat road, at least by 
daylight. 

‘ I need say nothing to «you about the defence of the pass 
of Matos 1 think it would be desirable, however, that you 
should occupy, witli the 52nd or 43rd, the hi^h ground which 
continues from the right of the right hand redoubt, looking 
from Matos towards Aruda. 

‘ As soon as the attack upon .Hill shall be absolutely decided, 

I shall move Sir B. Spencer’s division upon lago dos 
Velhos, about two or thiVe miles to the south of Matos, on the 
road from Matos to ljuceiras. He will then occupy the heights 
of St. Romao on your right, bringing his right: to the redoubis 
which protect tk^* left of the valley , of Calhandriz. I do not 
like to move hirh yet however, because 1 still think it possible 
that the enerny may turn himsrff this way ; and, if he docs, I 
have another anahgement prepared for lii'm, uptn which I 
shall write to yon* hereafter.

That which the, enemy has got on J;he road between 
Carregauo and Alhandra is only Kis advanced guard ; and I 
recommdnd to you to Jiold the town of Alhandra, keeping a 
few guns at the church, aiid barricading tlie streets. The 
enemy can bring no guns to the heights on tf^> left of the high 
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road, as long as this weather lasts ; and this measure will pre- 
clude the necessity of your throwing your people into the po- 
sition prematurely, where they would be exposed to the bad 
weather. « 

^ I recommend to you, however, to occupy immediately the 
three villages on the left of the Serra, called Calhandriz, A dos 
Mellos/and Loureiro. The first is loop-holed, and there is an 
abbatis in its front ; and it commands the passage by the 
valley of Calhandriz,* which j[he redoubts ou the left of the 
heights, and the corresponding redoubts oil' the other heights, 
are calculated to defend. There are roads to these villages 
from Alhandra, at the back of the Serra, and from Alverca.

consumed by the troops that first arrived at Sobral. In this 
supply wood was included, and forage for horses and mules.

‘ When the army shall be ordered to occupy the position 
of Zibreira and Patameira, the troops will be formed as fol- 
lows from the right : 

‘ Lieut. General Sir Brent Spencer's division, with its right 
at the two windmills between Zibreira, and the icdoubts of 
Sobral, will occupy a line extending to an old mill on the 
right of Zibreira ; itnd thence r.' another old mill on the left 
of the church "of Zibreira, bringing their left to the raviiy* 
This line extends about 1000 yards. 

‘ The remainder of the troops of the division to be in 
reserve in the rear of this line, with the exception of the 
battalions of light infantry attached to the brigades which are 
to occupy Zibreira. 

‘ Major General Picton’s division is to form with its fight 
in a line with the left of the 1st division, and is to extend to 
the village of Patameira, about 800 yards. ^ 

‘ The remainder of this division to be in reserve in rear of • 
the right of General Cole’s division, throwing its light infantry 
along the ravine in its front, and occupying the houses and 
Patameira. 

‘ Major Genera! Cole's right is to rest on the ravine in a 
line with Patameira.

^ The communications arc from the great redoubt of Sobral 
by the windmills to Zibreira ; thence to the rear, and across 
the ravfne by a concealed road to Patameira ; thence in the 
rear of Patameira to the right of General Cole’s post; thence 
behind the mountain on which his centre yvill stand, to the 
high road leading from Ribaldeira to Enxara dos Cavalleiros. 

‘ As soon as possible, cover should be made for the guns 
at Zibreira, and on the right and left of Patameira, masking 
this from the view of the enemy. ^

‘ The army bontinued its retfeat by the route^ of Alcobaqa, 
and of Rio Mayor ; and Lieut. General Hill’f cqrps by that 
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of Santarem, till it arrived with its right at Castanhcira and 
Villa Franca, its centre at Sobral, and its left at Torres Vedras, 
on the 7th and 8th instant, without being pressed or niolosted 
by the enemy. 

" The movement of that part of the army under my own imme- 
diate command was covered by the British cavalry under Sir 
Stapleton Cotton ; and that of the troops under Lieut. General 
Hill, by the 13th dragoons and Portuguese cavalry, under 
Major General Fane. 

‘ The British cavalry had seveial occasions of distinguishing 
themselves, upon which I enclose Sir Stapleton Cott(tf>\. 
reports, and I must add my sense of the obligations which I 
owe to this body. They were preceded on the march imme- 
diately by the advanced guard of infantry, under Brigadier 
General Craufurd. 

‘ On the Sth, the rain commenced, which usually falls at 
this season of the year in Portugal, and has continued with 
great violence ever since. This has probably increased the 
enemy’s difficulties, and delayed his progress* He has shown 
some troops in front of our right at Villa Franca, and a large 
division of cavalry, with some infantry, patrolled up to Sobral 
de Monte agrac^oon the 1 Ilh, having driven in our piquets of 
cavalr)^ and infantry. 

* A large division of infantry, which I understand to be the 
advanced guard of the 8th corp.s, moved upon Sobral yester- 
day, evening, from whence Lieut. General Sir Brent Spencer 
withdrew the advance of his division, and the enemy con- 
tinue in that town ; the division under the command of 
Lieut. General Sir Brent Spencer being closed on this 
side of it, and at no great distance from the great redoubt of 
Sobral. 

‘ They also this day attacked the piquets of general Cole’s 
division near Sobral, but without much effect. I have learnt 
with ’great satisfaction that the Portuguese troops (Colonel 
Hervey's brigade, the — - and 23rd regiments) again dis- 
tinguished themselves upon this occasion. Colonel Hervey 
unfortunately was wounded, but I hope wot seriously. 

^ As soon as I shall have ascertained the line of the enemy’s 
operatfons, I shall take mp the line of defence of the army ; 
and as I conceive th>U I ha^e reason to hope for success, I 
propose to brirg matters to extremities, and to contend for the 
• ' 2 1 2 
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possession and independence of Portugal in one of the strong 
positions in this part of the country. 

^ 3.^he Marquis de la Romana marched to Campo Mayor on 
the 8th instant, to join this a^my and share our fortune. 

^ All is quiet in the north of Portugal. I understand that 
one of General Bacellar’s detachments, under Colonel Wilson, 
was in. the position of Busaco on the 6th instant ; and it is 
reported tllat Colonel Trant has entered Coimbra. 

‘ As all the inhabkants, howeve|*, have quitted the country, 
and the weather has rcnder(?d the communication by sea im- 
y 7ssible, I cannot procure accurate intelligence from that part 
of the country. 

‘ My last accounts from Cadiz are of the 4th instant.

‘ The enemy have now got a good large body in front of 
General Spencer, at Sobral, and he withdraws this morning to 
Zibreira. A squadron of the 14th dragoons wall be sent to 
you, as likewise the axes. Fletchei*^ will give orders respecting 
the bridge which you mention to'Runa. 

‘ We shall want you upon our right, if the enemy collect 
their whole force in the centre, which, at present, appears 
probable, though not quite clear. Pray examine all the roads 
leading from your rear to the great redoubt of Sobral. 

‘ I move my head quarters this morning from hence to 
Enxara dos Cavalleiros, but I shall either be at the great 
redoubt all day, or they will know there where to find me.

‘ I do not think the enemy’s designs are yet quite clear, but 
they rather^point to our centre, where they have asseinbled a 
large corps, at«:l the prisoners *'say that the whqi’e are there- 
abouts. 
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‘ Sir Brent Spencer withdrew this morning from the front of 
Sobral, where he could not stay longer without engaging on 
terms of disadvantage. Pack is in the great redoubt, and 
this road is completely blocked. I move my head quarters, 
however, this day to Enxara dds Cavalleiros, in order to be 
nearer what appears at present to be the probabb scene of 
action. 

‘ I moved your troops to Bucellas the day before yesterday, 
partly in order tp be able to close them to the centre, if that 
should be the active scene; partly because that 1 think at 
Bucellas, and from thence in the villages, along the foot o^tJ'« 
Serra de Serves, as far as the Casa de Portclla, some of them 
would be better situated to give support to the troops in the 
redoubts at Trancoso, and to those which defend the left of 
the valley of Calhandriz, than they would be further to the 
right. I wish you would look over this ground, and the 
communications with its rear, and see how it could be* best 
supported. 

‘ These troops, how'ever, should still remaip at Bucellas, &c. 
for the present, and I beg chat the other British and Portu- 
guese brigade may be in readiness to march at a short notice to 
join the centre of the army. 

' Keep an officer at the .signal post, and I will send you the 
orders by signal, as well as by message. 

^ Le Cor shall occupy the lines of Alhandra, while you will 
be ^ away; and the 2nd battalion 88th shall be ordered up 
from Lisbon to support him.

tuguese. ^ I would recommend the former, as tlie French have 
with them Fc’ench pounders, which are heavier than the 
Portuguese brass 12 poundei«. 

^ *^iConsjde^ the loss of the boats at Santhrem to be the 
greatest misfortune that could happen to us, and iC may oblige 
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IIS to change our position, and take up our second line. The 
French will either arm these boats, and operate upon Hill’s 
righjt flank, in which case the strength of your flotilla, and the 
support to be given to it by larger vessels, will become an 
object for your consideration* or they will use them to forrn a 
bridge, and establish themselves upon the island in the Tagus, 
across Hdl’s right flank ; or they will use them for a bridge or 
olhef conull unication with Mortier, whom they will have it in 
their power to draw their support either oji this side or on 
the other side of the river. C <r 

^ 111 whichever way the boats may be used, tlieir loss is a 

serious misfortune, and at all events the whole of the Alentejo 
lies at the mercy of the enemy ! ! 

* The Government may congratulate themselves upon this 
notable arrangement. 'I'hey would not adopt in time any one 
measure to remove what might be useful or necessary to the 
encifjy ; they neglected their peculiar business to occupy them- 
selves with what did not concern them ; and there is not an 
arrangement of apy description which depended upon tliein, or 
their officers, which has not failed. 

‘ At this moment tlie enemy are living upon grain found 
close to the lines ; and they grind it into flour with the mills in 
our sight, which the government were repeatedly pressed to 
order the people to render useless, and wliich could have been 
rendered useless only by taking away the sails. 

‘Tlien the boats are left at Santarem in order to give tlie 
enemy an opportunity of acting upon our flank, and thus 
dislodging us ! 

‘ The first object to attend to is to prevent tlie enemy from 
establisliing himself on the island of Alhandra ; your gun boats, 
by occupying the river at the north east end of it, and on both 
sides, will probably prevent that, if supported by something 
stronger in the main channel. „ 

‘ Another object wefl deserving of attention is the 'great 
island Lyceria, which is, 1 understand, full of corn and cattle* 
If you could get a flotilla of gun boats up thy eastern channel 
of the river to tJiie poi,nt of separation, where the two channels 
form tliis island, this object might be effected ; otherwise, 1 fear 
it will not. , 

* I have not heard from GeneiMl Hill that he was in want of 
seamen to work'nis guns. He has a great number pf artillery- 
men, both British and Portuguese, as well as of thot ordfciY'.nzi\, 
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and I am convinced that the seamen would give us more 
efficient assistance in the gun boats on the river.

‘ If you cannot get gun boats to the north east end of 
Lyceria, by the eastern channel, it will be necessary to have 
some naval strength off the south west end of it, le?t the 
enemy should endeavor to pass a force down that way. 

* The enemy hai^e made no movement of importance yester- 
day or this day- They appear to be fortifying themselyos at 
Sobral ; but their delay is probably connected with the acqui- 
sition of the boats at Santarem. 

I have directed that a heavy battery may be constructed on 
the right flank of the lines at Alhandra, which will tend to 
support the gun boats there.'

‘ My dear Sir, * Hoad Quarters, IGih October, 1810 , 1 1 a.m. 

‘ The Admiral has just now appriseil me 6f the Joss of forty 
boats at Santarern, which is a serious misfortune, to be attri- 
buted solely to the Government. I have written to him upon 
the arrangements to be adopted in consequence of it, which go 
princi})ally to our own defence, but there are others which require 
the early attention of the Government. 

* First ; the island of Lyceria, w hich is at present at the 
enemy’s command, is full of corn and cattle. There is a 
safe communication now with the south end of it, and all 
the supplies should be drawn away immediately to Lisbon. 
Jf the Admiral can station a flotilla at the N.E. extremity 
of this island, so as to prevent the enemy from bringing 
their boats lower down the river, if not already brought 
down, this island may yet be safe. But, at* all events, the 
corn, cattle, straw, &c.. should be brought away from it. 

^ Secondly; the province of Alentcjo being now open to the 
enemy, the people should be directed to remove under the 
cover of Falmcla, and fort S, Felipe, at S^tuval, which are 
both •garrisoned ; and the ordenaif/a sRouUrbc collected there. 
It is probable, however, that fort S. Felipe and Palmcla arc 
not provisioned, as was the^ase with Obidos^ vvhich was there- 
fore abandoned, ana is the case with other (.Portuguese forts, 
notwithstanfling repeated applications and remon|itrances. 
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‘ Thirdly ; care should be taken of the other boats on the 
river, that they do not fall into the hands of the enemy. 
Positive orders ought to be given that all boats of every de- 
scription should anchor on this side, on every night, between 
Alliandra and Lisbon. As sbon as the Marquis de la Roma- 
na’s corps shall be across the Tagus, there will be no occasion 
for fleets of boats going over ; and when they do go, for pro- 
vision^? or other purposes, they should be under the charge of 
some officer of the ])olice, who should force them to return. 

‘ I have received your lettcy^ of fne 1 In my letter to 

Dom M. de Forjaz, which I signed this morning, I intended, and 
do*advert to the conduct of all the militia of Lisbon, as well as 
to that of Thoniar. llie conduct of the whole is infamous, and 
some measures must be adopted to force people who pretend to 
be soldiers, and receive pay and provisions as such, to do their 
duty. The Lisbon volunteer chasseurs are as bad as the rest ; 
I do not believe one third of the numbers are here. 

‘ The enemy have made no movement of importance this 
day. They have certainly one, probably two corps d’armee on 
this front near Sobral, but not a shot has been fired since the 
day before yesterday, excepting from the lines at Alhandra on 
a reconnoitring party yesterday.

‘ If there sliould be no provisions in fort S. Felipe or 
Palmela, some ought to be sent by sea.’

* I conclude that you will have heard that the people of 
Santarem allowed forty large boats to fall into the hands of the 
enemy ! ! ! ' 

‘ I have written to the Admiral upon the measures tc he 
adopted for the security 'of your right flank ; and Colonel 
Fletcher writes to Captain Squire to desire him to construct'a 
work in the rear of the right of your Jine for four heavy guns, 
to coipmand the navigation 'of the river, and give prot.3Cb:ion to 
the gun boats. In the mean time, the officer coinmanding the' 
gun boats should he informed qf these circumstir nccs,' and 
should he desirei) to watch the river above Alhaiidra closely 
at night, so that nothing may pass down. * ^ 
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‘ I hope that you received my letter of yesterday morning. 

‘ Take care that, if the enemy should make a serious attack 
upon your post at the church of Alhandra, you shall have it in 
your power to draw away your guns in time. If you slioiild 
find that they arc advancing upt n you seriously to attack you 
in the lines at Alhandra, which I can hardly believe, you had 
better bring one of your British brigades from Biicellas to 
Alverca to give support to the other. It appears to me how- 
ever, most likely that, if they wish to carry the lines of Alhan- 
dra, they will try your lefc flank, rather than your right, and if 
so, your troops are better stationed at Biicellas and Villa dc 
Iley than at Alverca. Probably one brigade might occupy an 
intermediate position at the Casa do Portella with advantage. 
If you should think so, move them. 

‘ The 8th corps, and I believe the 6th, are near^Sobral. 
They have made no movement, and not a shot has been fired 
for these two days, excepting one this morning from one#of the 
redoubts between this and Aruda.

‘ At the p^reat redoubt of Sobral, 

* My dear General, ‘ I7th October, 1810. 

‘ I received last night your letter of the 16th. I could see 
the reconnaissance of yesterday o;i our right from hence ; buU, 
I am much obliged to you for the information which your 
letter contains. 

‘ The roads are not yet fit for the march of your guns, and 
1 therefore still keep them here ; but I have ordered six Portu- 
guese three pounders to S. Ajuda this day, and I beg you tc 
send a person to that place to bring them to you. They arc 
narrower in the axle tree, and lighter than our carriages, and 
will probably answer yout purpose equally well with the six 
jpounders, but you shall have the latter as soon as the roads 
will bear them. 

'' Th^ positions which the enemy have talcen up in our front, 
and the measures which they arc adopting to fortify them- 
selves on their right, inducg me to believe' that* their attack will 
be principally directed upon ou*’ right. 
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* I see that they have troops encamped on the heights above 
Villa Franca; and Hill tells me, in a letter of last night, that 
there were large fires on the heights near Alhandra, from which 
his piquets were obliged to withdraw in the evening. 

* I have brought General Deith’s division to the rear of this 

fort, where part of it is encamped. General Spry’s Portu- 
guese brigade will be cantoned this night in a village in the 
rear of the iiedoubts Nos. 12 and 13. The Hanoverian legion 
are in the villages behind No. 11 ; to all of which the British 
brigades in General division Svill be 9 reserve. 

^ If the enemy should make his attack between this and 
Amffla, I think these arrangements will make us tolerably 
secure, and will give time to make a further movement of troops 
to the right. On the other hand, if he should make his attack 
upon the centre or left wing of the army, with all the troops 
in front of this place, I shall be able to transfer General Leith’s 
division to be the reserve of the right of the centre, for which 
1 originally intended him. 

‘ The disposition which I have above described will show 
you what line I wish you to take. If the enemy attack Hill’s 
right, and our line to the left of this redoubt, my wish and in- 
tention is to employ you in an offensive movement. If they 
attack Hill’s left, by Trancoso or the valley of Calhandriz, 
and at the same time the ground on the right of this 
redoubt, I should prefer that you should look to Hill, rather 
than to the redoubts Nos. 11, 12, and 13. It would be 
necessary, however, for you to observe the ground between 
Nos. 10 and 11. All is quiet this morning in the front.

‘ My dear Sir, *•* Pero Negro, 17th October, 1810, 8 a.m. 

‘ I have just received your letter of the 14th, and two of the 
16th. 

‘ As for the prlsoneis taken from the enemy, whothor by 
Portuguese or English troops, .J have hitherto always con- 
sidered them afe Eiiglish. The Portuguese have $)o means 
either of feeding/ or taking care of them. Indeed, I was 
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obliged lately to take off their hands and send to England the 
prisoners which they had made at Chaves, before we had any 
English army in the field in Portugal : 1 do not know, there- 
fore, what prisoners Major Pernet has charge of on board the 
Princessa da Beira. 

‘ The way in which the matter is managed here is, that all 
prisoners taken Jire sent to the Provost Marshal at head 
quarters, and are forwarded by him to his assistant at Lisbon. 
He draws their provisions from the Commissary for .them from 
limi* to time, and application is *hen made to you for a passage 
for them to England, when they are in sufficient numbers to 
render it worth while to send a ship home with them. 

‘ This arrangement answers very well for the present ; but 
if their numbers should increase much, we must appoint an 
officer or officers to take charge of them, who will perform that 
duty which is now performed by the Provost Marslial. 

‘ I hope that the accounts which you have received of the 
enemy’s having found forty boats at Santarem are not well 
founded^, as Hill tells me that when he wanted boats there on 
the 7th he could find only five ; and Beresford had armed par- 
ties in all the upper parts of the river, burning all the boats 
they could find. They went so far as to burn the spare boats 
belonging to the bridge of Abrantes. 

‘From what 1 see of the Tagus from hence, I should 
imagine that no part of it can now be fonlable; and, at all 
events, if the river was fordable, I Iiave no apprehension what- 
ever that any part of the army i:ow in Portugal (exce pting 
parties to get provisions or plunder) will cro.ss tlie Tagus to 
carry on an operation on that side. And there is notiiing to 
be apprehended from Mortier’s corps, which by letters from 
Estremadura of the 11th, received last night, I find had with- 
drawn towards Seville. * 

‘ 1 am concerned to find, however, from your letter of the 
16th, that if the enemy should take possession of the ground 
on tile left of the Tagus, extending from Almada to Traffaria, 
our fleet has i»^creased in size to such a degree, that a great 
number of the transports would be (jomp^lled to put to sea. 
As I*dd not think it probable that the enemy lias it at all in 
his power lo underiakf; such an operation at present, this cir- 
cunistanct uoes not now invjch signify, but it is one of serious

consideration for the British Government, in case of any other 
invasion of Portugal by a larger force, which should be capable 
of making an attack upon both sides of the Tagus. 

‘ ft is quite clear to me that Portugal and England cannot 
afford a force to do more than iJefend one side of the river ; and 
if the transports cannot remain in safety, the enemy being in 
possession of the left bank, the defence of the country ought 
not tOfbc attempted. 

^ All my measures and arrangements upon this subject have 
been founded upon your opinions *bonveyQd in your official 
letter of the 26th of October, in answer to certain queries from 
me dVrected to this point ; and if you have seen any reason to 
alter your opinion, I recommend that you should revise it, and 
state it again in the same form. 

^ I am perfectly aware of the strength of the ground on the 
left of the Tagus, but unfortunately it would not answer our 
purpose of saving Lisbon and the Tagus from the enemy. I 
have reports and plans for fortifying and occupying it, but I 
have never thought of carrying the plans into execution for 
the reasons 1 have above stated, and it is now too late to 
think of them. 

" If the enemy, now in our front, should cross the Tagus 
with his whole army, which is hardly, practicable, I must only 
do the same with mine ; and I agrqe with you in thinking, not 
only that I shall be before them, but shall have the best posi- 
tion in the country, although not fortified. 

‘ I do not wish the sick men (now ordered to be embarked) 
to be sent to England. 1 am firmly of opinion that the enemy 
cannot succeed ; but as I know that their situation is' desperate, 
we must expect that there is no risk they will not incur to 
attain their object, and I know enough of operations of this 
kind to be aware that hobodyxan be certain of their result. 
My wish therefore is to have embarked in the ships every body 
who cannot walk down tc/ the beach, because, in case any acci- 
dent should happen, I know well that, even ' under the bes 
arrangements, those who must be carried will have but a bac 
chance of being removed.

‘ The name of* the French General killed by the gun boah 
was St.Croixf He was an excellent officer, and much fespeetpd. 
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Lieut General Viscount Wellington, K.B., to C, Stuart, Esq, 

‘ My dear Sir, ‘ Head Qua;*ters, 1 7th October, 1810. 

‘ I have received your letter without date, forwarded by 
the messenger who brought the mail. I enclose the letter 
from the Prince Regent, which I beg you to return. ‘ I have 
likewise one from Linhares which I have not yet read. 

‘ The Goveriiment proceed in their seizures of carriages and 
mules in so injudicious a manner, that they do us more barm 
than good. They seized some of the mules and carriages 
employed by the Commissariat on monthly hire, some of them, 
I believe, Spaniards. In the same manner the Admiral seized 
the boats employed by the Commissariat, in order to transport 
Romana'^s army from Aldca Galcga. 

‘ Then when they have got these mules and carriages they 
do not employ them, but the animals and jieople are kept 
starving and shivering under a guard, while we are wanting 
provisions, &c., here. • 

^ I conclude that they have (as they ought to have) a re- 
gister of every mule and carriage in and about Lisbon. They 
should make requisitions for the carriages, and mules, and 
boats, according to their register, that is to say, the police 
should send orders to sucti and such individuals, owners of 
carriages or mules, to produce them at a named place, where 
the person requiring them should be ready to receive them, 
and put them in use. According to this mode every animal 
produced would be used ; and none would be seized of those 
already in use, because they are not upon the register.

^must observe upon the latter, that months have elapsed 
since I pointed out to the Government the situation in which 
the country would, sooner or later, be placed by the enemy’s 
invasion, and recommended the measures to be adopted with 
a viev^ to alleviate the evil to the inhabitants of the country, 
and ta render difficult and impede the enemy’s progress. 

• I repeated these warnings and recommendations at differ- 
ent periods, while the enemy was upon the frontier during the 
summer. Instead' of attending to what 1 recommended, the 
Government was employed in debating upon the expediency 
of maintaining the war upon the frontier, upon which, as an 
abstract proposition, there could be no doubt, but unfortu- 
nately we were deficient in means to eff*ect the object. 

‘ By a fortunate concurrence of circumstances I was enabled 
to delay the enemy’s progress very considerably, and nearly 
.^hrec weeks had elapsed fipm the time he passed the Cda, 
before he passed the Mondego at Coimbra; and still nothing 
was done by the Government, of all that was recommended to 
them ; and the Secretary of State now says, tViat the first the 
Government heard of the retreat of the army from Coimbra 
was on the 3rd instant. <.He has not adverted, however, to the 
fact, that in February last the Government were informed of 
the line of operations to .be carried on, and that since April 
last, it was obvious that Poi tugal was to be attacked by a force 
so large, as to render those operations a measure of necessity ; 
and therefore, tl^t the precautions for the good of the people, 
and for the annoyance* of the enemy, which before April and 
in the intermediate period wfere repeatedly r^ecommended, 
ought to have been adopted befiire the arrhy e^eu reached 
Coimbra on its retreat. 
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‘ There is no doubt of the evacuation of Obidos, or of the 
cause of that misfortune, as stated by me, viz., the want of 
provisions which had been ordered for that place weeks before.

‘ I received your letters of the 17th in the night. Wjth 
respect to the prisoners of war, I do not conceive that there 
will be any inconvenience in taking care of them, as we have 
hitherto, as long as iliey remain in our hands. When they 
arc handed over to the navy in order to be kept in a prison 
ship, or to be sent to England, the officers wliom you propose 
to appoint to act for the Transport Board might take c?harge 
of tiicm, and make such arrangement as you might think pro- 
per with Major l^ornet, with the consent of the Portuguese 
Government for their subsistence. 

* I confess, however, that as the French treat well the pri- 
soners whom they take from us, and the Portuguese treat their 
prisoners exceedingly ill, particularly in point of food, I should 
preft?r any arrangement by which prisoners who have once 
come int<) the hands of the Provost Marshal of the British 
army, should avoid falling under the care of any officer of the 
Portuguese Government. This, however, is entirely a mattef 
for your consideration, with which I have nothing to do. 

* I am glad to find your opinion continues the same respect- 
ing the anchorage in the Tagus, If it should be necessary to 
occupy that anchorage, which does not appear very probable, 
1 should think that many vessels mighlbe sent out of the river, 
such as victuallers, store ships. See., retaining none excepting 
those necessary to receive the troops, &c. 

‘ Brigadier Rosa’s conduct certainly appears extraordinary. 

' ‘ The positiqp of the gun boats is very satisfactory. I learn 
that the marine battalion attached to thj Frep^h* army has been 
ordered Co the Tagus, it is supposed to construct a bridge. It 
is possible, however, th^t it may be to man gun boats. The only 
improvement which I could suggest in yov^r distribution is, 
that the advanced flotilla, near Salvaterra, sltbuld be strength- 
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tried. Tliere would be no risk in this arrangement if the 
.southern channel should be navigable, and it would effectually 
protect the island of Lyceria.

August, directing that I should have , enquiries made respect- , 
ing certain complaints forwarded by Lieut. ^ — of the — — 
battalion i\3gimei;*t ; and as I conceive that the Com- 

mander in Chief* was not aware that the subject of thes^ com- 
plaints had already been under my ronsidera.Mon, and had 
been enquired into by me, and decided upon, I wish to bring 
what passed unddr the view of the Commander in^Chief, before 
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I direct any further inquiry, which, if it must take place^ must 
be one into my own conduct. 

‘ Lieut. is an officer of whom I do not entertain a 

very good opinion. When the army was marching into Spain 
in June, 1809, he endeavored to remain behind his regiment 
in Portugal upon false and frivolous pretences, and he was 
afterwards accused and tried by a General Court Martial for 
striking Lieut. , and for absenting himself from his re- 

giment during the battle,of Talaver.*, ^f which crimes he w'as 
acquitted as appeJrs by the enclosed extract from the General 
Orders (A). The principal witnesses against him o*\;*this 

trial were Capt. and Lieut. — : — ; and but a few days 

had elapsed after he was released from his arrest, when he 
wrote the enclosed letters. No. 1 and No. 2, complaining of 
the conduct of those officers. 

^ No. 3 and No. 4 are the copies of Capt. ’s and 

Lieut. ’s replies to the charges against them, and*No. 5 

the copy of the draft of a letter written by my directions to 

the commanding officer of the battaliinn regiment, 

on Lieut. ’s complaints. Nos. 6, 7, and 8, are the answers 

received to No. 5, which, in my opinion, completely acquitted 
Capt. of any corrupt or improper motive in the transac- 
tion of which Lieut. accused him ; and I therefore wrote 

the Commanding Officer of the battalion, regiment, 

a letter on the 13th of December, of which the enclosed No. 9 
is. a copy. 

^ The Commander in Chief will be best able to judge from 
a perusal of these papers, whether there is any ground for 
further inquiry. If there is, I would submit that the inquiry 
ought to begin with myself, as my conduct and former decision 
upon the same point must be the basis of any inquiry into the 

complaint by Lieut. . If, however, the Commander iif* 

Chief should be of opinion that there ought to be no further 

inquiry into these complaints by Lieut. , I would submit 

that that officer ought to be tried by a General Court Martial, 
on a charge for forwarding direct to the Secretary at War a 
complaint of his superior officer, not transmittijng it through the 
conunanding oflScer of his regijnent, according to his Majesty’s

" Since I addressed you on the 13th instant, the enemy have 
been employed principally in reconnaitring the positions occu- 
pied by our troops, and in strengthening their own. In effect- 
ing the former object they have skirmished with the troops on 
our outposts, who have always conducted themselves weTl. 

‘ On the 14th they attacked with isifantry, supported by 
artillery, a small •detachment cf the 7lst regiment, which 
formed the advanced guard of Lieut. General Sir efirent 
Spencer’s division, near Sobral de Monte agraqo, in order to 
cover one of these reconnaitring parties. This detachment, 
having the Lieut. Colonel Hon. 11. Cadogan and Ueut. 
Colonel Reynell at their head, charged the enemy in the most 
gallant style, and drove them into the town. The whole of 
the 8th corps d’a^rrn^je, however, and part of the 6th, arrived 
on the ground near Sobral, on that evening, and I therefore 
thouglit it proper to withdraw Lieut. General Sir Brent Spen- 
cer’s division from the advanced situation which it had occu- 
pied, and these troops marched to Zibreira, about one mile in 
the rear, on the 15tli, in tlic morning. 

‘ The gun boats on the Tagus, under Lieut. Berkeley, with 
which Admiral Berkeley has supported the right of the army 
near Alhandra, have likewise been engaged with the enemy’s 
reconnaitring parties, and have been of great service to us. 

‘ 1 have the jdeasure to inform your liordship that the re- 
port which I communicated to you in my last dispatch of the 
Lltli, regarding the march of the detachments of troops under 
the command of General Bacellar has been confirmed Colo- 
nel Trant arrived near Coimbra on the 7th, and immediately 
attacked the enemy’s outposts, which he cut off from the towiiyi- 
and he then pushed into it, and took possession of it. The 
resistance made by the enemy did not last long, and he took 
80 officers and 5000 men (principally sick and wounded) 
prisoners. 

I have the honor to enclose the •copy# of his report to 
Marshal Beresford and of a letter from Marshal Beresford, 
upon this success. On the following day Brigadier General 
Millar and Lieut. Coloner Wilson^rrived at Coimbra with 
their detneh nents, and they have since taken about 350 pri-

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soners^ being soldiers who had straggled from their regiments 
on the enemy’s march^ as they say, in search of food. Colonel 
Wilson has since advanced to Condeixa with an advanced 
guard of infantry and cavalry, and Brigadier General Millar 
is at Coimbra. I enclose a letter from Marshal Beresford on 
these transactions. 

‘ A detachment from the garrison of Peniche, sent out by 

Lieut. Colonel Blunt, under Lieut. , has been successful 

in a similUr manner, afEid has brought 28 prisoners, made in 
the rear of the enemy’s arnffy, having killed 9 ; and Lieut. 
Colot; j1 Waters, who has been employed by me with small de- 
tachments of cavalry and infantry, also in the enemy’s rear, 
has taken many prisoners. 

* The difficulties which the enemy experience in procuring 
subsistence, owing to their having invaded this country without 
magazines, and having adopted no measures for the security of 
their rear, or of their communication with Spain, has rendered 
it necessary for the soldiers to straggle in search of food, and 
not a day passes tkat prisoners and deserters arc not sent in. 

" All remained quiet in the north of Portugal according to 
the last accounts. Marshal Mortier retired from Zafra and 
Los Santos on the — th, and according to the last accounts he 
had arrived at Seville with the troops under his command. 

‘ General Ballesteros had followed him to the neighbour- 
hood of Castillo de las Guardias, and the Portuguese and 
Spanish cavalry had moved on from the Guadiana towards the 
Sierra M6rena. In the mean time the infantry of the Mar- 
quis de la Romana’s corps was put in motion for this quarter 
on the 8th instant, and the head of it, the division under the 
command of General O’Donnell, arrived at Cabec;a de Mon- 
tachique yesterday, having crossed the Tagus in the morning.

‘ All the accounts which I have received of the proceedings 
of the enemy lead to a belief that they are ctdlecting and 
making materials to construct a bridge to cross the Tagus. 

' It is impossible for me to say positively whether they will 
perform this operation, having first endeavored to ca'try the 
positions occupied by the army, or without making such an 
attempt ; but, adverting to the numbers with which they en- 
tered this country, and to their probable existing force, and' to 
the character and reputation of the General commanding the 
army, and to the importance of the object to be gained by their 
forcing our position; and the certain loss of character, of 
time, and of all the objects of the campaign, by their retreat 
without attempting to carry it, — I cannot believe that the 
attempt will not be made, as soon as the means of passing the 
1 agus, in a retreat in case of failure, shall have been prepari/ti; 

‘ Whether the attempt to carry our positions will be made 
or not, it is obvious that the enemy is constructing this bridge 
solely with a view to pass into the Alentejo, to which point I 
beg you to call the serious attention of the Portuguese 
Government. * 

‘ First ; I recommend to them, without loss of time, to 
adopt the measures for the removal of persons, valuable pro- 
perty, cattle and gra!nj| which they^ ought to have adopted at 
an earlier period, in the provinces of Beira apd Fstramadura. 

‘ Tjiey might move' cither tc^wards Ely^s, towards Lisbon, 
or towards Setuval, in all of^ which places tliey will be secure ; 
or behind tiie j*iver Alcacer do Sal, or towards tlje province of 
Algarve 
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* Secondly ; I recommend that the mills should be rendered 
useless for the moment, by carrying off the sails and some of 
the iron pins of the wheels. 

‘ Thirdly ; it is necessary that the Government should adopt 
early measuscs to enable the arfny to follow the enemy into the 
province of Alentcjo. 

^ The orders should be prepared^ directed to the owners of 
large boats, «to attend where they might be required, with 
boatmen, &c., and measures adopted to ensure obedience to 
these orders. We shall want^to re-establish/- immediately, the 
three bridges, at Punhete over the Zezere, at Abrantes, and 
at Vifja Vella over the Tagus, (for I believe the bridge at 
Abrantes has been taken up). The Government should there- 
fore immediately prepare the boats and the means of laying 
three bridges ; which might be laid down and used on the 
lower part of the Tagus, for the passage of the army, if that 
mode of passage should be found preferable to that by boats. 
It is useless for the Government to point out to me, that it 
would be desirable to endeavor to prevent the enemy from 
passing into Alentejo. I am aware of that ; but unless I 
weaken the position on this side of the Tagus, upon which 
every thing depends, I cannot effect that object. Indeed I 
doubt whether I should be able to efff'ct it at all under any 
circumstances. 

^ I cannot conclude this letter without requesting you to 
point out to the Government, the inexpediency of giving to 
-ti* j ordenanza of Alentejo the .arms which were sent by the 
liritish Government, to arm the organized corps of militia ; 
and the folly of sending into the Alentejo two pieces of cannon. 

^ The ordenanza are very capable, if they choose it, of pre- 
venting plunderers and marauders from crossing tlie river, or 
from plundering, if they should get across ; but it must not be 
expected that they will make any resistance of the^ description 
which ought to be made by troops to whom 500 stands of new 
arms are delivered, or to whom two pieces ctf artillery are 
attached ; and these arms will be thrown away qnd be lost to 
the service, and the cannon will fall into the hands of the 
enemy, to the disgrace of the Portuguese army. I wohlcfob- 
sei ve also, that if it were right to give these arms and cannon 
to the ordenanza, ^ the miKtary officers of the Government 
ought to have been* consul t[*d upon the subject; but unfortu- 
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nalely the existing Regency cannot avoid interfering with 
military affairs, with which they have no concern.

‘ I have had the honor of receiving your letter ^of the 21st 
instant. When the Quarter Master General requires boats, or 
any other means of facilitating the operations of the troops, 
which would occasion expense, he is obliged, under the^regula- 
tions of the service, to apply to the Commissary General to 
hire or purchase them for him. This is the common practice, 
and there was nothing irregular in Colonel Murray's appli- 
cation to Mr, Kennedy, or Mr. Dunmore, to procure boats for 
the transport of the Marquis de la Romana's corps, from the 
left to the riglit bank of the Tagus. 

^ I know nothing of Mr. Rawlings’ arrangements ; but I am 
convinced that the Commissary General could not procure a 
sufficient number of boats for this purpose, in time, without 
application to the officer at Lisbon, in charge of the boats in 
the lower part of the Tagus. 

‘ I have not the papers by me at present to enable me to 
state who this officer is. But about a year has elapsed since, 
at my recommendation, an arrangement was made for number- 
ing and registering all the boats on the Tagus, and for pJacfS g , 
those in each part of the river under the special direction of a 
particular officer ; I believe the commanding officer at Lisbon 
was the person who had the direction of the boats below San- 
tarem. Some short time ago, however, an alteration was made 
in this arrangement ; and a person'^was specially appointecyio 
perform this duty, to whom the application ought to have been 
made for the boats required upon :his occasion, and by whom 
they would in course have been supplied. 

‘ I have nq doubt that you will be able to procure copies of 
both these regulations at Lisbon. Qne of •the objects of that- 
whieh 'I recommended was to be able at times to command 
tlie boats to leave^ those parts of the riv^r likely^ to be in 
the possjs.sion of the eneny ; anJJ^ier wfts , to avoid the system 
of embargos, than which nothing clin be n*oic inconvenient to 
pubjie service. 
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< The first object has been tolerably well accomplished ; and 
till lately, the register has answered the purpose of avoiding the 
necessity of laying general embargos on the boats in any of 
the risers.

' I have had the honor of receiving your letter of the 24th 
with its enclosures, and I am much concerned that the Portu- 
guese Government, instead of giving their own orders imme- 
diately for carrying into execution the arrangement recom- 
mended to them, should have sent the civil magistrate em- 
ployed ;by them to me, to know in what manner he was to 
perforiiD a duty purely of a civil nature. 

‘ I have sent him back to receive the instructions of the 
Government ; I have none to give excepting what arc contained 
in my letter of the 23rd instant. 

‘ In respect to the difficulties attending the measure of 
evacuating the Alentcjo by the inhabitants, stated by Prin- 
cipal Souza, I shall first observe that, since that person has 
been in the Government, I have not. made one proposition of 
any description in the execution of which he has not thrown 
difficultie.s, and has not opposed ; but I hope that the time 
is^fast approaching when I shall be relieved from the task of 
having any business to transact with this gentleman. 

^ In respect to the difficulties and inconveniences Stated, if 
they were greater, I could not prevent the French from crossing 
the Tagus, without incurring the risk of the defeat of the army 
and the loss of Lisbon. ^ 

‘ Even Principal Souza would probably rather prefer these 
misfortunes, than suffer the inconveniences of which he hvis 
transmitted the exaggerated statement; but these inconve- 
niences and losses will be found either not to exiijt at all, or to 
be trifling in degree, if ^ the Government, instead of sending 
the civil magistrate to me for instructions, will perforiA tVieir 
duty and instruct him themselves, or giv^ him a copy of my 
letter to you of th^ 28rd ii)i3iant, and send hini at ojce into 
the province. 
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* If the instructions contained in my letter of the 23rd are 
not sufficient, or not suitable to the circumstances, the Govern- 
ment should give others without loss of time, and not rgfer to 
me again matters in which I can have no concern whatever. 
The loss and inconvenience reslilting from the measure recom- 
mended will result from delaying it ; there will be none if it 
is adopted in time. • 

^ In respect to the occupation of Almada by*the edemy, I 
think it very unlikely, ynless he sliovld receive » very large 
reinforcement, of Vhich there is tao probability. Such a move- 
ment would expose the enemy, particularly if my recQfnmen- 
dation is followed, to the loss of his whole army. 

^ But I am supposed to know best where to send officers 
and detachments, and what points to guard, and I am re- 
sponsible for all my actions. I do not think it necessary to 
send an officer or troops to Almada^ but I beg that the people, 
and their riches^ and the boats, may be moved from the left 
bank of the river. 

‘ I must observe that it is not becoming«in a member of the 
Portuguese Government to urge me to weaken the army by 
detachments, when they know that, owing to the weakness and 
pusillanimity of their system of government, nearly two-thirds 
of the militia are absent without leave, and the military laws 
have not the power of punishing them ; when they know also 
that throughout the last year in which the works have been 
aonstructed, which have saved the country, I was never able 
to procure a tenth part of the nbmbcr of workmen required, 
notwithstanding repeated and earnest representations and re- 
monstrances to the Government ; and that the works are con- 
sequently not so complete as they ought to have been, and 
that more men are required for the defence on this side the 
river, and fewer can be spared for any operation on the kft 
bank.

‘ In the "exjisting* situation cj£ affairs it desiislde that 
Colonel \Vilson’s detachmAit should be brought down towards 
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Thoiiiar and Torres Novas, so as to confine the enemy’s de- 
tachments on that side. It will still be necessary, however, 
that (Colonel Wilson, Brigadier General Millar, and Colonel 
Trant should advert to the necessity of their keeping up their 
communication with, and their *rear open to, the lower Douro. 
Accordingly, when Colonel Wilson shall establish himself at 
Thomar, if he should find that the enemy move upon him in 
force there, dr endeavor to retire by that road, he will send off* 
his infantry by Espinhrl 'and Foz (J’Arouce, and across the 
Mondego, at the Barca de Penr- Cova, to the convent of Busaco, 
and thpnce by any road he pleases towards the north. If the 
enemy should not press him at Thomar by the road of Torres 
Novas, the infantry might retire from Thomar by the road of 
Ourem and Leyria, or, if the season should be favorable, 
direct from Tbomar upon Coimbra. Ills cavalry and any 
light detachment of infantry might move from Foz d’Arouce 
upon Ponte da Murcella upon the Alva, and parry into execu- 
tion the objects of your former instructions. A sketch of the 
country from 'Hionjar towards the Mondego and Alva will be 
sent to you for Colonel Wilson’s use.

‘ My dear Sir, ‘ Fero Negro, 26 th October, 1810 . 

^ I have received your private letters of the 21st, one with- 
out date, and one of the 2&th, this morning. In answer to 
Lord Wellesley’s queries respecting the Portuguese llegency, 
my opinion is that the llegeney ought to be appointed by the 
Prince Regent, to act during his pleasure. They ought to 
have full powers to act in every possible case, to make appoint- 
re.''nts to offices, to dismiss fropj office, to make and alter 
laws ; in short, every power which the Prince himself would 
possess, if he were on the sfipt. They ought to report in derail 
their proceedings on every subject, and. their reasons for tb? 
adoption of every measure. The Prince ought «to decline re- 
ceiving any applicht,ion from any of hiS officers or subjects in 
Portugal, not transmitted through the regular channels of the 
GovernK:?nt here, and ought to refer aH such application^ to 
the consideration 6f*the Regency** He ought to adopt no 
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measure respecting Portugal, not recommended by the Re- 
gency. 

‘ The smaller the number of persons composing the Regency 
the better; but my opinion is that it is not advistible to remove 
any of the persons now com]losing it, excepting Principal 
Souza, with whom I neither can, nor will have any official 
intercourse. The Patriarch is, in my opinion, a necessary evil. 
He has acquired a kind of popularity and confiddhee tifrough- 
out the country, which , would increase if he weie removed 
from office, and Ife is the kind of man to do much mischief if 
he were not employed. If we should succeed in removing the 
Principal (whicli must be done), 1 think the Patriarch will 
take warring, and will behave better in future. 

" In respect to military operations, there can be no inter- 
ference on the part of the Regency, or any body else. If there 
is, I can be no hnjger responsible. If our own Government 
choose to interfere themselves, or that the Portuguese liegency 
should interfere, they have only to give me their orders in 
detail, and I shall carry them strictly iny) execution to the 
best of my ability, and I shall be responsible for nothing but 
the execution. But if I am to be responsible, I must have full 
discretion, and no interference on the part of the Regency, or 
any body else. • 

‘ I should like to see Principal Souza's detailed instructions 
for his ombuscadas on the left of the Tagus. 

. ‘ If Principal Souza does not go to England, or somewhere 
out of Portugal, the country will^ be lost. The time we lose 
in discussing matters which ought to be executed immedi- 
ately, and the, wrong direction given to the deliberations of 
the Government, is inconceivable. 

‘ The gentlemen destined for Alentejo ought to have been 
in the province on the evening of tlie 24th. But, insteadwf 
that, three valuable days of fine weather will have been lost, 
because the Government do not^ choose to take part in an 
arrangement, which,.*however undeniably beneficial, will not 
be much likpd by those whom it will affect ;• although it is 
certain^ that sooner or later thei^e person^ liiust and will fly/ 
leaving behind them all theii; valuable property, and, as in tlie 
caiip of this>part of the country ,^very thing-which erjn enable 
the enemy to remain in thi country. * « 

‘^•In anmev to Dorn M. de For^az's no*te of the 22nd, en- 
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closed in yours (without date), I have to say that I know of 
no carriages employed by the British army, excepting by the 
Comujissary General ; and none are detained that I know of. 
I wish that the Portuguese Government, or its officers, would 
state the names of those who hhve detained carriages, contrary 
to my repeated orders ; or their regiments, or where they are 
stationed* But this they will never do. All that we do with 
the carliages*is to send back sick in them when there are any. 

^ It willinot answer to make an engagement* that the wheel 
carriages from Lisbon shall i>3t come further than Biicellas, 
Montarhique, &c. Many articles required by the army can- 
not be carried upon mules, and the carriages must come on 
with these. In many cases the Portuguese troops, in par- 
ticular, are ill provided with mules; therefore this must be 
left to the Commissaries General of the armies, under a re- 
commendation to them, if possible, not to send the Lisbon 
wheel carriages beyond the places above mcntjioned. 

‘ I wish in every case that a regulation made should be 
observed; and thf makers of regulations should take care 
always so to frame them as that they can be observed, which 
is the reason of my entering so particularly into this point. 

‘ In answer to your letter of the S5th, I enclose you the 
copy of an answer which I gave Mr/ Cochrane Johnstone to 
a similar proposal made to me. I cannot enter into a contract 
to receive a certain sum of money, at a certain advanced rate of 
exchange, at a future period. The offer should be conveyed 
to* Government, who alone cun decide upon it. 

^ I have now, I believe, answered all your letters excepting 
one (without date), conveying the paragraph proposed to be 
published by the Government, respecting the paragraph in the 
Sun. I think they ought to say, not only that we had no 
share in that proceeding, but no knowledge of it till it was 
carried into execution. However, I see the subject has got 
into discussion in England*, and I therefore write to the Secre- 
tary of State upon it, and send him a copy of my letter to tke 
Portuguese Government. n 

‘ I have no objfccjtion to th,e publication of Beresford's letter 
about Madden, and 1 shall settlf? with him about the trans- 
missal «^.these reports in future. <

I men- 
tioned to Mr. Stuart that in case the enemy should retire, ^wc 
shall want immediately to re-establish the bridges at Punhete 
and Villa Velha,\and ab Abrantes, if that should be destroyed, 
in order that the Government might not cavil at the expense of 
prepai»«g threp bridges, which we shall want, at all events, if 
we stay in the cor.niry. 
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^ If the three bridges should be prepared, I should begin by 
laying them down in some convenient situation above Salva- 
terra, and pass the army over in three columns. 

‘ I am afraid that we should find it inconvenient to cnl^is to 
the island of Lyceria, as I believe there is no road across the 
island which an army could use. There is certainly none 
across the low island opposite Alhandra, which, if the bridge 
is placed at Aihandra, must be crossed as well as Lyceria, 

‘ I cannot find out where the enemy are making their bridge, 
or where they projjpse to place it. 

‘ From Loison’s movement towards Santarcm, and, I believe, 
even towards Thomar, I should think that they have given up 
the }dan of crossing the Tagus. 

‘ Nothing can be worse than Principal Souza. I have 
written to Fngland about him, and have sent to the Secretary 
of State my letter to the Portuguese Government disapproving 
of the arrests.

‘ When the Marquis de la Romana came to my head quarters 
at Alverca in the month of July last, I airanged with him, 
among other points, that, in case the enemy should move into 
Portugal to attack this arniy, he should march to our assist- 
ance ; and that if he was pressed by the enemy on the side of 
Estremadura, he was to fall back upon Portugal. 

‘ The Marquis de la Romana, however, informed me some 
time ago, that in case of his entry into Portugal to assist the 
British army, or for his own safety, it was impossible for him 
to provide for the subsistence of his trrnjps while in this country, 
and he urged me to request the Portuguese Government to 
supply him. 

‘ I forwarded this request, but the Regency stated that they 
were unable to comply with it, and I am aware that they are 
not able to supply with regularity their own troops. 

‘ In a subsequent correspondence the Marquis de la Romana 
Complained to me that his trooj)s were destitute of pay, clothing, 
shoes, and every necessary, and that he had no nioney, and he 
earnestly entreated me to"* supply him in case he should march 
into Portugal. * t.. ^ 

‘ Under these circumstances, I thought it ^proper, when I 
called upon the'' Marquis de la Romana to march into Por- 
tugal, and when I was certain of the enemy’s advance after the . 
battle^rf Busaco, to give him £20,00C sterling on account of 
the Spanish gov6rhment, and 8000 pairs of shoes; and to 
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engage to feed his troops while they should remain in Por- 
tugal^ also on the account of the Spanish Government, on the 
same terms as under the arrangement of June, 1809, the ^Por- 
tuguese Government pay for rations received from the British 
Commissariat for the Portuguer^ troops. I enclose an extract 
of a letter written to the Marquis de la Komana upon this 
subject. 

‘ I hope that his Majesty’s Government will appiove of these 
arrangements. J did not think myself justified in n^t: bringing 
into our positions itW the force which was at my disposal ; and 
it would have been vain to expect any service from the Soanish 
troop'S if they had not been paid, fed, and provided like the 
other troops with which they were to act ; and their march 
through tlic country, and their stay in it, would have been 
worse than the invasion of the enemy. 

‘ The Marquis de la Roniana, even if provided with money, 
would have experienced difficulty in procuring provisions on 
his march through Alentcjo ; and here, unassisted by the 
English or Portuguese magazines, he would have found none. 

‘ I propose to send to his Majcsty'‘s Minister at Cadiz the 
accounts of the sums which will be due by the Spanish 
Government for the money, provisions, and necessaries de- 
livered to the Marquis de la Romana’s corps.

‘ I have the honor to enclose the originals of two letters for 
the Prince of Essling, recently intercepted between Salamanca 
and Ciudad Rodrigo, which deserve the attention of 
Majesty’s Government. 

‘ ‘That from the Prince of Neufchatel, No. 1, shows that 
the enemy have means of acquiring intelligence in England. 
The strength o^ the. different divisions of this army quoted in 
this letter, must have been extractedjTrom (he weekly states 
.transmitied home, which alone contain, the accounts of the dis- 
tribution of the army into divisions. 

‘ The btiier No. 2, show3 the \ource from which Massena 
may draw his reinforcements, but from the letter No. 1 , it is 
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obvious thiat the reinforcement which it appears has arrived 
at Vitoria, was not intended for him, and it is possible that it 
may Jiave been sent to another quarter. 

‘ It appears from otiier letters, intercepted at the* same 
period, iliat as late as the ^th October, no intelligence had 
been received at Valladolid of the battle of Busaco, from 
which ]\lasscna would liavc begun to doubt of the suHiciency 
of hi:» incaas to effect his object; and it may therefore be con- 
cluded, tl^at even if tl]esQ fifteen battalions, o;; if the 9th corps 
d’arnitk' had not been allotte^l for service iir some other quarter 
of tlie Peninsula, they could not have received at Vitoria 
Massena’s requisition for assistance till the 16th October, and 
that they cannot be in this neighbourhood till the middle of 
noxt niontli. 

‘ All the accounts which I have received of the distresses of 
the enemy for want of provisions would lead to a belief that 
their 'army could not remain long in the position in which it 
is placed, and it is astonishing that they liavc been able to 
remain here so long. 'I'liere is no doubt whatever, that no 
issue of broad or flour has been made to the ai vny since it 
niarclied from Almeida, where the soldiers were loaded each 
with biscuit for fifteen days, which the greater proportion of 
them being unable to carry it had thrown away. Hu^y have 
since received meat only, and such vt'getables as they could 
pick up. 

‘ As the Portuguese Government neglected to adopt the 
measures whicli I had recommended to them, even in tins 
neighbourhood, viz., to prepare the people for withdrawing 
from those parts of the country into which the enthny should 
move Ins army, carrying wdth them their vaiuable property, 
and whatever could tend to the subsistence of the enemy, or to 
facilitate his progress, driving their cattle, and rendering 
useless the mills, it is impossible to form a judgment respect- 
ing the quantity of subcistence which the enemy may have 
found in that part of the country \\hich tiiey occupy with^ 
their troops, or to which they may send their detachments. I 
am convinced, that if the measures which I recommended had 
been adopted, in time, in this neighbourhood, and on the‘banks 
of the^agus, they would have been as j;uccessful as they w^ere 
found to be in* thg province of Bdra, and on the btinks of the 
Coa and the Mondego ; and the enemy would ' have been 
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obliged before now, to commence bis retreat for the want of 
provisions to support his army. But it is impossible now to 
form a judgment of the supply which he has found, or of the 
length of time which he may be enabled to remain in his 
position. 

‘ This is not the only cause that I have to complain of 
the recent proceedings of the Portuguese Government, and I 
beg to assure your Lordship, that if Principal Souza is not 
removed from the Kegency, and even from Portugal ; and if 
the Prince Regcn* does not give power and authority, and his 
su|)port and countenance to the Government which he will 
apjKiint to conduct Ills affairs here, it is useless to pretend to 
carry on military operations on an extensive scale, of wliich 
Portugal is to be tlie basis, or to preserve this eonrg.ry. •

‘ .Your Lordship has been apprized of the measures which 
had been adopted to induce the inhabitants of Portugal to 
quit that part of the country through which the enemy was 
likely to pass, or which it was })rol)able would become the scat 
of Ills operations, carrying off* with them their valuable 
property, and every thing which could tend to the enenp' s 
subsistence, or to faeilftate his progress. There is no doubt 
that these inhabitants hatl sufficient knowledge, from former 
experience, of the treatment they would receive from the 
enemy ; and there is no instance of those of any town or 
village having remained, or of their having failed to remove 
what might be useful to the enemy when they had sufficieiilly 
ea»:ly intimation of the wishes of Government, or of myself, 
that they should abandon their houses, and carry away their 
properly. “ 

‘ All those^who are acquainted with the nature of military 
operations, with their dependence upon thg assistance of the 
country to supply the wants of the army, and particularly with 
the degree to whicli the French armies depend dpon this 
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assistance, must be aware of the distress which this system has 
occasioned to the enemy ; and the official and private letters 
which have been intercepted, are filled with complaints of its 
effects, which have been repeated in the official papers pub - 
lished in the Moniieur at Pari(?. 

‘ It happened unfortunately, that the Indian corn harvest, 
vj^hicli is the principal support of the inhabitants of a large part 
of J'ortuga]5 was on the ground at the moment of the enemy’s 
invasion. ^This of course could not be carried off; the enemy’s 
troops have, as usual, destroyed what they«-could not move ; 
and nothing remains. ^ 

‘ Iff therefore, tlie result of the campaign should be to 
oblige the enemy to withdraw from Portugal, it is much to be 
appreheiul^'d that the greatest distress will be felt in those dis- 
tricts through which the enemy’s troops have passed, which 
lliere are no means whatever in this country of relieving. 

' Upon former occasions, the wealthy inhabitants of Great 
Britain, and of London in particular, have stepped forward to 
assist and relieve the distresses of foreign nations, whether 
suffering under calamities inflicted by Providence, or by a 
cruel and powerful enemy. This nation has received the 
benefit of the charitable disposition of his Majesty’s subjects, 
and there never was a case in which their assistance was 
required in a greater degree, whether the suff’erings of the 
people, or their fidelity to the cause they have espoused, and 
their attachment to his Majesty’s subjects, be considered. 

I declare that 1 have scarcely known an- instance in which 
any person in Portugal, even of the lowest order, has had 
communication with the enemy inconsistent with his duty to 
his own sovereign, or with the orders he had received. 

‘ I would, therefore, beg leave to recommend the unfortu- 
nate portion of the inhabitants who have sufiered from the 
ehemy’s invasion, to your Lordship’s protection ; and I request 
you to consider of the n^ode of recommending them to *1110 
benevolent disposition of his Majesty’s subjects, at the moment 
w'hich I hope may be not far distant that the enemy may^ 
under the nccessi^ of evacuating the country.

‘ Having observed that I am supposed to have advised the 
measures recently adopted by the Regency in Portugal, in 
respect to certain individuals who have been sent out of the 
kingdom ; and as I know that credit is given to calumnies of 
this description and that they are frequently repeated, and 
brought forward iti the shape of charges against those who are 
scrviiig his Majesty abroad, I am desirous that your Lordship 
should be informed how this matter really stands. 

‘ The first 1 heard of the arrest of the persons in question 
was from public report, and from the Portuguese newspapers. 
The Secretary of the Regency afterwards sent me a paper 
upon the subject, of which I enclose a copy, to which I wrote 
the answer expressing my disapprobation of the meastirc, of 
which I enclose the draft. 

‘ I am decidedly of opinion that the Porfuguese Govern- 
ment had no reason for arresting these individuals, excepting a 
desire to gratify the populace by an act of vigor against those 
supposed to be well wishers of, and partisans of tlie French. 
It is impossible for me to say whether they arc so or not, but 
I am very certain that the}^ had it not in their power to do any 
mischief, and that their sudden arrest and transportation for 
crimes not stated, were calculated to do much injury at the 
time, by creating general suspicion and mistrust. . 

‘ 1 am afraid that the Portuguese Government, after they 
had carried this measure into execution, and had found that 
commiseration for the sufferings of individuals had excited the 
disapprobation of many persons in Lisbon of the whole pro- 
ceedings, gave their sanction ^to the reports which were circu- 
lated by their friends, that it had been adopted at the sug- 
gestion of the British authorities, although they had adopted 
it not only without CQnsul ting any of us, but had persevered 
in carrying it mto execution, notwithstanding the remonstrances 
of his Majesty's Minister and of the ^dmiral, and they knew 
» that T disapproved of it entirely. ^ * •

lost in dispatching them. f 

^ I hive also to request your Lordship will give directions 
that all the articles of camp equipage, provisions, and military 
stores, and blankets, &c., for the troops, may be sent out as 
sortn as possible. 

‘ I shall be much obliged to your Lordsliip if you will give 
directions that two brigades of 5A inch iron howitzers (without 
chamlWs) weight 13cwt., mounted upon .heavy 6 pounders 
travelling carriages, may be sent to the Tagus for the use of 
this army.

‘ As tlie troops are liable at this season to complaints in tlieir 
bowels, which in many instances end fatally^ particularly in 
this country, in which they cannot be ' prevented from eaftng ' 
grapes and drinking the new win,e, I have thought it proper to 
direct that an issue shah be made to them from the stprgs of a 
quantity of rice, not exceeding ^one pound among eight men 
each daj , whi^h I hope niay have tne effect ,o^ checking 
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the tendency to this disorder, and aid in its cure in cases 
in which it has been already acquired. 

‘ T propose to direct this issue, as soon as tho troops shall be 
in a situation to purchase any thing in addition to their rations.

‘ 1 ohsc'rve that T am accused in tlie French oilicial paper, 
the “ Monitenry' of liaving promised to endeavor to raise the 
si(‘gc of Ciudad Bodrigo ; and it is stated that my letDa’s 
to General ITerrasti, the late Governor of that fortress, con- 
tained that promise ; and as the “ Moniteur ” is considered an 
authority against those serving his Majesty abroad, and the 
charge is one of a serious nature, 1 think it proper to transmit to 
your Lordship extracts of the lettcrs.which I wrote to General 
Herrasti upon the subject of the defence of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
and of the assistance he was to expect from the army under 
my command. 

‘ After the summons of the place by Marshal Ney in the 
month of FeBruary, I placed Brig. Gen. IL Craufurd’s divi- 
sion within the Spanish territory, beltweefi, the Coa and the 
Agueda, in order to^ be neafer CiuJad Rodrigo, and to pre- 
vent the enemy from cutting offnhe communication With that 
place. 
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‘ The Junta of Castille^ of which General Herrasti was the 
head, remonstrated against this disposition, as they said the 
country could not supply provisions for the troops ; and I then 
wrote them a letter to apprise them of the object I had in, view 
in that disposition, and to infiprm them that 1 should alter it, 
as it did not appear to be satisfactory to them. The Junta 
of Castille then sent me a deputation of two of their members 
to Vis^u, to, request that I would not alter the disposition 
which I had made, with w^ich request I complied ; but in the 
conversation which I had with these cleputiet,, I pointed out to 
the Junta that Ciudad Rodfigo was not the only object en- 
trustedT to my care; that when that place should be attacked. 
I must take into consideration, not only the relative strength 
of yie two armies immediately in the neighbourhood of Ciudad 
Rodrigo, but other operations going on at the same time in 
other parts of the Peninsula, before I should determine whe- 
ther I <could undertake its relief. 

‘ Two days afterwards, on the 26th April, the place was 
invested on the right of the Agueda by Ncy’s corps, but its 
communication rerljained open with the country on the left 
of tfiat river, in consequence of the position of General Crau- 
furd’s division. 1 found from General Herrasti’s letters, that 
he was inclined to consider that I had entered into a formal 
engagement to proceed to the relief of the place at all events 
and at all risks, when it should be attacked, and I therefore 
wrote him from Celorico a letter, on the 7th May, of which 
I enclose an extract. No. 1, in which I stated that the relief 
to be expected from me depended upon circumstances ; and in 
order that the matter might be more fully explained,* and that 
the whole of the Junta might be informed of What my inten- 
tions were, 1 sent this letter by Colonel O'Lalor, an oflScer in 
the service of Spain, who. had been for some time attached to 
thU' British Head Quarters, who did explain to the Junta that 
operations of the British a,rmy depended upon the strength of 
the enemy’s army by which the place should b? attacked, and 
upon other operations going on in other quarters at the same 
^ time. ^ ^ 

‘ I repeated the.aime senthnents in a letter to the Gc-vernor, 
of the 6th June, of which I enclose the extract. 

‘ As^Vour Lurdship knows, the, place was mot wmpletely 
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invested till the 11th June, and after it was invested, I re- 
ceived another letter from General Herrasti, requesting my 
assistance, to which I wrote the answer No^3, in which I 
referred him to my former letters, and to the communidation 
by Colonel O’Lalor. 

‘ 1 do not know whether he ever received this letter, but I 
thought it proper to use the terms in which that letter is 
written, Jpecause it was not improbable that it might fall into 
the hands of the enemy, and it was desirable even for Ciudad 
Rodrigo itself, thqJL they i^hould not be made acquainted with 
my intentions. 

‘ From the perusal of these papers your Lordship will be 
able to judge whether I deserve the imputation of having 
deceived General Herrasti with hopes of relief. The oply 
chance of relieving Ciudad Rodrigo was to have made Ge- 
neral Hill’s corps cross the Tagus in June, and to unite the 
whole Rritish army in that operation. But this could not 
be (lone unless the Marquis de la Romana could maintain 
himself in Estremadura against the 2nd corps of the French 
army, after General Hill should have been brought away. I 
proposed this plan to the Marquis de la Romana in the inter- 
views which I had with him at Alverca during the siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, but he declared that he could not maintain 
his position in Estremadura if Lieut. General Hill should cross 
the Tagus, and Regnier should still remain in that province. 

‘ I did every thing in my power, short of deceiving General 
Herrasti with hopes of relief at all risks to the army under my 
command, to induce liim to defend the place entrusted to his 
charge. It is a very convenient doctrine for the French, that 
a fortified {dace which is attacked by them, and has no hope 
of relief from an army in the field, ^ught to surrender without 
making any defence ; but the contrary doctrine is the only one 
by which they can be cftectiTally opposed. The inhabitatfts 
of every town in a state of siege must suffer considerably, but 
their remaining in it during the period of the siege is a matter 
of choice, and in the case of Ciudad Rodrigo in particular, 
was not a malter of necessity ; and it would be quite a new 
principle in war, and a most advantageous gne for the French, 
^that every town, threatened with a siege of which the inhabit- 
ants might feel the fneonvenient^, and for W'hich there could 
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be no hope of relief by an army in the field, ought to surrender 
without making any defence.

^ The enemy still occupy tjic same positions in front of this 
army ^yliich they held wheii I addressed you on the 20th 
instant. They have detached some troops towards Santarem, 
and on the 23rd General Loison marched towards that place 
with tlie division under his command, and it appears from 
accounts from the commanding officer at Abrantes of the 21th, 
that a body of tlie enemy’s infantry and cavalry had entered 
Thomar on that day. 

" The reports which I have received from the prisoners and 
deserters who have been brought in, concur in the accounts 
of tlie distress felt by tlie enemy for the want of provisions of 
all descriptions. 'I’hey state that they arc collecting and pre- 
paring materials to construct a bridge over the Tagus ; but 
althougli we have a good view of tjiat river from diflerent 
parts of the ground occupied by t!ie army, and have officers 
and others emj)loye(l on the left of the Tagus to observe the 
motions of the enemy, 1 have not been able to discover eitlier 
where this work is carrying, on, or where the bridge is to be 
placed on the river, if it should be constructed. The enemy 
appear very anxious to collect boats, and on the 24’th endea- 
vored to drive a party of the ordenanza from Chamusca by 
the fire of their artillery, in order to obtain possession of some 
which were under that place. 

‘ Colonel Wilson had been at Leyria with ,the cavalry 
attached to General Bacellar’s division, and had proceeded 
to Ourem. The advance of the infantry was a'i Pombal. ^ 

" On the side of Obidos and Ramalhal, the l^ritish cavalry, 
and a battalion of Spanish light infantry, and the troops of the 
garrison of Peniciib confine*^ the enemy’s detachmen'Js f and ‘ 
they rtjally possess no part of the counfry excepting that on 
which theiV army sfaEds. 
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‘By the last accounts from General Silveira of the 17th 
instant, it appears that all was quiet in the north, and he had 
not received any accounts of the march of trogps in Castille. 
The parties of guerrillas had been more daring than iTsiial, 
and tiiey had united in the neighbourhood of Valladolid early 
in the month of October, to the amount of 1500, in order to 
carry off a convoy of money which had been raised in contri- 
butions ft'om the country, in which attempt, however, they 
failed. 

‘ According to tJie accounts of the ^Ist from Escremadura, 
it appears that Marshal Mortierli corps was still at Seville, 
and General Ballesteros was observing it from Aracenai’' The 
second division of the Marquis de la llomana'^s corps under 
General Carrera arrived at Lisbon on the 25th, and will be 
with the army this day. My last accounts from Cadiz are of 
the 4th instant.

' My flispatches of this date will give you an idea of our 
situaiion, which I hope will be satisfactory to you. In my 
opinion the enemy ought to retire, for he has no chance of 
annoying our position ; and delay will only aggravate his 
distress, and make his retreat more difficult. 

‘ 1 calculate that a reinforcement of 15,000 men would nut 
give him so good an army as he had at Busaco. He had 2000 
men killed there: "IVant took 5000 prisoners at Coimbra: 
above 1000 prisoners have gone through this army : many 
men have been killed by tlie peasantry, and in the skirmishes 
with our different detachments: and they had 200 or 3(JP 
men wounded in the affair with our outposts about Sobral. 
TIk^ cannot have less than 4000 si^k, after the march they 
hay/ made, the distress tjiey have 'suffered, and the weather 
to which they^were exposed. Indeed, the deserters and pri- 
soners tell us that almost every body is^sick. 
o " Ffoih this statement you will judge of*the diminution of 
their numbers and yop will see that I have not, much reaison to 
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kpprehend any thing from UTe“ 9 Uin*e beaux batailUms" which 
fought at Essling, and which cannot he here before the middle 
of November. . I do not think I have much to apprehend, even 
if Mortier should be added to them. However, we shjll see 
how that will he. 

‘We have an excellent pdsition, which we are improving 
every day ; and the army is in good order and spirits, and not 
sickly^ ' By the last returns, we had 4200 in hospitsl, and no 
serious disorder. We had 8500 sick in the military returns, 
but these’ include codvalescents at* Belemi olf whom, I hope, 
under better regulations, nor to have quite so many. 

‘ 1 *iim not quite certain that I ought not to attack the 
French, particularly as they have detached Loison, either to 
look for provisions, or to open the road for their retreat ; but 
I think the sure game, and that in which I am likely to lose 
fewest men, the most consistent with my instructions and the 
intentions of the King’s Government ; and 1 therefore prefer 
to wait the attack. Besides, although I htfve the advantage 
of numbers, the enemy are in a very good position, which I 
could not turn with any large force, without laying open my 
own rear, and the road to the sea. This is the worst of all 
these strong countries, that they afford equally good positions 
to both sides. 

‘ I beg your Lordship will hurry out our supplies of all 
kinds, and the horses for the artillery. 

‘ I hope that Lord Wellesley will relieve me from Principal 
Souza. I cannot act with that gentleman ; and indeed the 
l^'ortugiiese Government must be put on a proper footing, and 
forced to do its duty.

‘ I have received your Ihtter of the ^6th instant, and Lam< 
much concerned to have to inform you that^the cattle and 
other articles of supply, which the Government have been in- 
formed have beerf removed from the Island of Lyteria, arc 
st^ op the island ; and most probably t,he Secretary of State, 
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Dom M. de Forjazi who was at Alhandra yesterday, will have 
seen them. I shall be glad to hear whether the Government 
propose to take any and what steps to punish tjie magistrates 
who have disobeyed their orders, and have deceived them by 
false reports. . 

* The officers and soldiers of' the militia, absent from their 
corps, are liable to penalties and punishments, some of a civil, 
others of^a military nature. First, they are liable to*the for- 
feiture of all iheir personal property, upon the information that 
they are absent irqrn their corps without leave ; secondly, they 
are liable to be transferred to serv’j as soldiers in the regiments 
of the line, upon the same information ; and lastly, tuey are 
liable to the penalties of desertion, inflicted by the military 
tribunals. 

‘ The first two are penalties which depend upon the civil 
magistrates ; and I should be very glad to have heard of one 
instance in which the magistrates of Lisbon, or in which the 
Government had called upon the magistrates at Lisbon to 
carry into execution the law in either of these respects. 

‘ I entreat them to call for the names of the officers and 
soldiers absent without leave from any one of the Lisbon regi- 
ments of militia; to disgrace any one or more of the prinq^nl 
officers, in a public manner, for this shameful desertion of their 
post in the hour of danger ; and to seize and dispose of the 
whole property of the militia soldiers absent without leave, 
and to send these men to serve in any of the regiments of 
the line. I entreat them to adopt these measures, without 
favor or distinction of any individual, in respect to any one 
regiment, and to execute the laWs bona fidv upon this sub- 
ject, and I shdl be satisfied of their good intentions, and 
shall believe that they are sincerely desirous of saving the 
country. 

" But if we are to go on as we have hitherto ; if.GrAt 
Britain is to give large subsidies, and to expend large sums in

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that they look to a little dirty popularity instead of to save 
their couVitry ; that they are unfaithful servants to their 
master, and pf^rsons in whom his allies can place no con- 
fiden6e. 

^ In respect to the military law, it may be depended upon 
tliat it will be carried into cxefeution, and that the day will yet 
come on which those military persons, who have deserted 
their jliity in these critical times, will be punished, as they 
deserve. 

‘ Hut tht Govcrnors‘^of the kingdom forget the innumerable 
remonstrances which have b^cn forwarded to them on the de- 
fects id' the proceedings of Courts Martial, which, in times of 
active war, render them and their sentences entirely nugatory. 
As^ an additional instance of these defects, I mention that 
officers of the Oliveira militia, who behaved ill in action with 
the enemy at Villa Nova de Foz Coa, in the beginning of 
August last, and for whose trial a Court Martial was immedi- 
ately assembled, are still, in the end of October, under trial, and 
the trial will probably not be concluded before Christmas. In 
like manner the military trial of these deserters of the militia, 
after assembling officers and soldiers, at great inconvenience, 
for the purpose, cannot possibly be concluded till the period 
will have gone by in which any benefit might be derived from 
the example of the punishment of Uny one, or number of 
them. 

‘ This defect in the administration of the military law has 
bgen repeatedly pointed out to the Government, and a remedy 
for the evil has been proposed to them, and has been approved 
of by the Prince liegent, but they will not adopt ,it ; and it 
would be much better if there were no laws for the government 
of the army, than that the existing laws should continue with- 
out being executed.

^ The Marquis ‘de la Romany has spoken to me respecting' 
the exportation, of Merinos by the Americans from the Portu- 
guese ports. As fof my part, I aiii well cqn viiiced' tfiat neither 
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Americans nor English will ever derive any general advantage 
from the Merinos. Rich individuals will keep ilie breed 
pure, and will have the power of keeping them yarm in winter, 
and may get a little fine wool from them, but I am inelii?ed to 
believe that the change of the pasture can alone insure the con- 
tinuance of the produce and fineness of the wool. However, 
it would gratify the Spaniards, and probably some persons in 
England^if the Portuguese Government would prohibit llie 
exportation of Merinos through their ports, excepting pro- 
bably by Uritish siibjects to Great Brittain or IrelaiJd, and you 
mig])turge this upon them. 

‘ I iiavc written you a letter this day, which I wish you’to sliow 
to the Regency. If the French can feed in the country, (and 
they will be able to feed, if the resources arc not removed out 
of their reach,) they will stay till they will be reinforced ; for 
they are still too strong for me to attack them, and they arc in 
as good a position as mine is. The Government and people, 
therefore, are seriously interested in removing food out of their 
reach. But if they will not do that, I hope they will take the 
measures proposed for strengthening the militia. If these 
corps were complete, I should be very indifferent about the 
enemy’s reinforcements. Indeed, as it is, I do not care much 
about them ; but 7000 or 8000 men, in which number the 
militia are deficient, would secure many points for me which 
arc at present but bare.

^ The Comraisaary General is authorised to dra^ bills upon 
the Treasury for money, and he has made bargains with indi- 
viduals for the delivery of money into the military chests, for 
bills to be drawn at certain rates of exchange. But these 
bargains have been invariably for money to be delivered whhin 
a named, and a very short period of time, which has seldom 
exceeded a few days ; and in no instance has the period been 
undetermined. • 

* I doubt that the Commissary General is authorised to 
make a bargain with any person for the delivery of dollars for 
the use of the army, at a distant and undetermined period, even 
a^ a favorable rate of exchange; and therefore I would recom- 
mend to you to make your offers to the Treasury.

" I have had the pleasure of receiving yourjetter of theSSth 
instant, and I am very apprehensive that you will have much 
trouble with our bridge concerns, which the Government ought 
not to have imposed upon you. As two of our bridges liave 
been destroyed, and I conceived that that of Abrantes was so 
likewise, I wished that the Government should make their 
arrangements, through the bridgemaster (who has always 
managed these concerns for us), to supply us with boats, &c., 
for three others ; and I proposed to use these to pass the lower 
Tagus with the British army, when the enemy’s operations 
sbiuld render that measure desirable. 

‘ 1 have now sent instructions to an officer of Engineers to 
wait on you, upon the subject of the.se bridges, and I recom- 
mend to you to refer him to Colonel Fisher, and to leave to 
these two officers all the detail of the preparations for these 
bridges, supplying them from, the naval stores with such 
articled of beams, planks, cordage, anchors, &c.„as they may 
require, and assisting them with your influence over the owners 
of boats. ' 

^ From the enclosed extract of my letter to Mr. Stuart on 
, this subject, you .will observe that I requested the Government 
would make all the ‘arrangements for having boats at cijminand , 
to ferry the army over the Tagus, if it ^should Jje necessary, 
as well as boats *to bo formed' into bridges evenlually*, 

‘ The place at which I should fix these bridges in the lower 
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Tagus, if I should ever fix them in this part of the river, and 
that in which I shall cross the river, if I should ever cross it, 
must depend upon the enemy's operations. J think it j)ro- 
bable, however, that there is no road across the Island of 
Lyceria from the proposed landing place opposite Alhandra, 
and that I should not place any large proportion of tfie army 
there. 

‘ In respect to the Island of Lyceria, and thq left bank of 
the Tagus, I am apprehensive that we shall get into some litllo-i 
confusion in thal^ quarter, as both the Government and the 
Governor of Setuval, &c., have made that part of the country 
the oiYiect of their peculiar attention, and I know nothing that 
is going on there, what troops they have, or what enemy they 
have to oppose. I heard cannon in that quarter the daj; be- 
fore yesterday ; and, excepting the two brass three pounders 
sent over by the Government, I was not aware that they had 
a gun. 

‘ Under such circumstances 1 never pretend to interfere in 
any concern. My own opinion is that the ordenanza cavalry 
and infantry arc fully sufficient to preveht the plunderers of 
the French army from crossing to do any material mischief, 
unless the French have means of crossing at a lime a much 
larger body of men than they have yet shown us. If they 
have those means, I mu sit adopt measures to curb their plun- 
derers on that flank, as 1 have on the other, which will be more 
efficient than the efforts of the ordenanza. 

‘ In this view of the question, some large boats on tlie right 
of our line at Alhandra would be very useful, ))articularly if 
there is any road which troops could use from that end of 
the Island of Lyceria. 

^ But the best and easiest mode of all, of preventing plun- 
derers from crossing to that side of the Tagus, is to remove 
out of their reach every thing, to obtain which, tligy wSuld 
cross, for it is really out of my power to look after every 
bullock and pig in the country ; and at all events, while the 
bishops and priests- arc carrying on war without quarter, and 
the Governof of Setuval is co-operating with them contrary to 
orders,' I cannot interfere in any manner, iiyd I have no know- 
ledge on which I could venture to found an order. 

‘ I sh^ll be v??ry much .obliged to yoy if you will send the 
coppered horse triinsports to Oporto, in the first instance, for 
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the cattle, and let them be followed by others to the amount 
of 3000 tons. 

‘ I hope that* you are right about the quantity of cattle in 
the neighbourhood of Lisbon^ but, if I am not misinforpied, 
you are mistaken ; and I have already begun to give the British 
army salt provisions during two days in the week. 

‘ I have directed the Commissary General to make enquiries

‘ I have received your letter of the S8tli instant. I have 
written to Mr. Cochrane Johnstone, who wrote to me a^out 
my answer to his ofler to supply us with money from America. 
‘ I have appointed an officer to look after our bridge affairs. 
‘ I do not know whether the paper No. 2 in your* letter, 
strikes you as it does me and Beresford ; but if the Govern- 
ment were desirous that any measure which they were forced 
to adopt should not be carried into execution, it appears to 
me that this is the kind of instruction they would give, 1 
never saw so cold a performance, or one which shows more 
clearly, that the measure ordered was not their own, was 
pressed upon them by you, and that it might be carried into 
execution or not. If I did not know that the individuals arc 
afiaid, I should swear they were treacherous. 

■ ] shall be very much obliged to you if you will make me 
acquainted with your opinion upon this paper ; and if it should 
agree wkh mine, I shall send it home, and to the Prince 
Regent, to show him how his Government co-operate with my 
views for the country. At all events, 1 should be glad to 
know who drew it. * 

‘ I do not know whether they sent you open a disp^ch 
which I wrote to Lord Liverpool on Saturday, to endeavor 
to prevail upon him to get a •subscription in London for the 
Portuguese, who have Offered by the passage of the French 
through the Country. I propose to have one in the army, and 
I h 3 V(>, no doubt that every soldier wil} contribute. But 
besides this measure^ we muA turn our minds seriously to tTie 
int«roducjian of large qij^antiti^s of gr/ii|[) into tfie country 
during the winter? I spoke to Sampayo j'eslerday upon this 
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subject, and told him that 1 would lend myself to the accom- 
plishment of any reasonable plan for this purpose. 

• I have not much leisure to enter deeply into the considera- 
tion of details, but I shall be obliged to you if you will consider 
the subject, and see what it will be best to do, and how to do 
it, to prevent the people of U^pper Beira, in particular, from 
starving in the winter and spring. The French, it is true, 
made but a short stay in that province, and the destruction did 
?3ot spread very wide. ^ But it was complete where they did 
pass ; and Pimaginc that the people can now«havc nothing, ex- 
cepting what they were abl(^ to carry with them. They did 
carry away a great deal, for they had evacuated their houses 
nearly a month before the French entered, but still the poor 
will be in want, and we must endeavor to relieve their distresses. 

‘ 1 hope this rain will set at rest the question of the Alentejo. 
The reports of the bridge still continue. But 1 can scarcely 
believe tliat the French will be able to manage it, if the river 
should fill again. However, that which is certain, is, for the 
people to move out of the way with their property, and 1 always 
w’ish to bring things as near to a certainty as 1 can.

^ I«am glad that the gentlemen feel my letters, and I hope 
that they will have the effect of inducing them to take some 
decided steps, as well regarding the provisions in the Alcntejo, 
as the desertion of the militia. The ordenanza artillery now 
begin to desert from the works, although they are fed by us 
with English rations, and taken care of in the same manner 
with our own troops. * 

‘ Your note, No. 1 of the 20th, is strictly true in all its parts. 
The FreVjch could not have stayed here a week if the provisions 
had been removed ; and the length of time they can now stay 
depends upon the quantity remaining of what they have found 
in places, from which there existed means of removing every 
thing, if the quantity had been ten times greater. 

‘ They are stopped effectually in front ; all the roads are 
occupied ; and they can get nothing from their rear ; but all 
the military arrangements are useless, if they can find sub- 
sistence on the grouTiid which they occupy. 

‘ For ought I know to the contrary, they may be able to 
maintain their position till the whole French army is brought 
to their assistance. It is heart breaking to contemplate the 
chance of failure from such obstinacy and folly.

‘ My dear Fane, ‘ Pero Negro, 1st November, 1810. 

‘ You will receive directions from Colonel Murray to march 
to Lisbon with one brigade of Portuguese cavalry and a bat- 
talion of Caqadores from General Hill’s corps, and to cross 
the’lagMS, by boats which will be prepared for you. 

^ Our wish is, if possiblf, that you should go up with the 
tide as far as ^amora, from • wlv?nce there is a ,road of three 
leagues to Salvaterra ; but you had better communicate with 
the naval people upon this subject, and go to^ the place to 
which the troops c£in. certainly be conveyed in one tide,tand at 
which the horses can certainly larid. 

‘ The objects in sending yoii»cacross the Tragus are as, follows: 

‘ First ; to observe the enemy’s movemciits on thfc right of 
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the river, and convey to us some certain information of what 
they are about. 

‘ Secondly ; to prevent them from crossing it, if possible. 
This of course must depend upon the means they have of 
making a first establishment on the left bank of the river coin» 
pared with those you will have lo resist them. 

‘ Thirdly ; to endeavor to destroy their establishments of 
boats, timber, rope, casks, &c. which they have formed, as it 
is said, at Santarcm and Barquinha. 

‘ In respect to jhe firsi point, we have at present' the follow- 
ing intelligence: that the enemy Jiave spread themselves from 
Santarem to Punhcte, along the river. They have stime can- 
non, and about three or four battalions of infantry. The troops 
they have are, in general, cavalry. Till you would get to Sal- 
vaterra, you would not have a view of the main branch of the 
river ; and you should proceed on to Chamusca. 

* In respect to the second object, it is impossible fo|; me to 
form any opinioii of the means of passing the river which the 
enemy possesses, from the contradictory accounts I have re- 
ceived. They talk of their having completed two boats which 
were on the stocks at Santarem, and of their having three or 
four more ; but I am not sure what they have. 

* Besides the Caejadores, you ought to find all the ordenanza 

of those districts collected under the command of Lieut. Colo- 
nel , whom you will take under your orders. He has 

with him two 3 pounders. If you should find that the enemy 
has means of passing a large body over the river at a time, of 
which I shall hear from you, I must increase the force there, 
and adopt other measures. 

‘ In respect to the third object, I have to inform you that 
Brigadier General Bosa has orders to send over the Tagus 
with you two 12 pounders on travelling carriages and artil- 
lerymen. The Governor of Setuval has orders to send to 
Camera to meet you some 6 pounders, which he had lately 
brought from Setuval for a w^jfrfafe which he was carrying on 
on the left of the Tagus. 

^ If you should find that the means of drawing the 6 pounders 
are sufficient to draw the 12 poundbrs, jrou had better take 
the latter with you. If they are not, you had better take fhe 
6 pounders. In thSt case you will send the *12 poimders back 
to Lisbon in the boats ; but if you should take with you the 
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12 pounders, you will either send the 6 pounders to Setuval 
if you cafi find bullocks to draw them there, or if not, you 
will send them over to Lisbon in the boats. 

‘ Besides this, I have requested Admiral Berkeley to send 
with you some of Congreve’s rockets, and some officers and 
seamen who are acquainted with the mode of using them. You 
will communicate with the Admiral upon this point, and with 
Brigadier Rosa, the commanding officer of Portuguese^tillery, 
..Respecting the 12 pounders. 

‘ I should hope, tln(t between the 12 pounders and the 
rockets, we shall be able t(v>destroy all their little establish- 
ments a< Barquinha and Santarem. 

‘ The next thing upon which I must instruct is your re- 
treat, in case the enemy should cross the Tagus in superior 
strength. 

‘ It is not very probable, according to all accounts, that he 
will aUempt it below Santarem. If he should cross above 
the situation in which you will be, you will' retire gradually 
upon Salvaterra, and from thence to A Idea Galega, giving 
the Assistant Quarter Master General and me the earliest 
information of your movements, in order that boats may be 
prepared to transport you. You will find a good post at 
Alcochete, about a league in front of Aldea Galega. 

‘ If the enemy should cross below you in force, you must 
in that case retire direct from the river till you sliall come 
upon the great road leading from Monte Mor to Aldea Ga- 
Icga, and .thence to that town.

^ I have directed Major General Fane to crcAis the Tagus 
with a body of troops, wit'n a view to observe the enemy’ ^^rngve- 
mdtits on the right of thd river and to endeavor to destroy 
the collection of •in^terials which they have made'af; Santarem 
and Barquinha for the purpose of constructing a bridge. 
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‘ The Quarter Master General will apply to the Commissary 
General for boats to transport the troops under the command 
of Major General Fane ; and 1 shall be obliged to you if you 
will aid him with your influence in procuring tliem. 

‘ Major General Fane might probably derive some advan- 
tage from the use of Congreve’;, rockets, in the destruction of 
the enemy’s collection of materials for a bridge at Barquinha 
and SanJ^rem ; and as there are none in the stores of the army, 
and I understand there arc some in the fleet under your com^ 
mand, 1 shall be^mucli obliged to yoii if you wilbsend a pro- 
portion of Congreve’s rockets wiji the force under the com- 
mand of Major General Fane, with an officer and seamen who 
know how to make use of them. I expect some shortly from 
England, when those which you will supply to Major General 
Fane shall be replaced. *

‘ My dear Sir, ‘ Pero Negro, 1st November, 1810. 

^ 1 have no doubt that the Government can produce volumes 
of papers to prove that they gave orders upon the several sub- 
jects to which the enclosures relate, but it wrould be very 
desirable to know if they state whether any magistrate or other 
person has been punished for not obeying these orders. 

‘ The fact is, that the Government, after the appointment 
of Principal Souza to be a member of the Regency, conceived 
that the war could be maintained upon the frontier, contrary to 
the opinion of .myself and of every military officer in the coun- 
try ; and instead of giving positive orders preparatory to the 
event which was most likely to occur, viz., that the allied army 
would retire, they spent much valuable time in discussing \^th 
me the expediency of a measure which was quite impracticable, 
and omitted to give the orders which were necessary to the 
evacuation of the country between the Tagus and the Mondego 
by the inhaby;ants. 

‘ Then, when convinced that ^the •army would retire, they 
' first imposed that duty on me, although they must have known 
that I was igaorant «f the nameg, the nature»pf the offices, the 
places of ;^bode of \]ic diflFefent magistrates Vho were to super- 
intend l^he <?xccution of the measure ; and, moreover, I have

but one gentleman in my family to give me any assistance in 
wrjting tliL Portuguese language; and they afterwards issued 
the orders themselves, still making them referable to me, with- 
out my knowledge or consent ; and still knowing that I had 
no means whatever of communicating with the country^ and 
they issued them at the very period when the enemy was ad- 
vancing from Almeida. 

• ‘ If^I‘had not been able to stop the enemy at^Busaco, 
Jie must have been in his present situation long before the 
order couldk have reaclVed those to uvhom jjt ' was addressed. 
All this conduct was to be attributed to the same cause, a 
desire th avoid adopting a measure which, however beneficial 
to the real interests of the country, was likely to disturb the 
habits of indolence and ease of the inhabitants, and to throw 
the odium of the measure upon me and upon the British Go- 
vernment. 

‘ I a^vowed in my Proclamation that I was the author of tliat 
measure^ and the Government might have sheltered themselves 
under that authority ; but the principle of the Government, 
lately, has been to seek for popularity, and they will not aid in 
any measure, however beneficial to the real interests of the 
country, which may be unpopular with the mob of Lisbon. 

‘ I cannot agree in the justice of the expression of astonish- 
ment by the Secretary of State that the measures should have 
been executed in this part of the country at all. The same 
measure was carried into complete execution in Upper I3eira; 
notwithstanding that the army was in that province, and the 
means of transport were reciuired for its service, not a soul 
remained ; and excepting at Coimbra, to which town my ^)er- 
sonal authority and influence did not reach, not an article of 
any description was left behind ; and all the mills upon the 
Coa and Mondego, and their dependent streams, were rendered 
useless.^ But there were no discussions there upon the pro- 
priety of maintaining the war upon the frontier. *The orders 
were given and they were obeyed in time, and the enemy suf- 
fered accordingly. ^ *• 

" In this part of the country, notwithstanding the advantage 
of Jiaving a place oi^ sectirity, to retire to ; notwithstanding tlie 
advantage of water carriage ; notwithstanding that the Tagus “ 
was fordable in «lia^ny places,iiat the peridd wheri the inhj^bi- 
tants should have passed their property to the left ofr'the river, 
and fortunately filled at the moment the enemy approc.ched its

banks, the inhabitants have fled from tlieir habitations as 
they would liave done under any circiiuistances, without wait- 
ing orders from me or from the Government^ but they have 
left behind them every thing which could be useful to the 
enemy and could subsist their army, and all the n)ills un- 
touched. Accordingly the enemy still remain in •our front, 
and notwithstanding that their communication is cut off* with 
Spain, atid with every other military body, if the provisions 
which they ha%c found should lart, qf which I can have iltT 
knowledge, they fnay remain until they will be joined by the 
whol * French army in Spain. I believe that in Santavem and 
Villa Franca alone, both towns upon life Tagus, and both 
having the advantage of water carriage, the enemy found sub- 
sistence for their army for a considerable length of time. • 

‘ Thus will appear the difference of a measure adopted in 
time, and the delay of it till the last moment ; and 1 only wish 
that the country and the allies may not experience tfie evil 
consequences of the ill fated propensity of the existing Portu- 
guese Regency to seek popularity. 

^ In the same manner the other measures since recommended, 
viz., the removal of the property of the inhabitants of Alentcjo 
to places of security has been delayed by every means in the 
power of the Government, and have been adopted, at last,against 
their inclination. As usual, they commenced a discussion with 
me upon tlie expediency of preventing the enemy from cross- 
ing tlie Tagus ; they then sent their civil officer to me to 
receive instructions, and afterwards they conveyed to him an 
instruction of the , to which I propose to draw the at- 

tention of his Royal Highness the Prince Regent of Portugal 
and of his Majesty’s Government. His Royal Highness and 
bis Majesty’s Government will then see in what manner the 
existing Regency are disposec^ to co-operate with me,

case they should desire his Majesty and the Prince Regent to 
remove me from the command of the army. But they cannot 
doubt my zeal *for the cause in which we are engaged ; and 
they B^now that there is not a moment of my time, nor a faculty 
of my mind, that is not devoted to promote it ; and the records 
of the Goyernment will show %fhat I have done for them and 
their coqntry. If, therefore, they do not manifest their dis- 
satisfaction 9nd want of confidence in the measures •which I 
*c.Jopt, by desiring that I sl^ould be removed, they are bound, 
as honest fnen and faithful servant^ to tUsir Prince, to co- 
operate ^witli me by all tlnT means in their power, and thus 
should neither thwart them by opposition, nor render them 
nugatory by useless delays and discussions. 

‘ Till lately I have liad the satisfaction of receiving the 
support and co-operation of the Govei*nnient ; and I regret 
that his Royal Highness the Prince Regent should have been 
induct'll to make a change, which has operated so materially to 
the detriment of his people and of the allies. 

‘ In respect to the o])erationson the left of the Tagus, I was 
always of oy)inion that the ordenanza would be able to prevent 
the enemy from sending over any of their plundering parties ; 
and 1 was unwilling to adopt any measure of greater solidity, 
from my knowledge, that as soon as circumstances should 
render it expedient, on any accou|it, to withdraw the troops 
which I should have sent to the left of the Tagus, the orde- 
nanza would disperse. 

The truth is that, notwithstanding the opinion of some bf 
the Government, every Portuguese, into whose hand a firelock 
is placed, does not become a soldier capable of meeting the 
enemy. Experience, which the members of the Government 
have not had, has taught me this truth, and in what manner 
to make use of the different ^description of troops in this 
country ; and it would be very desirable if the Government 
would leave, exclusively, «to Marshal Beresford and me, jthe 
adoption of all military arrtmgemcnts. < 

* The conduct of the Governor of Setuval is, undoubtedly, 
the cause of the jnconvcfnicnce nqw felt on the left of the Tagus. 
Jle brought forward his garrison to the river against cyders, 
and did not reflect, and possibly was not aware, as I am, that 
if they had been .attacked fh tlnjt situation, 9s‘tl?ey prol^bly 
would have been, they would have dispersefl ; and thus Setuvah 
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aft well »as the regiment which was to have been its garrison, 
would have been lost. It was necessary, therefore, at ^ all 
events, to prevent that misfortune, and to ort}^r the troops to 
retire to Setuval, and the ordenanza, as usual, dispersed*; and 
the Government will lose their 500 stand of new arms, and if 
the cn»:?my can cross the Tagus lin time, their three pounders. 

^ These are the consecpiences of persons interfering in mili- 
tary operations who have no knowledge of them, oi*,.of the 
nature of the troops which are to carry them on. 

^ I am now under the necessity, much to the inconvenience 
of the army, of sending a detachuient to the left of the Tagus.

‘ I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yoiii* letter 
of ilie 18th ukimb, with its enclosures, on the subject of Mr. 
Kennedy's representations of the want of sufficient escorts for 
his stores. 

‘ I recollect tliat the Commissary General mentioned to mc^ 
about tlie period of the date of his letter to the (a)mmissary in 
Chief, the inconveniences experienced from the deficiencies of 
stores when they rcacheo the army from the tlcpots, occasioned 
partly by tlie desertion of the bullock drivers, and partly by 
robberies committed by the same description of persons, and 
by the mule drivers. Upon that occasion, 1 pointed out to 
Mr. Kennedy the inconvenience which would result to the 
service from giving escorts to every convoy of grain or bread, 
from the irregularity of the British soldiers wdien detaclied 
from their cor{)s ; and the probability that the employment of 
these escorts would occasion greater, inconveniences and de- 
liclencies than were at that moment experienced. 

‘ The Spanish muleteers, who perform the greatest part of 
the transfjort sprvice of the ajrmy, would not submit to the 
brutal violence of a drunlJen English soldier, and these people 
would desert •with their mules, if escorted by troops; and I 
believe that the delays wliich the drunT<cnru?^s and irregularity 
of the troops would liave occasioned in the arrival of the stores, 
and the loss by t.heir own thieving*, would have been found still 
greater thmi those sviffered by the dislioncsty of the muleteers. 
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^ Another practice, very common among the troops, would 
liave been* found equally prejudicial to the service in the case 
of the use of c^ts. A detachment has scarcely ever gone as 
an esdort wth carts, even carrying treasure or sick, that the 
soldiers have not taken bribes from the drivers to be allowed 
to quit the convoy with their cfirts and bullocks. 

‘ This practice leads to fresh irregularities of the same de- 
scripti<^n. 'J'hey must then be employed to press carts in the 
-✓‘Muntry to supjdy the deficiency of transport, occasioned by 
their own villainy and forgetfulness* of their duty. This is 
always an act of violence ; a^d the inhabitants frequently bribe 
the soldiers not to press their carriages. 

'All these circumstances induced me to believe, that it was 
better to submit to the inconvenience of the loss of some of 
the stores, than to suffer that inconvenience, with the additional 
evils which I have above described. I did however make ar- 
rangements to have the convoys attended by detachments of 
the ordenanza, and I believe there was afterwards no positive 
loss of stores, although the petty robberies of mule and cart 
drivers still contiiufod. 

‘ 1 do not think that two companies of a veteran battalion 
would behave better than the other British troops employed on 
this service. No soldier can withstand the temptation of wine. 
This is constantly before their eyes ill this country, and they 
are constantly intoxicated when absent from their regiments, 
and there is no crime which they do not commit to obtain 
money to purchase it ; or if they cannot get money, to obtain 
it by fortje. 

‘ I believe that the best mode of ensuring the safety and the 
regular arrival of stores from the depots to the troops, would 
be to employ a sufficient number of sober, honest, and steady 
conductors, to send one at least with each escort ; and having 
thtis provided a control over the*drivers of bull(?cks and mules, 
which would ensure their regular arrival at least, and ch,pck 
their dishonesty, I wouhl* recommend that ,they should be 
made responsible for the losses and deficiencies in their loads

‘ It is not necessary that I should enter into any discussion 
of the comparative merits of Gongreve’s rockets and carcasses ; 
or that I should enter into any defence of the former, of the 
merits or demerits of which 1 have no experience, never having 
.seen them used. 

‘ I should hope, however, that the Master General of the 
Ordnance would have urged his Majesty’s Government not to 
send any to this country, if they are what you describe. Cap- 
tain Beresford, however, mentioned to me that he had some of 
them on board the Poictiers ; and I shall be very mucli obliged 
to you, if you will allow some of them, with some seamen of 
the Poictiers, to be sent over to Major General Fane, in order

‘ My dear Sir, ‘ Negro, 3rd November, 1810. 

‘ I have received your letter of the Slid. iJ the cneirty pass 
the Tagus in force, the Admiral cannot defend the Island of 
Lyceria with 100 marines and* his gun boats ; and the com- 
munications upon it are so difficult, that I doubt wjiethcr we 
should protect it. In the rear of the lines all is safe, and the 
arrjiy and town of Lisbon have the resources. You will 
by my dispatt^ias of this date that the resourcoR which the 
enemy will get, and we shall ^jant, are every thing in the 
content. • ^ 

* T!;e Government are not aware of the difficulties of my 
situation, or of the orders of the Government, or of the King’s 
wishes and intentions; and they give me more trouble in 
writing letters upon their nonsense, and lose more of my 
time, than can be conceived. I am responsible, and rfiey are 
not, for the success of our operations ; and if they will not 
do wdiat I advise them, 1 shall only place their refusal or 
omission upon the records of tlic Government,, in justification 
of myself. 

" 1 did agree to feed the Marc|uis de la Humana’s troops, and 
fed, and now feed, those of whose march I had any notification. 
I had no knowledge ot l^on Carlos de Espana’s march, and 
of course made no provision for it; but his numbers arc not 
1^00, and he cannot be very burthensome to any body; and 
as the rortuguese have a (’onnnissary in that ejuarter, an(l we 
have not, they may as well feed his troo])s, and I shall pay 
the expense. Doni M. de Forjaz is very exact in calling for 
an explanation upon this subject, but not so much so in enejuir- 
ing how many of the Portuguese troops are fed, who receive 
their rations from us. Indeed, the, garrison of Abrantes is 
Jiow subsisy’ng on our stores there, and so is the garrisoTi of 
Pc niche !

‘ I wish it was in my power to give your Lordship an 
opinion of the probable course of the enemy’s operations, 
founded upon tlie existing state of affairs here, considered in 
a military point of view ; but from what I am about tto state 
to your Lordsliip, you will observe that it is impossible to 
form such ayi opinion, ‘ ‘ • , ' 

‘ The expedition into Portugal was, in my opinion, founded 
originally upon poljtical and financial, rather than military 
considerations. It is true, that with a view to the conquest of 
Spain, there were advantages purely military to be derived 
from the removal of the British army from Portugal ; but I 
think 1 could show that it was not essentially necessary to 
effect that object, particularly after the door into Castille had 
been closed upon us, by the capture of Ciudad Rodrigo and 
Almeida. 

‘ The political object, therefore, in removing us from Portu- 
gal, which was the effect that our evacuation of the Peninsula 
would have had upon the inhabitants of Spain in general, and 
upon those of Cadiz in particular ; and the financial object, 
which was the possession and plunder 6f Lisbon and Oporto, 
were the principal motives for the perseverance in the expedi- 
tion into Portugal. I believe the latter to have been more 
pressing even than the former. 

‘ 'it is impossible to describe to your Lordship the pecuniary 
and other distresses of the French armies in the Peninsula. 


All the troops are months in arrears of pay ; they are in gene- 
ral very badly clothed; their armies want horses, carriages, 
and equipments of every description ; their troops subsist 
solely upon plunder, whether required individually, or more 
regularly by the way of requisition and contribution; they 
receive no money, or scarcely ^ny, from France; and they 
realize but little from their pecuniary' contributions in Spain. 
Indeed, I have lately discovered that the expense of the pay 
ahd the hospitals alone of ‘ lhe« French army in the Pepin/^ula 


antounts to more than the sum slated in the financial expose 
as the whoh expense of the entire French army ' 

‘ This state of things lias very much weakened, and' in some 
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instances destroyed, the discipline of the army ; and all the in- 
tercepted letters advert to acts of malversation and corruption, 
and misapplication of stores, &c., by all the persons attached 
to the army. 

' I have no doubt, therefore, that the desire to relieve this 
state of distress, and to rcmov<#the consequent evilsi, occasioned 
by it, by the plunder of Lisbon and Oporto, was tliQ first mo- 
tive for«the expedition into Portugal. 

‘ The expedition, not having be^i founded upon any militaiy 
necessity, has b«?n carried on and persevered in Against every 
military principle. We know tlipit Massena could expect no 
immediate reinforcements; and without ndverting to the va- 
rious errors which 1 believe he would acknowledge he had 
committed in the course of the service, he has persevered yi it, 
after he found that he was unable to force the troops opposed 
to him when posted in a strong position, and when he knew 
that they had one still stronger in their rear, to whidi they 
were about to refire ; and that they were likely to be reinforced, 
while his army would be still further weakened by sickness, 
and by the privations to which he knew tlfey UiUSt be liable on 
their march. He knew that the whole country was against 
him ; that a considerable corps was formed upon the Douro, 
which would immediately operate upon his rear ; that at the 
time of the battle of Bujaco he had no longer any communi- 
cation with Spain ; and that every step he took farther in 
advance was a step towards additional difficulty and incon- 
venience, from which the retreat would be almost impossil^e. 

^ If the expedition into Portugal had been founded upon 
military .principle only, it would have ended at Busaco ; and 
I do not hesitate to acknowledge that I expected that Massena 
would retire from thence, or at all events would not advance 
beyond the Mondego. But he has continued to advance, 
contrary to^e^ry military principle ; and I therefore eonefude 
tlifit the pressure of financial distresses, which was the original 
motive for the^xpedijion, was* that for persevering in it, and 
may operate upon the measures of the present moment. 

‘ In this vfew of the,casc,,it is proljjable tjiat Massena may 
endaavGr to maintain his position* as longcna he can keep alive 
any proportion of his troops, being certain that the same diffi- 
cukies wjiiv'h induced the to undg’takc the expedition 

wjthout ahy militaiV necessity, would induce* him to make every 
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effort to reinforce him at the earliest possible period of time, 
and therefore that he will remain some time longer where he is. 

‘ Your Lorc^hip is already acquainted with the means of 
reinforcing him. There is no doubt that, by raising the siege 
of Cadiz, and abandoning other unattainable objects, Massena 
may be reipforced to a very coil'iiderable extent. 

‘ Undej’ these circumstances, I have frequently turned over 
in my mind the expediency of attacking the French army now 
ift* my front, before it should be joined by its reinforcements ; 
and, upon liie whole, I am inclined 'to be cf opinion that I 
ought not to do so. t 

^ I enclose your Lordship an account of the number of bat- 
talions, squadrons, &c., which entered Portugal with Massena, 
and ,1 cannot believe that they composed an army of less than 
70,000 men at the battle of Busaco. I calculate their loss, 
including sick, since that time, at 15,000 men, which would 
leave them with 55,000 men, of which 6000 or 7000 are ca- 
valry, at the present moment. 

‘ The effective strength of the British army, according to 
the last returns, was ^9,000 infantry, cavalry, and artillery, 
and one regiment at Lisbon, and one at Torres Vedras, which, 
in the view of the contest, ought not to be taken into the 
account ; and I enclose a statement of the Portuguese force, 
according to the last returns. 

‘ Besides this force, the Marquis de la Bomana’s corps con- 
sists of about 5000 men ; making a total of 58,615, of which I 
could command the services, in case I should act offensively 
against the enemy, of which about would be cavalry. 

^ Besides these troops, there are different bodies of militia, 
infantry and artillery, in our positions ; but I should deceive 
myself if I could expect, and your Lordship if 1 should state, 
that any advantage would.be derived from their assistance in 
an oflenaive operation against the enemy. 

‘ Although the enemy’sc position is not so strong as that 
which we occupy, there is no doubt but that it^has its advan- 
tages ; one of which is, that in attacking it, we could hardly 

our artillery. ^ I woujd also observe^ that in -every opera- 
tioji of this descript{on by the British army in Portugal, no 
attempt can be made to manoeuvre upon the enemy’s flank or 
rear; first, 'because .the cnemy‘'sh<^W| they are indifferept abdut 
their flanks or rear, or their communicatidhs ; and Wondly, 
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because the inevitable consequence of attempting such a ma- 
il ceuvre would be to open some one or other road to Lisbon, 
and to our shipping, of which the enemy would take immediate 
advantage to attain his object. 

‘ We must carry their positions, therefore, by main force, 
and consequently with loss ; a id, in the course of. the opera- 
tions I must draw the army out of their cantonments; 1 must 
expose the troops and horses to the inclemencies of tlie weather 
at this season qf the year, and mus?t lopk to all the consequemies 
of tliat measure tn increased sickness of the men, &nd in loss of 
efficiency and condition in horseti 

‘ 1 observe that, notwithstanding the "iength of time which 
has elapsed since the greatest and most efficient part of the 
French a»*my has been employed against us, there is y^t no 
other military body in the Peninsula which is capable of 
taking, much less of keeping, the field : and the relief of 
Cadiz, which appears to me to be a probable conscqdencc of 
the state of affairs here, would not give us the assistance of an 
army from that quarter, either in the way of co-operation or of 
diversion ; nor would the removal of Sebastiani from Grenada, 
which would be the consequence of the relief of Cadiz, enable 
lilake to make any progress beyond the Sierra Morena towards 
Madrid. We should still stand alone in the Peninsula as an 
army ; and if I should succeed in forcing Massena'^s positions, 
it would become a question whether I should be able to main- 
tain my own, in case the enemy should inarch another army 
into this country. But, when ] observe how small the s ipe- 
riority of numbers is in my favor, and know that the position 
will be in favor of the enemy, I cannot but be of opinion that 
I act in conformity with the instructions and intentions of his 
Majesty’s Government, in waiting for the result of what is 
going on, and in incurring qp extraordinary risk. 

‘ Every.ddy’s delay, at this season of the year, nalVows our 
Ihie *of defence, and consequently strengthens it ; and wlicn 
the winter shrjl have sijt in, fto number, however formidable, 
can venture to attack it : and the increase of the enemy’s num- 
bers at that period wil! onlj^ add to ^heir distress, and increaoc 
the^difficultics of their retreat. * • ». . 

‘ I have thought it proper to make your Lordshiji acquainted 
with tlr' couise of my reflections upon* riiis subject, and my 
l>reK‘nt determination, which I hone wiW be consistent with 
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the wishes of his Majesty’s Government. Circumstances may 
change : the enemy’s distresses for provisions, and the opera- 
tions of our detachments in his rear, may induce him to detach 
to such a degree, as to render a general attack upon him a 
measure of positive advantage, in which case I shall alter my 
determinatipn. But adverting (’o the necessity of placing the 
troops in (he field in this season if I should make any attack, 
the advantage must be very obvious before I adopt a dieasure 
wW’ch must be attended J)y the consec^^uence of ^losing the ser- 
vices of my rflen by sickness. ‘

‘ Since I received your letter of the 22nd, I have reflected 
upon the appointment of a R^ency in Spain, which I think 
is tlie most important point that can come under the consider- 
ation o& the Cortes; and their conduct in this business will 
probably decide the fate of their country. ^ 

" The natural^ courses of all popular assembiies, of the 
Sj)ai)ish Cortes among others, is to adopt democratic principles, 
and to vest all the powers of the state in ^leir own bSdy ; and 
this assembly must take care that they do not run in this 
tempting course, as the wishes of the nation are decidedly for 
a monarchy ; by a monarchy alone can it be governed ; and 
their incliiialion to any other form of government, and their 
assumplion of the power and patronage of the state inio their 
own bands, woukl immediately deprive them of the confidence 
of the people ; and they would be a w^orse government, and 
more impotent, because more numerous than the Central 
Junta 

‘ Whatever may be their ultimate views, I have no doubt 
that they will immediately appoint a Regent, or a Council of 
Regency ; but T think that the choice of the Regent will be 
in some degree influenced by the desire to keep the power of the 
state in their own hands, and for this reason it is so important. 

• ‘ If the Cortes should choose Romana, or Rlake, or O’Don- 
nell, they will have plausible rdhsons for entrusting to tftem 
the smallest quantity of patronage and power that can be 
required to cai'ry on the Government, and for retaining the 
largest portion in their own hands. They will say the throne 
is Ferdinand’s, and we are the guardians of it ; these indi- 
viduals arc military men, and of course ambitious; and if»we 
shguld entrfist them with t«o much power, they may overturn 
us and Ferdinand, and erect upon, our ruins a military govern- 
ment of their own. * ^ 

* These a|^prehensions are not ill founded, and may fairly 
be qptertained; but to act* uptm tlTem,^ would lead to the 
formation of a feeble excefttive government, and to the 
assymption of the gAatest part of the power “and p.^tronage of 
the state^by the Cgrtes^ ancl lits committees, to the ruin of the 
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character of that assembly) and the destruction of its real and 
fair* influence in the country, occasioned by the confidence of 
the inhabitants |n its wisdom and justice. 

‘ My opinion, therefore, is, that for the sake of the Cortes 
themselves, they ought not to attempt to make such a selection. 
In the difficult circumstances i^^ which they are placed, they 
have no chance, unless they adhere to the ancient laws and 
constitution ^of their country. The laws and constitution of 
' Spain have either |K)inted ^out the person who ought to be 
Regent, in case of the occurrence di such rah event as the 
captivity of the King ; or i J they have not provided for that 
precise case, they ha?^e provided for others, to which this case 
would bear sufficient analogy. I should recommend to the 
Cortes to appoint, or rather recognize, as Regent of the 
kingdom, with all the regal authorities, whoever would succeed 
to the office according to the law, as applied to the case upon 
fair analogy. 

^ I acknowledge there may be difficulties ahd inconveniences 
in this arrangement, but in what arrangement are there noncP 
If the Princess of Brazils should be the person, the Court will 
be inundated by intriguers of all nations and descriptions; 
and the appointment of her may be attended by other evils and 
inconveniences. But the free constitution of the Cortes will 
be in some degree a remedy for the fifst ; and as for the last, 
I conceive that the advantage of having as Regent, the person 
entitled by law to fill the office, will more than counterbalance 
anjr other evils which might result from this, or any other 
appointment. 

‘ As for all the difficulties of the succession, and of the con- 
nexion between Portugal and Spain, they are not to be con- 
sidered for a moment. Great Britain and Portugal and 
' Spain will settle these questions easily, when the llegent shall 
be Vippointed, whoever the person may be. /

‘ I have received 'your letter^of the 6th. I*do«not kndw of 
any obiection to uendine: some of the prisoneus to the Cape 
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de Verde Islands ; and if the Government should^ state none, 
I have no objection to allow vessels to go with them, as the 
voyage will not be longer than to England. AH I want is to 
get <rid of the prisoners from Lisbon ; and if they cannot be 
kept in safety out of England, they must go there notwith- 
standing the orders of the AdMiralty. These ordeBS, after all, 
are not positive. • 

" In respect to the horses, it must be observed, that* tliey are^ 
not yet selectoil and purchased, «ind* some time must elapse 
before they can be prepared for embarkation. Ilcannot allow 
the transports to remain at the Gape de Verde Islands longer 
than is necessary to land the prisoners afld take on board the 
horses, if they should be ready. As it is provable they will 
not be ready, it is better that we should send horse transports 
for the horses at some future [leriod, and confine ourselves at 
present to the removal of the prisoners to the Cape de Verde 
Islands, if the Government should sec no objection. * 

‘ At all events, the horses which we should now get at the 
Cape de Verde Islands would not be fit for the service till 
next campaign ; and if we get rid of the enemy now in our 
front, we shall have plenty of time to send for them. 

^ I long to see Mascarenhas’ papers. I do not fear 40,000 
men, if the town is prepared to hold out in provisions, and 
the Government will exert themselves to get in every tiling 
they can. I hear from Don Julian Sanchez of the S7tli, from 
Laganilla, that about 4000 or 5000 men had entered Sala- 
manca, including two regiments of dragoons, wliich I see are 
those which Masspna left with Serras or Kellerman ; and tliat 
they expected 9000 or 10,000, some from Navarre, and others 
from the garrisons in Castille. He says that they are pre- 
paring to bring into Portugal a large convoy of provisions.

It 
may be very proper to frame rules for the conduct of a de- 
partment, and to conduct a department according to the rules 
laid down for its government ; but that is not the mode in 
which the service can be carried on ; and if the attempt is made 
and persevered in in the Commissariat with respect to the pro- 
motion of the officers, an army will be lost on some fine day on 
account of the total incapacity of the greater number of the 
officers, seniors as well as juniors, to perform any duty ex- 
cepting that which they learn in England, viz., the superin- 
tendence of deliveries by a contractor, and to compare his 
accounts with his vouchers. 

‘ For this reason I contend for it, that when a man likd' 
'Mr. Ogilvie is found out, who is, really capable of being the 
Commissary General of an army, the rule is a badr one which 
prevents his immediate [)roifnotion. 

‘ I may be wrong, but I llavd objections to all those rwles 
which prevent the promotion of officers of merit. It is the 
aVise of the unlimited power of promotion whicl/ ought to be 
prevented j but the *pow,er itself ought not to be taken^ by * 
regulation, from the crown, or from those who do, the business 
of the crown. By ttHesc regulation? we are undermining, 'as 
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fast as possible, the efficiency of the Government. There is 
no power any where of rewarding extraordinary# services, or 
extraordinary merit ; and under circumstances which require 
unwearied exertion in every branch an'd dej)artincnt our 
military system, we appear to be framing regulations to pre- 
vent ourselves from commanding it by the only stimulus, — 
the honorable reward of promotion. * 

^ Tluvse are my decided opinions. They go to thb^ principle 
of our proceedings, and not to Mr. Ogilvic’s case alone. I& 
Mr. Kennedy whs gone to-morrow, Mr Ogilvie “is, I lliTnk, 
the person upon the whole most qualified to fill his situation ; 
and I should then propose that ^le sliould be made a Com- 
missary General. I wish to know whettier in any service in 
the world a man has ever been placed at the head of such a 
concern as that which I am conducting, without havinlj the 
power of selecting the person who shall succeed to fill such an 
office M that which Mr. Kennedy fills ; and whettier any 
minister could show his face to the country and object that 
such an appointment is contrary to the regulation. The regu- 
lation therefore must be nugatory, and ought not to have been 
made. 

‘ As for the gentleman who would succeed to Mr. Kennedy 
he is quite unfit for the situation, and I could not do business 
with him for an hour. 

* This is a stronger case than that which exists ; though, by 
the bye, that is j)retty strong. Mr. Ogilvie, an assistant com- 
missary, is found the most capable in the whole department of 
conducting the business of Geiicral Hill’s separate corps; and 
he canijot be rndde a deputy commissary becau.se he has not 
served five years; and there are other assistants in the army 
jsenior to him who, although very good dien, and possibly able 
to do the duty of assistant commissary, arc not able to do the 
duty which Ogilvie performs well, and for which hg was 
selected, imtwithstanding 4;hat there were many deputy com- 
missaries with the army ! ! ^ ^ 

‘ The next thing to do will be to order that the deputy com- 
missaries sfeall perform these superior duties when there are 
any with the army ; and then I hope? the^entlemen in Londbn 
will be so kind as to be responsible for all that pa.sses tn/je ; 
attd bear all the Sbuse, misrepresentation, ^c., which he 
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must make up his mind to^ who is honored with the command 
of the BritiUi troops on a foreign service.

‘ Atfvertirig to the information, which I recently received 
from your j^ordship, thit there was a*regimert of dragoons in 
the west of England in readiness to embark for this country, 
if its services should be required, 1 have to inform your Lord- 
ship that I would rather recommend completing tlie regiments 
now in this country with horses or marcs of five, six, and seven 
years of age, to sending out fresh troops. Neither the dra- 
goons nor their horses are capable of performing much service 
in the first season after their arrival ; and many horses are lost, 
being unaccustomed to the food of the Peninsula, and from 
the want of experience in tlic mode of taking care of them. 

‘ We have found die British cavalry more efficient in this 
campaign, and particularly at the close of it, than it was in the 
last, notwithstanding that in this campaign they have had 
more hard work. 1 am therefore of ojnnion that the best 
mode of keeping up the cavalry of this 'army wouki be to send 
strong hoi ses of a serviceable age to the regiments now in the 
country. 

‘ I also wish to draw your Lordship's attention to the wants> 
of the artillery in horses. I slioiild recommend that 500 ser- 
viceable liorses for tlic artillery should be seiit out at an early 
period, and it will be necessary hereafter to send from Eng- 
land frequently fresh liorses for the artillery. 

‘ In the course of this and last year many horses and mules 
for this branch of the service w ere purchased iiv. Portugal and 
Spain. But neither of a sufficient 'oize can now be* procured ; 
and I imagine it wdll be riecepsar^ to aid die Portuguese aryiy 
with some horses of a good size for their artillery. 

‘At all events, as there are horse transports in the service 
of Government, w hicji might diereafler be employed iii^ tr&ns- 
polling the horses from England, it w'ould be cheaper to bring 
all that arervanted fnen thene(«, than to pnrehasi;' thfni in this 
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country ; and the horses are inhnitely better than any that can 
be procured in the Peninsula.

I mustfinention to you 
that the ITme Ivijere, which is ift Eegnier s division, hast, I 
believe, marched from the n«£ighbourlio(,Kl of Vi,lia Fralica.^ 

‘ If Abrantes is attacked, we must support the place from 
ti>e left of the river : 1 jvould recommend therefore that Lobo

This person was on his road 
through the valley of the JWondego, towards the frontier, in 
the disguise of a Spanish peasant, and was taken by the 
orclenanza. 

‘ ‘ As some doubts are entertained here respecting the pro- 
ceedings to be adopted in this person’s case, and as I wisTi to 
avoid any discussion with the enemy upon it, till the Portuguese 
Government shall have an opportunity of deciding upon it, it is 
llesirable that this dispatch should not be made public, or at all 
events that the name of the bearer of it should be kept secret 
for some time.« 

^ Your Lordship will obstrve that this is the second dispatch 
whjph Massena had written sigicewhis entering into Portugal, 
both of which we havo got. 

^ In regard to his account of the battle of Busaco, Jind of < 
,the k)s^sustaincd by the Ffeiicl? army, \ would request your 
Lordship to observe, first, the difference between the account 
ofioss in tjiat*iTi the olficer’s written answer 

to the supposed qivestion ; and, secondly, the immense loss of 
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officers, viz., three colonels killed and several others wounded, 
which could not have been unattended by a proportionate loss 
of troops.

‘ As we cannot pretend to defend the entrance ^nto Portugal 
by the roafi of Celorfco, 1 should prefer to concidor pilveifa’s 
corps'^only as one 9 !' observation, to retire^’towarrls the Douro 
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when the enemy shall move in force, and then to operate upon 
their flanks and rear, and cut off as much provision and bag- 
gage as possible. 

‘ If Bacellar has placed his troops in column on tli« road 
from Coimbra to Lamego, he can easily reinforce Silveira, and 
CO operate with him in effecting these objects. But I would 
not allow them to make any attempt to defend the entrance into 
the coUiitry, and in that view I would not reinforce Silveira. 

‘ In respect to the bridges of tlie Coa, I am afraid that at* 
this season of the year, it would be useless to destroy even 
those on the lower Goa. The upper Coa is no barrier at any 
season ; and the enemy could, from CiucUid Kodrigd, enter by 
Alfayates and Sabugal, and go thence either to Alverca or 
Guarda, without difficulty, if all the bridges were destroyed.

‘ The assistance which I have uniformly received from you, 
ipotonly in those objects to which I have drawn your attention, 
from time to time, but in others to. which you have adverted 
yourself, induces me to suggest a mode in which the tiavy 
niight most materially cofttribute to the success of his Ma- 
jes^^’s arms, and to t^e^salvation^of this country. 

‘ I have long considered that, after occupying the most im- 
portant points in the position of t|ie army, it was most jle-* 
sirable {hat I should have a dispbsable fewep capable of moving 
to any point which might be attacked, or of acting offensively 
against thg enemy, if circi^mstaflcfts shouAd rebder fliat measure 
advisabi^. 
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^ The strength whicii I have added to the several positions 
of the troojls has already increased my disposable force, but 
it would be increased if we could have the assistance of a 
brigaefe of seamen, and of a battalion composed of the ma- 
rines of the squadron, in a proportion still greater than their 
numbers would add to the numerical strength of the army. 

' If yoy should see no objection to the plan *, I would pro- 
pose tevyou to land the seamen and marines whom yo& should 
* think proper to employ in this manner, and to yjlace them in 
barracks or uantonments in the first instance, m the neighbour- 
hood of St. Julian, Cascae^s, &c., where they might be ar- 
ranged in companies* and battalions, and the officers and petty 
officers posted to each, where they might be properly equipped 
for q further advance towards the positions occupied by the 
army, and might learn some of the most simple and necessary 
evolutions of the troops, in order that they might execute them 
with facility, at the moment their services would be required.

‘ As the case •of MaScarenlias, who is a Lieut^iant in the 
Frencli cavalry and aide de camji to J unot, may involve a ' 
question of retaliation, I am anxious, if , possible, to have the 
opinion of his Majesty's Government before the Portuguese 
Government shall decide upon it. ^ 

‘ When the Prince Regent quitted Portugal in the year 
1807, he issued a iVoclamation, of which there will be of 
course a copy in London, in which he directed his subjects 
whom he left bcfiind, in substance, not to take up arms against 
the P'rench, and many of them served the French in civil and 
military capacities. The Portuguese ariShy was marched out 
of the country, and is still in the service of the French Em- 
peror ; and many of the officers who entered the French service 
during the time that Portugal was in possession of the French, 
of which number is Mascajrenhas, quitted Portugal with Junot. 
Ma.scarenhas was Junot’s aide dc camp, and he is a Lieutenant 
of cavalry in the French army. 

* * 1 had always considered the case of those Portuguese who 
entered the service of tlie Frencli in the years 1807 and 1*808, 
as very different from the case of those who entered their ser- 
vice in 1809,*when Soult obtained possession of Oporto. In 
•the former period the Sovereign had quitted the country, and 
although he had not formally relinquished the government, he 
had left hig sftbjects to take their own course und«r that of 
tRc usurper ; and those who entered the French service had 
10 choose between dcasortion from it, or quitting their native 
country. In the latter period the legitimate Government of 
their Princc^as in existence in the country, and’ those whofn-* 
terAl the service of the enemies of their C0i>ntry should be q()n- 
sidered only^as traifors The mere act of i^erving the French 
during ^he period of the yswrpation has^ not been ^considered a 
crime in^oTtuiralT Manv of those who were iruiltv ofit have 
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since been, and are now, employed ; and that alone which 
maizes any distinction in Mascarenhas’ case is, that he continued 
in the service of the French, in which he was engaged, after the 
restoration of tfte government of his Prince. 

‘ I am inclined to consider him in the light of many of his 
Majesty’s subjects who are serving his enemies under the conni- 
vance of Government, contrary io the laws, and to his Majesty’s 
repeated* proclamations at the commencement of evtry war, 
' caljing upon his subjects return to his dominions from the 
service of foreign powers ; and if thiiS view oi? the case be cor- 
rect, it is equally unjustifiable to involve the two countries in 
a question of retaliation (as it may be depended upon that the 
retaliation will not be confined to Portuguese officers) on this 
case, as it would be in the case of any one of those individuals 
who might be taken in arms against his Majesty’s Government. 

‘ An example of tliis description is not necessary in this 
countr 3 \ Tliere exists no disposition in any class to favor the 
French invasion, and it appears, upon the whole, that the best 
measure to be adopted, in respect to this person, is to send 
liim, after trial, to tIVe Brazils, to be disposed of as the Prince 
Regent may think proper.

‘ Wothing of any importance has occurred, since I addressed 
you on the 3rd instant. The enemy recohnaitred ^brantes 
on the 5th instant, and under cover of that V^eration moved 
a small body of cavalry and infantry through Lower Beirm 
jtowards Villa Velha, evidently with an intention of obtaining 
possrjssion of the bridge on the lagus at that, place. They 
found it however destroyed, and this detachment returned lo 
Sobreira Formosa. 

‘ The greatest number of the boats which the enemy had 
been able to collect togetl^er are in their.bridgc onahe Zezere, 
which is a very bad, one, and will, I hope, be destroyed by 
J^ajor General Fane’s artillery. 

‘I have a letter ftom Gdneral^Sjlveira of th(j3r/i instant, 
from Trancoso. He had his detachments^ on the Ooa, and 
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one of them (consisting of a battalion of the 24^1 regiment, 
which had been in garrison at Almeida during the siege/and 
which Marshal Massena had reported to the Emperor as having 
voluntarily entered the French service,) had driven in the out- 
posts of the present garrison at Almeida. General Silveira 
reports that about 5000 French troops were at Salamanca, and 
in motion on the frontier towards Ciudad Rodrigo^ and that 
these troops were supposed to be intended as a reinfoi cement, 
to the army in this country. He til so» mentions that two regi- 
ments of infantry had arrived at Valladolid, and \fere stated to 
be the advanced guard of a corps^%likewise on its march to this 
country.

‘ I tell him that I conceive it will be desirable to take ad- 
vantage of .your offer to purchase in America, and import hay 
for the fKiblic service in this country, upon commission, on 
the tci'^.ns of landing it at Lisbon, at Gibraltar, or a? Cadiz, 
or ki Englaaul, as may he deemed expedient, making of course 
an allowance for the additional freight, if the original desti- 
nation of, the voyage should , be altered. 

‘ Tn respect to horses, I imagine that the Government pay 
for them in England, at present, thirty guineas, of an age fit 
for hnmediate service. They are brought to this country in 
transports, and the expense of their voyage is only their food 
in their transports. 1 conceive that the loss of horses on the 
voyage is trifling. ^ 

‘ From this statement, you will be best able to judge whether 
horses of an equally good description could be got at as cheap 
a rate in America and landed here. If they could, I should 
be glad to take them. But as all the horses received for the 
use of the army must be inspected by a Board of Officers of 
the Cavalry, or of those belonging to one of the departments 
to which the horses would be attached, and there may be a 
difference of opinion about the fitness of the horses for the ser- 
vice between these Boards and the person who may import the 
hor,ses from America, I should not recommend any speculation 
in horses to any person in that country. 

‘ Indeed, horses can, or ought to be got with facility, to any 
extent in England, at the price above stated ; and the assist- 
ance of the resources of America, however desirable in fooi> 
for man and beast, does not appear to be necessary in horses.

‘ My dear Fane, ^ ‘ P^ro Negro, llth Noveniber.^qslO, 

‘ I have received vour letter of the 9th. Don Carlos de 
Es^nar% a Frenchman, anS 1 believe I told you }n my l&st, 
I knew no reason why you should not hfive a good opinion 
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of him. He is certainly a better officer than the Soanisli 
officers in general are. 

' In respect to provisions for his troops, | promised the 
Marquis de la Romana that the Spanish troops should fed 
by the Bridsh Commissariat while rn Portugal ; but I was not 
apprised of the arrival of Don ^arios’s troops, whicli were in- 
tended to operate upon another line, and he came to*Abrantes 
of his own accord. No provision was therefore made fo: them, ^ 
and it would l]Wi very inconvenient tew attach a British Com- 
missary to them. I have therefore desired that •they might 
be fed from the Portuguese storqp at Abrantes ; ary;! so little 
did I believe that there ^vas any ground clf complaint for Don 
Carlos of the want of provisions, that the Portuguese Govern- 
ment have remonstrated with me on the consumption of 4 )ro- 
visions which his corps, I believe only 1200 men, has occasioned 
at Abrantes. 

‘ As, however, the quantity of provisions at Abrantes is very 
large, particularly such belonging to the British army, I re- 
quest you to desire Lobo to sujiply Don Carlos with provisions 
for his troops upon regular requisitions and receipts ; and I ' 
beg him to report to Marshal Beresford immediately, the 
quantity of provisions of all descriptions in the place, and the 
rate of daily consumption, including, specifically, Don Carlos's 
demand. 

‘ In respect to bayonets, desire Don Carlos to send an 
officer to the Marquis de la Romana immediately with a return 
of the bayonets he wants; and upon the Marquis de la |io- 
mana’s application^they shall be delivered to that officer. 

' I intended, myself, to give you notice of any danger from 
the south, and to instruct you upon the occasion. The reason 
ft)r which I did not advert to that circumstance in the instruc- 
tions which I gave you before is, that the line which I should ' 
wish you tq foHow in that case, would v^^ry according to the 
coiirsc of events here, and lo the amount of the enemy’s force 
approaching by the luft^of th^ Tagus. It is not impossible 
that I might have it' in my power to assemble a corps ons^ 
the left of the Tagus, » which should Jbe superior to any thigg 
•whicti tbe enemy could brin^;; and in^this^case, the line which 
I should wish you t^ adopt would be very different from that 
which yqp vi^ouJd adopt, in fiase l%^ould l)e»under tffe necessity 
of wifhfli-awrigg yoif from that side of the river.

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* What I^have above stated will show you the reasons for 
still delaying to instruct you, in reference to the possible occur- 
rence of the enrmy entering the Alentejo from Estremadura ; 
but I see no reason why you should not observe what is, pass- 
ing in that quarter. I beg of you, therefore, to open a cor- 
respondence with General Leit^, who commands at Elvas, and 
let him know what is passing upon the Tagus; and request 
him torlet you know, and desire Colonel Brito de Mozinho to 
lct«}'ou know what maycoccur in Estremadura, Andalusia, &c., 
which may c5jme to their knowledge. Tell him that I ordered 
you to lYJfite to him, and /Jiat every thing is going on well 
here. 

^ 1 observe that the officer of artillery has taken on more 
rockdits than I intended, and than can be of any use for expe- 
riments. I desired that he would take one carriage drawn by 
four or six horses, and I understand that he has taken four 
carriages drawn by twenty liorses, and twenty loaded mules. 

‘ In case it should be necessary to bring you back across the 
Tagus, it might, in the existing state of the roads, be very 
difficult to draw off this equipment ; and we should then pos- 
sibly be obliged to leave in the hands of the enemy the means 
of burning the town of Lisbon. This is a very serious con- 
sideration. Accordingly, I request that, upon the receipt of 
this letter, you will investigate this rocket concern. Send 
down to Lisbon by water or otherwise, all the rockets belong- 
ing to the Poictiers ; and desire the officers of the British 
artyiery.in charge of the rockets, to keep with you only oi\c 
carriage, or a few loaded mules sufficient to try the experiment, 
and to send the remainder of the equipment to tha place of 
embarkation on the left bank of the river, andf the horses or 
mules of the whole equipment (excepting those of the orPi. 
carriage which will be kept for Jrial) across the river to Lis- 
bon. By this arrangement we shall leave nor.e pf these ma- 
chines on the left of the river if f should withdraw you ; dnd 
if you should find them useRil,<and should req^tire more fhan

‘ My DEAR Sir, 10 a.m. 

^ I have received your letter of the 9th at night. ^ 

' The bridge at Villa Velha is burnt. The boats of the 
bridge of Abrantes, and all the materials belonging to it, still 
exist ; the bridge of Punhete was taken up, and 1 believe the 
boats were takeii up to Abrantes, where they now are. 

^ The orders which I have given to Abrantes are at all 
events to prevent tlie boats from falling into the hands of the 
enemy, but not to destroy them till it shall be certain that the 
enemy must obtain possession of them. 

‘ As you say very truly, the anchors of the boats that are 
burnt must still remain, ^nd will answer for other boats and 
bridges. Whether the boats of the bridges are destroyed or 
not ; or whatever may become of the anchors now down, it is 
absolutely necessary that the boats used in bridges, in these 
torrents, should each have an anchor ; and as an additional 
security^ a rope niust be passed across the river, to which each 
boat should be fastened. The rope alone would be sufficient 
4 ^n the summer season ; but when the torrents come down in 
the winter, not only are the anchors required to hold them,* 
but great attention must be paid to the whole machine, ofher- 
Wise not only the bridge •would become impassable, but the 
bo|ts imserviceable. , 

* I enclose an extract of my letter to Mr. Stuart upon this 
subject, likovise a copy of my instructions to Captain W^e-* 
kind ofjthe engineers.

* I enclose copies of dispatches to Government, which will 
make you acquainted with the state of affairs here. 

^ The Marquis de la Romana is a good deal distressed by 
the paragraphs in the Cadiz newspapers respecting his inarch 
to this quarter ; and I acknowledge that I am of opinion that 
neither the public mind in Spain, nof those whose conduct is 
likely to become the subject of these discussions, are prepared 
for them. 

^ The freedom of the press is undoubtedly a benefit, and it 
is difficult possibly to fix theMimits beyond which it shall not 
go. But if the benefit consists in the infoVmation which the 
press conveys to the nation and the world in general, it 
appears to be necessary that that information should be founded 
in fact, and that discussiojis upon the conduct of military ope- 
rations, c and the characters of *^officers who tiarry them on, 
should be founded on real knowledge, of events, of the time 
state of affairs, of the charac4;crpf the troops, and above all, of 
the topography of the country which may be the seat of the 
operations. ^ ^ i 

‘ I think much jitjschief isfdond in England, not only to rae^ 
personally, but to tlie character of the army and of the coun- 
try, by foolish oBseyi^at ion s *u^ioi], what passes here, in all the 
newspapers. Butrin England wft are awustomed *to these 
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calumnies^ and to read this nonsense, which it is to be hoped 
makes no real impression, particularly as the savi^' newspaper 
generally contradicts the first statement, or argues against tlie 
first reasoning, in the course of a short time lifter it hj^s been 
insetted. 13ut in Spain, a country unaccustomed to these dis- 
cussions, in which all, even the best men, are objects of sus- 
picion, and every measure is considered the result tJf a treason- 
able craispiracy, it is highly dangerous to expose Inen in thb 
situation of the Mar(|uis de la Humana to this dcscrfption o£ 
calumny, and tltifair statement and sophistical reastming ofi his 
conduct. And it is particularly hard upon the individual,, 
because, in the present situation* of affairs in the ^'Peninsula, 
neither he, nor his friends, nor the Government, who in this 
instance Lave approved of his conduct, can venture to defend 
him, because if they do, on real grounds, they must Cbnvey 
information to tlic enemy. 

* There is another very forcible objection, in my oppiion, to 
subjecting officers in the situation of Romana to this descrip- 
tion of discussion, and that is the effect which it may be ex- 
pected it will have on the officers and gi)ldiers of the armies 
under their command. The Spanish armies, which are neither 
fed, nor paid, nor clothed, cannot he kept together by the 
bonds of discipline, as I keep my troops ; but the aulliority of 
the General and the operations of the armies depend almost 
entirely upon the opinion which they entertain of him, and the 
confidence they repose in him. Roth must be shaken by this 
description of discussion ; and I should not be at all surprised, 
if Romana were to inform me, on some fine day, tha* the 
opinion of his afmy was against his remaining here, and that 
he must go;p as Carrera informed me, during the siege of 
, Ciudad Rodrigo, that notwithstanding his opinion agreed 
entirely with mine, and he wished to remain with me during 
the campaign^ the opinion W his troops would be so i^fiuch 
against us,* if we did not £»ttempt to relieve the place, that he 
should^ be obliged to sej)arate^/r(jjn me, if it should fall; and 
he actually marched on the evening of the day that the place 
surrenderee^ This fact shows what it is to command troopsi 
held together solely by opyiioivand how dangerous these fli.s- 
cussions must be in a country whiclf bus only an army of this 
description. ^ 

‘ Ruilmna's jiiiiciion wj^h iiie in this j)osition was founded 
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upon two circumstances. First ; the impossibility of his re- 
maining in Fstremadura, if I should be obliged to embark ; 
and tile expediency of his embarking his troops at the same 
lime, ii| order to*save them for the Spanish nation. Secondly ; 
upon the expediency of increasing, to the utmost extent that 
was practicable, the disposable force which 1 should collect* in 
these positi6ns. 

• ‘ In respect to the operations proposed for Komana ip these 
discussions ofi the enemy’s ^rear, I would observe, that the 
eneifly have 'shown in this campaign, and thrqjighout all their 
•operations in Spain, that they are entirely indifferent as to 
what passerj in their rear ; /hid it is a circumstance not gene- 
rally observed in the French system, and which makes them 
most formidable as opponents, that they invariably operate 
upon Hhc flanks and rear of their enemies, but are. entirely 
indifferent as to what passes on their own communications. 

We^have so much force in their rear at present, that they 
can have no comniuiiicaiion with Spain exc«j)ling by large 
corps; and they have not attempted such a communication. 
The addition of the Marquis de la Romana’s corps to the other 
troops thus employed would not have increased their difficul- 
ties for subsistence, or have enabled us to press closer upon 
their rear, because, even if the Marquis de la Romana could 
have ventured to place himself on the right of the Tagus, 
behind the enemy, he could not have ventured to place himself 
on the right of the Zezere. The enemy must still have had 
possession of the country along the right bank of the Tagus to 
that river, and they extend no’farther now. 

^ But if the Marquis de la Romana had placed himself upon 
the right of the upper Tagus by Abrantes, and«we had been 
obliged to embark, what was to become of his corps ? It must 
have been left behind to the mercy of the enemy, or must have 
made;. the best of its way through* the mountains to the Mon- 
dego, and thence to the north of PoKtugal. In the Imean time, 
the want of its services and ‘assistance in these positions^, by its 
absence for other objects, in a situation *in w'hich it could be* of 
po use, might be the cause of the loss of the whol^, and of tl: 
misfortune of our being otiliged to ^vithefraw. ^ 

‘•I have written you thfis much* in order that you may have 
topics wherey^ith ta remind your friends in the Coi\es that they 
should not always go 'full gallop ; th*ej shoul(k,pull'the bfi some 
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times, or they will destroy the whole fabric which it is their 
object to raise, and will lose the confidence ofwall the wise 
and thinking men in Europe.

‘ Since I ^vrotc to you^on the 10th nespectii)'^ Mascarenhas> 
I have received the enclosed papers from Dom M. de Forjaz, 
Prom whiefc it appears that t^ie Government have passed over 
entirely the point which I referred for consideration, viz., the 
distinction in the cases of those who entered the service of the 
Frenoii in 1807 and 1808, from the cases of those who entered 
Lheir service in 1809 during Soult’s invasion, because it will 
have very extensive consequences. 

* Of course all those who quitted Portugal iiTl807 and 1808 
will be entitled to the benefit of the same distinction in their 
cases. You will see ,also that they are determined to try and 
execute Mascarenhas, and I believe it is best for me to give 
tio further opinion upon the subject. 

‘ It would appear, from the manner in which the enclosed 
paper is written, that it was drawn by ’Principal Souza; and 
if he is the writer of it, he has altered his opinion probably 
upon finding that it agreed with mine. 

‘ I think it not very important what they do with Mascaren-* 
has, ys there is one fact in his case that would justify the put- 
ting him to death, whatever might be the decision on the point 
referred to in my dispatch of the 10th instant;* and that is, 
that being a lieutenant of cavalry in the French service, and 
aide de camp to Junot, he was taken in the disguise of a Spa- 
nish peasant ; and upon his first examination by t}ic officer who 
took him, declared that he was a Spanish peasant. He is 
therefore liable to be hanged, a^ a spy. I had not seen his 
examination when I wrote to you on Saturday, and was not 
c;prtain of this fact. ^ 

‘ Qliere is nothing else of impor^tance in his examination, 
excepting that he says iie ^as desired to ask for a reinforcement 
[)f 40,000 mep. 

‘ Theje is nothing new since I wfo^e on Saturday, excepting 
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•that the 23rd regiment are arrived, with only twelve sick. 
The rain has been very heavy for the last threeflays.

‘ I enclose jhe weekly state of/ the army to tfie 1st instanf. 
There is no sickness in the army of any impgrtance. The 
number of men actually in the hospital is below 4000 ; thfi 
others returned sick absent are at the^conyalescent depot at 
Belem. The continued badness of the weather renders it ne- 
cessary to keep the soldiers, when dismissed from the hospital, 
rather longer at Belem than it otherwise would be. 

^ Your Lordship will be concerned to observe the continued, 
and I am concerned to add increasing, desertion of British sol- 
diers to the enemy, a crime which, till within the last few 
years, was almost unknown in the army. 

‘ It is difficult to account for the prevalence of this crime, 
particularly in this army lately. The British soldiers see the 
deserters from the enemy coming into their lines daily, all 
with a story of the unparalleled distresses which their army 
are suffering, and of the loss of all hope of success in the result 
of their enterprise ; at the same lime that they know and feel 
that they are suffering no hardship or distress ; that there is 
not an article of food or clothing which can contribute to tireir 
health and comfort that is not provided for them ; thaf they 
are w(;ll lodged *and taken care of in every respect, and not 
fatigued by work or duty ; and having every prospect of 
success. 

^ The deserters from the British regiments are principally 
Irishmen: and I attribute the prevalence of the c^^im# very 
hiuch to tne bad descriptibn of men, in all the regiments, which 
atip drafted from the, Irish •militia ; and also to the irregular 
habits which many Soldiers had acquired, and had communi- 
cated to otliers, in the retreat of tli^ army through the north 
of*Sp^in in the winter o/ 1808-9 ; aryijn their subseefuent 
service in the French army, and in their wandering through 
the countrv back again inty PbAugal.

* The enemy intend cither to retire across'’the Zezere into 
Spain, or across the Tagus into Spain, or across the Zezere, 
to attack Abrantes/ The last is possible, as I last night 
received an account, that on the 9th, they had a considerable 
reinforcement on the frontier of Beira Alta. 

‘ I have rc([ucsted the Admiral to have boats brought up 
the Tagus, and 1 propose to pass over General Hill’s corps to 
Salvaterra, or at least to be in readiness for that movement as 
soon as possible.

from Santareni towards Golegao, and I immediately passed 
Lieut. General Hill's corps across the Tagus at Valada in 
boats, which Admiral Berkeley had been so kind as to s^nd up 
the river to aid and facilitate the operations of the army. The 
object of this movement was that Lieut. General Hjll might 
give countenaifbe and assistance to i?bnintes, in case the enemy 
should at lack that place ; or, that if they sliould retire from 
Portugal through Lower Beira, he might annoy tliem 04i 
their retreat. 

‘ On the 18th the British cavalry and the advanced guard 
found the enemy’s rear guard so strongly posted in front of 
Santareni, that it was*impossible to attack them with any pro- 
spect of success; and although my posts on the left of the 
Tagus have informed me that the enemy continue to send 
troops and baggage along the road on the right bank towards 
the Zezere, their rear guard liuve still maintained their^post ; 
and they have evidently in that post, and in Santarem, a suffi- 
cient Body of troo{)S to enable, them to hold the strong position 
of Santarem, against any attack which I might make on its 
front. 

‘ At tlie ^me time, the* rain, which has been so veri^heavy^ 
^sirice thff 15th, has so •completely destroyed the roads and 
fijled*the\-ivulets, thq}; I hayt^hitherto found it impossible to 
dislodge the cnemy'from his petition at Santarem, by move- 
ments thy)ugh the hills on his right flank. The had state jof 
tl>e roads has filso possibly bteii the cause of the enemy re- 
maining at Santarem so fong. 

• ‘ Altlioiigh tffe enemy hav« moved largt* bodies of troops to 
the A^Cwafd frmin Saiifarem, 1 have hot vtt heard that an v 
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large numbers have crossed the Zezere. I cannot be certain,, 
therefore, thaW their intention is to retire from Portugal en- 
tirely'. Their army being collected between Santarem and the 
Zezere, they are^in a situation to be able, and they may en- 
' dehvor to maintain themselves in that strong position till* the 
reinforcements, which 1 knwv arc on the frontier, can join 
them; and Tor this reason, and, because I was unwilling to 
expose to^ the inclemencic^ of the weather a larger body of 
tc’oops tTnan irwas absolutely necessary to employ to press upon 
the eliemy’s Vear, and to support the aiJvanced ' guard, I have 
kept in reser\V' a considei-ahle proportion of the allied army, 

some of thtin still in the cantonments in the line of our for- 
* 

tificd positions. 

^ I have also ordered General Hill to halt the head of his 
corj)s kt Chamusca, on the left of the Tagus, till the enemy’s 
movement shall have been decided. 

^ 1 have not heard from General Silveira, who is on the 
frontier of Upper Beira, since the 9th instant, Und he then in- 
formed me* of the movements of diflbrent bodies of troops, 
which I suppose to bo SO, 000 men in Castillc, apparently levy- 
ing contributions of provisions. &c., for the army in Portugal. 
These accounts have been confirmed by others of a later date, 
the 13th instant, from Salamanca. 

‘ Having advanced from the positions in which 1 was en- 
abled to bring the enemy to a stand, and to oblige them to 
retire without venturing upon any attack, it is but justice to 
Lieut. Colonel Fletcher, and the oflicers of the Iloyal En-^ 
gineof s, to draw your Lordship^s attention to the ability and 
diligence with which they have executed the^ works by which 
tliesc positions have been strengthened, to such a degree, as to 
render any attack upon that line occupied by the allied army 
vfry doubtful, if not entirely hopeless. Tlie enemy’s army 
•may Imj reinforced, and they may again induce iTje to think it 
expedient, in the existing st^ate of affairs in the Peninsula, to"' 
resume these positions ; but I /}a,inot Uejieve they have? it jn 
their power to bring such adbree against us as to render the 
contest a matter of doubt. » We are indebted for thfsc advan- 
tagesTo Lieut. Coloijel Fletchel i^nd the officers of the Royal 
Engineers, among whom I must particularly mention Captain 
(liapman, w1k> has 'giVcn me« great assistance upon various^ 
occasionsii 
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« Your Lordship will have observed how much the effec- 
tive strength of the army in proportion to its^total numbers 
has increased lately. There is no sickness in the army <)f any 
imi)ortance; and above one half of those returned as si(;k in the 
iTiifitary returns are convalescents, who arc retained at Bt^cm* 
till they shall have gained sufficient strength to bear the 
fatigues of marching, and*ofjtheir duty in the ficltk 

^ Ifesides the allied army, I ei!close the copies^of a corre- 
s|)()ndence which I have had \yith Admiral Berkeley, fro«n 
which your L*Sdship will observe tlfat an additimial for<t} had 
been provided from the fleet ; and I take this occifeion of iiifono- 
ing your Lordship, that in everyi instance I have deceived the 
most cordial and friendly assistance from Admiral Berkeley 
and the officers and men of the squadron under his command. 
Rear Admiral Sir Thomas Williams has even done Ine the 
favor to come up the Tagus to superintend the passage of 
General Hill’s corps over the river. , 

‘ In my dispatch of the 20th Octol)er, 1 informed your Lord- 
ship that the Marquis de la Romana had joinAl the allied 
army in their positions in front of Li8l¥)n, witli a considerable 
detachment of the Spanish army under his command. He 
still continues with us ; and I receive from him much valuable 
advice and assistance. 


" Throughout the* period during whicli we occupied those 
positions, every thing went on with the utmost regularity, and 
to my satisfaction, notwithstanding that the force was com- 
posed of troops of various descriptions and of different nations; 
and I attribute these advaiftages entirely to the zeal ^or the 
cause in which Ve are engaged, and the conciliatory disposition 
of the? chiefs and (jeneral officers of the armies of, the diflercnt 


nations ; and I have no doubt that the same cordiality will 
prevail as long as it may be expedient that the armies sho\jld 
continue united. 

" Lieirt. General Sir Brent Spencer, and Marshal Sir W. C. 
;|l^e«forfl,^and the^ pflicer^i the General Staff* of the army, 
have coniinued to give me cverj^ assistance in their power.

‘ My dispatch will give you a tolerably correct notion of the 
state of affairs here. At first 1 thought the enemy were off, 
and I arn not certain yet tl\at thJ^y are not going. Thjy had 
certainly made no preparations for holding the position at 
^niarem ; and if they (Jo not propose to stay, they hold it 
only till the stj^te of tlie roads will allow them to continue their 
retreat. If they do propose ^to stay, and to hold this position 
as a tele de cantannerm nt, they must have received orders to 
do so from Paris, since they began to retreat. 

* This is possible, nay it is probable, that if they have had 
any communication with the frontier, they have received orders 
not to quit the country, as the political effect of their retreat 
will be l^reat. But whatever may be the political effect of 
their retreat^, I am convinced there is no man in liis senses who 
had ever passed a winter in Portugal who would not recom- 
mend to them to go, rather than endeavor to maintain them- 
selves upon the Zezere during the winter, or than attack 
our position, whatever may be the strength of their reinforce- 
ments. , 

‘ However, it is probable that we *shall have another cam- 
paign in the Peninsula, and your Lordship will probably have 
turned your mind to some measure for the reinforcement of 
the numbt^rs of the army in general. Whatever may be your 
measdre, I earnestly recommend to you to bri^g it forward at 
the commencement of the session, as you will thqn enjfiy the 
benefit of it early in the campaign ; whereas, if you bring it 
forward after, or allow it to be deferred till the Easter holidays, 
yc)u will not get your men to their corps till July and August, 
nor to fne z^rmy till September or October.

liave been much gratified by the receipt of your lettef of 
tlife S4th July ; and I assure yoa that I shall have much plea- 
sure in co-operating with ^oi| for the public servic^^ 

‘ I lioubt not that, before you left England, *the King’s 
servants gave you all the information in their pcaver rt^arding 
the state of afeiirs in the Peninsula ? but lest they shouK not, 
I will give you an outline of them in this letter.* • 

‘ Since tlie battle of Ocaha in%November last, tfnd the sub- 
sequent passage of the Sierra Morena in January, there has 
been no Spanish army in the field capable of making any 
resistance to the French. The allied British and Porttiguese 
army under my command in this quarter, and the corps of the 
Marquis de la Romana, consisting of about 10,000 o^* 12,000 
men, without l^avalry, on the frontiers of Estremadura and 
Portugal, are all that we have capable of opposing the enemy 
in front. • 

‘ There are small detachments of Spanish troops in the 
mountains of Ronda, between Gibraltar and Cadiz ; in the 
Alpuj arras in Grenada, and in Cuenca ; and there is a body 
of troops still asscmbled^with O’Donnell in the southern parts 
of Catalonia. But the operations of these troops are neces- 
sarily confined to enterprises on the enemy’s flanks and rear, 
during the time they may be ^occupied in the siege of the 
fortified posts on the coast which still remain in the haipds of 
the Spaniards, from the mouth of the Ebro to Cadiz ; and to 
give c^iuntffnance and assistance to the numerous bands of 
partizans which are carrying on a destructive warfare against 
the enemy in all parts of the Peninsula. 

‘The eneijiy’s force irf Spain consists of 250.00^ men, 
according to the best acc4»unts I can make of it. Of this force, 
ajjovcf on<? third is engaged i^he operations against this army. 
About 50 ,o5o or 60*000 men, in^three corps, are in.^dalusia, 
of which ^0,000 are engaffedun the operations at Cadiz ; 15.000 
• \

tiani, with the remainder, towards Grenada, &c. There are two 
strong corps in Catalonia and Aragon, but most of these 
troops (ire in tlfe garrisons; and there are about 20,000 or 
•30/000 men about Madrid, in the Asturias, Biscay, Navarre, 
and keeping up the comigiraication by the high road frdm 
France. * . < ‘ 

'From tjTiis relative view of the disposition of the tu^o con- 
tending* parties in the Peninsula, you will observe that the 
enemy have Vjx tended thehiselvcs to suoJi a degree, that even 
with their largt force they can make no rapid progress towards 
the final subjugation of the c<runtry till they shall have defeated 
this army, or obliged it to evacuate Portugal. 

‘ They cannot carry on the siege of Cadiz in the south, and 
I doubt their being able to carry on that of Tarragona, or that 
of Tortosa in the cast ; and till we are removed, the whole 
machinci appears brought to a stand. It happens, unfortu- 
nately, that we can receive but very little, if *any, assistance 
from any of the bodies of troops, which 1 have above described 
as being still in cxistatce, excepting from the Marquis de la 
Romana. However, being aware of the advantage of con- 
tinuing upon the Peninsula, I propose to maintain my ground 
as long as I can, and 1 shall risk nothing at any great distance 
from the sea. I shall withdraw graduAllv towards Lisbon in 
proportion as I shall find myself pressed by the enem^; and, 
at last, if I should find that the chances are at all equal, I 
propose to try the event of a battle ; if I should find they are . 
not sr, I shall embark the troopL. 

‘ We have transports prepared in the 'J agus Cor this purpose, 
and 1 think it not improbable that 1 shall be able to brin^ away 
with me a part of the Portuguese army ; but besides this army, ^ 
it^will be necessary to have some means prepared of carrying 
•off the•'^orps .under the command of the Marquis (Je la Romana. 
When we shall go, this corps will bet entirely cut ofi, and we^^ 
must remove it as well as our troqps. I had, ‘therefore, 
written General Graham k> request that he would apply to 
Admiral Pickmore to have* the tiansports at Cadiz pot imme- 
diately required for ^lie troops Sfeqt rountijj^to the Tagus, from. , 
whence they can easily be sent to any 'point south of the 'i'agus, 
at which the lourse ‘of ‘ the ojr e'/ati.ons in this country might 
render it more convenient that the*,Marquh de Va Hchnana 
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should embark. 1 shall be very much obliged to you if you 
will attend to General Graham’s application upon this subject. 

‘ When matters shall come to a crisis here, it will b^very 
desirable tliat we should have a large navRl forty in the Ingus; 
and is it does not appear that the enemy is*now in a situatiup 
to attempt any thing at Cadiz, \ wyuld suggest to you to come 
round to the 'lagus with jiour squatlron at that inomcnt. 1 
am so i^rongly of opinion that no serious attack caiT be made 
at Cadiz, till w'e shall have been obliged to evacuate Pcftugal^ 
that if I had ncft«received the intimation of the wkhes o^ the 
King s Government upon the subject, wliich I cci^sider tanta-^ 
mount to positive orders, I should J)ring round to th% Tagus for 
the contest General Graham and the greiter part of the force 
under his command. 

‘ So far for the general operatiOtis in the Peninsula* In 
respect to those at Cadiz, in which you are more immediately 
concerned, it is desirable that you should turn your mind at 
an early period, and should state your •opinion to the Aifmiralty 
on the naVal contest which there will be, sooner or litter, in the 
inner harbour of Cadiz. As usual, tli^ Spaniards left in the. 
power of the enemy large naval means, in the merchants’ yards 
at Trocadero, and they have others in the forests beyond Chi- 
clana, &c., &c. ; and I have heard from all quarters that they 
are actively employed in construptlng craft. I appreliend that 
you cannot depend upon *the Spanish seamen in this contest, 
although the Spaniards may be able to supply vessels. But, 
upon the whole of tliis subject, Government should have early 
information, if they have it not already. 

^ Adverting to jhe probable state of affairs at the moment 
that I i((jiglit be obliged to evacuate Portugal, it has occurred 
^o me, timt as I shall immediately remove the army to the 
south of the Peninsula, wc may, for some days at least, be 
stronger than the enemy engaged ‘in the blockade of Cadiz* 
and that iiie might be aj)le to strike a blow whi<?h ^lould 
deprivg tlmm of their naval establishments on the "j^rocadero, 
&cT It is (J<?feirable that our minds sliould be turmedfto this 
object; and I will write to Ggieral Graham to request that he 
Vi have fll the mi fitary infcjrmation upon the subject to

though I should be obliged to retire from Portugal, there are 
still many string places on the coast of Spain, by means of 
which the contest in the Peninsula may be kept up. Tarra- 
goiv^, ^Tortosa,*PeFifscola, Valencia, Alicante, Carthagena, as 
wdl as Cadiz, are fortified and garrisoned, and possibly %ach, 
but certainly most of them,^ are in a situation to receive im- 
portant assistance from his Majes^^y’s fleet. I do not know 
whether ybur station extends beyond Cadiz, but if it dfies not, 
Jthc inftuenca which you must possess oyer Sir Charles Cotton 
woi^ induce him to attfcnd to these places. * ‘
